FEAR  INJURY  TO  FRUIT. 

The   Florida   Crop  Threatened  By 
a  Cold  Snap. 

Jacksonville.  Fia..  Feb.  11'.— Fruit  men 
htre  are  apprehensive  that  Saturday  ami 
Sunday' s  cold  weather  has  hurt  orange 
and  other  fruit  trees.  At  Milton.  Fla.. 
on  Saturday,  there  was  a  fall  of  snow, 
with  :  hetherrr.ometer  at  25.  Sunday  morn- 
with  the  thermometer  at  25.  Sunday  morn- 
!»>  above.  Thou.sands  of  fires  were  kept 
burning  Saturday  night,  all  day  Sunday 
and  last  night  in  grooves  all  over  Florida 
in  efforts  to  save  trees. 

The  effect  of  the  cold  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained until  spring. 


London.  Feb.  19,  3:20  p.  m.— The  war 
'  office  has  received  the  following  dis- 
patch from  Gen.  Buller: 
I  "Chieveley  Camp.  Feb.  19. — I  yester- 
day moved  around  the  e.nemy's  flank. 
The  QuecnF.  who  had  l)ivouacked  on 
the  northern  slope  of  the  Cinjolo, 
crossed  the  nek  and.  supported  by  the 
re.st  of  the  Setund  brigade,  under  Hild- 
yard,  assaulted  and  took  the  southern 
end  of  Monte  Cristo.  The  Fourth  l)rl- 
gade.  on  the  left  or  western  slope,  and 
the  Welsh  Fusiliers,  supported  by  the 
rest  of  the  Sixth  brigade,  assaulted 
the  eastern  flank  of  the  enemy's  posi- 
tiiin.  while  beyond,  l)rigade  cavalry  on 
ih-'  extreme  right  watc-hed  the  »^astern 
slopes  of  Monte  Cristo  and  drove  back 
those  uf  the  enemy  attemjiting  to  es- 
cape ihore  from  our  artillery  lire. 


"Assaulted  by  heavy  arti!- 
If-ry  fire  on  their  front  and 
flank,  and  attacked  on  their 
Hank  and  rear,  the  enemy 
made  but  f-light  resistance 
and,  abandoning  their  strong 
position,  were  driven  across 
the  Tugela.  I  have  taken  sev- 
eral cami's,  wagon  loads  of 
ammunition,  several  wagons 
of  stores  and  supi)'.ies  and  a 
few    prisoners." 


"The  weather  has  been  intensely  hot 
and  the  ground  traversed  was  exceed- 
ingly difficuit.  But  the  energy  and  dash 
of  tru>'ps  have  l)een  very  pleasant  to 
see.  They  have  all  done  splendidly. 
The  v.ork  of  the  Irish,  cavalry,  the 
Quefen's,  the  Scots'  Fusiliers  and  the 
Rirle  brigade  was,  perhaps,  the  most 
noticeable,  while  the  excjJJent  practice 
of  the  artillery  and  naval  guns  and  the 
steadiness  of  the  gunners,  under,  at 
times,  very  accurate  fire,  was  remark- 
a'ole.  The  accurate  fire  of  the  naval 
guns  from  Chieveley  was  of  great  a.-- 
sistance. 

"Our  casualties  are  not.  I  think, 
many."

GUESSING  ABOUT  CRONJE. 

Uncartalnfy  as  to  the  Whereabouts 
of  His  Artillsry. 

Londan,  Feb.  19. — Practically  nothing 
is  known  of  the  progress  of  Lord  Rob- 
erts" column  during  the  last  diy  or  two, 
and  speculation  as  to  the  ultimate  gain 
from  the  recent  movements  is  not  nece.=- 
sarily  unsatisfactory  when  ba.'^ed  on  be- 
lated telegrams,  evidently  vigorously 
censored. 

Many  important  points  remain  ob- 
scure. What  became  of  Gen.  Cronje'.s 
■heavy  artillery?  One  correspondent,  it 
.  is  true,  says  it  was  left  behind  at 
Magersfontein  and  Kimberley,  but  it  is 
I  diJhcult  to  believe  Lord  Roberts  would 
;  not  have  mentioned  a  detail  of  such  im- 
:  portance. 

j  Again  the  statement  that  a  large  Bjer 
I  force  was  missing  northward  of  Kini- 
■  berley  once  more  raises  in  the  minds  of 
some  experts  the  question  whether  Gen. 
:  Cronje  is  really  with  the  force  retreat- 
i  ing  on  Bloemfontein.  It  is  suggested 
i  that  the  latter  is  really  the  Free  St.iie 
'  main  army,  under  Gen.  Prinsloe.  sup- 
i  plemented  by  a  portion  of  the  Magers- 
I  f  )ntein  command,  while  the  main  b-xly 
j  of  the  latter,  under  Gen.  Cronje,  is  try- 
[  ing  to  secure  the  Vaal  bridge,  at  Four- 
!  teen  Streams,  thus  barring  the  way  to 
Mafeking. 

It  is  difficult  to  measure  the  full  im- 
portance of  Gen.  Buller's  movements. 
If  he  manages  to  seize  Hlangwana  hill, 
j  the  way  may  be  clear  for  another  cross-

Her  magesty  presented 
him  with  a  handsome  silver-mounted 
bugle,  suitably  inscribed.  The  queen 
gave  the  lad  a  motherly  welcome  and 
expressed  her  hopes  that  he  would  have 
a  successful  career  in  the  arms*. 

DID  NOT  CATCH  ORONJE. 

He  Escaped  From  the  Trap  Set  By 
Roberts. 

London,  Feb.  10,  4:50  a.  m. — It  is  now 
practically  confirmed  that  Gen.  Cronje 
escaped.  Every  detail  received,  however, 
shows  how  admirably  Lord  Roberts' 
plans  were  laid  and  how  well  they  suc- 
ceeded. But  for  the  unavoidable  delay 
at  Dekiels  Drift,  which  was  almost  im- 
passable for  wagons,  the  wh.ole  Boer 
force  would  have  been  surrounded.  This 
delay  of  one  day  gave  them  their  chance 
fur  a  hasty  retreat.  All  the  other  move- 
ments of  Lord  Roberts  were  executed 
exactly  to  time. 

Apparently  Gen.  Cronje  is  retreating 
with  the  main  army,  and  even  if  he 
esrapes  altogether  he  will  probably  lose 
all  his  baggage.

lating to  internal  revenue  tax  on  fer- 
mented liquors.  The  purpose  of  the  bill, 
Mr.  Dolliver  said,  was  to  abolish  the 
small  packages  of  beer,  one-sixth  and 
one-eighth  barrels.  The  bill,  he  said. 
was  asked  for  by  the  brewing  interests 
of  the  country.  It  would  in  no  wise 
affect  the  revenue. 

Mr.  Fletcher  offered  an  amendment 
providing  that  the  bill  shall  not  go  into 
effect  until  July  1,  1900. 
The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 
Mr.  Sulzer  said  he  favored  the  bill,  but 
that  it  was  merely  a  sop  to  the  brewers. 
What  they  really  wanted  was  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  war  taxes.  He  thought  tne 
war  revenue  law  should  be  repeakd. 
The  Republicans,  he  i^aid,  had  promi.s-'d 
to  do  that  when  the  war  was  over,  but 
they  had  made  no  move  in  that  direc- 
tion. 

He  challenged  the  leaders  on  the  other 
side  to  say  when  they  proposed  to  re- 
peal that  law  which  is  u.sed  t.i  pile  up 
iT.rnty  in  the  treasury,  to  be  loaned 
without  interest  to  pet  national  liank.s. 

Mr.  Terry  declared  that  the  Republi- 
cans were  using  the  war  taxes  to  eke  out 
the  deficiencies  caused  by  the  Dint^ey 
law,  which,  he  said,  had  proven  a  mos: 
lamentable  failure. 

The  Republieans  jeered  this  remark, 
and  continued  to  jeer  when  Mr.  Terry 
said  that  the  Republicans  dare  not 
abolish  their  policy  of  criminal  aggres- 
sion in  the  Philippines  iiecause  of  the 
secret  undershtanding  with  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  that  for  the  same  reason  they 
dare  not  offer  a  v.-ord  of  sympathy  t  j  the 
two  republics  strugglifig  for  liberty  in 
S<iuth  Africa. 

Ml.  Otjen,  Mr.  Balholdt  and  Mr.  Bab- 
ccck  urged  the  passage  of  the  bill  in 
justice  to  the  brewers.  The  laaer  said 
that  the  brewers  were  carrying  th^; 
greatest  tax  burden  in  this  country, 
paying  $72,000,000  of  taxes,  and  v«ere  en- 
titled to  consideration. 

Mr.  Bat  tlett  said  the  humble  were  ask- 
ing relief  from  the  war  taxes,  and  they 
should  be  listened  to  as  well  as  the  rich 
asso:iation  of  lirewers.  v.-ho  paid  heavy 
campaign  contributions. 
The  liill  was  passed  without  division. 
Mr.  Pa>  ne.  floor  leader  of  the  majority, 
then  moved  that  the  house  go  into  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  to  consider  the  Pot  to 
Rican  tariff  bill. 

Pending  the  motion,  Mr.  Payne  of- 
fered to  make  an  agreement  by  which 
general  debate  should  close  on  Satur- 
day next,  the  bill  to  be  taken  up  under 
the  .'-minute  rule  on  Monday  next  and 
the  final  vote  to  be  taken  at  2  o'clock. 
Mr.  McCall  asked  if  such  an  arrange- 
ment would  preclude  a  vote  upon  the 
bill  originally  introduced  by  Mr.  Payne 
for  free  trade  with  Porto  F:ico.  which 
was  in  line  with  recommendations  of 
the  president  in  his  annual  message. 
Mr.  Payne  rejilied  that  that  was  a 
a  matter  for  the  house  and  the  com- 
mittee to  decide. 

Mr.  Richardson,  the  minority  leader, 
insisted  that  there  should  be  a  definite 
understanding  that  the  minority  could 
ofter  a  substitute.  To  this  Mr.  Payne 
declined  to  agree. 

As  a  matter  of  privilege.  Mr.  Hitt  re- 
ported back  from  the  committee  on 
foreign  affairs,  the  Wheeler  resolution, 
calling  upon  the  state  department  for 
information  as  to  the  truth  of  the 
charges  of  Mr.  Macrum.  ex-consul  at 
Pietoria.  concerning  the  opening  of  his 
mail  by  the  British  authorities,  and  it 
was  adopted  without  deliate. 

The  liouse  then  went  into  committee 
of  the  whole,  with  all  questions  relating 
to  the  close  of  the  debate  opi.n. 

Mr.  Payne,  in  charge,  opened  the  de- 
bate with  a  carefully  prepared  argu- 
ment in  support  of  the  meaauie.  He 
was  listened  to  with  marked  attention. 
He  said  in  part: 

"An  incident  of  the  late  war  with  Spain 
was  the  invasion  of  Porto  Rico.  From  the 
moment  that  the  American  army  set  its 
foot  on  Porto  Rican  soil,  the  people 
.=eemed  to  have  received  them  in  demon- 
strations of  joy  and  the  flag  of  the  Uniie<l 
States  was  received  with  delight.  Wiia:- 
•  \-er  differences  there  may  have  been  as 
to  the  policy  of  annexing  the  Philippine 
islands,  1  know  of  no  opposition  any- 
where to  the  annexation  of  this  gem  of  itie 
Antilles. 

"This  bill,  by  its  terms,  relates  only 
to  the  island  of  Porto  Rico,  It  cannot  be 
taken  as  a  precedent  for  any  legislative 
action  in  reference  to  the  Philippine 
islands  wnen  the  insurrection  shall  have 
been  overcome,  except  in  so  far  as  wc 
assert  in  ii  our  view  of  our  power  under 
the  American  constitution. 


Ri.o  from  the  T'nited  States  or  from  Poi- ' 
to  Rico  into  the  United  States.  The  b.  si 
estimates  that  can  be  obtained  show  tiiat

Bishop  Morrison  and  Archdeacon 
Appleby  Soliciting  Mission  Funds. 

New    York.    Feb.    lit.— In   order    to   se- 
cure   funds    for   mission  •  woik     among 
whites  and  Indians  in  Minnesota,  Rev. 
Dr.   J.    D.    Morrison,    bishop   of   Duluth, 
and  Rev.  Dr.  T,  H.  M.  Villiers  Appleby.  : 
archdeacon  of   the  same   diocese,   niade  | 
addresses      in      two    Brooklyn    churchef 
vesterday.     Dr.    Appleby   occupied     the 
pulpit  of  the  Holy  Trinity  church  in  the 
afternoon,    and    Dr.    Morri.son    preached 
in  Christ  church  in  the  evening.    At  botb 
services  offerings  were  taken  up  f  jr  the 
work  being  carried  on  by  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  denomination  in  Minnesota. 

At  the  service  yesterday  afternoon 
Dr.  Appleby  told  his  auditors  of  the 
missionary  work  carried  on  by  the  Du- 
luth diocese,  which  covers  f.T.OOO  square 
miles  of  territory  in  the  noriaern  part 
of  the  state.  The  amount  of  money 
needed  is  %'>mO  each  fi>r  the  white  and 
Indian  departments  and  $5000  for  the 
special  fund.  The  hospital  fund,  when 
made  up,  will  carry  subscriptions  to  the 
amount  of  $4.'>.00O.  two-thirds  of  which 
amount  has  already  been  promised. 

Bishop  Morrison's  address  in  the  Rev. 
Dr  Darlington's  church  was  on  the 
same  order  as  that  of  Dr.  Appleby  in 
the  afternoon.  Other  addresses  will  be 
made  by  them  in  the  churches  of  the 
Long  Island  diocese. 


Chicago,   Feb.   19.— Leaders   in   Polish 
national  circles  of   this  city  say   there

One "of  the  leaders  said: 
•The  secret  organization  has  not  been 
plotting   against   any   government,    but 
for   the   freeing  of    Poland    by    force   of 
arms  or  any  <nher  method.  During  the 
last   few  weeks  the  Polish  national  or- 
ganizations in  this  city,  which,  as  su«h. 
have  no  direct  <-onne<'tion  with  the  sec- 
ret  league,   have   been    receiving   infor- 
mation   that    the    Russian    government 
has   resumed    persecuticm    of   the   Poles. 
"The  league  began  a  siiirited  agitation 
Dec.    9   of   last    year,    when    a    circular 
was   issued  from   Warsaw  apijealing   to 
nil     Poles    to    equip    themselves        both 
mentally  and  physically  .so  that  in  case 
of  need   they    might   be  ready   to   serve 
the  cause  of  freeing  Poland.  The  circii- 
lar  called  on  Poles  to  ctmlinue  the  agi- 
tation  for    Polan.l   and    to   study       and 
propagate  Polish  national  spirit. 

••Sinie  the  publication  of  the  circular, 
books  and  pamphlets,  whiih.  because  of 
their  intense  Polish  iiatriotic  exiires- 
sions.  are  prohibited  in  Poland  by  Rus- 
sia, have"  been  printed  in  Chicago  and 
other  cities,  sent  to  Europe,  placed  in 
the  hands  of  agents  of  the  league  and 
distributed   in   Poland." 

In  speaking  of  the  I'olish  league  and 
of  the  recent  arrests  in  Leml)erg,  Frank 
Jablonski.  president  of  the  Polish  Na- 
tional   Alliance   of   America,    said: 

"We  have  been  receiving  information 
about    the    numerous    arrests    in    War- 
saw, but  that  arrests  have  been  made 
in  Lemberg  is  dear  to  us.      All  we  can 
say    is   that    coming    events    cast    their 
shadows  before  them  and  that  there  is 
a  secret  Polish  national  organization  in 
Warsaw    is    true.    Who    the    members 
are  I  cannot  tell  you.       The  i.lan  is  to 
have   a   general    uprising    in    Poland    in 
case  of  war  between   Russia  and   Eng-

New  York,  Feb.  19.— A  special  to  the 
Herald  from  Washington  says: 

A  report  is  current  in  diplomatic* 
circles  in  this  city  that  Dr.  Leyds  had 
for  his  sole  purp^ise  in  going  to  Ger- 
many the  establishment  of  a  German 
protectorate  over  the  Boer  republics. 
The  German  emperor,  it  is  believed,  has 
been  approached  and  asked  to  take 
charge  of  the  Boer  republic. 

The  Boers,  it  is  said,  .seem  to  realize 
tHiat  their  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Eng- 
land will  be  the  ultimate  result  of  the 
jaesent  war.  Rather  than  submit  to 
subjection  to  Great  Britain  they  will 
voluntarily  come  under  the  .sovereignty 
of  the  German  empire,  under  certain 
stiiiulations  which  will  guarantee  their 
local  .self-government.  It  is  stated  here 
that  President  Kruger,  realizing  that 
the  liberties  of  his  people  are  in  danger 
and  that  the  c  mtinuance  of  tJie  republic 
is  threatened,  prefers  a  (Jerman  emperor 
rather  than  an  English  ruler. 

The  overture  to  the  German  emperor 
was  made  in  the  first  place,  it  is  re- 
ported, with  a  view  to  creating  a  ruii- 
ture  between  England  and  (Jermany. 
This  however,  was  avoided,  as  it  is  un- 
dersto,Hl  that  Emperor  William  declined 
to  consider  tlie  proposition,  at  least  for 
the  jiresent. 

Ace  irding  to  the  report.  Dr.  I.<eyus, 
before  leaving  Berlin,  prepared  a  secret 
treaty  with  Germany,  in  wSiich  that 
[country  was  guaranteed  certain  rights. 
Although  the  text  of  the  treaty  is  not 
known,  it  is  said  to  give  the  German 
emiiire  the  greatest  possible  iirivileges, 
amounting  almost  to  ownershii)  in  the 
Transvaal  republic.

His  hair  is 
thin  and  jih  ntifuUy  streaked  with 
gray.  He  wears  it  longer  than  he  used 
to.  so  that  it  may  over  the  thin  places. 
He  took  his  seat  and  looked  uneasily  , 
around.  A  ninute  later  Mrs.  Kockt-- 
feller  came  in.  She  is  short  and  slight, 
and  wore  a  plain  black  dress,  which 
was  not  mad  >  with  any  regard  to  pre- 
vailing modes  nor  with  the  least  orna- 
I  mentation.

When  the 
lime  came  for  him  to  pass  the  plate  he 
walked  slowly.  almost  unsteadily, 
down  to  the  front  of  the  church.

V  year  ago  he  looked  like 
a  man  of  .^0:  today  he  might  be  taken 
for  .SO.  Next  June  he  will  be  61  years 
old.

Noiwithsianding  rather  bearish  news, 
the  corn  market  has  been  remarkably 
strong  under  excellent  buying.  Offerings 
were  not  large  nor  was  the  cash  demand 
either.  The  siiong  position  which  corn  is 
in  from  a  legitimate  standpoint  is  bound 
to  tell  in  the  end.  Whatever  declines  there 
are,  we  do  not  believe  will  be  more  than  ol 
a  temporary  character  and  will  afford  ex- 
cellent opi>ortuniiies  as  buying  poinis. 
Furiner  advances  may  prove  attractive  to 
holders  for  protit-taking  and  set-backs 
may  result,  but  as  to  ihe  ultimate  range 
of  price,  for  May  corn,  we  have  but  little 
doubt  in  our  mind  as  to  lis  being  consider- 
ably above  the  present  tigure.

Tne  provision  market  has  also  been  a 
sympathetic  one,  acting  -.o  some  extent  I 
with  corn  and  covering  on  the  market  of 
shorts.

Prices  were  up  5c  early,  but  lost  this  ad- 
vance. Speculation  is  of  a  small  character, 
but  should  the  market  show  a  tendency  to 
react  to  a  higher  level,  we  should  not  be 
suipri-ed  to  see  trade  broaden  and  highe;- 
prices  prevail.  There  is  considerable  rea- 
son looking  a  I  it  from  demand  and  supply 
standpoint  to  feel  friendly  to  a  higher 
range  of  values  in  provisions.

Half  .a  century  has  elapsed  since  Mr. 
Kennel  Loftu.'?,  by  his  brief  excavations, 
directed  attention  to  the  archaeological 
importance  of  exploration.s  on  llie  site 
of  ancient  Susa.  At  that  time  nothing 
was  known  of  the  ancient  and  powerful 
Elamite  kingdom  of  which  Susa  formed 
the  capital,  and  little  else  than  the  re- 
mains of  the  palaces  of  the  Achaemenian 
kings  were  expected.  The  position  of  the 
two  great  tumuli  which  mark  the  site 
of  the  ancient  Elamite  capitol  is  of 
great  strategic  value.  The  larger  of  the 
tumuli  is  about  1.500  meters  in  length 
and  sorrte  800  in  its  greatest  width.  The 
larger  mound  marks  the  site  of  the 
Achaemenian  capitol,  and  at  its  northern 
extremity  M.  Dieulafoy  uncovered  the 
apadanas  or  palaces  of  Artaxerxes, 
Mnemon  and  Darius,  during  bis  explora- 
tions in  1884-1886.  | 

On  his  resignation  of  his  po.st  as  direc- 
tor of  the  Gizeh  museum,  M.  de  Morgan 
was  intrusted  with  a  special  scientific 
mission  to  make  a  tl>on>ugh  exploration 
of  the  site;  the  first  results  are  made 
known  in  his  report  to  the  minister  of 
public  instructicm,  and  they  fully  ju.stify 
the  expectations  that  were  formed,  .says 
the  London  Times,  li  is  no  misstate- 
ment to  say  that  no  explorations  in 
Mesopitamia.  have  produced  such  as- 
tonishing results  or  opened  up  s<i  many 
new  pi'oblems,  not  only  as  regards  the 
historic  ages  of  the  Mesojiolamian  val- 
ley, but  in  what  has  been  entirely  want- 
ing— tiaces  of  prehistoric  times.  Of  tlie 
staff,  MM.  Jequier.  Lampre  and  Gau- 
tier  had  worked  in  Egypt  especially  on  , 
primitive  sites,  and  Father  Schell,  a! 
learned  French  Assyriongist,  joined  the 
expedition  at  a  later  period  as  expert. 
A.S  Loftus  and  Dieulafoy  had  been  un- 
able to  find  any  extensive  pre-Achae- 
menian  remains  in  the  larger  tumuli, 
work  was  commenced  in  a  smaller  but 
loftier  mound  about  250  meters  t.i  the 
west.  This  mound  rii^es  to  a  height  of 
nearly  100  feet  above  the  surrounding 
plain,  and  presented  every  indication  ot 
being  a  more  ancient  ruin.  On  his  ar- 
rival at  Su.sa  in  December,  1897,  M.  de 
Morgan,  who  had  previously  visited  the 
site  in  1891,  prepared  for  a  thoroughly 
scientific  exploration  of  the  site,  and 
here  his  previous  training  as  a  geolo- 
gist stood  him  in  good  stead,  as  it  had 
jirevi->usly  done  in  Egypt.  The  skilled 
explorer  knows  that  in  all  ancient  sites, 
especially  in  the  East,  the  law  of  strati- 
fication holds  good,  and  that  to  ascer- 
tain the  various  strata  and  their  ages  is 
iTie  first  task  before  the  more  minute  ex- 
amination can  be  made. 

Starting  with  a  base  tunnel  which  re- 
vealed a  yellow  alluvial,  he  pierced  the 
slope  of  the  mound  with  five  tunnels, 
until  the  first  historic  stratum  was 
Veached  at  a  distance  of  about  seven 
meters  below  the  upper  surface  of  the 
mound.  It  was  in  the  lower  tunnels  that 
most  important  discoveries  Mere  made 
in  the  finding  of  no  less  than  three  strata 
of  piehistoric  times.  Here,  as  in  all  pre- 
viou.sly  excavated  stratified  ruins,  pot- 
tery afforded  important  data.  T'ae  first 
stratum  >vas  10.93  meters  above  the 
jdain,  and  .'^■howed  tia  es  if  a  civilized 
people.  Much  pottery,  remarkable  for 
the  finene.ss  of  its  glaze  and  decorated 
with  painted  patterns  in  red,  black  and 
brown,  was  discovered.  The  patterns 
were  chiefly  geometrical,  but  some  had 
figures  of  birds  re.sembling  the  prehis- 
toric pottery  from  Nagada,  in  Egypt, 
and  the  early  Greek  work.  In  this  stra- 
tum but  few  worked  flints  were  found. 
In  the  next  stratum,  14.30  meters  above 
the  base,  the  pottery  was  not  so  fine, 
mostly  vases  of  rough  earlti,  but  the 
flints  became  more  numerous,  and  here 
an  important  discovery  was  made.  In 
many  places  heaps  of  small  flaked  flints 
were  found,  which  the  explorer,  from 
his  Egyptian  experiences,  recognized  as 
the  flint  teeth  of  sickles;  and  in  the 
upper  portion  many  such  fragments 
were  found  with  the  bitumen  adhering 
to  them  which  had  been  used  to  seal 
them  into  the  wooden  frame  of  the 
sickle.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
Egyptian  hierogryph  ma.  a  sickle,  is 
colored  at  Medum  and  other  sites  as  a 
wooden  frame  mode]le<l  from  the  ox  jaw 
in  which  flint  teeth  are  .set.  Here.  then, 
was  a  discovery  which  gladdened  the 
heart  of  M.  de  Morgan.  He  had  main- 
tained in  his  work  on  "Researches  on  the 
Beginnings  of  Egyptian  Civilization" 
that  cereal  growing  was  not  indigenous 
to  Egypt,  but  had  been  intr<Hlu#ed  by 
an  Asiatic  race,  who  naturally  brought 
with  them  the  instrument  with  whicli 
to  reap  the  crops.  In  the  strata  above, 
the  remains  of  these  implements  were 
still  more  numerous  and  the  teeth  pol- 
ished and  worn  from  u.sage.  Stone 
maces,  one  of  the  earliest  prehistoric 
weapons,  began  to  appear.  Rising  now 
to  another  stratum,  twenty-one  meters 
above  the  base  line,  we  first  find  burnt 
brick.s  and  traces  of  buildings,  but  no 
inscriptions  whatever,  and  four  meters 
higher  the  first  town  is  discovered— the 
remains  of  the  most  ancient  Susa,  whic-h 
in  many  respects  resemble  the  lowest 
strata  found  by  the  American  explorens 
at  Nippur — but  still  no  inscribed  bricks. 
Above  this,  at  a  depth  of  about  four  and 
a  half  meters,  we  came  upon  the  an- 
cient Elamite  or  Anzanian  citadel,  which 
was  destroyed  by  Assurbanipal  about 
B.   C.  640. 

Having  a.scertained  the  order  of  his 
strata,  M.  de  Morgan  entrusted  the  work 
of  opening  trenches  to  M.  G.  Lampre. 
After  passing  through  two  meters  of 
Persian  and  Arab  debris  the  Graeco- 
Persian  level  was  reached,  which  by 
enamelled  vases  and  coins  may  be  said 
to  cover  a  period  of  about  five  centuries 
from  the  Macedonian  conquest  to  the 
rise  of  the  Sassanian  dynasties — that  is 
B.  C.  330  to  A.  D.  226.  Below  ttiis  the 
Elamite  stratum  was  reached,  and  the 
remains  of  walls  and  pavements  of 
brick  inscribed  with  the  names  of  Ela- 
mite rulers — such  as  Kudur-nakhurta. 
Pelkhak  and  Sutruk-nakhunta— were 
found;  and  from  the  amount  of  cinders 
and  charred  wood  it  became  evident 
that  this  was  the  palace  destroyed  by 
Assurbanipal  in  his  vengeance  on  Elam. 
The  terrible  destruction  by  fire  and  the 
deliberate  razing  of  walls  made  it  im- 
possible to  ascertain  accurately  the  gen- 
eral plans,  taut  many  discoveries  »f 
great  arcf.iaeological  importance  were 
made.  The  walls  were  of  square  kiln- 
burnt  bricks  (0.35m.  sq.),  of  bright 
brown  color,  those  facing  the  interior 
being  inscribed,  so  that  the  walls  were 
covered  with  lines  of  writing.  Along  thr 
walls  were  found  many  fragments  of 
enamelled  bricks  bearing  inscriptions  or 
decorative  patterns,  also  portions  of 
bricks  with  figrures  of  men  and  animals 
used  to  form  decorative  panels.  This 
mode  of  decoration  had  been  familiar 
to  us  in  its  highest  style  in  the  Achae- 
menian palaces,  as  is  shown  by  the 
splendid  enamelled  brick  work  found  by 
M.  Dieulafoy  and  now  i  nthe  Louvre. 
Its  use  by  the  Elamite  rulers  in  the 
eighth  c«itur>'  shows  us  the  source  from 
■which  the  Achaemenian  artists  derived 
their  inspiration;  there  are  many  other 


indication.'?  of  this  lnf1uenct»  of  the  older 
Susanian  civilization.  In  the  larger 
rooms  the  ba.ses  of  columns  were  found, 
but  from  the  large  quantity  of  cinders 
and  carbon  around  them,  it  Is  evident 
that  these  ro<oms  had  be<»n  roofed  like  ihe 
Persian  apadanas. 

We  come  now  to  the  most  important 
and  astonishing  discoveries  of  the  his- 
toric period.  As.«'urbanipal  stripped  the 
palace  so  far  as  he  could  and  wrecked 
it,  but  there  were  certain  monuments 
which  escaped  removal  on  account  of 
their  weight.  Space  will  permit  us  to 
describe  only  one  of  these.  Torn  from 
its  place  and  much  injured  by  fire,  the 
explorers  unearthed  a  large  stele  of  yel- 
low limestone,  which  stood  6  feet  6 
inches  high  and  about  3  feet  in  width 
at  the  ba«e.  The  whole  face  was 
covered  by  an  elaborate  sculptured 
tableau  containing  many  figures.  The 
%voa'k  is  mo.st  rem.arkable,  both  as  a 
whole  and  in  the  details,  and,  although 
hearing  every  mark  of  antiquity,  may 
compare  favorably  with  the  sculptures 
of  Assyria.  At  the  lop  of  the  stele  are 
three  .solar  discs  with  their  rays.  Below 
is  a  lofty  cone  representing  the  peak  of 
a  mountain,  on  the  surface  of  which  is 
cut  a  long  inscription.  Before  this 
stands  the  king  wearing  a  horned  helmet 
and  armed  with  an  arrow  or  short  spear 
in  his  right  hand,  a  bow  in  his  left.  Ho 
wears  a  ritii  robe  reac-hing  to  the  knees 
and  wears  sandals.  A  dagger  is  thrust 
into  his  girdle.  His  beard  is  long.  The 
roj-al  warricor  places  his  foot  upon  a 
dead  foe,  while  before  him  another  falls 
wounded  and  tries  to  draw  an  arr-jw 
from  his  breast,  and  further  off  another 
personage  is  represented  standing  with 
his  hands  raised  in  supplication.  The 
heap  of  dead  beneath  the  victor's  feet, 
in  various  complicated  attitude.s.  is 
most  remarkably  drawn  and  carved. 
Below  the  king,  nmunting  some  steps, 
come  three  ensign  bearers,  each  with 
the  right  hand  placed  on  his  dagger  an-.l 
his  left  holding  the  banner.  The  en- 
signs are  of  considerable  interest,  as 
they  are  already  familiar  to  u.se  from 
the  engraved  gems  of  Chaldea— namelv, 
the  sacred  lance,  whip  and  i7iace.  Be- 
low the  standard  bearers  come  the  sol- 
diers variously  armed.  In  front  of  the.^e 
are  two  trees,  behind  which  are  the 
enemy,  who  are  represented  as  turninsr 
round  in  supplication.  From  the  whole 
tableau  we  see  that  it  represents  a  cam- 
paign in  a  forest  regicm,  the  enemy  do-. 
feated  and  driven  t  >  the  highest  peak."*, 
where  they  are  slain  or  surrender  to  the 
victors.  It  is  exactly  the  region  of  the 
dark  pine  forest  of  the  hi^ro  KhumbabH, 
described  in  the  Epic  of  Chaldea. 

The  question  now  is — of  whose  cam- 
paign is  this  remarkable  monument  a 
record?  M.  de  Morgan,  who  appears  not 
to  have  had  the  benefit  of  Father  Schiel's 
experiences,  regards  it  as  Elamite;  but 
the  inscription  upon  it  reveals  the  as- 
tonishing fact  that  it  is  a  monument 
erected  by  Naram-Sin  to  commemorate 
his  great  campaign  some  time  about 
B.  C.  37.50.  How  came  it  here?  M.  Mas- 
pero  and  Dr.  Schiel  seem  to  think  that 
it  was  carried  away  from  Chaldea  by 
the  Eiamites,  but  considering  the  great 
.size  and  weight,  this  seems  hardly  feas- 
ible. The  more  possible  solution  is  that 
the  stele  had  been  set  up  by  the  Chal- 
dean king  either  in  Susa  or  in  the 
region. 

There  was  al.so  found  a  large  oloelisk 
of  granite,  six  feet  in  height,  the  four 
sides  of  which  were  t-uveied  with  a  long 
inscription  of  some  1200  lines  written  In 
very  archaic  character.  The  text  has 
not  yet  been  published  by  Dr.  Schiel. 
but  it  proves  to  be  the  record  of  a 
Chaldean  king  named  Manistusu.  of 
whom  some  inscriptions  were  found  at 
Nippur.

Thomas  Scan'.on.  of  Liverpool,  Eng- 
land, a  w.-U-knov.n  contril)Ulor  to  such 
leading  ;  eriodicals  as  the  W-.'stniin- 
sier  Review,  the  Fornightly  Review  and 
kindred  publications,  has  written  a 
very  valuable  letter  on  trusts  in  Great 
Britain,  which  The  Herald  publishes 
today.  Instead  of  hundreds  of  powerful 
industrial  trusts  which  can  arbitrarily 
rai.se  prices  to  the  maximum  profit 
].oinl,  such  as  we  have  in  this  coun- 
try, iie  finds  bit  a  few  hinnless  trusts 
in  free  trade  England.  He  believes 
that  if  protective  taritf  duties  are  not 
the  proiitic  mother  of  trusts  they  are 
at    least    the    mother    of    the    evils    of 

tru.-:---. 

Mr.  Scanlon's  position  is  strength- 
ened by  the  opinion  of  that  eminent 
French  economist,  A.  Raffalovich,  who 
discusses  ti  iists  in  a  most  inl;^restir.i: 
way  in  the  January  numi)er  of  the 
Journal  des  Economistes.  The  follow- 
ing is  an  extrjct  from  this  article: 

"This    form    of    industrial    enterprise 
has  flourished  in  the  United  States,  as 
in    many   other   countries,    under       the 
stimulus  of  protection,  which  has  cre- 
ated a  wholly  artificial  state  of  things, 
which    has    disorganized    the    dtmiestic 
markets,  often  induced  a  ruinous  com- 
petition   among    the    protected    indus- 
tries   and    greatly    facilitated    combin- 
ation  among    them.       Protection       has 
been  one  of  the  chief       producers       of 
trusts.  The  movement  towards  the  con- 
centration of  capital  and  the  lessening 
of    the    general    expenses    of    industries 
has  been  another.    *    •    *      It  is  need- 
less to  set  forth  at  any  length  the  ob- 
vious  harm  done   by   trusts,   the  origin 
and  explanation   of  whose  existence   is 
to  be  found  in   the  inordinate  custotrts 
duties.       The    legislator    is    powerless 
whenever  he  atempts  to  curb  them  by 
any  laws  like  article  419  of  the  French 
penal  code  or  the  anti-trust  act  of  the 
L'nited    Stales.       Canada    has    recently 
adopted  a  law  upon  the  subject  by  vir- 
tue   of    which    the    government    is    au- 
thorized to  lower  the  customs  duties  on 
any   article    produced    by    a    trust       or 
monopolistic    corporation.    That    is    the 
true  safety  valve  of  the  situation." 

Mr.    Scanlon's    letter    is    a    complete 
answer  lu  the  continually  repeated  as- 
sertion   of    the    extreme       protectionist 
papers    that    the    tariff   cannot    be    the 
mother    of    trusts    because    free    trade 
England  has  as  many  trusts  as  has  tha 
United   States.       Practically  he      finds 
that  there  are,  in  England,  no  "all-al)- 
sorbing    price-dictating    comliinations" 
such   as   exist    by   the   hundred   in   our 
own   tariff-taxed   country.       He  admits 
that    the    tendency    there   as     here       is 
"towards  commercial     and      industrial 
monopolies,"'    but,  except   in  a  few   in- 
stances,  these  combinations  have  been 
unable  to  control  prices  and  really  exist  ) 
only   becau'ie   they  can  jiroduce       most 
economically  and  can  supply  goods  at 
the  lowest  prices.  He  says  that  "Brit- 
ishers  believe   in   cheapness'     and   that 
"if   they   could   get  goods    for   nothing 
they    would    not    l>e    ashamed    to    take 
them."      They  permit  France  and  Ger- 
many   to    "dump"    their    bounty-paid

One  of  the  strongest  olijections  against 
the      Hanna-Payne-Frye      ship-subsidy 
bill,  and  the  one  which  is  not  only  un- 
answerable, but  which  is  ab.solutely  in- 
consistent with  the  title  and  preamble  of 
the  bill— which  expresses  great  solicitude 
for  our  foreign  trade  and  for  our  farm- 
irs   and    manufacturers,    whose   surplus 
products  must  be  exported— is  found  in 
the  fact  that  the  subsidies  are  not  paid 
.according  to  the  capacity  and  speed     of 
ships.    Thus,   the   highest   rate   of   sub- 
sidy, 3.8  cents  per  registered  ton  per  100 
miles,   would   go   to  the  swift  steamers 
running  '21  knots  or  more  an  hour.  whWi 
the  highest  rate  of  subsidy  which  ould 
go  to  the  steamers  making  less  than  14 
knots  an  hour  is  only  Wz  cents  per  ton 
per  100  miles. 

Now  the  great  bulk  of  freights  is 
carried  in  the  steamers  which  run  less 
than  14  knots  an  hour.  These  steamers 
can  carry  cargoes  e.iual  to  or  greater 
than  their  full  registered  tonnage,  while 
the  swift  passenger  steamers  can  carry 
cargoes  of  only  one-fourth  to  or.e-ienth 
of  their  registered  tonnage.  That  this 
i<«  so  is  evident  fmm  the  fact  that  a  10- 
knot  ship  which  burns  from  thirty-five 
t..  forty  tons  of  coal  a  day,  with  twelve 
men  to  handle  it,  would,  if  built  to  make 
20  knots  an  hour,  require  300  tons  of  coal 
a  day  with  100  men  to  handle  it. 

For  these  and  other  similar  reasons  a 
12,000-ton  10-knot     freighter  can  carry  a 
cargo  of  12,000  or  12,000  tons,   while     a 
12,000-ton    21-knot    passenger    steamship 
can  carry  a  cargo  of  only  from  1000    to 
3000  tons  of  freight.    As  the  21-knot  ves- 
sel  would  receive   two       and       cne-half 
times   the  subsidy   iJaid    to   the   lO-ki!  >c 
freighter,   and   would    carry    only   from 
(  ne-fourth  to  one-tenth  as  much  freight, 
the   rale  of  sul)sidy   per   ton   of   freight 
(farm  products)  carried  is  from  ten   lO 
twenty-five  times  as  high  for  the  swift 
passenger  steamship  as  for  the   typical 
freighter.    There  is  some  influence  than 
thiit   of   the   farmers   which   has  cause  1 
this   bill    to  tje   drawn    in    this   horrible 
shape. 

Such  fads  as  these  demonstrate  the 
fraudulent  nature  of  the  bill,  and  the 
mockery  of  solicitude  expressed  for  our 
farmers,  manufacturers  and  laborers  in 
canting  ••whereases,"  and  it  is  pleasin^^ 
to  learn  that  so  much  opposition  to  the 
liill  has  been  developed  in  congress  that 
its  defeat  is  probable. 


The  New  York  Tribune  condenses  a 
great  amount  of  wisdom  in  these  words. 
"A  newspaper  must  b.-  managed  with  an 
eye  single  to  its  own  interests,  and  must 
serve  only  public  ends.  Used  as  an  in- 
strument of  any  i>rivate  design  or  ambl- 
lion  not  tributary  to  its  own  prosperity, 
it  suffers  In  character  and  value.  It  suf- 
fers if  it  be  employed  to  exploit  a  fad  or 
grasp  a  nomination  or  help  speculation. 
To  the  man  who  is  born  to  be  a  journal- 
isL  and  lltted  for  the  business,  the  success 
and  good  name  of  his  journal  are  higher 
than  all  of  these  things." 

The  Minneapolis  Tribune  claims  that 
Lord  Rosebery's  statement  in  the  British 
parliament,  that  his  government  vainly 
made  overtures  to  the  United  States  for 
an  alliance  is,  convincing  proof  of  ex- 
Consul  Macrum's  implied  charge  of  a  se- 
cret treaty  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain.  Unfortunately  for  this 
contention,  the  state  department  at  Wash- 
ington says  that  Rosebery  is  mistaken  and 
that  no  such  overtures  were  made  by  the 
British    governmenit.

The  report  ef  the  house  committee  on 
fcreign  and  interstate  commerce  that 
was  made  public  on  Saturday  comes  out 
squarely  against  the  president  on  ihe 
Hay-Pauncefote  treaty,  and  it  may 
prove  the  death-blow  to  that  treaty,  be- 
cause the  report  is  signed  by  some  of  the 
staunchest  and  ablest  Republicans  in  the 
country.  The  effect  of  such  a  document  on 
the  senators  who  are  in  doubt  as  to  the 
advi-sability  of  the  treaty  must  be  great. 
It  is  a  serious  jolt  to  the  McKinley  ad- 
ministration, and  is  another  illustration 
<if  the  lack  of  harmony  between  the 
president  and  the  Republican  ma>)rity 
in  congre.ss. 

The  house   committee's  report   favors 
the    Hepburn    bill    for   constructing    the 
Nicatagua  canal.     The  report  says:     "If 
the  previsions  of  the  bill  can  be  carried 
out  the  United  Slates  will,  within  a  few 
years,  (from  six      to      eight)  be  in  full 
ownership  and   control  of   a  waterway 
connecting   the   oceans   that   it   can   do- 
fend  and  that  it  can  use  in  the  interests 
of  its  navy  and  its  merchant  marine  as 
wisdom  may  dictate."    The  Hepburn  bill 
provides  ft  r  not  constructing  the  canal 
but  for  fortifying,      and      on  the  latter 
point  is  in  direct  conflict  with  the  Hay- 
Pauncefote  treaty  that  the  president  has 
sent  to  the  senate  for  ratification.    In- 
deed, the  house  committee  takes  direct 
issue  with  the  administration  in  this  re- 
spect, declaring  that  it  is  its  opinion  the 
people  <if  the  United  States  want  a  canal 
completely  under  the      control  of      the 
United  States,  arguing  that  the  provision 
cf  the  Clayton- Bulwer  treaty  regarding 
the  canal  "has  been  a  dead  letter  from 
the  day  the  treaty  was  signed     to     th'- 
present  moment." 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  house  com- 
mittee voices   the  sentiments  of  90  per 
cent    of   the    American    people    on    this 
questi<-n.     If  this    government    expends 
$150,000,000  to  $250,000,000  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  Nicaragua  canal,  the  American 
people   believe   that   we  should   own     it 
and  control  it  absolutely  and,   in  order 
to  control  it.  should  fortify  its  entrance.

OPEN  SWITCH 


Derails  Twilight  Limifed  En- 
gine  and    Serieusiy   In- 
jures Fireman  Buckley. 

A  .^niail  \\  leck  on  the  oniaiia  road  last 

night  may  result  in  the  loss  of  one  life. 

The     Twilight     limited   from   St.    Paul, 

which   reaches   here   at   10   o'clock,    ra.n 

into  an   open   switch   at  Gordon.    Wi.s., 

and  the  engine  was  derailed,  seriously 
injuring  William  Ruckley,  the  firemau, 
and  William  Frazer,  the  engineer.  Tnt: 
train  did  not  reach  here  till  3:15  this 
morning,  but  otherwise  traffic  on  the 
load  is  not  delayed. 

'ihe  scene  of  ihe  accident  is  about 
forty-five  'miles  from  Duluth.  T^e 
train  was  not  running  fast  at  the  time, 
which  probably  saved  the  lives  of  a 
number  of  passengers.  The  engine 
struck  an  open  switch  piint.  and  with 
a  crash  toppled  over  on  its  side,  pinning 
Fireman  Buckley  beneath  a  mass  of 
irttn.  Kngineer  Fi'azer  was  hurled 
through  the  air  about  tv.enty-five  feet. 
but  escaped  with  a  few  cuts  and  bruises. 
The  coaches  did  not  leave  the  track. 

As  soon  as  news  of  the  accident 
reached  here  a  special  train  was  dis- 
patched from  Itasca  to  bring  the  in- 
juied  men  to  the  hospital.  They  were 
taken  tj  St.  Mary's  hospital  at  West  Su- 
perior, and  at  10  o'clock  this  morning 
Mr.  Buckley  had  not  regained  con- 
sciousness. His  head  and  body  were 
badly  cut  and  bruised,  and  Dr.  Adams. 
his  attending  physician,  fears  internal 
injuries  as  well. 

A  special  train  was  made  up  here  and 
sent  down  to  bring  in  the  passengers, 
but  it  was  some  time  before  the  track 
could  be  cleared.  They  reached  here 
just  about  five  hours  late.  It  is  said  that 
the  passengers  in  the  rear  of  the  train 
did  not  knaw  of  the  accident  for  some 
lime.  It  was  over  so  quickly  and  there 
was  such  a  small  jar  when  the  engine 
broke  loose  and  left  the  track. 

At  St.  Mary  s  hospital.  West  Superior, 
it  v.as  announced  this  morning  that 
Fireman  Buckley's  chances  of  recovery 
were  very  slim,  but  that  Engineer 
Fraztr  would  be  able  to  be  about  again 
in  a  day  or  so.

Washington,  Feb.  19.— Senator  Clark 
of  Montana  gave  place  at  the  beginning 
of  today's  .session  of  the  senate  com- 
mittee on  elections  as  a  witness  to  Dr. 

The  change  was  made 
in  order  to  permit  the  justices  of  the 
supreme  court  oi  Montana  to  be  present 
while  Dr.  Treacey  was  testifying  as 
hi.s  testimony  was  expected  lo  deal 
largely  with  the  interview  between  him- 
self   and    Justice     Hunt    and    Attorney 

General  Nolan.  . 

iiefore  Dr.  Treacey  proceeded.  Chair- 
man Chandler  produced  a  copy  of  Itie 
Utter  sent  by  Senator  Clark  to  the  Re- 
publican caucus  of  the  Montana  legisla- 
ime.     It  was  as  follow.*: 

"Helena.  Mont.,  Jan.  16,  1899.— Hon. 
.-^.  S.  Hobson.  Dear  Sir:  In  reidy  to 
y  >ur  valued  favor  of  this  date  requesting 
'me  to  define  my  position  on  the  tariff 
question,  I  beg  lo  slate  thai  I  am  in 
favor  of  u  high  protective  duty  on  wool, 
lead,  hide.s  and  on  every  other  product  of 
this  stale,  in  order  that  prjducers  of  raw 
material  shall  get  an  equitable  advant- 
age in  the  distribution  of  tariff  duties. 
It  is  manifest  that  the  present  schedule 
is  inadequate  to  disctiaige  the  expen.ses 
nf  the  government,  and  there  will  neces- 
sarily have  to  be  an  increase  and  a  re- 
idjustment. 

"The  manufacturing  interests  are  en- 
litled  to  enough  to  protect  them  against 
cheap  foreign  labor,  and  they  should  be 
satislied  lo  allow  the  producers  of  raw 
material  to  have  an  equal  advantage. 

"I  maintain  that  no  repre.senlative  of 
this  state  in  ihe  national  congress  should 
allow  himself  to  be  committeed  by 
caucu.s  or  otherwise  to  any  policy  that 
would  be  in  cjnHlct  with,  or  prejudicial 
m.  the  interests  of  the  state. 
"Yours  sincerely, 

•W.  A.  CLARK." 
Dr.  Treacey  was  questioned  by  Senator 
Chandler.  He  testified  that  after  arriv- 
ing in  Washington  Saturday  last,  he  had 
met  Mr.  Falkner,  cjun.sel  for  Senator 
Clark. 

The  finst  question  asked  referring  to 
the  incidents  of  Aug.  a,  the  date  of  his 
lirst  interview  with  Justice  Hunt,  re- 
ferred to  his  association  on  that  day  with 
Mr.  Corbelt.  J.  S,  M.  Xeill.  Mr.  Clark 
and  Judge  Hunt.  He  said  tie  had  seen 
Justice  Hunt  that  day,  but  none  of  ihe 
others  mentioned. 

Dr.  Treacev  related  all  his  interviews 
with  Justice  Hunt,  and  also  with  Attor- 
ney General  Nolan.  He  began  with  his 
first  interview  with  Hunt,  on  Aug.  .t 
ust,  and  his  report  was  a  practical  repe- 
tition of  Hunt's  testimony,  except  as  to 
tiie  amjunt  named.  He  said  that  at  the 
fir.st  interview  he  had  invited  the  gentle- 
man to  his  oflice  and  had  taken  him  int  j 
his  operation  room,  where  the  interview- 
occurred.

At  Salllllopville.  Ind..  about  twenty-four 
milts  back  of  New  Albany,  lives  a  man  of 
112,  known  lo  the  jiublic  as  Dr.  K.  M.  C. 
Neyman.  To  the  few  who  have  heard  his 
story  he  is  Eugene  Ney.  third  son  of  Mar- 
shal Ney,  "the  bravest  ui  the  brave." 
Quite  naturally  his  story  is  connected  with 
the  legend  that  Marshal  Ney  was  not  real- 
ly shot  in  the  I^u-vembourg  gardens,  but 
was  spirited  away  to  die  a  country  school 
teacher  in   North   Carolina.

Feb.  19.— In  the  appeal 
c.f  the  Inter-Ocean  Publi.«hinsr  company 
against  the  A.^.^^orhilfil  Press,  the  su- 
preme ciurt  today  rendered  an  opinion 
reversing  the  decree  entered  by  iJie 
t'iM.k  county  circuit  court  and  the  ap- 
j.pllate  court  fur  the  First  district,  and 
lemanding  the  cause  to  the  circuit 
with  directions  to  enter  a  decree  as 
prayed  for  i.-i  the  original  bill  filfd  by 
the  Inter-Ocean  Pul)lishinff  company  to 
restrain  the  .Xssooiatetl  Press  from  sus- 
pending of  expelling  the  petitioner  fr>m 
its  membership  and  from  refusing  to 
furnish  it  new?  according  to  its  con- 
tJ-art. 

This  liill  set  up  the  fact  that  the  A.sso- 
fialed  I're.ss  had  been  ab.e  to  contrail  ihe 
business  of  buying  and  accumulating 
news  in  Chicago  and  selling  the  .same, 
and  had  thus  created  for  itself  an  ex- 
«  iusive  monopoly,  and  ti  preserve  such 
inon>ipoly  hud  declared  the  Sun  Printing 
and  Publishing  association  a  rival  com- 
petitor in  business  and  antagonistic  to 
it.  and  .«tught  t"  prohibit  its  members 
fiom  buying  news  therefrom  under  p.iin 
of  .>?usi)ension  t>r  expulsion.  It  was  als«> 
alleg(  ii  that  the  appellee  had  compelled 
S'lme  of  its  membeis,  by  threats,  t't  cease 
l>uying  the  special  news  of  the  Sun 
I'rinting  and  Publi.-ihing  association 
under  its  contracts  witn  its  members, 
including  the  appellant. 

The  appellee  tiled  an  answer  to  Ine 
bill  and  a  hearing  was  had.  the  circuit 
court  dismissing  the  I'ill  for  want  of 
e4iuity.  and  on  appeal  to  the  avijjellate 
court  this  decree  wa^  affirmed.  The 
supreme  eiurt  now  reverses  this  decree 
and  remands  the  cause. 

The  opini'm.  writun  t)y  Justice  Phil- 
lips, holds  that  the  manner  in  which  the 
eirporatinn  has  used  its  franchise  has 
charged  its  bu.siness  with  a  public  in- 
terest. It  has  devoted  its  property  to  a 
public  use  and  has.  in  effect,  granted  to 
ihtj  publif  sut  h  an  interest  in  its  use 
that  it  must  submit  to  be  c.ntrol'.ed  by 
me  .'lublii  for  the  common  good  to  the 
extent  of  the  interest  it  has  tiiius  created 
in  the  public  in  its  private  proi.eriy. 
The  sole  purpose  for  which  news  was 
gathered  was  that  the  same  should  be 
.<<.ld.  and  all  newri.ainr  publish  r.-  dt - 
:<iring  to  purchase  such  news  for  pabli- 
.ation  arJ  entitled  to  purchase  the  same 
without  discrimination  against  them. 
The  court  says: 

"The  clause  of  the  contract  which 
sought  to  restrict  the  appellant  trim  ob- 
laining  news  from  other  sources  than 
from  anpeliee  is  an  attempt  at  restric- 
tion upon  the  trade  and  business  among 
the  citizens  .'f  a  common  country.  C  )m- 
l)etition  can  never  be  held  hostile  i<> 
public  interests,  and  effjrts  to  prevent 
i  ompetition  by  contract  or  otherwise  can 
never  be  looked  upon  with  favor  by  the 
courts. 

"The  court   finds   that   the  bv-law   of 
the  appellee  corporation   which  seeks  to 
prevent  its  members  from  publishing  its 
special  or  other  news  or  receiving  such 
news   from   any    perstm    declared    by   it 
hostile,   is   not   required     for     corporate 
purposes   nor  included    within   the   pur- 
|ioses  of  the  creation  of  the  corporation. 
To    enforce    this    by-law    and    contracts 
made  under  it  would  enable  the  appelli-e 
to  designate  the  character  of  the  news 
to   be   published,   and    whether   true   or 
false,  iheie  could  be  no  check  on  it  by 
publishing    news    from    other      sources.

It  is  stated  further  that  if  the  Cullom 
bill  now  pending  l>efi»re  the  senate,  and 
which  was  recently  endorsed  by  the  na- 
liimal  board  of  trade,  is  adopted,  it 
will  give  the  interstate  commen-e  com- 
mission con.-?iderable  more  authority 
than  is  now  possessed  by  that  body.  It 
is  stated  further  that  it  will  give  the 
Commission  the  pt»wer  to  decide  what 
are  just  and  reasonalde  frei.ght  rates. 
In  this  connectif)n.  it  might  be  stated, 
that  the  chief  purpose  of  the  proposed 
amendments  to  the  interstate  icom- 
merce  law  is  to  give  t«i  the  law  th' 
effect  which  it  was  generally  under- 
stood at  the  time  of  its  passage  it  would 
have,  but  which  has  been  denied  by 
decisions  of  the  supreme  court  made 
during  the  past  two  years  by  which  de- 
cisifms  the  law  has  iieen  rendered  prac- 
tically inoperative  in  .some  of  its  most 
important  features.  The  principal 
amendment  proposed  is  to  give  the 
commission  special  authority,  when  a 
rate  has  lieen  found  unreasonable  or 
relatively  unjust,  upon  investigation, 
after  a  full  hearing  of  all  parties  in- 
terested, to  declare  what  in  its  judg- 
ment is  a  just  and  reasonable  rate  in 
the  particular  case  in  question  and  to 
ject  to  appeal  to  the  courts,  its  deci- 
sion, however,  to  l>e  eft'ective  imtil  re- 
versed by  the  courts.  The  long  de- 
lays in  cases  of  appeal,  with  the  in- 
genious methods  adopted  by  railroad 
attorneys  to  jnotract  proceedings,  have 
demonstrated  the  nei-essity  of  the  deci- 
sions of  the  commission  being  made 
immediately  effective  as  a  protectiop. 
to  the  i)ublic  against  continued  in- 
justice and  inequality  in  rates.  Th;- 
decisions  have  rarely,  if  ever,  been 
questioned  on  the  ground  of  their 
justice  or  equity  and  only  contested 
on  technical  grounds,  renders  it  safe 
for  the  lailway  interests  that  the  deci- 
sions of  the  commission  should  be  In 
full  force  and  effect  until  reversed  by 
the  cfiurts. 

Other  amendments  proposed  make 
the  requirements  fif  the  "long  and  short 
haul"  clause  absolute  by  striking  out 
the  term  '"under  sui^st^ntially  similar 
circumstances  and  conditions."  makinji 
the  suspensi<m  of  the  operation  of  that 
clause  in  particular  cases  subject 
wholly  to  the  discretion  of  the  com- 
mission, niion  investigation  and  full 
hearing:  als<»  remove  penalties  of  im- 
prisonment, substituting  heavy  fines  in 
case  of  any  violation  of  the  law,  to 
which  individual  officers  of  the  com- 
panies are  liable  tis  well  as  the  com- 
jianies  themeslves:  also  require  sixty 
days'  notice  of  any  change  in  rates 
rates  before  the.v  shall  become  effect- 
i\e.  An  additional  amendment  rec- 
ommended liy  the  national  board  of 
trade,  at  its  annual  session  in  Wash- 
ington, gives  the  lailroad  companir-p 
authority  to  maintain  associations  for 
the  purpose  of  a.greeing  upon  uniform 
rates  not  in  ctmtlict  with  the  ""anti- 
pooling"  clause  of  the  present  law. 

The  bill  is  still  under  consideration 
by  the  interstate  commerce  committee 
•  if  the  Senate.  A  hearin.g  was  held  in 
Washington  immediately  after-  the  ses- 
sion of  the  national  l>oard  of  trade,  at 
which  representati\es  of  various  com- 
mercial organibzations  throughout  the 
country  appeared  and  earnestly  urged 
the  adoption  of  the  i>roposed  amend- 
ments. It  is  expected  that  the  bill 
will  be  reported  to  he  senate  shortly 
and  its  passage  is  cimfidently  looked  for 
at  this  session.  The  general  impression 
seems  to  be  that  when  it  reaches  the 
house  it  will  pass  that  body  tiy  a  large 
majoritj'.

The  New"  York  barkeeper  of  a  .genera- 
tion ago  \vh"t  wiis  famous  in  his  neigh- 
noihood  for  .-ocktails.  fizzes,  cobblers 
and  combination  drinks  has  no  ?ucce.«so: 
new,  for  the  reason  that  these  drinks 
have,  generally  speaking,  lost  their 
popularity.  A  whisky  high  ball  or  a 
tickey  can  lie  mixed  by  any  bai keeper 
who  Knows  the  rudiments  of  his  busi- 
ness, and  there  is  no  special  skill  irr  their 
composition. 

Cocktails  are   made  up  in  bottles     by 
wholesale,    and   can   be   supplied     in     a 
rush  without  the  necessity  of  nmking  up 
eaeh  separately  as  was  formerly  deemed 
indispensable.  With  the  decline  in  popu- 
larity of  mixed  drinks,  the  services  of  a 
high-paid     barkeeper    have     lieen     less 
necessary,  and  this  is  the  first  cause  of 
the  change  which  saloon  customer's  have 
not  failed  to  obsei-ve.    A   second  reason 
is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  chief 
New  York  saloons  no  longer  depend   ""n 
the  patronage  of  persons  in  their  neigh- 
hf.rhood.  but  '.ater  chiefly  to  transient..;. 
So  long  as  the  business  of  a  saloon  w  as 
supplied  by  those  attracted  to  it  by  the 
ir.ethods  or  the  sociability  of   the  bar- 
keeper, the  saloon  owner  could  afford  to 
pay  a  sum  in  excess  of  the  market  rJte 
of  Wages  for  a  barkeeper  who  brought 
trade,    but    under    the    present    system 
which   regulates   the  sal<ion  business   in 
New  York,  a  majority  of  the  oustomeis 
have  no  knowledge  of  the  identity  of  the- 
barkeei)er  who  serves  them,  and  during 
their  i)rief  stay  in  the  saloon  they  may 
get   the  attention  of  several   barkeepe'-.- 
in   turn,   there  being  few   places   which 
cater  to  large  business  that  do  not  have 
three  or  more  barkeepers  in  their  empl  \v. 
Still  a  further  reason  for  the  diminished 
importance  of  the  New  York  barkeeper 
of  the  winter  of  1899  and  the  spring  of 
IVOO  is  t.-.  be  found  in  the  reduced  num- 
ber  of   saloons,    brought   about    by    the 
practical      quadrupling  of      the  licens'? 
charge  to  which  there  have  been  other 
new  items  of  expense  added  in  the  in- 
ternal    revenue    beer    tax    and     higher 
rent,  while  there  is  decrea.ced  profit  on 
articles  sold. 

Though  the  amount  of  drinking  at 
bars  and  in  saloons  in  New  York  has 
not  declined,  the  numl>et  of  saloons  has 
fallen  off  about  2  per  cent  in  five  yeir.^. 
and  the  dem.an  i  for  head  barkeepers  has 
decreased  correspondingly,  a  conditl  m 
of  affairs  which  has  rendei'ed  inevitable 
the  reduction  in  the  wages  paid  and  in 
the  wag'^s  expected.  The  airy,  jaunty, 
light-footed,  light-fingered,  well-paid, 
affable  and  sophisticated  New  York  bar- 
keeper has,  generally  speakins.  given 
place  to  a  more  demure,  less  talkative, 
and  perhaps  less  appreciated  successor'. 
whose  enjoyment  of  life  and  of  the  emol- 
uments of  the  barkeerer  have  been 
rudely  disturbed  by  the  installation  of 
the  cash  register,  and  by  the  indifference 
of  the  patrons  to  his  identity  or  his 
qualifications.  The  New  Y'ork  barkeepe; 
is  by  no  means  the  man  he  was.

Some  Grain  Men  Satisfied 

and  Some  Dissatisfied 

With  Inspection. 

Last  week  the  St.  Paul  Dispatch  had 
an  article  to  the  effect  that  the  inspec- 
tion of  wheat  at  Duluth  was  likely  to 
cau.se  a  good-sized  row,  and  that  there 
has  been  a  stiffening  of  the  grades.  This 
brought  into  publicity  considerable  talk 
about  the  grading  of  wheat  here  and 
the  recital  of  numerous  objections  which 
have  been  made  by  different  individuals 
and  interests.  The  Dispatch  article  was 
14s  follows: 

"Word  comes  from  Duluth  tliat  since 
the  publication  of  tb?  foreign  criticism 
on  the  present  Minaerota  standards  of 
grain  inspection,  for  which  Chief  Inspce- 
tor  Reishus  tries  to  hold  Buffalo  respon- 
sible, there  has  been  a  marked  stiffening 
up  on  inspection  of  wheat  coming  in 
from  the  country,  indicating  that  Mr 
Reishus  really  has  a  convicti.in  that  the 
work  of  his  department  needed  consid- 
erable 'toning  up.'  It  is  stated  that  ap- 
peals are  taken  daily  on  from  40  to  50  per 
cent  of  the  incoming  grain  on  account 
of  the  alleged  severity  of  the  grades,  but 
the  board  of  appeals,  evidently  alarmeri 
at  the  prospective  injury  to  the  reputa- 
tion and  values  of  Minnesota  wheat,  is 
standing  by  Reisihus.  and  confirming  in 
about  seventy-five  cases  out  of  the  hun- 
dred the  original  inspections.  A  good- 
sized  row  over  Duluth  inspection  is  evi- 
dently pending,  as  the  present  policy  of 
shifting  the  standards,  first  to  suit  the 
farmer,  then  the  buyer,  ends  in  upset- 
ting all  business  calculations,  and  reduc- 
ing the  important  of  grain  inspecting  to 
the  level  of  a  ridiculous  farce." 

A  Herald  man  talked  with  a  number 
of  grain  men  this  morning  and  found  a 
division  of  sentiment  among  them. 
Some  think  the  inspection  is  all  right, 
and  say  that  the  man  who  thinks  his 
grain  ought  grade  higher  than  it  does  is 
always  dissatisfied  with  the  inspection, 
and  that  is  was  ever  thus  and  ever  will 
be.  Then  there  are  a  number  who  say 
that  the  inspection  is  one  grade  more 
severe  than  it  ought  to  be;  that  wheat 
which  ought  to  get  a  grade  of  No.  1 
hard  is  getting  1  northern,  and  No.  1 
northern  is  getting  a  No.  2  northern 
grade. 

The  assertion  is  made  that  the  depart- 
ment is  discriminating  against  the  line 
elevators  which  are  now  sending  in  the 
wheat,  and  that  the  grades  are  stiffer 
than  they  were  last  fall. 

F.  H.  Prodger,  chief  deputy  inspector 
at  Duluth.  denies  this  and  says  that  the 
grades  are  just  what  they  were  last  fall 
and  that  he  wants  them  to  be  so.  It  Is 
his  aim  to  make  a  uniform  grade,  one 
that  will  be  the  same  the  whole  year 
round.  He  wants  wheat  graded  as  1 
northern  now  to  be  1  northern  next  fall, 
and  a  year  from  now,  barring,  of  course, 
the  passibility  of  damage.  He  maintains 
that  there  has  been  no  stiffening  of  the 
grades,  and  that  assertions  that  such  is 
the  case  are  wrong. 


COHFER  ON  FIN  UCE  BILL. 

Senate  and  House  Conferees  Are 
at  Work. 

Washington.  Feb.  1 1.— The  conferees 
on  the  financial  bill  nut  again  today  and 
made  some  progress.  Assistant  Treas- 
urer Jordan  of  New  Tork  was  with  the 
cinferees  some  time,  giving  his  views 
upon  the  administrati/e  features  of  the 
bill. 

Although,  in  the  me  in,  the  discussion 
today  was  general  and  preliminary,  con- 
siderable substantia  progress  was 
made.  The  consideration  of  the  phrase- 
ology of  establishing  he  gold  standard, 
I'nder  section  1.  and  0:1  the  international 
bimetallic  provision  in  section  9  of  the 
.'^enate  hill,  have  be(  n  deferred  until 
(  ther  features  on  which  the  houses  are 
nearer  together,  can  be  reconciled.  These 
features  were  taken  tp  today,  and  an 
effort  was  made  to  se  ■  whether  the  dif- 
ference were  merely  of  phraseology  and 
r.ot  of  principle. 

About  the  most  iriportant  advance 
v^as  on  section  .'>  of  the  senate  bill,  as  to 
the  denomination  o"  notes.  Messrs. 
Prosius  and  OverstieH,  the  hou.se  con- 
ferees, strongly  urged  the  need  of  a 
greater  volume  of  sinall  notes  that 
would  lie  given  und  r  the  senate  re- 
striction of  $10.  The  need  of  this  was 
shown  to  be  particularly  urgent  at  the 
time  of  moving  crops.  A  middle  ground 
was  finally  hit  upon  by  which  it  is 
estimated  that  the  small  notes  ^f  $5  and 
under,  will  not  be  reduced  below  their 
present  volume  of  $390,000.  The  ar- 
langement  is  felt  to  be  quite  satisfac- 
tory, and  it  will  doub  less  lie  incorporat- 
ed in  the  final  agreen  ent. 


Judge  Moer  is  preparing  the  papers  in 
the  mayoralty  contest,  and  it  v.as 
thought  this  afternoon  that  they  would 
be  completed  and  served  upon  T.  W. 
Hugo  before  evening.  In  that  case  it 
was  .the  intention  to  apply  to  the  court 
tomorrow  for  a  recount.  The  court  will 
probably  issue  an  order  for  Mr.  Hugo 
to  show  cause  why  the  recount  should 
not  be  granted,  and  that  order  will  be 
made  returnable  as  early  as  possible, 
perhaps  Wednesday  or  Friday,  Thur.s- 
day  being  a  legal  holiday. 

At  that  time  the  commissioners  will 
be  appointed  by  the  court  as  stated  be- 
fore, one  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
mayor,  one  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr. 
Hugo  and  a  third  to  be  selected  by  these 
two.  The  recount  will  then  liegin  im- 
mediately in  the  council  chamber,  and 
it  will  be  completed  at  as  early  a  date 
a  s|)ossibIe. 

The  proceeding  filed  Saturday  i>y 
Judge  Moer  was  simply  the  formal  no- 
tice of  appeal,  which  must  be  tiled 
within  ten  days  after  the  council  takes 
action.  The  recount  is  granted  by  the 
court  on  a  showing  by  the  contestant 
that  he  Itelieves  that  mistakes  have 
been  made,  and  that  a  recount  is  neces- 
.sary  for  him  in  order  that  he  may  as- 
certain what  mistakes  have  been  made. 

The  court  will  undoubtedly  do  all  in 
its  power  to  hurry  the  proceedings, 
and  while  the  contest  may  not  be  fin- 
ished by  March  6,  there  is  a  chance 
that  it  may  be,  and  at  any  rate  it  will 
not  be  delayed  long  after  that  date. 

The  filing  of  the  notice  Saturday  se- 
cures the  contest.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  a  number  of  years  ago  a 
contest  was  lost  here  because  the  at- 
toiney  did  not  file  his  notice  within  the 
time  required.  The  law  is  rather  un- 
certain on  the  subject,  or  rather  the 
specific  provision  i-equiring  that  the 
notice  shall  be  filed  within  ten  days  is 
well  hidden  in  the  statutes,  so  the  at- 
torney proceeded  under  the  supposition 
that  he  had  twenty  da.vs.

THE  EL  PASO  SHOOTING. 

Post  Commander  Aiiling  Civil  Author- 
ities to  Find  Culprits. 

Washington.  Feb.  J  1.— Gen.  McKibbcn, 
commanding  the  depar;ment  of  Texas,  has 
forwarded  to  the  adjutant  general  of  the 
army  a  copy  of  the  following  telegram 
received  from  Capt.  Loughbrough,  com- 
manding the  troops  a-  Fort  Bli.ss,  Texas, 
in  regard  to  the  trouble  with  the  local  au- 
thorities at  El  Paso,  en  Feb.  IG: 

"Through  negligence  or  connivance  of 
non-commissioned  officers  in  charge  of  the 
barracks,  arm  racks  were  opened  last 
night  and  a  number  if  rifles  taken  out. 
One  soldier  was  kilkd  and  I  learn  one 
guard  at  cilv  jail,  whe  e  two  soldiers  were 
neld  for  drunk  and  dis- orderly.  Arm  racks 
are  now  locked  and  ke  .s  in  my  possession. 
All  ammunition  has  been  placed  under 
bK-k  and  kev.  Have  not  permitted  any 
one  to  leave  garrison.  Am  co-operating 
with  civil  authorities  and  will  do  every- 
thing in  my  power  to  bring  the  guilty  par- 
ties to  justice."  ,     ,     ,      J       J

Battle  on  Tugela  Expected— Boer 
Story  of  Kimberley. 

London.  Feb.  20.-A  dispatch  t3  the 
Daily  Mail  from  Lourenzo  Marques, 
dated  Monday,  says: 

According  to  advices  from  Pretoria  the 
Boers  are  expecting  a  big  battle  on  the 
Tugela.  They  claim  that  seventy  of 
the  Wiltshires  were  killed  at  Colesberg 
and  that  thirty  wagons  with  forage  and 
provisions  were  captured,  ^ut  no  am- 
munition. They  thus  describe  the  fight- 
ing at  Kimberley: 

•The  British  came  through  Blaunl>ank 
and  attacked  in  two  columns.  While  the 
Boers  were  busily  engaged  with  Lord 
Roberts  Gen.  French,  with  2000  cavalry 
and  six  guns,  succeeded  in  breaking 
through  the  Boer  lines.

•He  has  one  envelope,  which  contained 
mail  matter  from  Consul  General  Stowe 
at  Cape  Town.  It  is  the  regulation  blu*; 
of  the  consular  service.  It  bears  upon 
its  face  the  legend,  'U.  S.  consular  ser- 
vice' and  a  stamp,  'Mail  suspended.'  On 
the  reverse  side  is  the  United  States 
government  seal  impressed  upon  the  red 
sealing  wax  of  the  consular  service.  The 
British  sticker,  resealing  the  letter  after 
it  had  been  opened,  bears  the  potential 
initials  'V.  R.,'  the  initials  of  the  clerk 
who  opened  the  letter,  the  name  of  the 
place  where  it  was  opened. 

•This  letter  was  mailed  at  Cape  Town. 
Oct.  4.  by  Consul  General  Stowe.  It  was 
held  there  one  month,  apparently,  for 
the  next  post  mark  is  that  of  Durban, 
dated  Nov.  4.  From  Durban  it  was  sent 
to  Pretoria,  and  reached  Mr.  Macrum  in 
its  mutilated  form. 

••The  circulars  to  consuls  issued  by  the 
department,  not  in  themselves  import- 
ant, but  nevertheless  official  mail,  never 
reached  Mr.  Macrum.  They  were  con- 
fiscated without  apology  or  explanation 
bv  the  British  censor.  As  for  Mr. 
Macrum's  personal  mail,  he  never  heard 

of  it. 

"The  British  authorities  are  familiar 
with  the  American  consular  code.  On 
Xov.  8  Mr.  Macrum  sent  a  cablegram  in 
cede  to  the  state  department,  urgently 
requesting  that  he  be  permitted  to  come 
home.  Usually  cablegrams,  because  of 
the  difference  in  time  between  South 
Africa  and  this  country,  consume  two 
days  in  transmission— that  is  to  say,  the

the  state  department  on  Nov.  10.  But  on

As  to  Porto  Rico,  Mr.  Newlands  said 
that  there  existed  no  compiieations  unless 
thev  were  created  by  the  maladministra- 
tion of  congress.  Its  area  was  small;  iii

\vtr*-  reaiiv.  willing  and  eager  to  share 
with  us  tli'e  benefits  and  the  burthens  of 
our  government.

HULL'SjARMY  BILL. 

Makss  a  Change  In  the  Systein  of 
Promcticn. 

W  ashington,  Feb.  2J.— A  chiei:  ftature  of 
the  military  bill  introduced  in  Ihe  house 
yesterday  by  Representative  Hull  is  the 
provision  that  one-third  of  the  promo- 
tions are  to  be  made  by  select'on.  This 
is  to  enable  the  president  to  rtward  .sjio- 
cial  gallant  and  meritorious  services.  11 
recognizes  both  length  and  special  hiness 
of  service,  and  its  authors  claim  that  its 
provisions  are  so  guarded  that  only  the 
most  tlcserving  shall  reci.ive  siieci;!  lecjg- 
idtion,  and  in  no  case  be  the  crcati.re.-,  of 
personal  or  political  intervention.  i'lie 
liill  gives  the  president  control  of  the 
I.  nuie  of  cilice  ot  the  heads  of  .Ttat'f  d:- 
parlments,  and  he  can,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  senate  irriKe  a 
new  hciul  of  a  department  at  any  time. 
wJien  in  his  jmlgment  the  eflieiency  of 
tile  service  woula  be  increased  ihcroby  — 
the  oftieers  relieved  being  transferred  to 
the  retired  list.  This  places  tnc  atmy 
staff  on  about  the  same  footing  a&  the 
heads  of  the  i.av.v  staff  departm<nts.  Tae 
only  immediate  rt.'-nilt  under  this  pr:>vi- 
sion  would  be  the  piMbable  ri  tiremein  of 
tbn.  i:a>.;an.  commissary  general,  now 
uuilirgoinji  susi)eiision.

To    the  Short  Session  In 

Order  to  Secure  Early 

Adjournment. 

From  The  Herald 
Washington  Bureau. 

Washington.  Fel^  20.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— President  McKinley  has  been 
in  consultation  with  several  of  the  Re- 
pub.ican  party  leaders  in  both  the 
house  and  senate  regarding  the  time 
that  he  desires  cotigress  to  take  its 
usual  summer  recess.  It  is  the  pur- 
pose of  Maj.  McKinley,  if  legislation 
can  be  cuiried  througa  f.ist  enough,  to 
havt  coiigress  adjourn  before  tlie  Re- 
publican convention  assiinMes  at  Phi- 
lailelphia  on  June  iO.  lie  has  eonsuit- 
ed  with,  among  others,  Setiator  Aid- 
'  rich,  the  Republican  floor  leader  of  the 
!  senate,  and  Representative  Payne,  the 
i  Republican  floor  leader  of  the  house. 
Re  Itas  also  had  several  conferences 
with  Speaker  Henderson,  and  the  re- 
sult is  thai  the  president  has  been  ad- 
vised that  in  order  to  bring  about  an 
adjournment  by  June  10,  or  earlier,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  let  some  of  the  bills 
that  are  now  pending  go  over  until  the 
last  session  of  the  Fifty-sixth  congress. 

Some  legislation  wiil,  of  necessity, 
have  to  be  passed  for  the  government 
of  our  new  colonial  possessions.  This 
goes  without  saying,  but  Demociatic 
opposition  is  going  to  hinder  and  deltiy 
the  passage  of  the  many  pending  bills 
lor  these  colonies.  Tne  president, 
however,  may  take  the  bit  in  his  teetli 
iind,  ii'  lie  discovers  that  his  policy  for 
the  government  of  Porto  Rico,  Cuba, 
Hawaii  and  the  Philippines  meets  too 
much  opiiosition,  to  go  ahead  and  use 
his  own  judgment  regarding  iiow  the 
L'nited  States  should  deal  with  these 
cidonial  possessions  until  oongfi^ss 
comes  to  its  senses  again,  so  to  speak, 
a  year  from  thi.s  winter. 

une  reason  why  the  president  desires 
such  an  early  adjournment  is  the  fact 
that  with  congress  out  of  the  way  anil 
its  members  back  in  their  homes,  they 
will  be  able  to  assist  not  only  in  ad- 
vancing his  interests  as  a  presidential 
candidate  this  year,  but  will  also  bo 
able  to  put  in  .'-:ome  good  work  for 
themselves,  thereby  bringing  about  the 
election  of  a  Republican  house  next 
November.  The  Repuldican  majority 
in  the  present  house  is  quite  large,  but 
it  is  not  safe  always  to  anticipate  vic- 
tory, so  the  president,  if  he  is  re-elect- 
ed, is  an.xious  not  to  have  to  deal  with 
a  Democratic  majority  in  the  lower 
branch  of  congress. 

Tlie  president  is  too  shrewd  a  politi- 
cian to  anticipate  a  re-election  without 
hard  campaign  work  on  the  part  of 
himself  and  tho.>?e  who  will  conduct  his 
canvass  in  various  sections  of  the 
Union.  The  lu-esident,  it  is  also  stated, 
is  anxious  to  have  some  other  man 
than  Senator  Ilanna  hiok  after  his. 
campaign  this  fall.  The  Ohio  senator 
is  so  troubbd  with  rheumatism  that  it 
will  iirobably  be  utterly  impossiljle  for 
him  to  do  the  vast  amount  of  work 
that  he  did  in  Isftj  to  bring  al'out  the 
success  of  Maj.  McKinley.  While  it  is. 
pirobablo  that  Chairman  Hanna  would 
like  to  serve  again  at  the  head  of  the 
n:itional  campaign  committee,  he  fears 
that  the  arduous  duties  that  would  Ix- 
put  upon  him  again  would  compel  him 
to  retire  m  turn  the  Vvork  over  to  an 
assistant.  This  he  does  not  desire  to 
do,  and  the  jiresidcnt  is  also  an.xious 
thai;  the  man  who  is  to  manage  his 
canvass  at  the  head  of  the  campaign 
cfunmittee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  ne.-vt 
convention  and  continue  the  work  un- 
til the  ciinijiaign  is  closed  in  Novemocr. 

The  opinion  jirevaiLs  here  tliat  if 
Hanna  is  not  selecte<l  for  the  chair- 
manship again  Re;>resentative  Dick, 
acting  chairman  of  the  committee  at 
the  present  time,  or  Henry  C.  Payne, 
of  .Miluaukei,  will  be  chosen.  The 
jiiesident  would  be  much  ideased,  it  is 
stated,  to  have  Payne  head  the  com- 
mittee, but  it  is  not  liclieved  possible 
that  lie  will  accept.  He  is  not  strong 
physically  and  posSibly  could  not  staml 
the  strain  of  such  a  long  campaign  as 
will  ensue  after  the  Republican  con- 
vention chooses  its  national  ticket  and 
adopts  the  policies  on  whicii  the  cam- 
paign will  be  conduct  d  next  fall. 

Speaking  of  early  adjournment,  it  is 
also  understood  that  the  Democrats, 
while  they  would  like  to  hold  up  some 
of  tile  pending  meisures  introduced  by 
the  Repul>licans.  are  as  anxious  as  the 
opposition  to  bring  aViDUt  an  eariy  ad- 
journment this  spring.  There  are  sev- 
eral lulls  which  wil!  go  over  imtil  the 
sh(u-t  session,  in  the  event  that  con- 
gress decides  to  adjourn  June  10  or 
earlier.  The  subsidy  bill  is  one  mea- 
sure that  will  be  sidetracked  until  the 
short  .session  and  the  iiills  for  the  ad- 
mission of  Arizona,  Oklahoma  and  N-W 
Mexico  will  also  have  to  he  delayed  un- 
til next  winter.  There  are  other  mea- 
sures of  lesser  imjiortmee  which  will, 
of  course,    be  pigeon   holed   until       the 

short  session.

In  the  early  ages  of  the  church  the  pope 
had  no  tiaras.  It  was  not  until  the  thir- 
teenth centurv  that  the  tiara  with  dia- 
monds made  its  appearanc-.  The  inven- 
lorv  of  the  pontifical  treasures  made  In 
V2i)f>.  under  Boniface  VIII,  described  a  tiara 
enriched  with  4^  balas  rubies.  72  sapphires. 
45  emeralds,  and  finally  with  Cfi  large 
pearls.  At  the  top  was  a  gigantic  ruby, 
and  at  the  bottom  an  enameled  hoop.  That 
wa«  the  single-crowned  tiaras,  called  St. 
Svlvester's.  It  was  brought  into  France 
in  the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth  century. 
It  was  used  on  Nov.  14.  1305.  at  the  coron- 
ation of  Clement  V.  in  Lyons.  On  that  oc- 
casion it  lost  the  wonderful  ruby  that 
sparkled  on  its  pinacle.  That  was  not, 
moreover,  the  last  disagreeable  adventure 
with  which  it  was  destined  to  mfet.  Froin 
Lvons  it  was  to  return  to  Rome  with 
C^i-etrorv  XI.  to  go  to  Avign.m  witn  Clem- 
ent Vri,  then  to  move  into  Spain  with  Ben 
edict  Xin,  and,  at  last,  to  enter  Rome 
.again,  but  this  lime,  ornamented  with  two 
supplementary  crowns. 

I'oni  the  tenth  century  the  tiara  as- 
sumes Us  full  acceptation.  Its  impositiori 
is  ma.le  with  sreat  solemnity  on  the  day  of 
the  toronation.  The  pope  receives  it 
the  outside  steps  of  the  Basilica  of 
Peter.  The  tiara  becomes  the  pendant  ot 
the  ferule  In  opposition  to  the  oisioral 
crosier;  it  is  the  svmbol  of  temporal  jiower, 
as  the  mitre  is  tliat  of  spiritual  jiower. 

The   tiara    of   Urban    IV    (lti21i    .xhibited. 
according  to  I'golino  of  Sienna,  in  its  lower  , 
portion  a  crown  of  which  each  notch  was  1 
surmounted   bv  a    pearl,   and   in  its   upper    bociety 
l)art,    it   had   a   knob   made   of   a   precious 
stone  of  an  abnormally  lar.ge  size.  ,lts  bot- 
tom  s.em«-'   to  have  been   plnited   or  dam- 
asked,   it  was  with  Boniface  VlII  that  the 
second   crown   came.     This   p>ipe  was   of  a 
ilominaiing  .-jiirit.  and  was  not   to  1  .•  sat- 
isfied  with   the   tiara   of   his   predecessor.s.

"Little  Lord  Faunlleroy,"  and 
"Alice  Through  the  l>ioking  Glass.  '  Five 
are  by  English  authors,  two  by  American, 
and  one  each  by  Danish,  American  and 
Aral>lc,  and  the  fact  that  all  but  three  of 
the  ten  are  improbable,  shows  the  fond- 
ness of  children  for  imaginative  works.

GOOD  tTAKniSG  L.ANDS. 

The  Herald  recently  published  a  letter 
from  Gen.  C.  C.  Andrews,  state  fire 
warden,  who  is  touring  the  country  in 
the  interest  of  the  Cooper  scheme  to 
lock  up  a  large  section  of  Northern 
Minnesota  from  settlemet  and  develop- 
ment and  convert  it  into  a  game  pre- 
serve for  the  benefit  of  Chicago  and 
Eastern  millionaire  sportsmen.  Gen. 
Andrews  accompanied  his  communi- 
cation with  a  letter  from  one  B.  C. 
Baldwin,  chief  in  the  sur\-eyor  gener- 
als  office,  asserting  that  the  land  in 
the  proposed  "national  park"  is  no 
good  for  farms,  one-third  swamp  and 
the  remainder  second  and  third  rate 
soil. 

The  Cass  Lake  Times,  published  in  the 
region  that  Gen.  Andrews,  Col.  Cooper 
and  their  associates  desire  to  lock  up 
from  settlement,  says  that  Mr.  Bald- 
win's statements  are  "a  libel  upon  the 
grand  inter-lake  region  of  our  state."' 
It  adds:  "We  do  not  believe  that  con- 
gress will  deprive  the  state  of  sover- 
eignty over  this  region,  upon  represent- 
ations so  glaringly  false  and  mislead- 
ing as  presented  by  his  off-hand  letter, 
nor  can  we  understand  why  a  man  oc- 
cupying a  state  position  with  ample 
emoluments,  as  the  letter  writer,  or 
the  chief  fire  warden,  should  be  so 
eager  to  deprive  the  state  of  such  an 
important  tract  of  land,  which  is  cap- 
able of  being  made  into  profitable 
farms  and  comfortable  homes  of  hun- 
dreds of  young  men  now  waiting  the 
opening  of  this  region  to  take  home- 
steads and  contril)ute  toward  the  sup- 
port of  state  government.  There  are 
thousands  of  acres  in  these  reserva- 
tions of  most  excellent  arable  lands, 
and  other  thousands  of  most  excellent 
natural  meadow  and  not  an  acre  of 
swamp  lands  which  may  not,  by  intel- 
li.gent  culture  and  drainage,  become  the 
most  profitable  grass  lands  in  the 
state.  The  Times  has  stated  these 
facts  repeatedly  and  is  prepared  to  pre- 
sent the  most  positive  proof  of  the  as- 
sertions here  made."

When  Mr.  Macrum  produces  this  con- 
vincing evidence  that  the  mail  of  an 
American  consul  was  opened  by  a  British 
censor,  in  defiance  of  all  international 
custom,  and  when  he  proves  that  he  noti- 
lied  the  state  department  of  the  outrage, 
it  will  be  interesting  to  learn  what  "Little 
Breeches"  Hay  and  the  administration  or- 
gans will  say.

"Matthew  Marshall,"  the  financial 
write-r  of  the  New  York  Sun,  says  of  the 
proposition  to  refund  the  national  debt, 
which  forms  a  part  of  the  currency  bill 
now  before  the  conference  committees 
of  the  twu  branches  of  congress,  that  it 
offers  "  a  bonus  of  $85,000,000  to  the  pres- 
ent holdei-s  of  $Sr.O,00O,000  of  the  national 
debt  for  the  privilege  of  extending  that 
debt  thirty  years  at  2  per  cent  per  an- 
num." He  also  says:  "The  scheme  is 
for  the  benefit  neither  of  the  present 
creditors  of  the  government  nor  of  the 
people.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  avowedly 
intended  to  aid  the  national  banks  in 
perpetuating  their  usurpation  of  the 
function  of  supplying,  for  their  own 
profit,  the  paper  money  of  the  country. 
If  adopted.  It  will  give  them  2  per  cent 
Iter  annum,  less  a  tax  of  lA  per  cent 
for  i.ssuins  circulating  notes  which  the 
g-nt-rnment  is  both  directly  and  indi- 
te-tly  to  guarantee,  when  it  might  just 
as  easily  issue  the  notes  itself  and  thu:, 
avoid  paying  the  banks  for  the  service

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important  proposition  is  that  it  seems 
to  be  passing  almost  unnoticed.  Hardly 
any  explanation  of  it  has  been  made 
in  the  senate.  The  speeches  there  have 
been  on  very  general  lines.  Most  of  the 
senators  have  made  mere  stump  ora- 
tions on  the  advantages  of  the  gold 
standard,  or  the  reverse,  and  apparently 
hardly  know  the  details  of  the  bill  under 
consideration.  Their  principal  purpose 
in  carrying  on  debate  seems  to  be  to 
make  political  literature  for  distriijution 
under  their  franks  during  the  next 
campaign.  This  is  not  a  very  creditable 
exhibition  of  statesmanship.  There  are 
one  or  two  exceptions.  Senator  Aldrich 
in  particular  has  tried  honestly  to  ex- 
plain the  pending  measure.  But  thus 
far  there  has  been  nothing  said  that  re- 
moves the  natural  prejudices  of  the 
public  against  an  indefinite  extension 
of  the  national  debt.  From  a  political 
view-point  it  is  perilous  to  legislate  in 
this  way.  and  fear  of  the  political  effect 
may  cause  the  house  conferees,  who  will 
have  to  face  the  people  at  the  polls  next 
November,  to  insist  on  the  excision  of 
the  proposition  'from  the  bill  as  passed 
by  the  senate.

Wliat   trust,    confidence 
and  love  they  give  us!  and,  having  gained 
this,    how    basely    we   betray    them.        We 
teach    them,    contrary    to    then-    instinct, 
that  the   flashing  of  steel,    the  v/aving  of 
plumes   and   fiag.s,    the  roar  of  gun.s,   and

through  thi'ir  national  representatives 
have  the  power  to  declare  and  mtike  war 
against  anybody  and  everybody;  both  are 
recognizej  republics  with  accredited' r(!p- 
resentativcs  at  the  foreign  courts  of  Eu- 
rope: both  know  no  higher  earthly  power 
than  their  own  governments;  both  art 
the  victims  of  designing  politicans  who 
prefer  their  private  gain  to  the  publii- 
welfare,  and  while  there  is  a  premium  on 
avarice  and  greed  it  will  be  so.  Anv  trvo 
in  politics  should  know  that  a  state  of  war 
between  a  monarchy  and  a  republic  can 
never  be  termed  a  civil  war  and  a  rebel- 
lion; even  the  British  officials  are  honest 
enough  to  term  tlieir  oi)ponenls  republi- 
cans and  federals  hut  not  rebels.  Tt  is 
sometimes  necessary  to  tell  a  nation  it  lies 
and  through  m.v  military  training  in  a 
Leicestershire  regiment,  1  know  it  is  a 
good  defensive  measure  to  receive  an 
enemy  with  your  back  supported  bv  high 
ground,  to  give  the  first  blow  on  your 
enemy's  territory,  to  lay  waste  your  en- 
emy's resources  instead  of  your  own,  and 
protect   your  boundary   lines. 

I  spoke  of  invasion  not  expansion  in  my 
letter.  Mr.  Thompson  takes  a  slaj)  at  the 
people  who  rushed  us  into  the  Philippine 
war  and  then  wished  to  escape  from  the 
consequences.  I  am  glad  he  is  so  outspoken 
against  an  administration  which  rushed 
us  into  the  Philippine  invasion  after  the 
Spanish-Cuban  war  was  ended,  as  he 
voted  for  that  administration  and  I  did 
not,  and  his  sally  at  me  falls  short  anJ 
returns  to  himself  for  I  ijelieve  the  Span- 
ish-Cuban war  was  right  but  the  Phil- 
ippine inv.asion  wrong.

It  is  not  tiuccr  that  Britain,  like 
all  other  countries,  receives  the  distressed 
from  less  favored  lands  and  that  (Jaribaldi 
came  to  her  for  aid,  but  the  government 
found  that  he  made  common  cause  with 
the  common  people  of  England  and  he  was 
politely  rc(iuested  to  move  on  for  it  dis- 
turbed the  administration's  peace  of  ipind.

THE  TIN-CLAD  SKUNK.

NEW  LIFE 

Scientific  and  Historical  So- 
ciety to  Be  Reorganized 
I  Next  Tuesday. 

HAS  A  FINE  NUCLEUS 


Business  was  brisk  last  evening  at 
the  council  meeting.  An  ordinant-e 
was  passed  permitting  the  Zenith  City 
Telephone  company  to  mortgage  its 
plant  to  the  extent  of  $50,000.  but  be- 
fore it  went  through  it  gave  occasion 
for  considerable  discussion.  It  was 
feared  by  some  of  the  aldermen  that 
the  proposed  mortgage  was  merely  a 
scheme  of  the  old  Duluth  Telephone 
people  to  get  possession  of  the  fran- 
«  hise.  This  was  argued  at  length,  and 
finally  decided  that  even  if  it  did  the 
cf»until  could  not  prevent  it.  The  Bell 
people  could  also  get  p(,>ssespion  by  ab- 
sorbing a  majority  of  the  stock  of  the 
new  company,  and  the  city  although 
interested  to  the  extent  of  1  per  cent  of 
the  gross  earnings  of  the  new  com- 
pany, would  be  powerless  to  prevent  a 
legitimate  business  transaction.  The 
ordinance  passed  with  only  Alderman 
Sang   voting  against    it. 

An  ordinance  was  introduced  compel- 
ling all  bill  posting  companies  operat- 
ing in  the  city  to  pay  $100  license  every 
year.  It  was  laid  over  for  one  week. 
There  is  an  ordinance  of  this  nature 
now  c>n  the  city  statutes,  passed  in 
July.  1S91,  but  it  has  been  allowed  to 
become  a  dead  letter,  and  the  bill  post- 
ing companies  have  been  doing  business 
without  paying  the  license,  providing 
all  city  bill  posting,  such  as  putting  up 
election  notices,  was  done  free.  It  is 
understood  that  the  new  ordinance  has 
been  framed  at  the  request  of  the  l>iH 
posting  companies  that  would  rather 
pay  the  $100  license  money  than  handle 
the  city  liill  posting  as  in  the  past. 

Alderman  Kiumsieg  introduced  a 
resolution  instructing  the  fire  and  po- 
lice departments  to  remove  all  depart- 
ment wires  from  the  poles  of  the  Du- 
h:Jh  Telephone  company  and  put  them 
on  the  Zenith  Telephone  company's 
poles.  Alderman  Cromwell  objected  to 
the  work  beginning  within  a  week, 
saying  that  it  was  a  contract  that 
would  cost  between  SoOW  and  $6000,  and 
.saying  it  should  be  thought  over  care- 
fully. Alilerman  Krumsieg  main- 
taine<l  that  it  would  only  cost  $,"5.^00  and 
said  that  the  change  had  to  l)e  made  at 
once  if  the  city  wanted  to  get  rid  of  the 
old  telephone  company.  The  resolution 
was  laid  over  for  a  week  pending  in- 
formation on  the  cost,  but  the  board  of 
fire  commissioners  was  instructed  to 
advertise  for  copper  wire,  poles  and 
oihei-  supplies  necessary  to  make  the 
'hange. 

Alderman  CuIIum  introduced  a  reso- 
lution appropriating  $10o  to  help  do- 
fray  the  expenses  of  the  recount  on 
the  charter.  I'ndcr  the  rules  it  went 
ovi-r  for  a  week. 

M4i!e  than  100  residents  of  the  East 
End.  living  east  of  Fourieenth  ave- 
nue and  al»ove  Second  street,  petititmed 
the  i-ciuneil  f'lr  a  better  street  car  ser- 
vice in  that  end  of  the  city.  They 
stateJd  that  the  present  Kast  Fourth 
.street  service  was  un.satisfactory  and 
inadequate,  and  that  the  peop>!e  in  that 
part  of  the  city  had  nifde  several  un- 
successful efforts  to  have  the  c  en- 
I>any  improve  it.  They  desired  a  I.'j- 
minute  service  throughout  the  day  in- 
.stead  of  a  .>0-minute  service,  and  als'> 
asked  that  extra  cars  be  put  on  at  noon 
and  in  the  evening  during  the  rush 
hours,  and  that  there  should  be  a 
car  going  east  as  late  as  1  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  instead  of  11:40  as  at  pres- 
ent. The  petition  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  streets,  alleys  and  side- 
walks and  the  city  attorney  to  ascer- 
tain if  the  city  had  any  right  under  the 
franchise  t<i  compel  the  street  car  com- 
any  to  give  a  better  service. 

The  congregation  of  St.  John  the  Bap- 
tist church  petitioned  the  council  to 
make  temporary  improvements  on 
West  Superior  street  l>etween  Eleventh 
and  Twelfth  avenues  so  that  carriages 
could  reach  the  church.  The  petition 
was  referred  to  thi  IfOard  of  public 
works,  with  instructions  to  make  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  temporary 
improvement. 

By  resolution,  permission  was  grant- 
ed the  Duluth  Brewina:  and  Mailing 
<  iimpany  to  have  a  spur  track  along 
Kailn>ad  street  from  the  Duluth,  Mis- 
sabe  &  Northern  tracks,  suijject,  how- 
ever, to  removal  on  sh'Wt  notice  by 
the  council.

Large  Membership  and  Form- 
ation For  Library  and 
Museum  of  Specimens. 


The  Duluth  Scientific  and  Historical 
association  will  hold  a  meeting  in  the 
library  room  of  the  High  School  build- 
ing next  Tuesday  evening,  Feb.  26,  when 
it  will  be  thoroughly  reorganized.  The 
annual  election  of  officers  will  take  place 
at  that  time. 

The  society  has  an  excellent  start  in 
the  way  of  a  large  membership  and  t'.ie 
nucleus  of  a  valuable  collection  of  books 

and  specimens  illustrating  some  of  the 
subjects  it  has  taken  up.  Such  a  society 
may  be  made  of  great  benefit  to  the  city, 
and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  officers  to 
have  it  reorganized  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  make  it  as  secure  as  piossible  by  add- 
ing to  the  interest  in  the  meetings  and 
otherwi.se  taking  measures  to  make  the 
association  a  live  and  permanent  factor 
in  the  city.  Its  researches  will  include 
the  following  subjects:  Botany,  enem- 
istry,  physics,  photography,  local  his- 
tory, archaeology,  ethn  »logy,  mechanical 
arts,  microscopy  and  geology. 

It  is  desired  that  all  residents  of  the 
city  who  are  interested  in  one  or  more 
of  these  subjects  may  be  brought  into 
the  society,  and  all  such  will  be  made 
welc-T)me  at  the  mf^oMng  next  Tuesday 
night,  or  in  tTie  meantime  they  may 
communicate  \.ith  Dr.  C.  L.  Coddin.g. 
the  president  of  the  society,  that  he  may 
have  the  benefit  of  their  advice  in  for- 
mulating a  working  scheme  that  will 
make  the  reorganization  the  most  satis- 
factory to  all  and  productive  of  the  mcst 
interest.

It  is  a  very  easy  matter  for 
those  gentlemen  to  sit  with  their  feet 
against  a  hot  sto  e  and  moralize  alwui 
luml>er jacks.  l>ut  may  I  ask  those 
gentlemen:  Wher?  do  you  find  a  camp 
that  is  a  fit  place  for  a  civilized  man 
to  .'Jpend  a  winter  in?  There  may  Ije 
honorable  exceptions,  though  I  never 
found  them. 

A  camp  for  1"0  men  fills  no  more 
space  than  the  lOoms  of  a  well-to-do 
family  in  a  town.  It  has  one  door,  one 
window,  a  skyligit  and  sleeping  bunks 
all  along  the  walls  from  floor  to  roof 
and  even  on  thf  middle  of  the  floor: 
where  benches  oi  a  table  might  be  put 
the  space  is  fill'd  with  bunks.

There  is  not  room 
for  all  to  sit  dowi:  some  must  stand  or 
crawl  into  their  mnks.  Jack  wants  his 
chew  or  smoke  »  f  "Peerles.s."  and  in  a 
short  time  the  lloor  will  be  shining 
witli    tobacco   ju  ce.       Spittouns    are    a 


scarce  article,  although  material  which 
they  c.Tn  be  made  of  is  plentifi'l. 

Suppose  that  you  are  a  "jack"  going 
into  camp  with  the  honest  intention  to 
make  a  stake,  slick  through  tlili  k  and 
thin:  you  have  hired  to  work  for  say 
^:i'i  a  month:  you  come  to  the  camii 
and  find  out  from  your  fellow  sufferers 
that  the  cempany  is  full  of  great  prom- 
ises, but  lacks  the  ambition  to  keep 
its  promise?.  They  are  apt  to  pay  you 
off  at  $1.";  or  $20  a  month.

Any  man  of  ordinary  ability 
can  learn  them  in  far  les.--  time, 
though  some  of  the  old  "m<»Fsl),'=cks" 
seem  to  imagine  that  a  man  will  never 
learn  the  trade  unless  his  pedigree  for 
several  generations  shows  "mossbacks." 
If  our  good  loggers  would  give  their 
men  better  accommodations  and  less 
promises  they  would  in  all  probability 
get  along  lietter.

Sh(  ehy  saw  visions  of  a  sweet  little 
thing,  in  a  pale  yellow  creation  climbiiig 
upon  a  chair  and  trying  a  few  fan oy 
stcj>s,  and  that  he,  in  assisting  it  from 
its  gidd\  perch,  lost  his  watch,  which, 
by  the  way.  was  a  lady's.  How(»ver,  Ii.? 
chi-.roughly  imnctured  this  story  when  he 
to(  k  the  stand.  He  told  how  th\  y  sat  bo- 
fore  a  cheerful  steam  radiator.  He  held 
one  ni  her  s<ift  little  htmds  in  his,  and 
e%-ei-  and  anon  he  would  look  into  her 
eyes  and  sigh,  and  she  v\ouldn't  seem  to 
mind  it  at  all.  And  then  she  shyiy 
glanced  at  him,  with  her  large  and 
soulful  eyes:  her  face  was  fair,  her 
form  voas  trim,  and  she  sighed  some 
tender  sighs.

Selected  For    the  Populist 

Convention   Which  Will 

Meet  May  9. 

Lincoln.  Neb..  Feb.  20.— The  Populist 
national  committee,  presided  over  by 
Senator  Butler,  today  took  up  the  ques- 
tion of  time  and  place  for  the  national 

convention. 

A  proposition  from  the  Texas  delega- 
tion that  May  be  fixed  upon  as  the  date 
wa.s  amended  to  permit  a  committee  to 
decide  on  hoVa  time  and  place.  The 
amendment  was  o{iposed  vigorously  by 
the  Texas  delegation  as  "cowardly  and 
truckling  tj   the  Democrats." 

Senator  Allen  spoke  at  length  in  favor 
of  harmony  and  for  the  naming  of  a 
date  by  the  whole  committee. 

•Bryan  will  be  the  nominee  of  both 
Democrats  and  Populists."  said  Senator 
Allen,  "and  the  question  of  date  will 
make  little  difference  anyhow." 

The  amendment  to  refer  to  a  commit- 
tee was  voted  down  and  V.'ednesdav, 
May  9,  the  same  date  as  that  of  the 
middle-of-the-road  convention  at  Cin- 
cinnati, was  decided  upon. 

Three  cities,  Kansas  City,  Sioux  Falls, 
S.  D.,  and  Indianapolis,  presented  claims 
for  the  convention,  and  each  had  grant- 
ed unlimitetl  time  to  set  forth  its  respec- 
tive advantages.

The  Democratic  senate  at  11:55  o'clock 
took  a  recess  till  2  o'clock,  and  at  noon 
the  Republican  senate,  presided  over  by 
Lieutenant  Governor  Marshall,  con- 
vened, but  only  remained  in  session  five 

minutes. 

The  house  adopted  the  Allen  resolution 
passed  l>v  the  senate  yesterday  ratifying 
tornier  proceedings,  by  which  (Joebel  and 
Beekman  were  declared  in  office.

A 
caucus  of  members  of  both  houses  was 
called  for  2  oclock  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering the  matter.

Secretary 
Sudendorf  said  a  fair  estimate  of  the 
attendance  would  be  3400.  The  general 
sessions  will  be  held  in  the  auditorium 
almost  continuously  until  Friday  night.

WARDNER  MATTER  HEARIN8. 

Examination  of  Witnesses   Before 
House  Military  Committee  Begins. 

Washington,  Feb.  20.— The  hearing  of 
witnesses  in  the  investigation  of  alleged 
improper  action  by  the  United  States 
military  authorities  at  Wardner,  Idahti, 
began  today  before  the  house  committee 
on  military  affairs.  The  room  was 
crowded,  and  among  those  present  were 
Brig.  Gen.  Merriam  and  Governor 
Steunenberg,  of  Idaho. 

Before  beginning  the  hearing  the  com- 
mittee adopted  a  form  of  procedure 
offered  by  Mr.  Hay  that  the  witnesses 
for  the  complainants  be  first  heard, 
with  opportunity  for  response  from  th 
other  side. 

The  first  witness,  A.  A.  Frasier.  a  law- 
yer from  Shoshone  county,  where  the 
trouble  occurred,  testified  that  the  civil 
courts  were  doing  business  at  the  time 
when  martial  law  is  said  to  have  been 
in  operation. 

Representative  Lentz,  who  conducted 
the  inquiry,  explained  that  there  was  a 
groundwork  for  judging  the  need  of 
martial  law. 

Fred  C.  Robertson,  a  lawyer  of  Spo- 
kane, told  of  visits  to  the  scene  of  the 
riots,  including  what  he  termed  thi- 
"bull-pen,"  and  gave  a  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  mines  where  the  trouble  oc- 
curred. He  explained  the  friction  grow- 
ing out  of  the  employment  of  non-union 
miners  by  the  Bunker  Hill  mine,  the 
gathering  of  1000  miners  on  April  29,  and 
the  destruction  caused  by  the  dynamit- 
ing of  the  Bunker  Hill  plant.  Governor 
Steunenberg  proclaimed  that  a  state  of 
insurrection  existed  and  several  men 
were  arrested  and  put  in  the  bull  pen. 
Mr.  Robertson  applied  for  writs  of 
habeas  corpus  for  the  arrest  of  the  men. 
but  the  courts  held  that  they  would  not 
interfere  witCi  the  action  of  the  gover- 
nor, which,  in  effect,  the  witness  said, 
was  a  suspension  of  the  habeas  corpus. 

Mr.  Robertson  was  continuing  his  re- 
cital when  the  committee  adjourned  un- 
til tomorrow.  •

London,  Felj.  21.— A  private  telegram 
received  here  from  Berlin  this  after- 
noon, declares  that  Gen.  Cronje  i»  in 
a  bad  position.  I^earing  out  yesterday's 
Berlin  rumor  that  Gen.  Cronje  was 
surrounded  and  that  a  time  limit  had 
been  given  him  within  which  to  capi- 
tulate. 

Berlin  evidently  believes  the  report 
that  Gen.  Cronje  is  surrounded,  as  large 
Oeiman  buying  occurred  on  the  stack 
exch-inse  today.  News  has  so  often 
reached  the  continental  capitals  ahead 
of  England,  it  is  possible  these  reports 
are  true. 

The  Windser  report  of  the  relief  of 
Ladysmith  created  momentary  jubila- 
tion, which  was  followed  by  a  deluge  of 
queries  at  all  the  official  points  in  an  en- 
deavor to  ascertain  the  truth. 

While  the  uncertainty  v.as  at  its 
height,  a  detachment  of  yeomanry  visit- 
ed the  mansion  house,  and  crowds  gath- 
ered iin  a  report  circulated  in  Fleet 
street  that  a  bulletin  announcing  the  re- 
lief of  Ladysmith  had  been  posted  at 
the  mansion  house  an  hour  i)revious  to 
the  arrival  of  the  yeomen.  In  a  few 
moments  all  traffic  was  alm.ost  blockM 
by  the  crowds,  and  a  large  body  of 
police  gathered  at  the  spot.  But  when 
it  was  learned,  that  no  bulletin  had  been 
issued,  the  crowds  dispersed. 

London,  Feb.  21.— At  a  meeting  of  the 
town  council  of  Windsor  this  morning, 
it  was  annouced  that  news  had  reached 
Windsor  castle  that  Ladysmith  had 
been  relieved.  The  annoum-ement  was 
received  with  immense  enthusiasm  and 
shouts  of  "Bravo  Bul'.er."  The  rumor 
of  the  relief  of  Ladysmith  has  again 
been  current  on  the  Berlin  and  London 
bourses.  Though  it  is  quite  possible 
the  report  is  true,  ther.'  is  no  news  cor- 
roborative of  the  rumor.

TSuller's  suc- 
eess  hours  before  the  war  eftice  was  abl-^ 
to  relieve  the  impatient  anxiety  of  the 
United  Kingdom. 

Nevertheless,  as  the  qvein's  words  are 
not  actually  quoted  in  today's  announce- 
ment, confirmation  is  eagerly  awaited, 
especiallv  as  Gen.  Buller's  dispatch  of 
vesterda'y  is  very  generally  regarded  as 
fureshadowing  a  juncture  of  his  and 
Gen.  White's  forces  some  time  today. 
Public  interest,  expectation  and  anxiety, 
therefore,  sway  unceasingly  and  im- 
patiently between  Ladysmith  and 
BI<iemfontein. 

The  practical  relief  of  the  former 
plainlv  is  regarded  as  due  more  to  Field 
Marshal  Lord  Rnljcrts'  l)rilliant  strategy 
in  drawing  eff  the  Boers  than  to  Gen. 
Buller's  numerous  assaults,  and  news  of 
the  result  of  the  battle  between  Gen. 
Kitchener  and  Gen.  Cronje.  reinforced 
by  the  forces  thus  drawn  off  from  Lady- 
smith. is  expected  to  almf>st  synchronize 
with  the  anouncement  that  Gen.  BuMer 
has  reached  his  objective.  The  iccom- 
plishment  of  the  latter  event,  however, 
is  regarded  with  greater  oontidence  than 
is  the  ability  of  Gen.  Kitchener  to  tho- 
roughly cripple  Gen.  Cronje.  for  the  B^-^er 
gtneral  has  proved  himself  so  clever  that 
even  if  L.ird  UoVterts  qui -kly  occupied 
L'leemfootein  there  are  many  ft  ars  ex-- 
pressed  thut  Gen.  Cronje  might  still  pre- 
strve  the  effectiveness  of  his  mobile 
force.

Zululand  and  Lower 
Natal,  though  admitting  that  the 
siege  of  Mafeking  may  l»e  made  more 
severe  by  the  arrival  of  a  portion  of 
the  Boer  force  driven  off  from  Kim- 
berley, endeavoring  to  avenge  itself  on 
Col.    Baden-Powell. 

Arundel  dispatches  dated  Tuesday. 
Feb.  :;0,  show  that  the  Boers,  in  force, 
made  a  determined  attempt  to  invest 
Arundel,  but  were  baffled  by  the  smart 
maneuvering  of  the  British  mounted 
troops. 

Cecil  Rhodes  is  expected  to  arrive  in 
Cape  Town  Feb.  24. 
The  Morning  Leader  says: 
The  crossing  of  the  Tugela  river  was 
scarcely  opposed,  l)ut  that  is  not  to  say 
that  tierce  resistance  may  not  be  looked 
for  before  the  Onderbrook  works  are 
negotiated. 

•A  high  authority  agreed  yesterday 
with  the  opinion  expressed  in  these 
columns  that  two-thirds  or  three- 
fourths  of  Gen.  White's  force  will  be 
available  for  active  preparations  any 
time  within  a  week.  We  can  not  see 
how  an  advance  through  North  Natal 
can  be  made  before  Charleston  and 
V'an  Peenan's  pass  are  secured.  As  for 
the  question  of  Gen.  Buller's  invading 
the  Transvaal,  a  practical  difficulty 
exists.  Our  information  is  that  his

FRENCH  RECIPROCITY  TREATY. 

Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee 
Orders  It  Favorably  Reported. 

Washington.  Feb.  21.— The  senate 
committee  on  foreign  relations  twlay 
ordered  a  favorable  report  on  the  treaty 
of  reciprocity  with  France.  No  amend- 
ment was  made  to  the  treaty. 

The  committee  did  not  take  up 
Hay-Pauncefote  treaty  relating  to 
Nicaragua   canal. 

No  opposition  was  manifested  on  the 
part  of  any  member  of  the  committee 
and  the  report  in  its  favor  will  be 
unanimous. 

The  members  of  the  committee  dis- 
cussed the  provisions  at  some  length, 
but  only  for  the  purpose  of  becoming 
familiar  with  th.  m.  The  fact  was 
emphasized  that  if  the  treaty  should  be 
ratified  660  articles  of  American  origin 
would  be  admitted  to  France  at  the 
minimum  rate  and  only  nineteen  sub- 
jected to  the  present  rate. 


imprisoned  miners  and  the  difficulties  he 
claims  to  have  encountered  from  the 
military  authorities,  state  officials  and 
the  court.

Mr.  Robertson  expressed  the  opinion

Cleveland.  Ohio,  Ft  b.  21. — For  ages  the 
scientists  of  the  world  have  been  trying 
to  rediscover  the  secret  of  tempering 
copper,  a  secret  known  to  have  been 
possessed  by  the  ancients,  from  the  dis- 
covery cf  knives  made  of  solid  copper  in 
ancient  ruins.  To  fathcni  the  secret  of 
how  the  copper  in  these  keen,  old,  rust- 
less knives  was  tempered  would  prob- 
ably mean  as  much  profit  to  the  man 
who  patented  the  proce.^s  now  as  any 
ether  invention  that  could  be  cmceived. 

Tempeied  copper  would  be  possible  of 
u.se  for  many  puifio.scs,  for  which  the 
best  copper  that  can  now  lie  made  is 
unlitted,  for  the  re^ason  that  ic  is  not 
.-ufliciently  stiff  or  strong.  By  a  new 
inoctss  of  rollin.g'a  Massachu.setts 
genius  has  succeeded  in  attaining  re- 
sults that,  so  far  as  sheet-metal  work  is 
concerned,  are  alinost  equal  t)  what  he 
would  l>e  aljle  to  acccmplish  if  he  had 
ledi.-^covered  the  secret  of  tempering 
cop]>er.  The  Massachusetts  genius  is 
Charles  Fletc  her,  of  Boston.  He  has  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  Frank  Rockefeller, 
lirother  of  the  president  of  the  Standard 
Oil  company,  and  himself  a  very  rich 
man,  interested  in  the  matter.  Mr. 
Rockefeller  says  that  if  he  finds  on  in- 
vesligatien  that  the  invention  is  all  the 
•nvtntcn-  claims  for  it.  and  not  too  ex- 
pensive a  process,  he  will  take  it  up.  If 
he  dcf,^  he  says  the  plant  for  making  the 
new  material,  which  will  rev  dutionize 
some  thing.s.  will  be  liX'ate<I  in  Cleve- 
land. 

By  his  invention  Fletcher  has  succeed- 
ed in  making  sheets  of,  so  far  as  appear- 
ance goes,  pure  copper,  of  wcmderful 
thinness  and  with  the  sprin.giness, 
strength  and  capacity  for  being  tem- 
jiered  that  steel  has.  Many  thousands  of 
dollars  have  been  spent  on  the  experi- 
ments, and  the  few  sheets  of  the  new 
iTiaterial  that  have  been  made  cost  a 
great  deal  more  than  their  weight  in 
gold.  Mr.  Rockefeller  has  mide  ar- 
langements  to  meet  the  inventor  in  New 
Yoik  and  go  into  details  in  a  few  days. 

Fletcher's  process  c<msisls  in  rolling  a 
hot  steel  plate  and  twe?  heated  copper 
Tdates  at  the  same  time  in  such  a  way 
that  the  coj^per  forms  a  skin  over  the 
surfaces  of  the  steel  and  gives  it  all  the 
vet  and  weather  resistance  that  pure 
ccpper  has.  It  v.  ill  not  rust,  and  has  at 
the  same  time  the  strength  of  steel.  It 
can  be  stamped  as  well  as  tin,  and 
crimped  or  otherwise  worked  in  ways 
and  under  circumstances  that  would  be 
impr.^sible  with  sheets  of  copper. 

On  his  desk  in  the  Standard  Oil  offices 
in  this  city  Frank  Rockefeller  has  a 
small  sheet  of  the  new  material,  no 
name  for  which  has  yet  been  selected. 
The  sheets  were  the  size  of  letter  paper, 
and  so  thin  as  not  to  be  very  much 
heavier.  The  steel  itself  was  several 
times  as  thick  as  the  copper,  and  yet,  on 
ea:h  surface  of  the  ste.d,  there  was  a 
perfect  sl<in  of  copjoer  so  thin  that  a 
stn  ng  magnifying  glass  did  not  show  its 
edge  at  the  edge  of  the  plate.  To  all 
appearances  the  sheet  wa'^  all  copper, 
but  its  siningincss  showed  that  it  was 
not.  The.-e  pieces  i>f  sheet  metal  repre- 
sent the  oulniinalion  of  experiments  ex- 
lending  ovf  r  years. 

The  invent  r  is  an  i^ld  genius.  His  let- 
ter pajier  is  headed  "Faraday  Labora- 
torv,  Riston,  Mass.  What  Hath  God 
Wrought,  Nuinbers  2n.  2:5."  On  the  let- 
ter heading  there  are  about  a  dozen  ref- 
ences  to  texts  in  the  P.ible.  Although  he 
has  had  considerable  on-respmdence 
uith  the  invent!. r  Mr.  Rockefeller  has 
not  yet  met  him.  I..a«t  summer  the  in- 
venlior  sent  som^  sampler  ot  his  new 
sheet  metal  to  Mr.  Rockefeller  hi-; 
hid  an  idea  that  such  plates  of  greater 
thi.kniFS  would  lie  valuable  material  f>ir 
iTialang  steel  lake  steamers.  He  ar- 
ran.ged  with  Cat)t.  McDougall,  inventor 
of  the  whaleback,  to  tow  a  model  made 
of  the  new  material  behind  one  of  his 
whaleliacks  for  a  trit>  up  ami  down  the 
lakes  to  see  how  it  would  stand  it.  When 
the  model  "caine  back  the  copper  skin 
ovtr  the  steel  plates  was  as  shiny  as 
when  it  had  l^en  put  into  the  water. 
Whether  it  is  along  tlii.=;  line,  or  in  the 
making  cf  stamped  articles  of  use  and 
ornament,  such  as  gas  eliandeliers,  cor- 
nices and  roofings  that  the  new  material 
will  br  used  will  in  a  measure  depend 
on  the  cost  l£  production  under  actual 
conditions. 

"I  think  that  the  invention  is  one  cf 
the  most  remarkable  that  has  come  to 
my  notice'  said  Mr.  Rockefeller,  "and 
people  aie  all  the  time  trying  to  get  lae 
into  something  of  that  serl.  The  c-oppcr 
and  steel  are  rolled  at  the  sanu-  timf. 
and  in  the  fiin.-^hed  oiate,  n.>  matter 
whether  it  is  thick  or  thin,  the  copper  :s 
itnited  with  the  steel,  so  that  \i.  is  im- 
possible to  lireak  or  strip  it  off  in  any 
«ay.  It  i.-^  T>racti?ally  a  single  thickne.ss 
.  f  metal  with  a  copper  su-face  on  either 
or  btiih  sides,  which  ever  v.ay  it  is  made, 
and  it  can  be  made  either  way."

Chicago,  Feb.  21.— A  St.  Johns,  Xtld., 
cable  to  the  Record  says:  The  New- 
foundland legislature  assembled  Mon- 
day, intendin.g  tj  renew  the  Frencii 
shore  modus  vivendi.  When  business 
began  the  opposition  party,  let  by  Bond, 
nicA-ed  a  vote  of  want  of  confidence  in 
the  Winter  ministry  for  not  being  pre- 
pared to  proc(»ed  with  the  regular  bust - 
ne.ss  of  the  session  in  additi.m  to  the 
speciaJ  object  f'U'  which  the  session  was 
called.  This  motion  was  seconded  by 
Morris,  leader  of  the  independent  part.v, 
but     these     two     sections     numerically 

would  have  been  unalile  to  overthrow 
the  ministerial  party,  save  feu-  dissen- 
sions within  its  own  rank.s.  The  Con- 
st i\ative  government  consists  of  two 
factions — one  led  by  Premier  Wim.r 
and  the  other  by  Morine,  fo*  a  long  time 
Winter's  chief  lieutenant.  Jilorine  aimed 
at  making  Winter  chief  justice,  thus 
succeeding  to  the  premier.s?vip  himself. 
Winter's  friends  feared  the  Morine  sec- 
tion's supremacy,  and  frictiem  ensued, 
resulting  in  Morine's  expulsion  frsm  the 
minis'.r.v  He  and  his  followers  vowe  1 
revenge,  and  Monday  afternoon  the  op- 
l>ortunity  came. 

Three  Alorinites  joined  the  (.ppositio.') 
in  declaring  no  cimfidence  in  the  minis- 
try. The  remaining  Mirinii  s  '\ithdrevv 
frem  the  chamber,  declining  to  vote  wili> 
either  .side.  The  vote  resulted  in  nine 
members  supporting  the  ministry,  while 
fifteen  backed  l^ond. 

TEiis  outcome  involves  as  an  imme- 
diate result  the  resignation  of  the  min- 
istry, which  probably  will  be  tendered 
to  the  governor  at  once,  who  diubtless 
will  accept  it  in  view  of  the  notorious 
fact  that  the  dissensions  in  the  Consei- 
vative  ranks  for  the  last  few  monf^s 
make  it  certain  that  it  could  not  have 
existed  through  a  !e?gular  :;eTi.=ion. 

It  also  resulted  in  almost  wrecking  the 
modus  Vivendi  bill.  TTie  Winter  men 
control  the  upper  braiicii  of  the  legisla- 
ture, and  they  had  determined  to  reject 
the  bill  when  it  came  before  them  in 
revenge  for  alleged  treacher.v  in  the  as- 
sembly. The  re^jection  of  the  bill  was 
almost   inevitable. 

During  the  last  recess  Governor  Sir 
Henry  McCallum  had  a  conference  wit  i 
all  the  faction  leaders  in  lioth  ihouses, 
before  wh  )m  he  laid  the  reasons  why 
it  was  imperative,  in  the  imperial  in 
terests,  that  the  measure  should  be  en- 
acted, and  so  impressed  them  with  th-> 
grave  necessities  of  its  passage  t'lat  all 
concerned  agreed  ti>  sink  party  differ- 
ences, and,  returning  to  the  legislatU'.e, 
passed  the  measure  eventually  without 
opposition.  Tihe  bill  became  a  lau'  yes- 
terday, and  the  colony  is  now  plunged 
again  into  the  throes  cf  a  cabinet  crisis-. 

It  is  presumed  the  governor  will  invite 
Bond  to  form  a  ministry,  but  as  he  com- 
mands the  support  of  only  ten  members 
in  a  total  of  thirty-six,  and  as  his  tem- 
porary adherents  today  may  not  con- 
tinue to  liack  him,  a  general  election 
\\  ill  >)e  the  only  s^luticm  of  th'e  proJiletn. 

After  passin.g  this  bill  the  two  houses 
followed  it  by  voting  a  sum  of  $20,000 
fioin  the  colonial  revenue  toward  the 
imperial  war  fund,  to  be  apnlied  in  ttie 
manner  which  seems  best  to  the  Rl. 
Hon.  Joseph  Chamberlain. 

The  renewal  of  the  modus  vivendi 
represents  a  very  substantial  s  u  rilice  on 
the  c-ilony-s  jiart.  By  its  ti'rms  the 
ceilonial  fishermen  are  placed  under  tno 
jurisdiction  of  the  British  warship  olfi- 
e-trs,  whose  seci'et  instructions  oblige 
theni  to  refrain  from  an.v  course  cal- 
culated to  offend  the  French!!.  C.mse- 
ciuently  these  warships  expel  the  col  )n- 
isls  from  the  be'St  fishing  harbors  if  the 
P^rench  demand  it  and  force  the  colonists 
to  sell  herrin.g  (for  bait)  and  lobsters 
("for  canning)  to  the  French  at  what- 
ever ])rice  the  l.qtter  choose  to  give  t'nem. 

Ti!ie  French,  too,  will  not  permit  the 
building  of  a  permanent  structure  ahmg 
the  French  coast,  nor  the  opening  of  a 
mine  there.  Persons  who  built  wharves 
have  had  the  -^  torn  down  by  bluf>jackels 
again;  lobster  canneries  ii  i\-e  been 
closed  and  garrisoned  by  marine?. 

Were  it  not  for  the  present  South 
African  difficulties,  the  colimy  would 
have  refused  t  >  renew  this  arrangement 
this  year,  ])Ut  it  sinks  its  grievances 
until  tho  Beier  war  is  over,  wfien  it  will 
take  steps  to  demand  an  early  adjust- 
ment of  the  dispute.

THE  RETIRED  BURBUR. 

A  Niglit  Fuil  of  Incidents  But  Not 
Profitable. 

"The  strip  of  light  that  lay  across  the 
floor  of  the  upstairs  hall  of  this  house 
that  I  was  in,  and  the  hall  picket  of 
light  that  stocxi  on  the  wall  on  the  op- 

l)Osite  side  of  the  stairway,"  said  the 
retired  burglar,  relates  the  New  York 
Sun,  "came  from  a  room  in  which,  as  I 
peered  acrcss  the  floor  of  the  hall,  from 
where  I  Ftojd  on  the  stairs  I  could  hear 
two  men  talking.

Imt  meaning  busi- 
ness. I  didn't  see  how  they  could  pos-

"That  shook  me  loose;  before  I  could 
turn  and  get  fairly  started  the  feller 
that  had  been  stabbed,  and  that  h.id 
sunk  down  when  the  sword  hit  him, 
began  to  get  up  again,  and  tlie  man 
that  had  stabbed  him  diew  his  sword 
out  from  under  the  other  feller's  arm, 
sasing,  lo  him:

'  GAME  FOR  JIG  STAKES. 

Gen.  Sherman's  Story  of  the  One 
He  Saw. 

The  last  time  Gen.  Sherman  attended 
commencement  at  West  Point  was  in 
June,  1889.  The  members  of  the  gra- 
duating class  received  their  diplomas  1 
fnun  his  hand  that  year  and  he  also  de-  | 
livered  the  commencement  addre.^s.  In 
the  l»eautiful  summer  evening  that  fol- 
lowed the  old  general  sat  on  the  wide 
vceranda  of  the  hotel  and  told  stories, 
says  the  New  Y'ork  Sun. 

"I  heard  of  some  pretty  big  games  of 
.ker  in  the  early  days  out  West,"  he 
and  maybe  I  saw  one  or  two. 
But  the  biggc^st  one  I  ever  saw  or  heard 
of  was  during  the  war.  It  would  have 
made  your  heads  swim  to  have  heard 
the  bets  that  I  heard  made  that  night. 
It  was  just  after  the  march  to  the  sea, 
when  we  were  up  in  North  Carolina.  I 
took  it  into  my  head  that  night  that  I 
would  make  a  quiet  round  of  the  out- 
posts myself  and  see  how  things  were 
com.iig  on.

It  Is  signilicant  that 
a  goo<l  deal  of  American  money  is  being 
loaned    abroad,    with    the    result    that    the 
I'nited     States    is    rapidly    becoming     "a 
••reditor  nation"— that   Is,   Its  citizens  ixv.n 
corporations  will  soon  own  more  foreign 
securities  than  they  owe  abroad.   For  ex- 
ample,  it   is   reported   that    Russia,   which 
needs   to   borrow   a   great    deal   of   money 
to    complete    its    trans-Siberian    railroad, 
has   just    negotiated    a   loan    of   $l(t,00O,(HJO 
through  a   New  York  life  Insurance   com- 
pany,   and    will    prohaltly   borrow   a    good 
many   millions   more  of   American   money 
J)efore  its   great  enterprise   is   completed. 
Some  of   our    railroads,    instead    of   being 
obliged    to   go    abroad    to    l)orrow    money, 
as    formerly,    have    money    to    loan.    Th,' 
statements  of  the  DuUith  b  inks  now  liciig 
imblished  in  The  Herald  show  that   Iheir 
deposits  are  large  and  steadily  increasing. 
It  m:iy  be  true  that  American   money  is 
too  congested   in   some  quarters   but   it    is 
manifest    that    tiie    i>eople    generally    arc 
l»etter  supplied  with   money  or  its  equiv- 
alent   than    for    many    years    past.    Tnis 
state   of    things    is    due    to    the    wonderful 
producing  cap.iclty  of  the  American   iKo- 
ple  and   the  great   growth  of  our   foreign 
trade.     It   seems   to  be  a  safe   prediction 
that  within  a  generation  the  United  State.s 
will  he  the  richest   nation  in   the   worM  s 
history. 


rOSTOif'F'ICE  REFORM. 

A  combined  effort  is  being  made  by 
the  postal  authorities  at  W.ishington 
and  the  postoffice  clerks  throughout  the 
country  to  have  the  clerks  in  the  first 
and  second  class  postoffices  put  on  a 
classified  basis,  the  same  as  the  carriers 
and  the  railway  postal  clerks  have  been 
for  years  The  postoffice  clerks  are  the 
creatures  of  the  postmaster,  under  whom 
tliey  serve;  the  postmaster  in  each  office 
having  the  sole  power  of  salary  and 
classification.  He  can  advance  a  clerk 
of  $600  per  annum,  whether  qualified  or 
not,  to  a  position  of  $1200,  and  vice  versa. 
Or  ho  can  keep  a  competent  mtn  on  the 
saint*  salary  during  his  occupancy  of  the 
(  flic,  while  he  advances  an  incompe- 
tent annually.  Besides,  the  clerks  have 
no  eight-hour  law,  the  same  as  other 
Itranches  of  the  government  service,  and 
are  compelled  to  work  till  their  work  is 
i-ompleted.  sometimes  working  as  many 
as  ten  and  twelve  hours  daily,  with  no 
l)ay  for  overtime. 

And  right  here,  it  may  be  mentioned, 
that  this  Is  an  excellent  time  for  con- 
gress to  do  something  for  the  clerks.  A 
national  campaign  is  approaching,  when 
.senators  and  congressmen,  as  well  as  the 
different  camiiaign  committees  send  out 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  copies  of 
franked  campaign  matter,  necessitating 
someti.mes  two  or  three  hotirs'  extra 
wcrk  for  the  clerks  daily,  and  it  seems 
to  The  Herald  that  they  should  recipro- 
cate and  right  a  wrong  perpetrated  for 
years  orv  the  poor  clerks.  These  em- 
{ilojes  are  very  modest  in  their  de- 
mands; they  only  ask  to  be  put  in  the 
same  category  as  their  fellow  workers, 
the  carriers  and  the  railway  postal 
clerks.  Their  duties  are  just  as  irksome, 
if  not  mere  so;  their  hours  of  service 
longer,  and  their  entrance  examination 
just  as  difficult.  In  face  of  this,  it  is 
rank  discrimination  to  refuse  them  the 
classification  enjoyed  for  years  by  the 
others-.  The  oairiers  and  the  railway 
postal  clerks  are  themselves  seeking  re- 
classification, not  being  entirely  satis- 
fied with  their  present  system,  which 
has  lieen  years  in  force,  while  the  post- 
office  clerks  would  l»e  thankful  for  their 
present  classification. 

For  several  years  the  postuffice  de- 
partment has  annually  requested  that 
the  clerks  be  put  in  the  same  position  as 
the  other  two  branches  of  the  service, 
and  crmmittees  of  the  house  and  senate, 
recognizing  the  discrimination,  have. 
The  Herald  understands,  repeatedly  rec- 
ommended it.  Still  it  haa  not  yet  been 
aciomidished,  and  if  our  wise  legislat- 
ors expect  this  liranch  of  the  service  to 
keep  up  its  efficiency  they  must  certainly 
do  something  to  reform  the  clerk's  pres- 
ent  condition,  otherwise  capable  men 
will  not  care  to  enter  positions  where 
the  duties  are  so  onerous,  the  compen- 
sation so  meager,  the  hours  of  service  so 
1<  ng  and  the  promotion  to  positions 
worth  having  so  remote. 

According  to  a  Washington  dispatch, 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  committee  on 
postotfice  and  post  roads  of  the  house  to 
recommend  the  reclassification  of  the 
railway  mail  clerks,  and  shelve  the  bill 
f.n-  the  classification  of  postoffice  clerk.s. 
One  would  naturally  think  that  before 
beginning  a  reclassification  system  for 
some  they  would  first  classify  all  di- 
visions of  the  service.  But  it  only  re- 
calls what  a  prominent  memiier  of  tht: 
congressional  delegation  from  New  York 
said  recently  on  the  merits  of  congres- 
sional action  as  to  dealing  with  em- 
plojes'  salaries:  "If  precedents  are  fol- 
lowed, those  that  deserve  it  will  not  get 
it,  while  those  that  do  not  will."  The 
committee  cm  pt>stoffic?e  and  post  roads 
of  the  house  must  then  be  only  about  to 
follow  precedents.

The  Herald  on  Monday,  there  was  an  in- 
teresting and  suggestive  discussion  of  Kng- 
land's  transportation  (rusts,  and  esiH-ciall.v 
her  shipping  trusts,  ft  was  shown  plainly 
that  one  of  England's  most  harmful  trusts 
has  grown  out  of  the  liberal  subsidy  which 
she  pays  to  the  Peninsular  and  Oriental 
Steamship  i-ompany.  This  company  "re- 
ciprocates the  kindness  shown  to  it  by 
charging  mm  h  higher  freights  to  Eng- 
lish shipp«'rs  than  to  their  German  and 
Belgian  competitors."  On  sevenrt  cla.-fses 
of  goods  the  discrimination.^  amounted  to 
oH  per  rent.  An  Investigating  committee 
showed  that  the  "I"  &  O."  company  was  a 
member  of  the  "shipping  conference"  or 
"trust,"  composed  mainly  of  British 
steamship  owners.  whh-h  maintained 
freights  from  British  ports,  but  carried 
cargo  at  much  lower  rates  from  continent- 
al and  American  jxirts.  This  experience  of 
England  with  subsidies  contains  a  valu- 
able lesson  for  tho  United  States,  Just  as 
some  of  our  congressmen  are  proposing 
to  grant  subsidies  amounting  to  .several 
hundred  million  dollars  to  a  specially  fa- 
vored class  of  shipowners.  As  our  sub- 
sidies would  be  far  greater  than  any  given 
by  England,  we  must  expect  that  the 
trust,  which  would  follow  them  and  which 


The  next  important 
measure,  after  the 
I'orto  Rico  tariff  ques- 
tion has  i)een  disposed 
of  by  the  house,  is  the 
bill  eslablishlng  a  form  of  territorial  gov- 
.  rnmeni  for  Hawaii.  The  bill  agreed  upon 
by  the  house  committee  makes  Hawaii,  to 
;ill  i)ractical  purposes,  a  territory  of  the 
United  States,  and  extends  over  it.  sub- 
stantially, the  territorial  laws  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  with  such  modifications  as  the 
local  conditions  and  established  customs 
of  the  jx-oplc  make  necessary  and  wise.

In  order 
to  make  no  radical  changes  in  those  in- 
stitutions which  are  closer  to  the  people 
and  to  which  they  have  become  accus- 
tomed, the  inferior  courts  are  to  be  left  as 
they  are  now,  and  the  local  criminal  laws 
will  remain  undisturbed  for  the  present. 
The  entire  group  of  Islands  are  made  one 
federal  judicial  district,  and  one  revenue 
district  as  well.  The  legi.slative  branch 
will  consist  of  two  houses  elected  by  the 
IK'ortie.  but  Asiatics  are  to  be  excluded 
from  voting.

The  Ashland  Press  reports  the  death 
of  Mt-rritt  Hedge,  of  tnat  city.  He  lived 
in  Duluth  at  one  time  and  was  wed 
known  to  the  traveling  and  hotel  men 
here.       The  Press  says: 

"Merrill  Hedge,  one  of  the  proprietors 
of  the  Athearn  hotel,  died  this  after- 
noon after  a  short  illness  of  only  about 
three  days.  For  a  long  time  Mr.  Hedge 
was  threatened  with  heart  trouble,  re- 
quiring the  utmost  care  on  his  part.  He 
was  taken  s^'riously  ill  last  Friday  and 
d**ath  ensued  at  \:'1<^  this  afternoon,  of 
apoplexy.  Mr.  Hedge  was  but  26  years 
of  age.  He  was  born  in  Oconto,  W^is.. 
coming  to  Ashland  from  Duluth  about 
five  years  ago.  He  leaves  a  wife  and 
three  small  children,  and  one  brother 
living  in  the  state  of  Washington.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Improved  Order 
of  Red   Men." 


Sensational  recriminating  evidence 
was  brought  out  in  the  municipal  court 
ye.'^teTday  afternoon  in  the  action 
brought  by  Joe  Sheehy.  ex-pugilist, 
against  Miss  Lizzie  Cook,  charging  her 
with  stealing  his  watch.  The  jury 
acquitted  Miss  Cook  almost  as  soon  as 
the  foreman  could  write  the  requisite 
four  words,  and  showed  a  strong  desire 
to  see  Sheehy  prosecuted,  as  did  almost 
every  person  else  that  had  followed  the 
trial. 

Sheehy  made  the  most  revoUing 
charges  against  the  young  woman  s 
character,  which  he  was  uttely  unable 
to  prove,  and  the  whole  trial  bore  strong 
evidence  of  malicious  pro.secution.  Even 
the  prosecuting  attorney,  before  the  case 
v.ent  to  the  jury,  said  that  there  was  no 
doubt  in  his  mind  but  that  Miss  Cook 
was  entirelv  innocent  of  the  charge 
against  her,  and  asked  to  have  the  case 
dismissed. 

It  developed  that  Miss  Cook  recently 
obtained  a  verdict  of  $800  against  the 
Duluth  Street  Railway  company,  in  the 
superior  court  of  West  Superior.  Sheehy. 
who  has  no  connection  with  the  street 
railwav  company,  interested  himself, 
and  Mi.'-?  Cook  said  that  if  she  did  not 
drop  the  case  against  the  street  car  com- 
pany she  would  live  to  regret  it.  Later, 
at  the  I'nion  depot,  he  told  her  that  if 
she  did  not  drop  the  suit  he  would  have 
her  arrf.=ted  for  stealing  ?.'0  from  him, 
to  which  she  replied: 

"Why.  Mr.  Sheehy.  I  never  tool:  a  cent 
from  you,  and  you  know   it.  " 

"Well,"  he  is  said  to  have  replied, 
•you'll  get  tho  name  of  having  stolen  it 
anyway"  and  if  you  don't  pull  out  of 
that  case  your  character  will  be  ruined." 
William  Johnson,  a  colored  porter  in 
a  disreputable  house,  was  called  as  a 
witness  by  Mr.  Sheehy.  and  in  the  cross- 
<  xamination  he  admitted  that  he  had 
been  hired  by  Sheehy  to  go  to  West  Su- 
perior, in  the  street  railway  jompany 
case,  and  testify  against  Miss  Cook? 
character.  He  said  he  went  over  there 
with  the  understanding  that  Sheehy 
was  to  have  paid  him  for  his  time,  but 
up  to  date  had  been  paid  nothing  but 
•'due  respect  '  for  his  testimony. 

Miss  Cook  is  quite  an  attractive  young 
woman.  21  years  of  age.  She  lives  at 
Mountain  Iron,  where  she  first  met 
Sheehv.  three  years  ago.  Her  parents 
and  he  came  from  the  same  town  down 
in  Canada,  and  she  had  always  heard 
her  father  and  mother  speak  well  of 
him.  She  says  he  look  considerable  in- 
terest in  her.  and  made  her  several 
small  presents,  among  which  was  a  hat 
and  a  jacket.  He  followed  this  up  with 
a  propo.sal  of  marriage,  which  she  de- 
clined, and  was  threatened  with  her 
life. 

She  denied  that  she  had  -ever  taken 
supper  with  Sheehy  in  a  downtown 
hotel,  cr  had  ever  lived  with  him.  The 
ni^ht  that  Sheehy  claimed  she  stole  his 
watch  at  a  jnivaie  supper  in  the  Hotel 
Northe'-n.  she  proved  conclusively  that 
she  was  at  her  home.  When  Sheehy 
found  that  he  cnuld  not  get  her  to  stay 
in  Duluth  that  night,  he  took  the  hat 
and  coat  from  her.  compelling  her  to  go 
home  very  lightly  cli.d  for  such  did 
weather. 

Attorney  C.  O.  Baldwin,  for  Miss  Cook, 
took  particular  delight  in  jabbing  this 
bit  of  gallantry  into  the  ex-pugilist]s 
emotions,  and  ccnstantly  asked  him  if 
he  regarded  taking  'the  clothing  off  the 
bjick  of  a  defenceless  girl  in  midwinter 
as  the  very  acme  of  etiquette  of  the 
manly  art.  of  which  he  claimed  to  be  an 
ex-professor.  Sheehy  admitted  that  he 
had  taken  the  girl's  hat  and  jacket,  and 
said  the  reason  he  did  it  was  thac  it  be- 
b  nged  to  him.  and  the  big  pugilist 
swelled  up  with  pride  as  he  answered: 

•Well.  I  guess  I'll  give  'em  to  some  of 
the  other  girls." 

During  the  testimony,  late  in  the 
afternoon,  letters  were  read  from  Sheehy 
to  Miss  Cook,  in  which  he  said  that  she 
would  lie  sent  '"over  the  road  for  four 
vears"  if  she  did  not  drop  the  suit 
against  the  Duluth  Street  Railway  com- 
pany. He  approached  her  the  day  of 
the  trial  over  at  West  Superior  with  a 
similar  threat,  and  a  telegram  was  read, 
signed  "Joe."  in  which  Miss  Gook  was 
told  that  she  would  be  arrested  at  once 
unless  she  dropped  the  case,  and  a.^ked 
her  to  come  to  Duluth  that  night. 

Miss  Cook  told  a  straightforward  story 
when  on  the  stand.  She  said  that  she 
had  never  been  alone  with  Sheehy.  and 
that  she  knew  nothing  whatever  of  th.^ 
watch  she  was  accused  of  stealing  till 
Deputy  Sheriff  Bates  ^rrested  her  at 
Mountain  Iron  last  week. 

The  quick  verdict  of  the  jury  gave 
general  satisfaction  about  the  municipal 
court,  which  had  heen  crowded  all  day 
during:  the  trial.  Sheehy  alone  seemed 
dissatisfied  with  the  jury's  verdict,  but 
as  action  will  lie  l>rought  against  him 
for  malicious  prosecution  immediately, 
h*^  will  be  given  an  opportunity  with  an- 
other jury,  and  Miss  Cook  will  be  the 
plaintilT.  "

Attention  has  been  called  to  the 
prevalence  of  the -14*;  cutting  industry  in 
Northern  Minnesota  this  winter.  There 
is  more  of  it  than  thei-e  has  ever  been 
before  by  a  good  deal,  and  the  w»)ods 
are  full  of  men  getting  out  what  look 
like  sticks  of  tannarack.  cordwood  until 
they  are  trimmed,  and  shai>ed  into  the 
semblance  of  railixiad  ties. 

It  seems  that  some  of  the  mt  n  who 
are  getting  out  ti^es  have  let  their  en- 
thusiasm run  away  with  them  to  the 
extent  of  cutting  ties  from  lands  that  i 
do  not  belong  to  them,  and  one  case  al 
least  has  been  reported  where  the 
guilty  parties  have  got   into   trouble. 

These  people  who  cut  ties  from  land 
that  does  not  belong  to  them  do  noi 
cut  from  private  lands,  liut  use  the 
tamaraf  k  on  slate  lands  from  which  to 
hew  out  their  lies.  Perh.ips  they  do  this 
in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  the  stale 
has  men  out  looking-  for  such  depreda- 
tions, or  that  they  may  have  an  idea 
that  they  are  entitled  to  help  them- 
selves from  public  lands,  at  least  to  the 
extent  of  what  their  .proportion  of  the 
property  of  all  the  people  amoitnts  to. 
It  seems,  however,  that  they  ha\^  over- 
estimated their  share  of  this  public 
wealth,  for  yesterday  R.  S.  iLcClellan. 
a  slate  cruiser,  reported  to  Sla-te  Audi- 
tor Dunn  that  he  had  seized  railroad 
ties  worth  aiioul  $10,000  found  in  Cook 
county,  near  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
county. 

These  ties  were  cut  on  state  lands  by 
small  contractors  for  Chicago  parties, 
and  they  were  all  piled  up  ready  to  be 
moved  as  soon  as  navigation  opened. 
Once  on  board  a  vessel  and  the  state 
would  have  hard  work  to  prove  that  the 
ties  were  its  property,  but  where  they 
are  now  there  is  little  question  of  it. 
They  will  be  held  until  the  Chicago 
parties  for  whom  they  Wrj.-e  cut  come 
up  with  the  price.  They  have  no  option 
in  the  matter,  it  is  said.  Itut  will  be 
compelled  to  pay  whatever  the  state  de- 
mands. It  is  possible  that  the  Chicago 
parlies  bought  the  ties  from  the  con- 
tractors without  knO'ving  that  they 
came  from  state  lands  and  that  the 
purchasers  were  not  to  blainti  for  the 
theft. 

All  this  indicates  that  the  good  old 
days  when  pine  baron.s  could  accumu- 
late fortunes  by  cutting  timber  from 
state  lands  have  passed  away.  If  it 
works  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  this 
is  a  quick  and  royal  roid  to  wealth.  To 
buy  timber  lands  before  cutting  tim- 
ber is  a  formality  that  greatly  reduces 
the  emoluments  of  that  occupation,  and 
when  timber  lands  belonging  to  some- 
one who  is  not  watchirg  them  are 
found,  and  the  owner  sleeps  long 
enough  to  permit  of  the  cutting  and 
carrying  away  of  all  ov  the  timber 
there  is  a  chance  for  c.uite  a  stroke  of 
finance,  and  the  perpetrator  of  such  a 
stroke  gets  wealthy  in  short  order. 

In  the  good  old  days  aforesaid  the 
state  did  not  keep  a  Aery  close  watch 
of  its  forest  possessions,  and  the  con- 
sequence \Nas  that  the  slate  got  poorer 
and  sundry  unscrui)ulc  us  or>erators  got 
richer  very  rapidly.  Later  some  *>t 
thes;e  financiers  had  to  disgorge  their 
wealth,  but  some  others  got  away 
clear.  Now  the  smaller  fry  of  tie  cut- 
lers are  attempting  a  repetition  of  the 
sam.e  financial  operation  in  Northern 
Minnesota,  but  the  fseizure  in  C(K)k 
county  indicates  that  the  slate  has  its 
eyes  open.  ;ind  that  it  is  hot  after  the 
individuals  who  are  attempting  t-.  make 
money  more  rapidly  than  the  custom- 
ary avenues  permit. 

Nothing  has  been  heard  of  any  ac- 
tion of  the  slate  in  regard  to  the  re- 
ported culling  of  ties  from  slate  lands 
in  the  town  of  Kelsey.  but  it  is  under- 
stood that  cruisers  are  l>X)king  the  mat- 
ter up.

Feb.  ::l.— A  serious 
condition  of  affairs  exists  in  Central 
America,  as  is  shown  by  the  following 
telegram  received  liy  the  secretary  ot" 
state  from  Mr.  Merry,  the  I'nited  States 
consul  to  Costa  Rica,  dated  at  San  Jose. 
Feb.  20,  1900: 

"Revolutionary  invasi(m  expected 
from  Nicaragua.  Martial  law  declared. 
Troops  moving  to  the  frontier." 

Owing  to  the  large  commercial  and 
political  interests,  present  and  pros- 
pective, of  the  United  States  in  the  two 
countries  named,  and  especially  in  con- 
nection with  the  propo.^ed  construction 
of  the  Nicaragua  canal  by  the  country, 
the  reported  revolutionary  movement 
on  the  inhaliitants  of  the  one  country 
against  the  other  is  viewed  with  con- 
siderable apprehension  by  adininistra- 
tion  officials,  as  it  practically  amounts 
to  a  war  between  Costa  Rica  and 
Nicraragua,  both  of  which  are  probably 
more  intimately  associated  in  the  gen- 
eral policy  of  the  United  States  than 
any  of  the  other  countries  of  the  Amer- 
ican continent.

Surety  of  $500  For  Appear- 
ance For  Trial  on  Friday 
Is  Required. 


Joe  Sheehy.  the  ex-pugilist  who  made 
such  a  frantic  endeavor  to  destroy  the 
character  of  a  young  girl  in  police  court 
yesterday  afternoon,  was  arrested  this 
morning  i:>v  threatening  one  of  the 
witnesses  of  yesterday's  sensational 
trial.  The  complaining  witness  was  T. 
J.  Waters,  bartender  of  the  Windsor 
hotel.  Yesterday  Sheehy  insisted  on 
having  Mr.  Waters  for  a  witness  against 
Miss  Cook,  and  called  him  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  him  testify  that  he  had 
met  Sheehy  and  the  young  lady  in  the 
Windsor  hotel  on  several  occasions. 
Waters,  when  asked  by  the  prosecution 
to  identify  the  girl,  said  that  tie  never 
saw  her  before,  aisd  he  supposed  th  it 
Sheehy  meant  another  woman.  This 
morning,  according  to  Waters'  story. 
Sheehy  came  up  to  him  at  the  Windsor 
hotel,  and  with  considerable  emphasis 
in  the  way  of  profanity,  wanted  lo 
know  why  he  had  not  gone  on  the  stand 
and  identified  Miss  Cook  as  the  woman 
that  had  been  with  him  in  the  Windsor. 
Mr.  Waters  says  that  he  told  Sheehy 
that  he  never  .--aw  the  girl  before,  i.  . 
which  Sheehy  is  said  to  have  replied: 

"Well,  why  didn't  you  go  on  and  swear 
you  did,  anyway?"  He  then  threatened 
to  assault  the  bartender,  whj  immedi- 
ately went  to  the  city  hall  and  had  a 
warrant  sworn  out  against  the  ex-prize 
tighter.  Sheehy  was  arrested  by  Court 
OfRcer  Marshall,  and  Judge  Geariiart  set 
his  examination  for  Friday  morning, 
fixing  the  bail  at  {oOO.  The  amount 
astonished  Sheehy,  but  through  the 
efforts  of  two  friends  he  succeeded  in 
raising  it. 

About  the  city  hall  the  feeling  against 
the  ex-pugilist  is  intensely  bitter,  and 
as  he  was  taken  down  the  corridor  for 
his  arraignment  this  morning  some  ex- 
ceedingly pointed  remarks  were  hurled 
at  him  from  the  crowd,  many  of  whom 
had  followed  yesterday's  proceedings 
very  closely.  Several  of  the  jurymen  of 
yesterday's  trial  say  that  instead  of 
prosecuting  Sheehy  for  malicious  prose- 
cution of  Miss  Cook  he  should  be  tried 
for  perjury.

Supervising  Inspectors  Adopt  Some 
New  Ones. 

The  supervising  inspectors  of  the 
United  States  have  amended  the  pilo* 
rules  as  to  the  code  of  signals  made  be- 
tween master  or  pilot  and  engineer.  If) 

be  made  by  l)ell  or  whistle,  so  that  the 
signals  will  be  as  follows  One  whistle 
or  1  bell,  go  ahead;  1  whistle  or  1  l>el'. 
stop;  2  whistles  or  2  bells,  hack;  4 
whistles  or  4  bells,  strong:  4  whistles  or  4 
bells,  all  right.  Two  whistles  or  2  bells 
shall  always  mean  back,  irrespective  of 
other  signals  previously  given. 

The  rules  have  also  been  changed  so 
that  a  vessel,  when  towing,  shall  give  a 
different  signal  in  a  fog.  .sleet,  mist  or 
snow  storm  than  a  v-essel  which  is  run- 
ning alone.  The  steamer  which  is  tow- 
ing is  to  give  three  whistles  at  intervals 
of  one  minute,  while  the  vessel  which  is 
not  towing  is  to  give  one  long  blast  at 
intervals  of  one  minute.

London,  Feb.  22.— Great  relief  has  been 
caused  here  by  the  receipt  of  the  ne\\s 
from  Paardeberff  showing  that  Lord 
Roberts  is  personally  supiirintending  the 
operations,  and  though  it  ic  difficult  to 
grasp  the  real  situation,  it  i.-j  generally 
thought  Lord  Roberts  is  gradually  tight- 
ening his  grip  on  Gen.  Cronje's  forces. 

In  spite  of  the  apparent  failure  of 
Sunday's  attempt  to  storm  the  Beer's 
position,  it  is  evident  that  Gen.  Cronje 
is  not  merely  laagered  in  the  ordinary 
acceptance  of  the  term,  but  occupies  a 
carefully  prepared  and  strongly  en- 
ircnched  position  previou.«ly  made 
ready  with  the  object  of  stemming  the 
British  invasion  of  the  Free  State. 

After  failing  to  dislodge  Gen.  Cronje. 
and  in  spue  of  great  bloodshed  on  botm 
sides.  Lord  Roberts  seems  to  have  con- 
tented himself  with  shelling  the  Boors 
Monday  and  Tuesday. 

From  the  available  information  re- 
ceived here  it  appears  that  Lord  Roberts 
completely  surrjunds  Gen.  Cronje  with 
artillery,  thus  releasing  the  other  arms, 
of  which  military  experts  assert  he  has 
plenty  to  defeat  all  reinforcements  cf 
the  Boers  as  they  arrive  in  detail,  as  he 
has  already  started  doing.  The  fact 
tnat  Gen.  Cronjft  asked  for  au  armisticv, 
points  to  great  losses,  as  well  as  indicat- 
ing that  he  recognizes  that  his  hope  11  dS 
in  securing  delay  in  order  to  all3W  Boer 
reinforcements  to  create  a  diversion  in 
Lord  Roberts'  roar. 

For  four  days  the  great  battle  along 
the  line  of  the  Modder  river  and  Koo- 
doesrand  has  been  raging.     The  genius 
of  kohlMs  has  been   pitted  against  the 
strategy  of  Cronje.    The  incomplete  list 
of  casualties  among  the  officers  tthat  has 
been    received    shows    that    the    fightin-  \  ior  grafite<i 
has  been  exceedingly  heavy  and  fierce.  . 
While     the     dispatches     from     British  j 
sources  state  the  Bocr.s  are  surrounded 
and   that  their  discomfiture   is  assured,  | 
official    messages  published   in   Pretoria 
assert    that  Gen.   Cronje   is   holding  ais 
own   and   has   repulsed   all    the   Britit-h 
attacks   so   far,    inflicting     heavy     loss, 
while   suffering   only     slightly    himself. 
The   lighting   seems   to   have    begun   at 
Koodoesrand,    which    is    just    north    of 
Mtdder  river  and  duo  south  of   Boshof, 
and    to   have    been    transferred    to    the 
south  near  Klip  Kraal  drift.

He  said  that  any  political  party 
or  individual  who  took  part  in  ratify- 
ing and  KUiiporting  the  treaty  witli 
Spain  was  estoiiped  from  opposing  any 
of  the  legitimate  effects  of  that  trc-aty. 
When  that  treaty  hung  in  the  balance, 
a  certain  Neliraska  col<mel  left  his 
regiment  and  came  to  W"ashington  to 
aid  in  securing  ratification,  and  he  did 
influence  votes  at  a  critical  juncture. 
At  that  Mr.  Grosvenor  said,  if  there 
was  one  man  in  the  country  who  could 
shoulder  responsibility  for  the  treaty 
and  its  succeeding  responsibilities,  that 
man  was  William  J.  Bryan,  of  Ne- 
braska. 

Mr.  Grosvenor  said,  speaking  as  an 
individual  and  knowing  things  in- 
volved in  the  situation  here  now,  he 
thought  nothing  would  give  the  presi- 
dent greater  sorrow  than  the  defeat  of 
this  bill  and  the  turning  over  of  this 
house  to  the  Democratic  minority.

Washington.  Feb.  22.— John  B.  Well- 
come was  recalled  before  the  Clark  in- 
vestigating committee  at  the  ^leginning 
of  the  se.ssion  today.  At  the  Instance  of 
Senator  Chandler,  Mr.  Wellcome  related 
that  he  had  been  present  when  Senators 
Chandler  and  Caffery  had  examined  his 
bank  account,  and  that,  according  to 
their  finding,  he  had  only  two  correc- 
tions to  make.  They  had  found  two 
chocks,  one  for  $2.".0  and  the  other  for 
$400,  which  should  be  added. 

C.  W.  Clark,  son  of  the  senator,  was 
next  called.  Mr.  Clark  said  he  had 
taken  an  active  part  in  the  Montana 
legislative  campai.gn  in  1S98,  and  in  the 
senalcrial  fight  following.  He  was  trea- 
surer of  the  Clark  campaign  committee. 
The  first  effort  of  the  committee  was  to 
take  the  state  conventiim  from  the  Daly 
people,  the  next  the  ekH-tlon  of  the 
Democrati.-  state  legislative  ticket,  mak- 
ing practically  two  campaigns.  The 
nionev  placed  in  his  hands  was  for  the 
purpose  of  covering  both  cf  these  cam- 
paigns. 

Mr.  Clark  thought  there  was  an  aver- 
age of  150  persons  in  Helena  In  his 
father's  behalf  just  prior  to  the  election, 
and  all  told,  there  were  fully  oOO  people 
there  from  first  to  last.  Most  of  these 
had  come  with  the  view  cf  helping  Clark 
in  the  csmtest,  liut  the  witness  had  no 
doubt  that  some  of  them  came  "with  the 
hope  of  earning  a  little  expense  money. 

Clark  said  he  had  never  used  White- 
side to  see  meml>ers  of  the  legislature  in 
his  father's  behalf;  never  had  ta'lied  off 
the  members  of  the  legislature  with  him, 
and  had  never  tcld  him  thai  any  state 
senator  or  legislative  member  was  to  gee 
any  specified  sum  for  his  vote.

The  number  of  students  there 
regularly  is  34ihi,  and  when  the  surrjmer 
school  is  on,  with  its  nearly  rHKi  students, 
they  scarcely   make  any   impression. 

The  plan  is  to  >;et  as  many  teachers  as 
possible  into  American  homes.  In  fact,  ii 
is  part  of  the  scheme  f>f  Commissioner 
Fry*!  that  the  Cubans  shall  in  tni-;  way,  al- 
ii>o.«i  as  much  as  by  the  teaddng  tliey 
will  receive,  learn  to  unik-rstand  Ami':  I  ail 
«usloms  and  i<le»s. 

The  course  of  instruction  that  is  .t!>  be 
offered  has  not  yet  been  detinitel.v  decitled 
upon,  but  Pre.vjdent  Kliot  gives  some  ideas 
upon  which  the  instruction  will  be  based. 

"i}(  course."  he  iaid.  "most  of  these  Co- 
ban  teachers  ••annoi  sfieak  English  and  it 
will  be  necessary  to  leacii  them  in  Span- 
ish. Those  who  tran  understan«l  Knglisii 
will  be  permitted  to  go  into  tie  riuoiar 
summer  sehctol  courses.  Our  aim  shall  i»o 
lo  teach  theni  nut  wiiat  we  would  leach 
those  who  were  goin.g  to  give  inslruclion 
in  this  country,  hut  what  they  will  want  to 
teach  in  Cuba.  The  work  will  be  to  a 
grt-al   extent   elcnitntary. 

"TeaeheTs"  in  all  the  schools  are  re- 
Muired  to  give  instruction,  in  Spanisli. 
reading  and  writing,  and  seme  elementary 
niiithematies  with  somi-  work  in  geogra- 
phy.

SUBSTITUTE  SHIPPING  BILL. 

Introduced   By    Four    Republican 
Members  of  House  Committee. 

Washington.  Feb.  22.— Four  of  the  Re- 
publican house  committee  on  merchar.t 
marine  and  fisheries,  who  have  differed 
with  their  associates  on  the  terms  of 
the  shipping  bill,  yesterday  completed  a 
substitute  bill,  which  was  introduced  by 
Representative  Miner,  those  concurring 
with  him  in  the  measure  being  Messrs. 
Stevens,  Jones  and  Fordney.  The  bill 
follows  the  general  plan  of  the  original 
bill,  but  makes  a  number  of  amend- 
ments. The  most  important  of  these,  as 
summed  up  by  Messrs.  Stevens  and 
Miner,  are  as  follows: 

The  period  of  the  subsidy  is  limited 
so  that  vessels  built  since  Jan.  1,  1900, 
shall  have  subsidy  for  twenty  years, 
with  full  rate  for  the  first  ten  years  and 
a  slight  decrease  for  the  remaining  ten 
years. 

Ves.sels  built  before  Jan.  1,  1900,  have 
the  full  subsidy  for  ten  years.  The 
original  bill  fixes  twenty  years  as  the 
period  of  subsidy. 

Another  change  places  all  vessels  built 
abroad  on  the  same  basis  in  respect 
to  compensation,  instead  of  classifying 
them. 

In  determining  compen.satiDn  the  test 
for  speed  is  increased  from  four  to  six 
hours,  with  a  voyage  speed  for  that 
time. 

There  is  a  prohibition  against  payment 
of  compensation  to  any  vessel  peculiarly 
constructed  for  the  transportation  of 
mineral  oils  only. 

As  a  means  of  eliminating  old  and 
unserviceable  vessels,  provision  is  made 
that  all  vessels  receiving  compen.sation 
shall  receive  and  maintain  the  highest 
classification  in  Lloyds  or  similar  stan- 
dard register.  There  is  a  provision 
for  thci  admission  to  American  registry 
of  all  ships  purchased  abroad  by  the 
I'nited  States  durir>g  the  war  with 
Spain  and  now  under  the  American  tlag. 
It  is  also  provided  that  there  shall  be  an 
inspection  and  cla.ssiflcation  of  ves.sels 
needed  for  government  purposes  and  an 
approval  by  naval  authorities.  Such 
ves.sels  shall  not  l>e  sold  outside  of  the 
United  States  without  consent  from  the 
government.

ANDMETAL 

Pig  iron  Exceedingly  Quiet 
and  Prices  Have  Weak- 
ened Some. 


COPPER  IS  QUIETER 

Structurai  and  Car  Material 

Situation  Is  Encouraging 

—Plate  Trade  Weak. 


New  York,  Feb.  22. — Discussing  the 
condition  of  the  iron  and  metal  trades, 
the  Iron  Age  today  says: 

Aside  from  some  sales  of  Bessemer 
pig  in  Pittsburg,  ag.gregating  about 
20,000  tons,  taken  by  large  interests,  the 
pig  iron  markets  are  exceedingly  quiet. 
Buyers  offering  dry  iron  all  over  the 
country  seem  determined  to  await  de- 
velopments until  they  commit  them- 
selves further.  The  majority  seem  quite 
well  supplied  for  a  considerable  time  to 
come,  and  they  are  willing  to  take  their 
chances  beyond  that.  Under  the  press- 
ure there  has  been  some  weakening  of 
prices,  and  in  isloated  instances  large 
producers  have  named  lower  figures, 
particularly  for  the  second  half.  It  is  a 
fact,  too,  that  a  few  ccmsumers  arc  be- 
ginning to  ask  that  deliveries  be  not 
pushed. 

The  event  of  the  week  in  steel  billets 
has  been  the  closing  of  a  contract  be- 
tween the  leading  consuming  interest, 
and  large  steel  makers,  involving  al)oul 
7.'), 000  tuns  of  steel  for  early  delivery. 
Report  has  it  that  it  is  merely  a  conver- 
sion contract.  In  any  case,  it  relieves 
the  pressure  which  has  been  exerted  on 
the  market  lately. 

The  sheet  consolidation,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Moore  party,  secures  a 
very  large  tonnage  tt>  the  National  Steel 
company,  rising  as  it  does  aljove  500,000 
tons  annually.  Practically,  this  makes 
this  large  producer  and  all  its  interests 
.self-contained,  the  tonnage  for  the  tin 
plate,  hoop  and  steel  companies  being 
very  large  in  the  aggregate.  With  some 
rail  tonnages  and  considerable  billet 
tonnage  in  addition,  the  company  has  its 
capacity  fairly  well  engaged. 

The  formation  of  the  sheet  consolida- 
tion has  had  an  immediate  effect  upon 
prices  in  the  Central  West,  the  territory 
to  which  the  nev»'  consolidation  is  prac- 
tically confined,  although  it  does  not 
even  there  hold  undisputed  sway  as  yet. 

The  plate  trade  continues  weak.  A 
lot  of  about  20.000  tons  for  the  Pacific 
coast  has  been  placed  in  Pittsburg,  and 
seme  figuring  is  being  done  for  lake 
shipyards.  It  is  reported  that  con- 
sumers have  a  good  deal  of  materials 
still  due  to  them  on  old  contracts. 

The  reports  from  the  strucfaral  mills 
continue  quite  encouraging.  Our  Chi- 
cago corresi>ondent  notes  that  the  Chi- 
cago &  Northwestern  railroad  has  placed 
an  order  for  .'>600  tons  of  bridge  work 
with  an  Eastern  concern. 

(-'ar  builders  are  still  coming  into  the 
marktit  for  malerial,  and  have  lately 
placed  some  notably  good  orders  for 
axles  and  special  for,2;in.gs. 

The  rail  trade  is  (luiet. 

News  from  the  other  side  continues 
encouraging.  English  furnacemen  have 
lately  taken  orders  for  pig  iron  lor  Ger- 
many for  1901  delivery  at  present 
prices. 

Copper  has  quieted  down.  Quite  r '- 
ccntly  sales  have  been  made  in  En.gland 
at  Ijetter  prices  than  can  be  obtained 
here,  when,  only  a  few  months  since, 
lake  copper  was  s(jltl  in  Germany  at 
considerably  bel.'.w  our  parity. 

The  London  tin  speculators  have  given 
the  spot  market  another  twist. 

The  spelter  market  is  developin.g  more 
and  more  weakness,  due  largely  t.i  the 
fact  that  the  demand  from  galvanizers 
is  disappointingly  light. 

The  tin  plate  trade  is  reported  to  be  in 
excellent  con<liti<m.  One  by  one  the  idle 
l>lants  are  resuming  work. 

Another  Big  Ocean  Liner. 

It  is  rumored  that  another  big  ocean 
liner  is  to  be  built  which  will  rival 
even  the  famous  Oceanic  in  size.  As 
usual,  American  enterprise  is  at  the 
head  of  the  project.

FINDING  NEW  SHORE  LINES. 

The  Results  Obtained  In  Last  Year's 
Arctic  Explorations. 

Last  year's  explorations  in  the  Arctic 
regions  had    the  general    characteristic 
that  marked      nearly  all      geographical 
discovery  in  the  eighteenth  century.    In 
that  period  sailors,  as  a  rule,  were  tlie 
explorers.      Comparatively     little      was 
learned  about  the  interior  of  the  great 
land      mases,      but      many  thousands  of 
miles  of  coast  lines  were  charted     and 
maps  began  to  show  the  continents  with 
about  the  same  shape  in  which  they  now 
appear.    Last  year,  aUso,  .some  very  in- 
teresting additions  w-ere  made     to     our 
knowledge  of  Arctic  coast  lines,  but  not 
much  else  was  discovered,  says  the  New- 
York    Sun.    The    American    Peary    and 
the  Norwegian  Nathorst  were  foremost 
in  this  work.    The  Sun  has  descriljed  the 
changes  that  Peary  made  on  the  map  of 
the  Smith  Sound  route  to  the  North;  the 
purpose  here  is  to  tell  of  the  interesting 
discovery  made  by  Dr.  Nathorst  on  the 
other  or  east  coast  of  Greenland.

This  expedition  had  a 
very  remarkable  history,  and  especially 
one  of  the  two  ships  connected  with  it, 
the  Hansa,  commanded  by  Capt.  Hege- 
man,  after  reaching  the  east  coast  of 
Greenland,  was  separated  from  he.- 
consort,  the  Germania,  commanded  by 
Capt.  Koldcwey.  and  freezing  in  the 
pack  ice,  drifted  helplessly  to  the 
south  for  forty-four  days,  when  she  was 
crushed  and  sank.  The  crew  built  a 
house  on  the  lloe.  and  kept  drifting  to 
the  south  all  through  the  darkness  of 
the  long  winter  night.  They  narrowly 
escaped  death  on  several  occasions, 
when  terrible  storms  l)roke  away  large 
parts  of  the  ice  field  on  which  they  were 
lieing  slowly  carried  southward.  Finally 
the  shipwrecked  men  saw  the  sun  ris^ 
again,  and  after  a  drift  of  over  r,m  miles 
in  200  davs,  they  saw  the  dark,  bleak 
coast  of  South  Greenland  rise  before 
them  and  on  May  7.  1871,  they  launched 
their  iioats  from  the  floe,  rounded  Cape 
Faiewell.  and  finally  reached  a  settle- 
ment in  West  Greenland. 

The  men  en  the  Germania  knew  noth- 
ing of  the  fate  of  their  comrades,  and  it 
was  during  this  period  of  suspense  that 
they  made  the  most  remarkable  dis- 
covery that  the  Arctic  yielded  for  rt 
long  period.  One  day  they  saw  the 
wide  entrance  to  Franz  Josef  Fiord,  and 
entered  it.  The  attention  of  anyone  who 
examines  the  map  of  the  east  coa.st  of 
Greenland  is  at  once  attracted  to  this 
liord  because  it  penetrates  the  land  .«o 
far  and  has  the  highest  mountain  in 
Greenland  at  its  head.

with  the  understanding  that  she  was  lo 
take  them  to  Antwerp.  She  was  ordered 
to  I'hiladelphia  instead.  The  bones  were 
fresh  when  taken  on  board,  and,  accord- 
ing to  her  skipper,  Capt.  Domestico,  al 
bast  3.(HiO,(K)(i  bugs  were  put  into  the  hold 
with  them.  Soon  they  overran  the  shiip, 
and  the  crew,  after  the  lirst  week  out, 
shoveled  them  up  and  threw  thnm  over- 
board at  the  rale  of  four  barrels  a  day. 
The  in.sect  was  known  as  the  boring  bug 
When  onlv  seven  days  out  the  bugs  be- 
came so  tliick  that  three  of  the  crew  went 
aloft  and  remained  there,  except  for  the 
time  in  which  they  rushed  on  deck,  grao- 
bed  some  food  and  hurried  aloft  again. 

Near  the  equator,  the  Clementina  ran 
into  a  series  of  gales,  and  one  of  the  big 
waves  that  broke  on  board  carried  away 
part  of  the  main  hatch  and  washed  it  into 
the  sea.  At  the  height  of  the  storm  the 
crew  noticed  that  an  English  tramp 
steamer  was  ffillowing  in  her  wake.  To- 
ward evening  the  steamer  overhauled  the 
windjammer,  and  the  latter,  divining  that 
something  was  amiss,  hove  to.  The  steam- 
er lowered  a  Iwat  and  her  mate  came 
alongside.

Todav  the  Press  drinks  the  health  of  Us 
readers  in  a  Kum-quod  cocktail,  an  uuao- 
lutelv  new  drink,  invented  only  .ast  week 
at  a"small  dinner  given  in  town,  says  the 
New  York  Press.  ,, ,    . 

The  Kum-quod  is  the  latest  cand  date 
for  a  place  in  the  line  of  daintj  and  ex 
pensive  luxuries  which  adorn  the  'ables 
of  the  favored  few  in  this  city,  li  is  the 
smallest  specimen  of  the  citron  species, 
this  Kum-quod,  which  Mr.  Hicks  nas  the 
honor  of  introducing  here.  It  resembles 
more  closely  the  little  yellow  fig  tomato 
than  anvthlng  else.  In  fiavor  it  is  spicy 
and  just  a  little  suggestive  of  the  tan- 
gerine. It  is  seedless  and  juicy,  and 
should  be  eaten  like  a  bit   of  candy. 

The  Kum-((uod  grows  in  the  Indian 
river  district  of  Florida,  and  is  not  too 
common   even   there.  * 

Here  is  the  way  to  make  this  eocktan: 
Take  a  lump  of  sugar  and  nib  it  in  lh« 
rind  of  the  fruit  till  it  is  saturated  with 
iis  oil,  then  put  the  lump  in  a  small  cock- 
tail glass  and  add  a  teaspoonful  of  water 
and  crush  the  sugar;  then  squeeze  111  six 
drops  of  iuice  from  a  Kum-quoJ,  put  the 
Kum-quod  In  the  glass  after  the  .luice  is 
squeezed  out  and  add  an  ordinary  drlnlc 
of   the  best  rye  whisky;  give  it  one   stir 


ablaze  The  tonhamper  glowed  wiuh  the 
most  peculiar  light  that  crew  had  ever 
seen  The  Italian  crew  could  not  under- 
stand what  it  all  meant  and  several  of 
them  fell  down  on  their  knees  and  begjn 
to  pray.

WASHES tiTOX'S  BIUTHDAY. 

The  two  men  who  hold  the  highest 
places  in  the  regard  of  the  American 
people  are  Abraham  Lincoln  and  George 
Washington^  It  has  been  said  of  the 
latter,  the  first  president  of  the  Ameri- 
can republic,  that  he  was  "first  in  w.ar, 
first  in  peace  and  first  in  the  hearts  of 
his  ccuntrymen,"  but  it  is  nevertheless 
true  that,  notwithstanding  the  great, 
services  that  he  performed  in  freeing 
the  American  colonies  from  the  tyranny 
L.f  a  British  monarchy  and  establishing 
the  United  States  of  America,  "the 
father  of  his  country"  must  take  a  sec- 
ondary place  Ijeside  the  greatest  of  all 
presidents.  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Yet  this  fact  does  not  detract  from  the 
regard  in  which  the  American  people  hold 
Oeorge  Washington.  The  appreciation 
uf  his  charactergrowswith  time,  and  the 
qiiite  general  observance  of  the  hjliday 
established  to  recall  the  anniver.^ary  of 
his  birth  shows  that  he  is  not  forgotten. 
The  best  that  we  can  do  in  honor  .'f  his 
memory  is  too  little,  l^ecause  th€>  republic 
owes  to  him.  in  a  large  measure,  its 
very  existence.  Of  course,  if  he  had  no: 
come  forward  to  take  the  command  of 
the  colonial  forces  and  lead  them  to 
victory,  some  other  man  might  have 
arisen  to  take  the  place  that  he  filled  so 
well,  but  ho  displayed  the  rare  posses- 
sion of  l)rilliant  generalship,  and  was  s> 
br.ive  in  the  face  of  the  enemy,  so  calm 
in  the  midst  of  conspiracy,  so  invincible 
in  defeat  and  so  magnanimous  in  con- 
quest, that  we  may  rightly  conclude  that 
no  other  man  of  his  time  could  have  so 
well  united  the  distracted  parties  and 
struggled  on  to  glorious  victory. 

The  hign  protectionist 
Ah  InHltlintta  of  the  News  Tribune  must 
tf'nrf'ure  on  be  sad  these  days  as  he 
i*t'otertiou.  rotes  the  changed  atti- 
tude of  leading  Republi- 
cans in  and  out  of  congress  in  regard  to 
his  cherished  principle  of  a  high  protective 
tariff.  It  Is  remarkable  how  many  Repub- 
lican members  of  congress  are  opposed  to 
high  tariff  duties  and  are  endeavoring  to 
break  down  the  bars  that  keep  out  foreign 
competition  and  protect  the  trusts  and 
combines  that  have  established  mopopo- 
li(s  in  this  country  by  means  of  which 
they  force  consumers  to  pay  extortionate 
prices  for  what  they  require.  Here  is  even 
that  high  priest  of  protection.  William 
McKinley.  advocajllns  f«fee  trade  with 
Porto  Rico  and  reciprocity  treaties  with 
other  Southern  countries.  Is  the  sugar  of 
Porto  Rico  to  be  allowed  to  close  ail  our 
sugar  beet  factories  and  drive  the  sugar 
trust  into  bankruptcy?  Is  the  fruit  oi 
other  countries  to  be  permitted  to  com- 
pete with  the  well-fed  and  high  remuner- 
ated fruit  of  the  golden  West?  And  Sen- 
ator Lodge  has  Introtluecd  a  bill  to  put 
hides  on  the  free  list:  This,  the  high  pro- 
tectionist of  the  News  Tribune  will  note, 
is  the  crowning  infamy!  What  Is  to  be- 
come of  the  oppressed  and  down-trodden 
farmer  who  supplies  the  American  public 
with  beef,  if  he  is  to  be  deprived  of  hi.J 
meager  proHts  by  being  placed  in  compe- 
tition with  the  pauper  hides  of  other 
countries?  And  to  think  that  the  t.lme- 
honorvd  principle  of  protection  should 
thus  be  treated  in  the  house  of  Its  friends! 

AT  THE  HATES  OE    HERAT. 

A  St.  Petersburg  cablegram  yesterday 
<{i:otcd  from  a  signilUanl  article  in  a 
prominent  Russia  newspaper  based  on 
the  text  that  Kngland's  advor-sity  is 
Russia's  opportunity.  The  article  says: 
"England  has  fettered  Russia  by  many 
treaties.  The  moment  has  come  to  break 
these  fetters.  Now  is  the  time  to  pay  off 
old  scores.  Europe  has  many  heavy 
I  nes  to  settle  with  England.  As  Eng- 
land did  not  scruple  to  turn  to  her  own 
advantage  Russia's  weakness  after  the 
Turkish  war.  so  Russia  should  not  hesi- 
tate to  avail  herself  of  the  opportunity 
presented  l)y  England's  difficuUies  in 
Sciuth  Africa.  There  is  no  time  to  lie 
1.-st.  Russia  must  not  wait  for  promised 
reorganization  of  the  English  military 
system.  If  she  does  her  hour  will  have 
passed,  and  it  will  1.x;  to<}  late." 

This  article  may  mean  much,  or  it  may 
mean  little,  but  in  view  of  th.e  strict 
censorship  that  is  exercised  over  the 
Russian  newspapers  it  is  evident  that 
the  opinion  expressed  in  the  above  ex- 
tract did  not  meet  with  the  disapproval 
of  the  Russian  authorities.  May  it  not 
then  be  regarded  as  a  candid  declaration 
if  the  sentiments  of  the  Russian  gov- 
ernment in  regard  to  England.  Coming 
s>  soon  after  the  heavy  loan  made  by 
Russia  t.i  Persia,  which  virtually  placr-s 
the  latter  country  under  the  control  of 
the  czar,  it  has  great  significance.  Is 
Russia  now  preparing  to  strike  the  lon.i;- 
ex'pected  blow  at  English  supremacy  in 
India.  With  nearly  all  the  available 
Britisli  troops  engaged  in  the  South 
African  war.  the  opportunity  seems  to 
have  arrived  for  Russia  to  make  the 
move  that  has  been  anticipated  for 
many  years. 

In  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  note 
that  Russia  is  mobilizing  an  army  in 
Central  Asia,  using  the  trans-c'aspian 
railroad.  Several  thousand  Cossack 
cavalry  are  at  the  Yandar  lakes,  south 
of  Merve.  prepared  for  a  dash  on  Herat, 
hardly  a  hundred  miles  distant,  when- 
ever the  czar  gives  the  signal.  This  is 
the  terrifying  specter  that  haunts  the 
sleeping  and  waking  hours  of  every 
Briton.  That  Russia  intends  to  seize 
Herat  is  generally  conceded.  She  has 
pushed  the  frontier  of  Turkestan  nearly 
200  miles  south  of  the  Merve,  and  within 
sixty  miles  of  the  coveted  city  of  West- 
ern Afghanistan.  Onie  in  possession  (  f 
Herat,  Russia  will  fortify  it,  connect  it 
by  rail  with  the  Askabad  line,  at  th- 
Merve.  and  make  it  the  great  !>ase  of 
supplies  for  the  invasion  of  British  In- 
dia. 

Discussing  the  question  when  that  tre- 
mend<jus  conflict  will  be  inaugurated, 
the  Philadelphia  Times  expresses  the 
opinion  that  it  is  likely  to  be  postponed 
until  the  Oxus  is  deflected   through  its 


is  a  river  thrice,  the  volume  of  the  Dela- 
ware, and  is  today  navigated  by 
Russian  rteamers  beyond  Balkh,  or  GOO 
miles  above  Khiva.  Its  usefulness  as  a 
great  waterway  is  destroyed  by  the  fact 
that  it  empties  into  the  reedy  marsh 
called  the  Aral  sea.  Its  springs  are  in 
the  highest  mountains  of  the  Hindoo 
Koosh,  and  if  it  flowed  into  the  Caspian 
would  jjrovide  a  continuous  water  route 
from  Cronstadt  to  the  Afghan  frontier. 
The  Trans-Caspian  railroad  is  not  ade- 
quate for  the  movement  of  a  large  l;ody 
of  troops,  and  the  mighty  river  would 
furnish  a  surer  route  of  communication. 
During  the  early  part  of  the  last  century 
the  Oxus  changed  its  outlet  from  the 
Caspian  to  the  Aral.  Since  the  taking 
of  Khiva.  Russia  has  l>een  making  pl.ins 
to  coax  the  great  river  back  to  its  for- 
mer bed.  The  l)est  engineers  have  re- 
ported the  entire  practicability  of  such 
a  change,  and  with  modern  explosives 
the  sands  of  the  desert  ought  to  be 
readily  displaced. 

The  Goebel  election  law  in  Kentucky 
should  be  amended  or  repealed,  and  the 
Democratic  members  of  the  legislature  will 
make  a  serious  mistake  if  they  fail  to  at- 
tend to  this  duty.  It  is  true  that  the  law 
has  been  grossly  misrepresented,  but  there 
are  some  features  of  it  that  deserve  con- 
demnation because  they  leave  it  within  the 
power  of  the  politicians  to  defeat  the  will 
of  the  people  as  expressed  at  the  polls.  It 
is  worthy  of  note,  l^owever.  that  the  Goe- 
bel law  makes  no  change  whatever  In  re- 
gard to  deciding  a  contest  for  the  gover 
norship.  Under  the  Kentucky  law  that  it 
superceded,  the  ilegislature  was  the  final 
authority  to  decide  any  contest  over  the 
governorship.

Chicago  Journal:   Had  any  less  reliable 
reporter   made   the  assertions   about    Mr. 
McKinley  that  Henry  Loomis  Nelson  has 
i  just  published  they  would  have  been  looked 
j  upon  as  a  fabrication  of  yellow  journal- 
ism and  charged  to  partisan  malice.  The 
I  former   editor    of    Harper's    Weekly    was 
;  chosen  once  before,  however,  as  the  me- 
'  i  dium   for   the   transmission   of   the   presi- 
dent's views,  and  his  latest  statement  Is 
probably  entitled  to  credit  as  a  truthful 
report  of  wliat  comes  as  near  being  an  in- 
terview as  Mr.  McKinley  permits.  Possib- 
ly written  with  the  president's  approval, 
with  a  view  to  sounding  public  opinion,  it 
forms  one  of  the  most  significant  and  at 
the    same    time    repellent    pictures    ever 
drawn  of  an  American  chief  executive.  It 
might    properly    be    entitled    "Portrait    of 
an  American  Emperor,"  although  it  was 
not  intended  to  be  anything  so  uncompli- 
mentary. 

"The  president  is  sure  he  is  to  be  re- 
elected." That  disposes  of  any  feeling  of 
accountability  that  would  naturally  at- 
tach to  his  office  at  this  time.  There  is  to 
be  no  day  of  reckoning.  He  is  irrespon- 
sible; a  condition  essential  to  imperial 
power. 

He  has  persuaded  himself  that  he  and 
congress  can  govern  our  new  territorial 
acquisitions  without  the  constitution,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Nelson.  By  urging  the 
need  of  party  unity  in  the  face  of  a 
strong  opposition,  and  by  the  aid  of  pat- 
ronage derived  from  a  spoils  census  and 
his  own  clvil-service-debauching  ord^r  of 
last  May  he  can  easily  make  congress 
subservient  to  his  wishes.  That  makes  bin- 
not  only  irresponsible,  but  unrestrained  by 
any   constitutional   guaranty   or  check. 

"He  holds  that  congress  may  pass  one 
tariff  law  for  Porto  Rico,  another  for  Ha- 
waii, another  for  the  Philippines,  and 
that  all  may  be  different  from  that  of  th-j 
United  States.  His  main  purpose  is  to  deal 
with  tlie  islands  as  markets  for  American 
Iiroducts  and  as  the  subject  of  commer- 
cial exploitation  generally.  It  is  necessary 
in  his  opinion  that  the  Republican  party 
and  its  policy  should  remain  dominant. 
The  protected  interests  having  been  built 
up  by  the  party,  having  become  the  es- 
sence of  its  life,  the  principle  which  is 
triumphant  in  the  party's  national  policy 
must  become  part  of  its  colonial  policy 
Tlie  protected  interests  are  not  to  be  in- 
lured  bv  the  annexation  of  any  territory. 
Mr.  McKinley  did  not  favor  free  trade 
with  Porto  Rico  until  he  was  satisfied  that 
no  iKirm  would  come  to  any  American  in- 
terests." 

Nothing  could  bo  plainer  than  these 
words.  Unchecked  bv  the  constitution  and 
without  fear  of  defeat.  Mr.  McKinley 
proiioses  to  govern  the  dependencies  for 
commercial  exploitation.  But  their  trade 
is  not  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  people, 
to  relieve  tliem  bv  such  competition  as  the 
islands  could  ofl:er.  from  the  extortions 
of  the  tariff-fed  trusts.  It  is  to  be  for  the 
benefit  of  those  trusts  themselves,  for  the 
protected  interests  that,  having  been  built 
up  by  the  party,  have  become,  in  Mr.  Nel- 
son's signillcant  words,  "the  essence  of 
its  life."

'1  came  to  a  place  where  the  river  liad 
not    fro;;en,  and  had   to  dismount   and  eut 
across  a  point  of  land.  Darkness  came  on. 
and    I    drastfed    my    wheel    through    the 
woods  and  over  an  Indian  burial  pround.  It 
was  the  onlv  time  that  1  felt  apprehensive 
of  danser.

R.  Wendling. 

FRENCH  REVOLUTION 

Gets  Text  For  Mis  Warning 

From  History  of  French 

Uprising. 


Sttiolarly  in  conception,  graphically 
descriptive  and  eloquently  delivered. 
George  R.  Wondling's  lecture  on  "Miri- 
beau  and  the  French  Revolution,"  at 
the  First  Methodist  church  last  evening, 
deserves  classification  among  the  best 
lectures  given  in  the  city  for  years.  A 
lecture  dealing  with  one  of  the  greatest 
tragedies  that  the  world  has  ever  known, 
and  with  such  persons  as  Louis  XVI, 
Marie  Antoinette,  Guadet,  A.  de  Lameth, 
Alontesquieu.  Robespierre,  and  abovf 
all  the  eloquent  Mirabeau.  is  sure  to  be 
intensely  interesting,  and  to  this  Mr. 
Wendling  added  a  nice  balance  of 
rugged  American  sentiment  ami 
str,>kes  of  pathos,  always  endeavorinj? 
to  affonl  an  insight  Into  the  causes, 
violence  and  passion  of  the  period  h? 
was  endeavoring  to  portray,  at  the  same 
Time  bringing  out  the  danger  of  the  mob 
spirit  with  unique  force.  He  said  that 
the  only  clement  that  could  po.ssibly  stir 
up  the  American  people  as  it  did  the 
French  in  ITS!),  was  mob  rule,  against 
which  he  spoke  most  elixjuently. 

He  told  of  the  rapid  current  of  event.s 
which  led  to  the  convening  of  the  states 
assembly  at  Versailles,  in  178a,  of  the 
efforts  of  the  clergy  and  the  aristocracy, 
»omprising  one-half  the  state's  assem- 
bly, to  h  )ld  three  separate  meetinss. 
with  each  class  having  one  vote,  so  as 
to  outnumber  t^.e  "third  estate."  or  com- 
nifm  people.  The  "third  estate"  consist- 
ing <»f  600  representatives  and  led  by 
Mirabeau.  took  possession  of  the  main 
f  invention  hall  at  Versailles,  and  took 
solemn  oath  not  to  separate  till  France 
had  been  given  a  constitution  whic:i 
would  protect  the  rights  of  the  people. 
The  speaker  compared  this  gathering 
with  that  whitii  framed  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  in  Philadelphia  in  1776. 
It  was  Mirabeau's  impassioned  elo- 
quence that  raised  the  whirlwind  of  the 
revolution,  and  it  was  Mirabeau  who 
directed  the  storm.  The  lecturer  re- 
viewed the  terrible  events  of  the  ne.K'. 
ten  years,  when  all  France  was  in  pos- 
session of  a  mob  and  destruction  was 
rampant:  the  death  of  Mirabeau  and 
the  selection  of  Robespierre  as  his  suc- 
cessor: the  fall  of  the  Bastile,  and  the 
execution  of  the  king  and  of  Ribes- 
pierre.  and  the  ending  of  the  contlict  by 
Napoleon. 

From  all  this  turmoil  he  drew  a  lesson 
for  American  national  life.  He  referred 
to  the  present  prosperity  and  the  prom- 
ised destiny  of  the  I'nited  States,  but  he 
saw  far  off  ?n  the  edge  of  the  horizon  a 
small  cloud,  not  larger  than  a  hand. 
«r.iich  if  allowed  to  develop,  would  likely 
sweep  the  nation  as  a  destroying  storm. 
This  cloud  he  designated  "t.he  mob 
spirit."  It  was  not  dangerous  now  but 
in  this  country  there  is  a  constanly 
growing  pojmlace  of  foreign  agitators, 
imported  anarchists,  idlers  and  para- 
sites, which  in  time  would  form  a 
nucleus  for  just  such  another  revolution 
as  that  which  racked  all  France  for  a 
supernatural  national  agviny  for  ten. 
long  years. 

Mr.  Wendling  said  that  the  trusts  did 
n  <t  threaten  our  national  destiny,  for 
the  American  people  would  sweep  the 
accumulation  of  national  ciipital  into  its 
public  treasury,  if  combinations  reached 
such  a  stage  as  to  threaten  the  present 
fnrm  of  government— it  was  only  the 
madness  nf  the  mob  spirit  that  was 
threatening,  and  he  advised  that  it  be 
crushed  out.

These 
properties  include  a  quarter  section 
adjoining  the  South  Side  of  Chicago,  a 
stick 'farm  about  eighty  miles  from  the 
city,  lands  in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis, 
lands  in  Pine.  Chicago  and  Morrison 
c'Hjntifs.  Minn.,  and  several  thousand 
acres  of  land  in  Douglass  county.  Fif- 
teen quarter  sections  of  land  within  the 
city  limits  of  Superior  are  included  in 
the  list,  and  were  worth  at  one  time 
about  $500  an  acre.  One  piece  of  the 
land  is  near  Twenty-eigf.ith  and  Ham- 
m  ind  avenue  and  in  1S92  would  have 
sold  at  $2  per  acre. 

Mr.  Stinson's  liabilities  are  about 
$S(JO.(>oo,  $2r.0,000  of  which  arose  from  tiie 
failure  of  the  Stinson  bank  in  Hamilton, 
Canada.  Most  of  this  property  is  un- 
pnxluitive  and  no  nvenue  is  gained 
from  it. 

Heavy  taxes  and  expensive  litigation 
with  the  govt-rnment  and  others  during 
the  past  ten  years  have  brought  about 
the  unfortunate  condition  of  Mr.  San- 
son's affairs.  This  land  was  selcvted 
in  verv  early  days  and  was  the  lK?st  in 
.•very  "locality.  About  $l00.0fK)  is  due  in 
ta.xes  in  this  fiunty.  and  it  is  said  that 
there  is  al.so  a  large  amount  due  on 
the  property  in  other  places.  It  is  con- 
lidintly  th  )Ught.  however,  that  abun- 
dant resources  will  be  gained  to  meet 
the  liabilities  and  leave  a  margin  be- 
sides. 

In  1S91-2  the  Stinson  property  was  esti- 
mated to  be  worth  about  ?10.000.000.  Mr. 
Stinson  has  about  $.i00.000  worth  of  stock 
in  the  Superior  Consolidated  Land  com- 
pany. He  was  well  known  in  this  city 
andwas  one  of  those  who  in  conjunction 
with  Stephen  A.  Douglas.  J.  C.  Brecken- 
ridge.  R.  J.  Walker  and  others  laid  out 
the  original  plat  of  the  city  of  Superior 
in  1854.  Mr.  Slinscm  was  always  regard- 
ed as  a  man  of  integrity  and  was  much 
respected  wherever  known.  It  is  the 
sincere  wish  of  all  his  friends  that  ho 
will  be  able  to  clear  himself  from  all  in- 
debtedness. 

Mr.    Bright    has    resided    in    this    citv 


since  '82  and  stands  high  in  his  pro- 
fession, has  had  several  important 
cases  and  has  been  a  member  of  the 
ciunty  board.  From  18r)5  to  1862  Mr. 
Bright's  father  was  a  partner  of  Hiram 
Hayes,  of  this  city.  Mr.  Bright  is  well 
experienced  in  the  matter  of  real  estate 
and  taxes  and  is  well  qualified  for  the 
receivership. 

An  injunction  has  al.=o  been  issued  by 
the  federal  court  restraining  all  partie.i 
from  interfering  with  the  properties  in 
question.  This  will  shut  out  tax-title 
men.  preventing  the  issuance  of  sucfi 
deeds  until  the  federal  court  has  dis- 
posed of  the  matter  in  some  way. 

THEY  KMOSMTHEM  NOT. 

Most   People    Unacquainted   With 
Soma  Delicious  Fruits. 

"It  is  a  curious  thing  to  me."  said  a 
wholesale  commission  man  yesterday, 
"that  so  few  people  here  know  any- 
thing about  such  delicacie-s  in  the  fruit 
line  as  Japanese  persimmons,  nector- 
ins  and  mandarins.  The  word  per- 
simmon makes  the  average  person's 
mouth  pucker,  but  the  persimmon, 
when  ripe,  is  sweet  and  palatable.  It 
would  be  just  as  reasonable  to  give 
peaches  a  bad  name  because  green 
peaches  are  hard  and  sour. 

■"The  Japanese  persimmon,  when 
ripe,  is  as  delicious  a  fruit  as  grows— 
it  has  a  sweeter  sweetness  than  any 
other  fruit,  and  yet  it  is  not  sickish  and 
cloying.  When  in  condition  to  eat,  it 
is  of  a  rich  garnet  color  and  trembles 
and  shakes  like  Jelly.  In  fact,  one  ac- 
quainted with  it  might  conclude  on 
casual  inspection  that  it  v.as  de- 
cayed. 

"Japanese  persimmons  are  not 
shipped  in  htre  in  large  (luantiiies.  but 
at  times  can  be  had.  The  season  for 
them  is  now  on  the  wane. 

•And  then  there  is  the  nectorine.  than 
which  there  are  not  many  more  delici- 
ous fruits.  It  has  a  flavor  like  that  of  a 
peach  and  a  plum  combined.  Besides 
b.ing  excellent  when  fresh  there  are 
few  fruits  that  can  lie  canned  to  better 
advantage.  Xertorines  are  not  usual- 
ly to  lie  found  in  the  market  here  as 
there  is  but  little  call  for  them,  but  in 
the  larger  cities  they  are  generally   to 

h}  found."

Three  hours  were  spent  in  argument 
before  Judge  Dibeil  in  chambers  yes- 
terday afternoon  on  the  order  to  show 
cause  why  commissioners  should  UDt  be 
appointed  in  the  mayoralty  election 
contest.  T.  J.  Davis  appeared  for  T.  W. 
Hugo,  Judge  Moer  for  Mayor  Truelsen. 
and  H.  F.  Greene  for  the  charter  con- 
test, and  City  Attorney  Richards  for 
the  general  interests  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Davis  made  tv.'o  motions  and  took 
up  most  of  the  time  arguing  them.  They 
were  both  overruled  by  Judge  Dibeil  at 
the  close  of  the  arguments.  Then  he 
asked  for  time  in  which  to  look  over  the 
notice  of  contest  and  prepare  an  answer 
thereto,  and  he  was  given  until  Satur- 
day. So  the  commissioners  will  nst  be 
appointed  before  that  day.  Saturday  in 
special  term  the  matter  will  come  up 
before  before  Judge  Dibeil,  and  Mr. 
Davis  will  present  his  answer  to  the 
notice  of  contest.  In  all  probability  the 
commissioners  will  ttien  be  appointed, 
and  the  recount  will  be  begun  Mjnday 
morning  and  will  continue  all  of  next 
week.  It  may  be  possible  to  finish  it  by 
the  end  of  the  week. 

Mr.  Davis'  first  motion  yesterday  was 
to  strike  out  the  notice  of  appeal  from 
the  files  as  being  a  document  not  re- 
quired by  law  and  therefore  superfluous. 
Judge  Moer's  reply  to  that  was  that 
the  notice  was  probably  necessary  under 
the  law,  but  it  was  immaterial  to  the 
contestant  whether  it  was  stricken  out 
or  not,  since  it  has  served  its  pur- 
pose and  the  contestant  had  secured  all 
his  rights  in  the  matter  of  the  appeal. 
Then  Mr.  Davis  moved  to  dismiss  the 
contest  on  the  ground  that  it  does  not 
set  out  the  points  relied  upon  in  the 
contest.  After  a  long  argument  from 
Mr.  Davis  upon  this  point.  Judge  Moer 
simply  showed  that  the  notice  of  contest 
lays  out  a  large  number  of  words  in 
setting  forth  just  what  Mr.  Davis 
claimed  it  does  not  set  forth,  and  Judge 
Dibeil  overruled   both   motions. 

Then  Mr.  Davis  asked  for  time  in 
which  to  answer  the  notice  of  contest  and 
got  it,  as  stated  above. 

Buying  a  Planing  Mill. 

The  Holt  Lumber  company  interests  of 
Chicago  have,  it  is  understoo.l.  practically 
closed  a  deal  whereby  they  will  piireliase 
the  planing  mill  of  the  West  Superior 
Lumber  company,  says  the  Superior 
Leader.  J.  G.  Ketchem.  represeniing 
these  interests,  is  in  the  city  at  present, 
and  Mr.  Holt  has  been  here  recently 
working  on  this  deal.  A.  L.  Heimbaugh, 
of  the  West  Superior  Lumber  company, 
admitted  todav  that  such  a  deal  is  on 
foot,  but  said  that  the  proposition  made 
to  the  prospective  purchasers  has  not 
as  yei  been  officially  accepted.  This 
planing  mili  has  not  been  in  operation 
for  some  time  and  It  is  understood  that 
the  Holt  people  intend  to  piit  it  in  opera- 
tion as  soon  as  things  can  be  arranged 
afier  the  deal  is  clo.-^ed.  The  Holt  pew- 
pie  are  becoming  heavily  interested  in 
this  section  of  tlie  state  and  are  about  to 
enter  the  tield  here  as  extensive  dealers 
in   manufactured  lumber. 

REPUBLICANS  IN  A  FIX. 

Porto  Rico  Question  Has  Put  Them 
In  a  Difficult  Position. 

Washington,  Feb.  22.— The  trusts  and 
tariff-protected  interests  of  this  country 
by  oppo.^ing  the  entrance  of  Porto  Rico 
as  a  territory,  have  given  the  Democrats 
an  opportunity  far  beyond  their  wijdest 
dreams  of  a  few  weeks  ago.  The  Demo- 
cratic leaders  from  Bryan,  down  have  de- 
clared over  and  over  again  that  they  were 
"expansionists  '  but  not  "imperialists,  ' 
yet  nobody  appeared  to  grasp  the  distinc- 
tion. The  Democrats  were  simply  cla.ssed 
traitors  and  Atkinsonites,  but  by  oppos- 
ing President  McKinley's  policy  rilailve 
to  Porto  Kico,  the  League  of  Domestic 
Producers  and  allied  interests  have  raised 
the  i.ssue  in  the  house  so  clearly  that  the 
(lilTerence  between  an  expansionist  and  an 
imperialist,  the  Democrats  claim,  is  made 
verv  plain.  The  debate,  say  high  Demo- 
cratic leaders,  shows  that  an  expansionist 
stands  for  annexation  of  such  territory 
as  we  desire  permanently  to  hold,  making 
the  people  thereof  American  citizens, 
while  the  imperialists  desire  to  hold  the 
captured  territory  in  subjugation,  only 
making  subjects  of  the  inhabitants  and 
restricting  the  trade  relations  with  such 
subjected  country. 

President  McKinley  is  classed  as  an  ex- 
pansionist. The  Republicans  who  are  sup- 
porting the  protected  interests  in  holding 
Porto  Rico  aloof  from  the  entrance  as  a 
territory  are  denominated  imperialists. 
In  the  deliate  on  Tuesday  Mr.  Hopkin.-*, 
of  Illinois,  speaking  in  support  of  the  tariff 
against  Porto  Rican  goods,  declared  tliat 
tlie  island  is  ours  to  do  with  as  we  please. 
"We  own  it."  he  said,  "and  if  we  choose 
to  put  a  traiff  against  it,  that  is  our  busi- 
ness." The  Democrats  have  been  quii/k  to 
see  their  opening  and  are  taking  full  ad- 
vantage of  it.  ... 

For  inetance,  Mr.  Hopkins,  in  his  pero- 
ration, declared  that  the  Democrats  op- 
po.sed  Lincoln  in  civil  war  just  as  they 
were  oiiposing  McKinley  now. 

"The  gentleman  is  mistak«'n,"  exebumcil 
Mr.  Swanson.  of  Virginia,  jumping  up  wi  h 
a  copy  of  the  presidemt's  mea.sage  in  his 
hand.  "The  Democrats  are  supporting 
Presifient  McKinley  now.  It  is  the  Repub- 
licans who  are  opposing  him." 

"That  was  a  hot  shot."  said  Gen.  Hull, 
of  Iowa,  after  the  house  adjourned.  I 
don't  like  the  situation.  It  will  place  us  on 
the  defensive  in  the  camjiaign,  aiKi  we 
are  alwavs  at  a  disadvantage  when  we 
have  to  defend  ourselves  on  the  stump.

22.— Tiw  Democraiic 
n;iti)nal  committee  met  in  the  parlor.s 
of  the  Raleigh  at  noon  to  fix  the  time 
and  place  for  hoUlincr  the  national  Dem- 
ocratic convention.  The  committee  was 
called  to  order  by  Senator  Jones,  chair- 
man. Every  state  and  territory  wa.s 
represented,  t-ither  by  the  national 
onimilteeman  or  by  proxy. 

There  were  strong  indications  whi;n 
the  committee  met  that  Kansas  Citv 
would  be  selected  as  the  city  in  \\tiica 
the  next  national  Democratic  conven- 
tion   would    be    held.       The    Milwaukee 

itmtingent  were  making  a  stubborn  ti.arht 
and  claiming  victory,  but  the  latest  de- 
velopments favored  Kansas  City. 

There  was  a  vacancy  from  the  District 
of  Columbia,  caused  by  the  death  of 
L.aurence  Gardner.  James  L..  Xorris  h.id 
been  elected  to  fill  this  vacancy,  but  his 
election  was  contested  and  a  committe  • 
of  three  was  appointed  to  report  upon 
the  contest. 

It  was  decided  to  allow  each  city  which 
was  a  candidate  for  t.^.e  honor  of  enter- 
taining the  convention  thirty  minutes 
in  which  to  present  its  claims.  It  was 
also  decided  that  the  speeches  in  favor 
of  the  two  rival  cities.  Kansas  City  and 
Milwaukee,  should  be  made  in  rotation. 

James  A.  Reed,  prosecuting  attorney 
of  Kansas  City,  made  the  opening  speech 
presenting  the  claims  of  the  metropolis 
of  the  Southwest.  The  invitation  he 
presented,  be  said,  came  not  only  from 
the  citizens  of  Kansas  City  but  from  the 
unfaltering,  triumphant  Democracy  of 
Missouri.  In  the  contest  of  1896,  when 
some  of  the  leaders  in  other  sections  of 
the  T'nion  were  faltering,  and-  hitherto 
Democratic  states  were  staggering  and 
weak.  Missouri  increased  her  plurality 
20,()00.  Milwaukee,  he  said,  was  a  worthy 
opponent  and  was  represented  by  a 
splendid  set  of  worthy  gentlemen,  but 
he  submitted  that  a  comparison  of  f.icv 
facilities  with  thosp.  of  Kansas  City 
would  show  the  immeasurable  suj>erior- 
ity  of  the  latter. 

Kansas  City  had  thirty-nine  lines  nf 
railroad  and  her  telegraphic  facilities 
were  excellent.  Her  hotels  were  more 
than  ample.  Outside  of  the  great  hotels 
of  New  York,  there  were  in  Kansas 
City  seven  hotels  that  would  rank  as 
high  as  any  in  the  I'nited  States.  The 
committee,  he  .said,  should  havf  the  first 
choice  of  rooms  at  tho.se  hotels,  the 
delegates  the  second  choici-.  Hotel  rate?, 
he  promised,  would  not  be  raised. 

Mr.  Reed  was  especially  fuls..me  in 
his  eulogy  of  tfie  convention  hall,  which, 
he  .said,  would  seat  2a.0()0  pe<tple.  He 
MUited  Mr.  Bryan  as  having  stated  that 
the  hall  could  hardly  be  surpassed.

States.'  It  Is  patent  that  the  term  could 
have  been  employed  in  the  constitution  in 
anv  one  of  three  different  senses,  accord- 
ing to  the  context.  But  there  is  another 
and  a  broader  sense,  which  has  become 
iustlv  fashionable  since  the  war  of  the  re- 
bellion, and  that  is  that  this  government 
is  not  mcrelv  a  close  corijoration  of  states, 
but  that  It  rests  in  the  people  as  a  whole, 
a  body  politic  created  by  the  constitution. 
"l>ut  the  ciuestion  involved. is  far  beyond 
the  dignity  of  any  controversy  about  syn- 
tax. Uur  revolution  was  based  on  the  idea 
that  one  community  had  no  right  to  per- 
manently levy  taxes  upon  another  com- 
munity, and  the  prime  motive  which  led 
to  the  establishment  of  the  constitution 
i  was  a  desire  to  do  away  with  th'e  barriers 
■  upon  trade,  which  were  set  up  on  the  fron- 
tiers of  each  state,  so  that  trade  might  be 
freely  carried  on  throughout  the  dominion 
of  the  I'nited  States. 

"As  our  government  is  not  a  simple  and 
elementary  government,  but  one  of  limited 
IJowers  under  a  written  constitution,  the 
power  to  tax  and  create  barriers  withlti 
our  dominion  against  trade  should,  in  view 
of  our  history  before  the  adoption  of  the 
constitution,  be  most  strictly  construed. 
The  power  of  taxation  and  the  njelhod  oi 
its  exercise  are  conferred  in  the  same 
j  c-lause  and  the  method  extends  wherever 
the  power  extends.  If  congress  has  the 
power  to  lew  duties  over  an  area  compris- 
ing territories,  then  the  rule  of  uniformity 
applies  to  that  same  area.  This  is  in  ac- 
cord with  the  primary  rules  ctf  the  consti- 
tution. IJuL  the  decisions  of  the  supreme 
court  put  the  matter  above  question.  John 
Marshall,  as  great  a  jurist  as  ever  sat 
upon  the  bench,  declared  in  Loughborough 
vs.  Blake  that  the  rule  of  uniformity  in 
the  imposition  of  duties  extended  to  the 
territoiies.  A  fantastic  theory  which  has 
been  discovered  by  some  modern  jurist 
within  eighteen  months  holds  that  this 
opinion  of  Marshall's  was  a  mere  dictum 
and  that  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  re- 
fiard  to  which  the  decision  was  rendered, 
got  under  the  constitution  by  some  proress 
which  made  it  different  from  a  mere  terri-- 
tory.  It  is  onlv  necesary  to  say  that  in  all 
the  long  line  of  decisions  concerning  the 
constitutional  status  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, the  court  has  shown  its  ignorance 
of  this  modc-rn  definition  and  treats  the 
district  as  a  vulgar  territory. 

••\  third  of  a  century  after  the  Lougn- 
liorough  case-,  the  supreme  court  again, 
when  California  became  a  territory,  decid- 
ed that  the  rule  of  uniformity  would  apply 
tfi  it.  Here  are  two  different  decisions,  a 
generation  apart,  by  our  highest  court,

and  Hab;.lonian  maples  and  sycamar. 
trees  waved  their  branches  as  ifiey  had 
done  lor  generations  in  City  Haji  park, 
says  the  New  York  Sun.  Sle.gh-ride  par- 
ties to  neighboring  taverns  were  popular 
liivorsions,  with  ine  physicians  as  witn 
the  laity.  One  doctor  records  that  at  one 
of  these  jollifications  he  "partook  of  pan- 
cakes and  gin,  wtiich  wag- ii  sacii  vvai- 
within  my  carcass  as  taught  me  a  les- 
son.'

There  were 
hve  medical  schools  in  the  L'nited  States 
in  ISOO.  at  Columbia  college,  at  I'hllarfl- 
phia.  t:'ambridge,  Dartmouth  and  Lex- 
ington, K'y.  Tfie  chair  of  chemistry  in- 
ciuded  study  of  the  natural  bodies,  scien- 
tific me'dlcihe,  rational  and  eAperirnental 
agriculture  and  other  things.  "No  doubt 
tiie  rational  and  experimental  agricii.ture 
instruciion  was  duly  appreciated  b;.  young 
medical  men  going  to  pjactice  in  the 
'countr.v,"  said  the  doctor.  In  ITieS  sixtc'-n 
doctors  here  had  lost  their  lives  trymg  to 
mitigate  the  suffe-rings  caused  by  the 
plague.  The  pay  of  doctors  at  IJel'evue 
was  then  20  shillings  a  day.

Tlie 
latter  serveil  a  .vear  iivthe  Escucla  Nati- 
cal  under  the  Si«anish  government,  and 
will  graduate  in  llHil.  The  subjevt.-: 
whi:-h  are  tau.sht  are  mathematics, 
geographv,  astronomy  and   English. 

They  are  also  taught  the  use  of  baro- 
meters, aneroids,  .sextants  and  other 
instruments  used  for  taking  observa- 
tions of  the  sun.  This  constitutes  the 
theoretical  part  of  the  ctmrse,  but  the 
practical  is  not  forgotten  by  any  means. 
Lieut.  Cottman  has  written  to  the  naval 
authorities  in  the  United  States  for  the 
ijest  maps,  charts  and  instruments  pro- 
curable. A  small  ship  will  be  used  for 
instruction  in  ropes,  sails  and  practical 
handling  of  a  sailing  ship,  and  the  sum- 
mer vacation  will  l>e  utilized  in  a  trip 
through  the  islands. 

The  school  begins  every  day  excepting 
Sunday  at  8  o'clock  by  the  hoisting  of 
the  American  flag. 

The  mornin.g  session  lasts  from  8  to  11 
a.  ni.,  the  afternoon  session  from  3  to  5 
p.  m. 

There  are  two  classes  in  English  in 
the-  morning,  which  are  instructed  by 
Edmund  L.  Filnw  r.  wh'>  was  formerly 
ti-acher  in  the  jeiil.lic  schools  in  Sam- 
paloc-  district.

IIouRhton,  Mioh..  Feb.  22.— (Spet  ial  to 
The  Herald.)— The  circumstantial  stato- 
mt'nt  published  this  week  in  New  York 
t<>  the  effect  that  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany has   finally  secured  absolute  con- 
trol of  the  American  copper  production 
i.<;   pure   moonshine.      The   Standard   Oil  i 
people  do  not  control  a  single  producing  i 
mine  of  importance  in  the  Lake  Supenor 
lield  and  have  failed  in  attempts  to  se- 
cure control  of  both  the  Quincy  and  the! 
Calumet  &  Hecla  in  cunncclion  with  the  I 
newly   formed  American  Metals  Selling! 
company,  which  takes  over  the  broker-  I 
age    business    of    Lewishon    Bros.      The  j 
Standard  Oil  people  now  produce  'Mt  per 
cent  of  the  American  production  and  sell 
60  per  cent. 

General  Man.iger  Charles  A.  Wright 
has  resigned  from  the  Copper  Range 
railroiid.  *  His  resignation  is  effective 
Alarch  1.  It  is  probable  that  the  nen- 
management  will  change  the  presei.t 
policy  of  the  line  and  that  the  northern 
sy.'^tem  will  be  running  solid  trains  to 
H  nighton  over  the  Copper  Range  ter- 
minals by  July  1. 

The  mines  of  the  copper  district  of 
Michigan  are  following  tlieir  usual  mid- 
winter m«^thod  of  corkfining  their  ex- 
ploratory wprk  to  the  shafts  that  are 
enclosed.  an,d  reducing  their  surface 
work  to  the  minimum  jx^int.  Owing  to 
the  cild  winter  and  the  heavy  snowfall 
there  is  little  or  no  new  development 
work  commenced  durin.g  the  winter 
season.  In  the  new  mines  work  is.  with 
few  cxccj)tinns.  confined  to  the  shafts 
Vaat  are  housed  over,  and  the  surface 
force  is  teniiioraily  reduced  until  the 
south  winds  and  sunshine  of  April  and 
May  annihilate  the  snow  banks  and 
make  it  possible  to  resume  surface 
wurk. 

There  is  already  considerable  gossip 
about  proposed  exploratory  work  on 
some  ifi  the  mineral  lands  in  this  dis- 
trict, but  there  has  been,  so  far  as  c^n 
be  learned,  no  definite  arrangemrents 
made,  to  develop  any  neir  mines. 

The  chances  are  that  the  south  range 
Mill  witness  the  birtii  of  new  additions 
to  the  prospective  copper  mines  of  the 
district.  Considerable  capital  will  b» 
expended  in  new  work  in  Keweenaw 
county,  it  is  believed,  and  the  explora- 
toiy  work  on  the  mineral  belts  of  On- 
tonagon county  have  resulted  so  favor- 
ably in  the  last  twelve  m>nths  that  the 
natural  result  will  be  the  encouragement 
of  new  ventures  in   those  fields. 

The  mines  at  present  in  course  of  de- 
velopment will  increase  their  working 
forces  and  extend  their  explorations  i!) 
the  spring,  and  several  of  the  producers 
tiave  mapped  out  exploratory  work  in 
addition  ti  that  commenced  in  the  sum- 
mer and  fall.  On  the  whole,  next  year 
l-romises  to  be  a  repetition  of  the  sum- 
jner  of  lS9ft.  There  may  not  be  so  many 
new  mining  ventures  launched,  but 
work  will  be  continued  on  those  already 
in  the  field,  and  se^reh  for  remunerativ; 
mineral  deposits  will  bring  up  the  sum 
totiil  of  expr»rcitory  work  to  a  point 
never  reached  heretofm-e  in  this  di-strict. 

Advices  fp>m  the  Copper  Range's 
Champi'>n  mine  are  to  the  effect  t'.iai  C 
and  D  shafts  are  looking  as  well  as  ever 
:ind  that  E  .shaft,  the  deepest  on  tn^ 
property,  is  now  down  t.SO  feet,  the  slow 
progress  made  in  sinking  it  being  due 
to  the  unparalleled  richness,  the  shafi. 
being  practieally  full  of  mass  and  barr.  1 
work,  which  interferes  greatly  with  the 
work  of  drilling  and  sinking.

GOOD  SEASON  LIKELY. 

Little  Doubt  That  Men  Will  Be  In 
Larp  Demand. 

Those  interested  in  tlie  enii)loymenl  of 
labor  sa>'  tiiat  the  sea.>«on  just  about  to 
o|)eii  will  be  one  of  the  best  the  North- 
west has  seen  in  a  long  time,  and  tliat 
there  will  be  an  abundance  of  work  at 
good  wages. 

Work  in  the  wootls  is  drawing  near  the 
end  of  the  season,  and  at  the  same  time 
emplovment  agents  report  a  growing  re- 
luctance on  the  part  of  woodsmen  to  lake 
jobs  at  loggmg.  Consequently  there  n 
a  tendency  to  push  wages  up  a  little.  Th>' 
going  rates  have  ranged  from  J2S  to  lio, 
nut  orders  have  been  received  during  tne 
past  few  days  for  men  at  $35.  The  de- 
mand is  considerably  in  excess  of  the 
available  suppiy.  though  if  the  men  were 
willing  there  are  enough  of  thtm  to  liii 
most  of  the  jobs  offered   in    the  woods. 

The  situation  is  a  trifle  belter  than  it 
was  a  week  or  two  ago,  however,  an'i 
the  prospects  are  that  the  remain. ng  Wtck 
.if  the  season  will  be  worried  tnroug.i 
.-somehow,  and  that  there  will  be  no  actaal 
suffering  from  a  lab<Jr  famine.  More  ir.en 
are  employed  in  the  woo<is  of  this  sec- 
tion than  ever  before,  however,  and  when 
the  work  closes  down  and  the  Uimber 
jacks  pour  forth  the  army  of  men  seek- 
ing other  occupations  will  be  <iuiie  for- 
midable. The  outlook  is  now  tnat  tlicre 
wid  be  places  for  all  of  them,  and  that 
wages  will  be  as  good  as  they  were  last 
year.  As  soon  as  the  work  in  the  woods 
is  over  there  will  be  an  abundance  of 
railroad  work  all  through  the  Northwest, 
and  if  there  is  not  enough  to  take  in  all 
the  men  there  is  plenty  more  farther 
West,  wherea  large  number  of  the  men 
will  go  in  any  event. 

There  Is  work  on  railroads  offering  even 
now.  The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  is  using 
.1  good  many  men  in  its  double-trackiii-; 
operations,  which  arc  r|uite  extensive,  an-i 
I  he  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  is  usin-.; 
inanv  more  in  its  spur-building  and  doii- 
l>le-t racking  at  Sparta  and  Eveleth.  In 
addition  there  are  a  number  of  smaJKr 
railroad  contracts  starting  or  about  to 
.>;tart,  fixing  up  the  lines  after  the  win- 
ter and  floing  other  necessary  repair  work, 
and  these  will  give  employment  to  a  large 
number  of    men. 

Work  is  about  to  be  .started  on  a  l:iie 
in  Wisconsin  from  the  Milwaukee  road 
.It  Greenland  to  connect  with  the  Sout'i 
Shore  at  Newton,  and  this  will  call  to- 
many  men  also.  This  line  was  begun 
last  fall,  and  work  is  to  be  resumed  upon 
it  in  a  short  time  again.

HIGH  PRICES  FOR  TIES. 


Dig  Demand  and  an  Enormous  Out- 
put It  Certain. 

"Several  references  have  been  made  in 
the  papers  to  the  magnitude  of  the  tie- 
cutting  industry  in  the  woods  thio  win- 
ter," said  a  man  who  returned  this 
morning  from  a  trip  in  the  woods,  "but 
none  of  them  have  exaggerated  the  .sit- 
uation a  bit.  I  never  saw  anything  lik>.^ 
it.  You  can't  go  anywhere  without 
finding  piles  cf  ties  waiting  by  the  road- 
side to  l>e  hauled  away, 
cutting  ties  all  over 


They  have  been 
this  section  as  fast 
an  they  could  cut  all  winter  long,  and  the 
output  will  be  something  immense. 

"There  will  be  a  market  for  all  of  it, 
tiio,  it  seems  now.  and  at  goixl  prices. 
1  have  put  up  ties  for  22  to  26  cents  for 
tamarack,  and  the  prices  now  are  about 
j2  to  37  cents.  "  For  cedar  ties  the  rate  i.s 
about  45  cents.  I  heard  of  one  sale  of 
rough  sticks,  just  as  they  were  cut, 
without  any  hewing  at  all,  at  a  price 
that  is  nearly  the  going  rate  for  hewed 
ties.  The  purcha.scr  will  have  to  carry 
the  sticks  to  a  mill  and  have  them  put 
in  shape  for  use. 

"There  i.s  a  chance  for  a  slump  in  this 
market,  but  I  do  not  believe  it  will  ma- 
terialize. There  is  a  tendency  to  overdo 
things  every  time  conditions  get  like 
this,  and  there  is  a  likelihood  of  a 
reaction,  though  it  is  not  a  strong 
one."

Want  a  Heavy  Snowfall. 

The  soft  w.-athei  id'  the  past  few  day.s 
has  net  jet  materially  affected  the  con- 
ditions in  the  logging  business  in  this 
vicinity.  A  logger  said  this  morning 
that  while  there  is  but  little  snow  left,  it 
has  a  basis  of  well-frozen  ground  that 
helps  it  out,  isnd  there  has  been  no 
troublt  in  road-building  so  far.  A  con- 
tiniied  thaw  will  make  it  bad,  however,

•  taliged  for  a  good  heavy  snow  fall.  They 
want  this,  not  only  to  help  out  en  the 
loads,  l5ut  because  there  is  not  enough 
snow  now  to  make  a  good  break-up  iii 
the  spring.

surance. It  was  built  by  P.  F.  Smith, 
of  West  Duluth.  at  a  cost  of  ?6000.  and 
•this  morning  Mr.  Smith  said  that  he 
carried  but  $3000  insurance  on  the  build- 
ing and  about  $500  on  the  furnishings, 
which  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $4000, 
but  only  a  small  portion  of  the  furniture 
was  lost. 

About  a  month  ago  the  hotel  was 
turned  over  to  C.  Bagnell,  formerly  of 
W^est  Superior.  Mr.  Bagnell,  who  had 
considerable  experience  in  that  line  of 
business,  was  ambitious  to  make  the 
hotel  one  of  the  very  best,  and  since 
taking  charge  had  expended  c:)nsiderable 
money  on  it  which  does  not  figure  in 
the  above  estimates.  Yesterday  after- 
noon, while  the  hotel  was  burning,  he 
was  in  town  making  the  purchase  of 
about  $500  worth  of  additional  furnish- 
ings, and  knew  nothing  of  the  fire  till 
he  returned  to  Proctorknott  late  last 
evening. 

The  fire  was  discovered  in  an  unoccu- 
pied room  on  the  third  floor  about  3:1.^ 
yesterday  afternoon.  There  were  a 
number  of  Proctorknott  people  in  town 
tJday  who  were  strongly  of  the  opinion 
that  it  was  set  on  fire,  but  the  prevail- 
ing sentiment  in  the  village  is  that  the 
fire  caught  first  in  the  roof  and  then 
worked  its  way  into  the  unoccupied  roim 
where  it  was  discovered.  So  quickly  did 
the  fire  spread  that  it  was  onl.v  with  the 
most  energetic  and  determined  work  on 
f.ie  part  of  the  volunteer  fire  depart- 
ment and  citizens  generally  that  most 
of  the  furniture  was  saved. 

The  building's  contents  were  moved 
out  on  the  street.  This  included  the 
hotel  bar.  In  the  excitement  whisky 
and  brandy  bottles  were  broken  and  the 
liquor  had  to  be  absorbed  to  keep  it 
from  running  all  over  the  street.  A 
volunteer  whisky  saving  brigade  was 
formed  and  the  members  worked  as 
persistently  and  energetically  to  put  in 
the  firewater  as  they  did  to  put  out  the 
fire  a  short  time  before. 

Late  in  the  evening  some  person 
noticed  a  boy  taking  a  few  things  from 
a  pile  of  furniture,  and  the  youngster 
from  melted  ^^'^^  presented  with  what  is  commonly 
'  known  as  a  "swift  kick."  He  went  home 
and  told  his  father,  and  the  parent  went 
after  the  man  that  did  the  kicking. 
Then  there  was  trouble  on  all  sides. 
Marshal  Dan  Flynn.  while  trying  to 
quell  the  small-sized  riot,  was  struck 
on  the  head  with  a  coupling  pin.  He  was 
<arried  to  his  home  almost  dead  and 
remained  unconscious  till  nearly  noon 
today.  He  is  still  very  weak  and  under 
the  care  of  Dr.  Patton,  the  Duluth, 
Missabe  &  Northern  road  physician.

Feb.  22.— Unitj.J  States 
v,onsuI  Gen.  St.we,  at  Cape  Town,  under 
date  of  today,  cables  the  state  depart- 
'ment  as  follows: 

"Alashona  foodstuffs  released.  Gov- 
ernment  buv.     Consignors  send  invoice. 

"STOWE." 

The  Mashona  was  one  of  the  three 
vessels  seiz>^d  by  British  cruisers,  off  the 
east  coast  of  Africa,  laden  with  food- 
stuffs, which  it  i.s  supposed  were  inten- 
ded for  the  Boer.s.  Since  Lord  Salis- 
bury's declaration,  some  weeks  ago,  to 
the  effect  that  the  government  would 
not  sustain  the  legality  of  the  seizures, 
the  i^ritish  authorities  have  been  endea- 
voring to  ascertain  the  names  -^f  the 
I  wners  and  value  of  the  seized  ?;  .kIs, 
with  a  view  to  settlement,  either  oy  :e- 
1(  ase  or  purchase.  A  good  deal  of  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  this  direction  and, 
according  to  the  reports  to  the  state  de- 
partment the  American  owners  of  the 
gccds  seized  have  expressed  perfect  sat- 
isfaction with  the  settlements  ma  J'  by 
the  British  government.  Naturally 
foodstuffs  have  increased  very  much  in 
value  in  South  Africa  since  the  consign- 
ments were  made  in  this  country,  .-ind 
the  shippers  of  the  goods,  where  iliey 
can  establish  the  fact  that  they  have 
not  parted  with  their  possession,  hi\e 
now  the  opportunity  to  realize  a  profit 
far  alwve  any  loss  that  might  have  been 
suf^tained  through  the  detention  <)f  their 
j.i>jds. 

The  cargo  of  the  Beatrice,  one  of  the 
.seized  vessels,  was  landed  at  East  Lon- 
don, and  turned  over  to  the  owner  for 
private  sale.  In  case  the  British  gcv- 
eininent,  as  indicated  in  Mr.  Stowe's 
caldegram.  buys  the  rxxlstuft's,  it  is 
Ijornd  by  its  own  rules  to  pay  an  ad- 
vance of  10  per  cent  on  the  invoice  pi  ice 
cf  the  goods. 


AGREEJON  BILL. 

Senate  Commerce  Committee 
Unites  on  Ail  Amendments 
.  to  Shipping  Bili. 

Washington,  Feb.  22.— The  senate  com- 
mittee on  commerce  today  agreed  upon  all 
the  amendments  to  be  made  to  the  ship- 
ping bill,  but«did  not  reach  a  fo.rmal 
agreement  to  report  the  bill.  There  is, 
however,  no  doubt  that  this  will  be  decid- 
ed upon  at  the  next  meeting,  and  it  is 
possible  that  a  meeting  will  be  called  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  this  action  in  ad- 
vance of  next  week's  regular  meeting. 

The  amendments  accepted  today  were 
made  as  the  result  of  a  conference  m 
members  with  the  house.  They  are  on  the 
same  general  line  as  the  provisions  of  the 
bill  initroduced  in  the  house  yesterday  by 
Mr.  Minor. 

GAGE  IS  INCREDULOUS. 

SaysHaTakas  No  Stoclc  In  Mac- 
rum's  Charges. 

St.  Louis,  Feb.  22.— Lyman  J.  Gage, 
secretary  of  the  treasury,  arrived  here 
today  and  is  stopping  at  the  Planters' 
hotel.  He  came  to  St.  Louis  to  speak 
before  the  Commercial  club  at  its  ban- 
quet tonight.  In  an  interview  vkith  him 
published  by  the  Post  Dispatch  today. 
Secretary  Gage  said  of  ex-Consnl  Mac- 
rum  and  his  charges  against  the  Eng- 
lish government: 

"So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain, there  is  not  a  scintilla  of  evidence 
of  support  of  Macrum's  charges.  I  do 
not  believe  that  the  officials  of  the  Eng- 
lish government  violated  the  secrecy  of 
our  communications  to  our  credited 
representative,  and  I  think  that  the 
investigation  to  lie  made  will  show  as 
much. 

"Of  course,  if  Macrum  can  substan- 
tiate his  charges,  if  he  can  show  docu- 
ments which  will  prove  that  his  mail 
was  tampered  with,  that  will  put  the 
case  in  another  light.  If  the  investiga- 
tion should  reveal  that  the  stale  of  af- 
fairs, then  the  administration  would 
demand  an  apology  for  the  indignity. 
But  I  do  not  believe  there  is  the  slight- 
est possibility  of  such  a  crisis  arising. 
As  the  case  now  stands,  Macrum  is  not 
troubling  the  administration.  It  will 
not  give  him  th^'  slightest  notice  until 
he  proves  his  charges."

Even  an  unexpectedly  strong  attack 
on  Lord  Roberts'  lines  of  communica- 
tion could  scarcely,  according  to  thfse 
experts,  materially  alter  the  result.  Ru- 
nn.rs  Were  current  this  morning  that 
the  end  of  the  struggle  had  actually 
come,  but  these  emanated  from  infor- 
mation received  by  the  Rothschilds, 
which  they  subsequently  discovered  to 
be  utterly  without  foundation.. 

The  severe  losses  incurred  by  Gen. 
Kelley- Kenny.  Sunilay,  have  produced 
.some  adverse  criticism,  but  it  i.=  point- 
ed out  that  had  he  fought  less  furiously 
he  would  have  given  the  Boers  the  op- 
portunity to  entrench  themselves  and, 
perhaps,  effe(  t  further  ttight  to 
advantageous  po.^iticn.

CRONJE  HELD  GRIMLY  ON. 

Bosrs  Subj?ct;^d  to  nn  Accurate  and 
Dosdly  Firo. 

Paardeberg  Iirif.  Drange  Free  Stale. 
Tuesday,  Feb.  20.— Monday  morning 
bri'ke  finding  the  Boers  in  the  same 
place,  tbey  having  during  the  night  con- 
.<iructed  entrenchments  around  the 
laager,  which  was  still  threatened  by 
Gen.  Smith-Dorien.  The  infantry  rested 
after  the  terribly  hard  day's  fighting  on 
Sunday. 

The  mounted  infantry  and  a  battery 
of  hDrse  artillery  started  to  observe  the 
enemy,  who  was  holding  a  kopje,  bui 
while  riding  around  the  soutiu-rn  side 
of  the  kopje  ttiey  raised  a  heavy  f  usilade 
and  were  obliged  to  move  further  out. 
They  sustained  no  casualty,  another 
proof  of  the  bad  Boer  marksmanship. 

Pushing  on  the  detachment  found  that 
the  kopje  extended  a  considerable  dir- 
tance  west,  sloping  gradually  to  the 
plain.  They  secured  a  good  defensive 
position,  which  was  garrisoned.  They 
continued  the  movement  and  completely 
turned  the  Boers,  whose  left  was  held 
.^irongly  by  a  farm  house,  which  was 
vigorously  shelled.  The  detachment  re- 
turned to  camp  at  nightfall,  leaving  :i 
garrison  on  the  ridge. 

Meanwhile  a  desultory  bombardment 
of  the  Boer  position  was  kept  up  and 
rifle  fire  concentrated  where  the  Boer:^ 
were  attempting  to  rush  up  the  river. 

About  midday  the  cry  that  Gen. 
French  had  arrived  was  passed  down  the 
ranks.  When  Lord  Roberts  arrived  he 
addressed  several  regiments  and  was 
vigorously  cheered. 

Early  in  the  day  Gen.  Cronje  asked  for 
a  twenty-four  hours'  armistice  in  order 
to  bury  hib  dead.  Lord  Kitchener  re- 
fused, and  a  little  later  came  another 
messenger  with  word  that  if  the  British 
were  inhuman  enough  to  refuse  an  ar- 
mistice for  the  purpose  of  burying  the 
dead,  Gen.  Cronje  saw  no  other  course 
than  to  surrender. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  message  Lord 
Kitchener  proceeded  to  the  Boer  laager 
in  order  to  arrange  the  capitulation, 
but  he  was  met  by  a  messenger  who  said 
that  Gen.  Cronje  said  that  the  whole 
thing  was  a  mistake;  that  Gen.  Cronje 
had  not  the  slightest  idea  of  surrender- 
ing. 

Gen.  Kitchener  returned  and  ordered 
a  bombardment  of  the  Boer  position. 
Three  field  batteries  and  a  Itowitzer  bat- 
tery took  position  directly  in  front  of 
the  laager  and  began  a  terribly  accurate 
ey|fire,  the  howitzers  u.-ing  lyditt^  shells 
freely.  The  Boers  were  seen  retiring 
from  the  trenches  to   the  river  bed  in 


protect  them  fron.  such  accurate  and 
deadly  fire.  The  howitztrs  especially 
dropped  lyditte  shells  wiih  marvelous 
precision  into  the  very  bed  of  tCie  river,  I 
and  the  trenches  were  sO(  n  filled  witli 
terrible  fumes  and  green  sm^ke,  but 
again  the  enemy  held  grim  y  on. 

Again  during  the  night  drserters  ar- 
rived. They  were  terrib  y  frightened 
and  shaken  by  their  awftil  experience. 
They  reported  that  they  lad  water  in 
abundance,  but  were  only  able  to  draw- 
scanty  supplies  from  their  laager  during 
the  night.

BOERS  FOmO  BACK. 

British   Pushing  Them  Northward 
Between  Colesberc;  and  Hanover. 

Arundel,  Thursday.  Feb.  22.  evening. 
— Coi.  Hendeivon's  squadron  of  the  In- 
niskillings.  with  two  guns,  recon- 
noitered  westward  to  Mooifontein  farm 
on  the  direct  road  to  Colesberg  and 
Hanover.  They  got  close  to  the  Boers 
in  the  hills  and  were  fired  on.  They  in- 
stantlv  got  their  guns  in  position  and 
shelled  the  hills.  Eventually  the  Boers 
were  driven  out.  retiring  northward, 
when  they  came  under  fire  of  two 
other  guns  supported  by  a  comp.-iny  of 
Australians  near  the  British  western 
post  on  Dragoon  hill. 

Col.  Henderson  i>roceeded  to  Mooifon- 
tein farm,  which  he  now  occupies.  The 
Bntish  patrols  from  Hanover  also  came 
out  that  far.  The  B.n-rs  have  been 
persistently  followe^l  all  day  long  and 
have  withdrawn  a  considerable  dis- 
tance northward. 


Philadelphia.  Feb.  2:i.— The  second 
days  session  of  the  Eastern  conference 
uf  ante-imperialists  was  characterized 
by  the  adoption  of  a  strong  resjlution 
condemning  the  expansion  policy  of  the 
administration.  During  the  discussion 
President  McKinley  was  severely  criti-

Today's  proceedings  began  with  an  ex- 
ecutive meeting  of  the  committee  on 
resolutions,  of  which  Herbert  Welch,  of 
this  city,  is  chairman.

"Resolved,  that  t.^iis  policy  violates  the 
princiijles  upon  which  our  government 
rests,  and  not  only  subverts  the  liberty 
of  these  islanders,  but  also  endang.-rs 
the  permanence  of  free  institutions  in 
our  own  i>)untry; 

"Resolved,  that  we  will  support  no 
man  f  jr  the  presidency  or  for  congress 
who  is  not  known  to  be  absolutely  op- 
posed to  ihis  iKilicy.  and  that  we  will  do

British  Pride  Comforted  By  Daring

London,  Feb.  14.— (Correspondence  of 
the  Associated  Press.)— The  last  mails 
from  South  Africa  brought  a  bountiful 
supply  of  dramatic  accounts  if  the  war. 
From  Ladvsmith.  the  Tugela,  the  Moduei- 
river.

In  offering  the  amendment  Mr.  story 
said  that  the  members  of  President  Mc- 
Kinley's cabinet  who  at  heart  were  op- 
posed to  the  i>olicy  of  imperialism,  but 
who  bv  their  silence  supported  it.  should 
be  ma"de  to  bear  their  share  in  the  re- 
snonsibility. 

Answering  the  objections  of  those  who 
fav  )red  striking  out  the  name  of  Mr. 
McKinley.  Frank  Stephens,  of  this  city, 
said: 

"That  murderer  is  the  man  who  is 
chiefly  to  blame  for  the  shame  that  rests 
upon  this  country,  and  his  name  should 
not  be  removed." 

Senator  Hoar  came  in  for  some  criti- 
cism.

Pierre  -In  ISWt  and  ISHl  the  state  Is.sued 
JlJi'.iKHt  in  itonds  to  take  up  the  share  of 
iiiilebtedness  allotted  to  South  Dakota  for 
iis  .^hare  of  the  outstanding  territorial  in- 
debtedness.

The  brief  st(jry  thai  accompanied  this 
list   was  as   follows: 

"Mtxlder  River,  Feb.  20.— The  Canadian 
contingent  partieipated  In  Sunday's  battle. 
We  fonled  the  Modder  after  a  night  marcii 
and  were  engaged  the  whole  day." 

The  value  of  the  service  rendered  by  the 
Canadians  in  bringing  over  the  naval  guns 
at  the  passage  of  Water\aal  drift  is  em- 
phasized by  dispatches  from  Modder  river. 
These  naval  guns  were  hurried  back  to  as- 
sist in  the  pursuit  of  Cronje's  army.  The 
Boers  were  lighting  a  rear-guard  action 
and  it  is  probable  the  Canadians  wereithe 
most  part  of  the  force  which  had  to  make 
good  the  pa.ssiiKe  of  these  naval  guns  at 
Watervaal  drift.  Some  military  experts 
say  the  Canadians  must  have  done  their 
duty  bravely. 

The  c'anadian  force  consisted  of  1000. 
They  certainly  suffered  severely.  The  list 
of  nineteen  killed  and  sixty-one  wounded 
brings  their  losses  up  to  nearly  10  per  cent 
of  their  force  In  action.  This  is  a  heavy 
percenitage  and  a  signal  proof  that  Cana- 
dian boys  who  had  never  before  fired  a 
shot  In  battle  did  not  shrink  in  the  hour 
of  trial  from  doing  their  duty  even  u:ito 
death.  The  censors  have  not  yet  allowed 
the  correspondents  to  reveal  the  direction 
and  the  progress  of  the  British  movements 
In  the  Orange  Free  States  and  it  is  Impos 
slble  to  tell  with  absolute  certainty  wheth- 
er   the    Canadians    were    partakers    in    a

Be  Reopened— General 

Range  Notes. 

Champion— The  Champion  Iron  company 
is  about  to  begin  active  operations  at  the 
North  mine,  located  a  short  distance 
north  of  the  village.  The  property  has 
been  Idle  a  number  of  years  past. 

The  (luesticn  of  an  extensive  deposit 
there  has  already  been  determined, 
though  the  dimei  sions  of  the  body  ha\e 
not  vet  been  ascertained.  The  deposit  has 
been  provtd  up  a  distance  of  about  140 
feet  In  width  and  Stl  feet  In  length.  Its 
de|)th,   however,   is  still  unknown. 

The  mine  is  on  what  is  known  as  tUe 
Dexter  range.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  ore 
there  and  it  is  of  good  quality,  thoufio 
a  non-Bessemer.  At  the  top  of  the  deposit 
it  runs  beiweem  52  and  "k'  per  cent  in  iron, 
while  lower  down  it  does  not  run  quUt 
si>  high.  The  property  will  be  ecjulppe  1 
with  a  view  to  steady  operation  for  some 
lime  to  come. 

The  mine  is  an  open  one  and  during  the 
coining  summer  will  be  operated  entirely 
on  the  open  pit  plan.  The  ore  is  within 
ten  or  twelve  feet  of  surface.  A  contract 
tor  stripping  lO.iJOO  yards  of  the  dirt  has 
been  let  and  work  on  this  will  be  starte-l 
as  soon  as  it  is  iwssible  for  the  contractor 
to  get   In   readiness   for  the  undertaking. 

The  Oliver  Iron  company  has  begun  to 
prepare  for  a  resumption  of  work  at  the 
Billev  mine  north  of  Humboldt.  An  option 
on  this  and  the  Barn  mine  was  recently 
secured  bv  the  Oliver  people  and  both 
will  be  worked  to  some  extent  during  the 
coming  sea-soni  It  Is  expected  that  both 
will  show  up  gootl  deposits  of  non-Bes- 
semer ore.

Whither  a  StaU  of  War  Exists, 
Puzzlts  Offlelals. 

Washington,  Feb.  23.— The  .secretary  of 
war  has  confrantinfr  him  a  dlfticult  pi  uu- 
lem  requiring  a  decision  whether  or  not 
the  United  States  is  in  a  state  of  war. 
In  time  of  peace,  but  not  in  time  of  war, 
any  United  States  soldier  may  purchase 
his  discharge  from  the  army  upon  cer- 
tain prescribed  conditions.  More  than 
two  score  applications  of  this  kind  ave 
now  before  the  department.  It  it  is  held 
that  this  is  a  time  of  peace,  that  decision 
might  carry  with  it  the  reduction  of  pay 
of  all  the  soldiers  now  in  the  Philippines 
by  oiae-half,  a  contingency  that  cannot 
be  contemplated  without  apprehension. 

There  are  equally  dangerous  compli- 
cations lurking  in  the  other  proposition, 
namely,  that  the  country  is  in  a  state  of 
war.

Commission— Prof.  Moses  Slated. 

Washington.  Feb.  23.— At  the  cabinet 
meeting  today  some  time  was  consumed 
in  a  discussion  of  the  personnel  of  the 
new  Philippine  commission.  It  was 
stated  that  the  president  had  sent 
telegrams  to  Luke  E.  Wright,  of  Mem- 
phis, and  to  Henry  C.  Ide,  of  Vermont, 
asking  them  to  come  to  Washington 
for  a  conference  with  hiin,  and  there 
appears  to  be  no  doubt  that  they  will 
be  asked  to  accept  appointments  on 
the  committee.

A  Woman  Wins  Distinction  For  Her- 
self and  Husband. 

Within  a  few  days  the  picture  of 
a  woman  will  l>e  hung  in  one  of  the 
lecture  rooms  at  the  Harvard  law  school. 
Harvard  is  justly  proud  of  the  collection 
of  some  200  or  300  portraits  of  eminent 
judges,  barristers  and  law  writers  which 
adorn  the  walls  of  its  law  school,  but 
the  picture  of  a  woman  has  never  before 
been  given  a  place  among  them,  says 
the  Boston  Evening  Transcript.

The  story  of  Mrs.  -Austin's 
claim  to  thi.-;  distinction  is  a  pathetic 
one.  To  tell  it.  one  must  also  tell  the 
story  of  her  husband.  John  Austin. 

Mrs.  Austin  married  in  1S19  or  1820 
Juhn  -\ustin,  a  young  English  barrister. 
He  had  been  in  the  army  as  a  youth,  but 
had  left  it  at  the  suggestion  of  friend'^, 
who  thought  they  saw  in  him  the  mak- 
ing of  a  brilliant  lawyer.  He  was  not  so 
cimfident  himself,  and  frankly  expressed 
his  forebodin.gs  in  a  letter  written  t«) 
Miss    Taylor      before      their      mariiage. 

•• and  may  ilod,  alxive  all.  strengthen 

us  to  bear  up  under  those  privations  and 
disappointments  with  which  it  is  but 
too  probable  we  are  destined  to  con- 
tend." In  1818  he  was  called  to  the  bar, 
and  two  years  later  married  Miss  Tay- 
lor, 'to  whom  he  had  been  engaged  five 
years. 

Mr.  Au.=!tin  soon  gave  up  his  unsuc- 
cessful practice  and  began  the  study  of 
jurisprudence.  There  were  no  la^v 
schools  in  England  at  the  time,  but  in 
1826  London  university  attempted  some- 
thing like  one.  and  Austin  was  asked  to 
take  the  chair  of  jurisprudence.  To  fit 
himself  for  this  he  went  with  his  wife 
to  Bonn  and  Dresden,  where  he  perfect 
ed  himself  in  the  German  language  and 
came  under  the  most  eminent  professors, 
of  jurisprudence.  Both  he  and  his  wifo 
were  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  spirit 
of  the  (Jerman  universities,  and  this 
period  of  study  left  ineffaceable  marks 
on  them.  • 

In  182.8  they  returned  to  England,  and 
the  work  at  London  university  was  be- 
gun. The  class  included  several  men. 
who  afterwards  took  the  highest  rank  as 
jurists  or  writers,  among  whom  were 
John  Stuart  -Mill  ami  Lord  Romilly. 
Financially  the  lectures  were  a  failure. 
Disappointed  at  his  failure,  Austin  gave 
up  the  chair,  but  published  his  lectures, 
only  to  be  disappointed  a.gain,  for  at  the 
time  they  received  slight  notice. 

After  many  subsequent  failures  his 
health  gave  way,  and  he  wa.s  obliged  to 
live  at  Carlsbad  in  the  summer  and 
Paris  in  the  winter.  During  all  this 
time  Mri».  Austin  was  following  ami 
aiding  her  husband  in  his  work,  besides 
adding  to  their  scanty  income  by  mak- 
ing translations  from  "the  German. 

Mr.  Austin  died  in  December,  1859,  a 
di-sappointed   man. 

After  her  husband's  death  Mrs.  Aus- 
tin tried  to  find  someone  to  jput  in  form 
for  publication  the  notes  which  Mr. 
Austin  had  left,  but  there  seemed  to  be 
no  one  competent  and  willing  to  under- 
take the  ta.sk.  At  last  a  friend  who  had 
known  them  both,  urged  Mrs.  Austin  to 
try  it  herself.  "It  will  be  a  great  and 
difficult  lalKU-,  but  if  ycu  do  not  do  it  it 
will  never  be  done."  For  several  years 
she  was  engaged  on  the  work,  which 
was  even  more  difficult  than  was  expect- 
ed, for  most  of  the  lectures  were  given 
extempore,  and  the  notes  were  very 
meager.  Mrs.  Austin  triumphed  at  last. 
The  book  was  published  and  today,  after 
having  gone  through  five  editions,  is  still 
the  authority  on  the  subject.  So  after 
his  death,  John  -Austin's  hopes  were  re- 
alized by  the  loving  labor  of  his  wife. 
Today  the  wife  is  honored  no  less  than 
the  husband,  for  her  intellect  saved  to 
the   world  what   his  created.

GOLD  IN  CHICKENS'  CRAWS. 

Chickens  recently  shipped  to  local  com- 
mission dealers  have  started  them  guessing 
as  to  the  diet  on  which  thew  were  fat- 
tened for  the  market,  says  the  Denver  Re- 
publican. A  consignment  of  these  chicken.s 
was  received  recently,  believed  to  be  from 
the  same  place  as  one  received  a  short 
time  before,  and  in  both  lots  a  number  of 
small,  but  very  bright  nuggets  of  gold 
Wire  found.  The  nuggets  were  found  in 
the  craws  of  several  birds  In  both  consign- 
ments, but  It  was  kept  a  secret  by  some  of 
the  finders  with  the  hope  that  they  might 
be  able  to  looate  rich  ground. 

Quong  Ah  Chin,  a  janitor  who  works  in 
a  saloon  on  Seventeeth  street,  purchased 
one  of  the  chickens.  Three  gold  nuggets 
were  found  in  Its  craw  and  Quong  now  be- 
lieves the  find  an  omen  of  good  luck.  One 
piece  of  gold  was  large  enough  to  be  worth 
over  $1.  .    ^ 

The  grocers  who  were  lucky  enough  to 
get  some  of  the  chickens  with  gold-lined 
stomachs  tried  to  find  who  sent  in  the  re- 
markable shipment.  They  have  gone  so 
far  as  to  get  prices  on  prospecting  outfits 
and  plan  to  be  the  first  on  the  ground  in 
case  it  may  be  located.  One  of  the  dealers 
who  had  some  of  the  chickens  with  nug- 
get-filled craws  was  ready  to  go  and  pros- 
pect the  farm  from  which  the  poultry  was 
shipped,  thinking  that  some  rich  creek  bed 
must  pass  through  the  place. 

Although  the  pieces  were  usually  so 
small  as  to  be  hardly  notleable.  some  T«">re 
found  that  weighed  several  pennyweights. 
Anv  more  of  the  chickens  from  the  place 
where  these  two  lots  were  billed  are  likely 
to  sell  at  double  the  ruling  market  price  if 
sold  in  Denver.

last  October,  "  said  a  gentleman  with  some 
money  invested  in  mines,"  relates  the 
Washington  Star.  "1  employed  a  prospec- 
tor to  go  Into  the  mountains  looking  for 
|)roperties  which  had  been  recommended 
to  me.  One  day  he  was  to  have  gone  from 
our  camp  into  a  very  rough  and  rocky 
district,  but  when  evening  came  he  report- 
ed  that  he  hadn't  made  the  trip." 

" 'Whv  not'/'   I  inquired. 

'•  'Because  I  didn't  have  my  morphine 
with  me,'  he  responded  in  a  very  matter- 
of-fact  manner.  .  , 

"  'Morphine'/'  said  I  in  astonishment. 
•What  has  that  got  to  do  with  It?  You  are 
a  morphine  fiend,  are  you?' 

"  'Not  as  much  of  a  one  as  you  are  a 
tenderfoot,'  he  laugned,  and  proceeded  to 
inform  me  that  every  prospector  who 
knew  his  business  always  carried  with  him 
enough  morphine  to  kill  a  man  easily,  and 
that  he  did  so  In  order  to  end  himself 
■  lulckly  In  case  of  an  accident  which  would 
<lisable  him  far  away  from  assistance. 
There  were  many  instances  of  prospectors 
falling  over  cliffs  and  crippling  themselves. 
or  breaking  a  leg  in  a  hole  among  the 
rocks,  or  rendering  themselves  helpless  in 
some  other  wav,  and  death  was  sure  to 
follow  by  starvation  or  freezing,  or  in 
some  sections  bv  being  devoured  by  wolves 
or  other  wild  animals.  In  order  to  prevent 
such  a  horrible  death  as  any  of  the.se  the 
prospector  simplifies  matters  by  always 
carrying  a  little  packet  of  morphine,  which 
not  onlv  quieted  the  pam  of  the  hurt  he 
had  sustained,  but  put  him  to  sleep  pleas- 
antly to  wake  no  more  on  earth.  It  struck 
me  at  first  as  uncanny,  not  to  say  wicked. 
but  1  got  over  that  feeling  after  a  narrow 
escape  or  two.  and  I  carried  my  little  tin 
box  just  like  a  veteran  would." 

BUT  FEW  POETS. 
Where  1800  began  rich  1900  starts  poor. 
Then  the  supply  of  poets  was  at  its  max- 
imum, now  it  is  apparently  in  its  mini- 
mum. So  much  for  100  years,  says  the 
New  York  Herald.  Look  at  the  list  of 
bards  who  sang  in  1800.  There  was 
William  Cowper.  who  wrote  his  last 
lines  then,  for  he  died  in  April  of  that 
year,  while  Walter  Scott,  20  years  old, 
"was  beginning  to  startle  the  world  with 
his  genius;  Thomas  Moore  was  just    of 


age  and  was  writing  clever  verses,  and 
William  Wordsworth.  Coleridge  Southey 
and  Campbell  were  in  their  j)ri!ne. 

As  we  follow  down  the  list  we  begin  to 
have  hopes  for  the  years  beginning  with 
nineteen,  for  most  of  the  brightest  poets 
of  the  century  were  children  in  ISOO. 
Such  children  may  be  living  today. 
Thomas  Hood  was  then  2  years  old,  John 
Keats  was  4,  Felicia  Hemans  and  Will- 
iam Cullen  Bryant  were  each  6,  and 
Shelley  was  8  years  old  and  making 
rhymes.  Lfeigh  Hunt  and  Sheridan 
Knowles,  each  16  years,  were  writing 
poems,  and  Byron,  at  12,  was  reciting 
impromptu  verses  at  Harrow.  Young 
people  are  writing  poems  and  reciting 
verses  today,  and  who  shall  say  that 
they  may  not  supply  the  places  of  the 
needed  poets? 

Then  history  gives  us  another  hope  for 
a  supply  of  poets  to  fill  the  present  de- 
pleted ranks.  The  next  dozen  years  may 
do  for  the  nineteens  what  the  first  dozen 
years  of  the  eighteens  did  for  them.

DOINGS  OFJTHE  HOUSE. 

Tha!Pcrto  Rico  Tariff  Bill  Q«2cuplds 
<ha  Day. 

Washington,  Feb.  2;j.— The  deiKite  upon 
fhe  Porto  Rican  tariff  bill  was  resumed 
today  at  11  o'clock.  Mr.  Payne,  th-^ 
floor  leader  of  the  majority,  gave  notic-c 
that  on  Monday  he  would  move  to  closc^ 
general  debate. 

Mr.  Richardson,  the  minority  leader. 
and  Mr.  Powers  appealed  for  m  jre 
time.  Mr.  Richardson  said  it  was  im- 
I-ossible  for  those  on  his  side  of  th<- 
bouse  to  express  their  views  thiti  week, 
and  Mr.  Powers  said  it  was  exceedingly 
im[K)rtant  that  there  sHiould  be  ample 
time  t>  debate  this  important  measure. 
P^or  himself,  he  desired  m.ore  light  on  the 
subjett  befoi-e  he  voted. 

Mr.  Payne  replied  that  there  had  been 
a  general  understanding  that  the  debate 
should  run  a  week. 

Mr.  Jones,  a  member  of  the  insular 
committee,  was  the  first  speaker  today. 
He  discussed  the  conditions  wCiich  e-xist- 
ed  upon  the  island  of  Porto  Ric  >,  which 
led  ti>  the  jiresident's  recommendations 
of  free  trade  for  her  goods,  and  quoted 
from  the  testiinony  before  his  committee 
to  prove  that  the  onditions  were  far 
worse  now  than  when  the  president 
made  his  recommendation.  He  pictured 
the  distress  that  prevailed  on  the  island 
and  declared  f-iat  only  immediate  relief 
could  prevent  the  actual  starvation  of 
many  of  the  inhabitants.  Speaking  of 
the  real  motive  behind  the  bill,  he 
charged  that  it  was  disclosed  b.v  Mr. 
Moody  yesterday,  when  he  declared  that 
he  was  unwilling  that  10,000,000  Asiatics 
should  enjjy  the  immunities  of  citizen- 
ship in  trae  I'nited  States  which  had 
been  his  birthright  as  an  American  citi- 
zen. 

^Ir.  ^laddox  followed  in  opposition  to 
the  bill.  In  the  course  of  his  remarks 
he  had  read  a  lon.g  letter  from  former 
iiepresentative  Turner,  of  Georgia,  \\  h(j 
v,as  for  many  years  upon  the  ways 
and  means  coiumittee,  denouacing  the 
"new  theorj-  of  the  constitution"  iipon 
wiiich  the  iiending  bill  was   based. 

Mr.  Bartholdt  supported  the  bill. 

"The  constituti(mal  lawyers,"  said  he. 
"are  busy  proving  that  we  can  hold 
outside  possessions  by  treaty  and  gov- 
ern them  by  the  authority  of  congress, 
not  regardless  of  the  constitution,  but 
rather  without  stretching  it  to  cover 
such  territory.  I  am  inclined  to  agree 
with  them.  There  \9  room  in  the 
Cnited  States  for  millions,  yet  expan- 
sion is  the  shibboleth  of  the  hour.  It 
has  taken  hold  of  men's  minds.  As  law- 
makers and  politicians,  you  must  reck- 
on with  it,  and  if  existing  laws  do  not 
cover  it  they  must  give  way. 

"The  material  welfare  of  the  Amer- 
ican people  depends  upon  commerce 
and  trade  in  the  international  struggle 
as  much  as  philosophy  and  philan- 
thropy may  deprecate  it.  Pi^litical  sys- 
tems are  questions  of  no  consideratitm. 
The  Russian  .Absolutist,  the  American 
Democrat,  the  F'rench  Republican  and 
the  German  Mimarchist  are  on  an 
equality.  He  alone  has  the  advantage, 
who.  by  right  of  sovereignty,  can  <-on- 
trol  the  great  markets  to  the  exclusion 
of  the  other.  It  is  indeed  a  question 
of  custom  laws  as  presented  in  this  bill. 
To  withdraw  from  the  Philippines 
would  be  a  crime  against  the  Filipinos 
and  a  disgrace  in  the  eyes  of  the  world." 

Mr.  Bartholdt.  In  closing,  referred  to 
the  remarks  of  Mr.  Clark  a  few  days 
ago,  saying  that  the  Democrats  were 
dexterously  propagating  the  insinu-

— Cut  carefully- 
boiled  tripe  into  tiny  strip.s,  Make 
chafing  dish  hot.  Throw  in  the  oysters^, 
add  the  Iri.oe,  .stir  the  two  together.

In  his  petition  Anderson  states  that 
he  is  a  creditor  for  labor  claims  amount- 
ing to  $ni.50,  and  that  Mr.  Simonds 
was  appointed  receiver  in  May,  1S9,'.. 
He  claims  that  the  recp:ver  has  never 
filed  a  statement,  and  that  he  has  never 
obtained  an  order  from  the  court  limit- 
ing the  time  in  which  creditors  might 
file  pnxjf  of  claims.  He  says  that  Re- 
ceiver Simonds  repeatedly  promised  th" 
petitioner  and  other  creditors  that  s>me- 
thing  would  be  done  immediately  toward 
the  final  settlement  of  the  estate,  yet  he 
has  never  received  any  of  his  claim,  and 
nothing  has  been  done.  He  alleges  that

BOER  WAR 
DIS^SSED 

Gath  Says  No  Other  Subject 

Has  Such  Fascination 

In  New  York. 


TALK  ON  GENERALS 


Gen.  Butler  of  South  Carolina 

Tells  of  the  Confederate 

Commanders. 


New  York,  Feb.  23.— British  ships  load- 
ing at  our  docks  to  feed  the  British  army 
in  the  Boer  war  make  a  sight  to  reflect 
upon.  I  remember  when  almost  every 
country  in  Europe  was  drawn  upon  to 
provide  arms  and  clothing  for  the 
Union  army  here.  The  mind  recurs  to 
the  utility  of  that  war,  which  the  geolo- 
gist, Lyell,  pronounced  the  only  war  in 
modern  history  with  a  virtuou.s  object, 
namely,  to  compel  the  Union  and  omit 
slavery. 

No  other  subject  discussed  in  our 
clubs  and  hotels  has  the  fascination  of 
the  South  African  war.  It  is  the  oniy 
subject  for  a  long  time  which  overrides 
the  local  topics  in  this  city.  The  nature 
of  the  war  lets  everybody  have  an  in- 
terest in  it.  Perhaps,  also,  the  Boer  war 
leads  to  more  serious  inquiries  about 
ourselves  than  any  other  topic.  The 
sympathy  of  the  capitalist  and  financier 
class  is  mildly  with  the  British,  al- 
though there  are  many  exceptions.  I 
knaw  of  a  man  who  changed  his  broke- 
because  the  broker  talked  British,  and 
both  client  and  broker  were  miilicn- 
aires.  Almost  the  united  foreign  class  in 
New  York  is  against  the  British  and  the 
Germans  and  Irish  stand  together  on  this 
.subject.

LADIES'  JACKETS 


I    went    into    an    important    business 
office  yesterday  and  gleaned  some  views 
from  the  partners  and  customers.     Said 
one  of  them:     "What  England  has  lost 
that  hurts  her  most  is  not  prestige,  but 
judgment.      Englishmen     were     always 
commenting  on  the  want  of  judgment  in 
others.      This    war    has    overturned    all 
points  of  the  British  judgment  and  left 
them  in  that  situation  which  a  man  ha."? 
when  he  quarrels  with  his  whole  family 
without  being  in  the  light  himself.     At 
the  same  time  he  does  not  know  how  to 
withdraw  from  his  false  position.     Ac- 
cording to  my  mind,  nothing  could  re- 
store the  British  judgment  like  pulling 
out  of  the  Boer  war.     It  does  not  men- 
ace what  the  English  call  their  empire 
to  lose  that  possession  which  never  was 
theirs,   except    upon   a   feudal   surmise. 
That   suzerainty   is  going   to   give     the 
British  as  much  trouble  as  our  Monroe 
doctrine  carried  to  absurd  lengths  may 
give  us.    Suppose  we  haii,  in  tha  Venez- 
uelan question,   tested  the  Monroe  doc- 
trine to  the  extent  of  sending  200,000  men 
to  the  Orinoco,  would  we  have  been  any 
better  off?     It  would  have  then  bcfJme 
consistency  for  us  to  keep  on  with  thi 
Monroe    doctrine,    and    we    t^hould    l»lay 
ourselves   away.      Even    mw    that    dix-- 
trine  is  interfering  with  the  Nicaragua 
canal.        Most     of     us     are     indifferent 
whether  South  America  has  presidents 
or  princes.    There  is  Diaz  in  Mexico  who 
is  to  all  intents  a  life  ruler  as  well  as  a 
military  personage.     J'.i-azil  is  no  better 
to  us  for  having  shipped  King  Pedro  and 
.-;ubstituted  a  government  of  politicians 
and  naval  officers.    The  r  jyal  interest  is 
extremely  weak  in  Europe,  not  through 
tlie  Monroe  doctrine,  but  through  parlia- 
mentary  government.     Hardly   a   royal 
house    in    Euiope    now    entertains    any 
family  design  against  any  other  country. 
Even  in  Spain,  with  its  long  royal  his- 
tory , there  is  hardly  a  pretender.     Now. 
the  Monro<-  dioctrine  was  devised  to  keep 
the  European  royal  families  off  our  hem.- 
isphere,  but  Canada  is  the  most  Tcny- 
fied  of  all   the   British  colonics,   and   il 
runs  along  our  line  from  ocean  to  ocean. 
Perhaps  the  most  significant  thing  to  us 
in   the  British  defeat  is  the  future     of 
Canada. 

"One  result  of  the  Boer  war  has  been 
to  increase  in  a  rapid  ratio  the  financial 
operations  in  this  country.  Such  wars 
shake  the  British  stock  exchange  and 
show  the  weakness  under  the  Rank  o? 
England.  Their  national  debt  is  rising, 
trieir  trade  on  the  North  Atlantic,  which 
is  the  best  on  earth,  is  falling  into  Ger- 
man hands,  and  the  great  expenses 
which  the  British  navy  put  upon  Ger- 
many threaten  to  eat  up  the  German 
'evenue  and  to  turn  Germany  into  an 
offensive  naval   power. 

"The  English  have  a  very  easy  way 
there  of  getting  out  of  trouble— that  is. 
liy  turning  out  a  minister.  In  t'hat  wcy 
tliev  acknowledged  tht  independence  of 
the'  I'nited  State.s.  not  so  miu-h  by  the 
nc.gnitude  nf  their  defeats,  but  by 
weariness  with  the  unprofitable  war. 

"The  Boera  are  probably  no  greater  in 
defense  of  their  country  than  any  other 
mountain  people,  such  as  the  Sciuth 
American  republics.  Chili,  for  example, 
could  defy  a  British  army  landed  in  tiicir 
mountains  and  marching  inland  over 
increasing  obstacles  and  in  a  bad 
( iimate. 

"England  would  be  better  off  if  she 
had  less  prestige  and  more  humility.  She 
is  going  to  lo.'^e  the  back  door  to  India 
very  soon.  Railroads  from  Russia  and 
also  from  Turkey  will  reach  the  Indian 
ocean  within  the  next  twenty  years.  And 
India,  like  China,  will  become  the  prey 
of  all  the  commercial  nations.  The  enor- 
mous num.ber  of  people  in  those  conn- 
iiies  is  their  real  wealth  and  market. 
To  put  cotton  clothes  on  their  backs 
and  food  in  their  mouths  and  give  them 
modern  communication  will  become 
more  and  more  the  competition  of  all  the 
nations."

Gen.  Butler  comiared  the  relative 
abilities  of  our  generals  in  the  present, 
or  Spanish-Philippi  le  war,  with  those 
of  the  principal  Confederate  command- 
ers. He  said  that  Miles,  Merritt  and 
perhaps  one  other  s  towed  from  the  ex- 
tent of  their  operat  ons  in  former  wars 
the  ability  to  do  large  campaigns, 
while  officers  of  wiom  as  much  was 
expected  could  not  landle  great  bodies 
nor  wide  operation: .  In  the  Confed- 
eracy A.  P.  Hill,  as  the  commander  of 
a  division  was  extraordinary,  and  Long- 
street  as  command*  r  of  a  corps,  while 
neither  of  them  could  handle  an  army. 
He  said  that  Forrtst  had  taken  the 
highest  rank  because  ot  his  woodman 
genius  to  be  able  t  o  operate  oia  forest 
roads  and  get  aro'ind  in  the  rear  ot 
the  enemy.  D.  H.  H  11,  with  a  bad  tem- 
per, which  got  him  into  many  quarrels, 
had  the  staff  geniuii  to  think  and  pro- 
ject. Some  officeis  were  made  only 
ror  action  and  not  i  t  all  for  strategy. 

While  talking  to  Gen.  Butler  I  en- 
tirely forgot  that  taere  ever  had  been 
two 'sections  of  thi.s  country,  and  yet 
he  had  at  one  timi  been  a  subject  of 
violent  prejudice.  I  asked  him  if  it 
did  not  sometimes  occur  to  him  that 
our  recent  foreign  evolution  in  war  had 
thrown  into  obscurity  everything  pre- 
vious and  made  us  like  a  new  people, 
enormously  occupie  1  with  material- 
ities. He  said  it  wis  undoubtedly  the 
fact  and  that  whiU  we  had  previously 
had  all  the  ability,  resources  and 
strength  we  did  net  know  it  until  a 
brief  trial  overthrow  the  pessimism 
and  doubt  of  the  critical  portion  of  our 
society. 

Talking  to  one  of  the  steamship 
agents  in  New  Yorl.  he  expressed  to  me 
this  curious  view:  "They  are  colo- 
nizing from  Europ?  everywhere,  but 
there  is  only  one  gieat  colony  and  that 
is  the  United  States.  It  has  all  the 
attributes  of  a  colony;  they  are  much 
more  distant  than  those  of  a  nation. 
The  existence  of  S)0,000  of  Indians  in 
our  colony,  the  re  bbery  of  trains  on 
the  railways,  the  mining,  the  state 
rights,  the  violence ,  even  the  selection 
of  senators  from  your  wild  new  states, 
and  among  other  things,  the  provin- 
cialism of  picking  one-half  your  office- 
holders from  the  piovince  of  Ohio  show- 
that  America  is  tie  great  colony  that 
the  always  wa?,  filled  with  polyglot 
people;  her  develo;)ment  always  coun- 
teracting her  stability.  New  York  is  a 
kind  of  Johannesburg  with  the  stock 
exchange,  the  copper,  the  silver  and 
the  gold  animatinj:  her  finance.  No- 
body in  New  York  seems  to  have  the 
independent  genius  to  create  a  distinct 
American  finance  and  her  stock  ex- 
change still  leans  upon  London  and 
Berlin.  The  one  .Vmerican  who  made 
an  American  system  of  finance,  Alex- 
ander Hamilton,  was  a  West  India 
clerk  brought  up  in  the  office  of 
Nicholas  Cruger.  a  Dutchman.  The 
machinerv  Hamilt(  n  set  in  motion,  the 
manufactures,  the  tariff,  the  tonnage, 
still  exist,  but  nooody  since  his  time 
seems  to  have  thought  of  anything  else 
than  to  draw  a  certain  amount  of 
money  from  London  to  support  our 
home  finances."'

months  ago,  it  is  decidedly  alive  today,  in- 
a.smuch  as  the  recent  negotiations  for  hto 
Hay-Pauncefote    treaty    have    recognized 
the  old  treaty,"   the  New  York  Sun  digs 
up  the  history  of  the  making  of  the  treaty 
shows    that    the    Clayton-Bulwer    treaty 
which  the  United  States  senate  had  actual- 
ly ratitted  was  converted  by  Mr.   Clayton 
into    an    altogether       different    compact, 
which  the  United  States  senate  never  even 
considered,  much  less  ratified.  The  treaty 
that    passed   the   senate   prohibited   Great 
Britain  from  colonizing  "any  part  of  Cen- 
tral America,"   or  from  a.ssuming  or  ex- 
ercising  dominion   in    "any  part  of   Cen- 
tral  America."    After   the   ratification   of 
such  a  treaty  by  the  Unite<l  States  senate, 
but,  before  the  delivery  of  Great  Britains 
ratification,     the    British    plenipotentiary 
and   Mr.    Clayton      between      themselves 
amende<l    the    treaty    by   excepting   from 
its  provisions  what  is  now  styled  British 
Honduras    together    with    Its    "dependen- 
cies."  Sir  Henry  Bulwer  announced  that 
her  majesty  woidd  ratify  only  on  the  un- 
derstanding that  the  provision  as  to  "any 
part  of  Central  America"   did  not  apply 
to    certain    Central      American    territory 
ilaimed  by  Great  Britain.  Mr.  Clayton  did 
not  submit  the  amendment  to  the  United 
States  senate  for  ratification.   He  simply 
wrote  a.  memorandum  saying  that  he,  too, 
understood  Honduras  to  be  excepted,  and 
on  that  basis  the  treaty,  as  Interpreted  by 
Great   Britain,   stands   to   this   very   day. 
Now.   which   Clayton-Bulwer  treaty  is  it 
that  Mr.   Hay   thinks  and  bojusts   he  has 
recognized   and   revive*!   and   made   invul- 
nerable by  the  mere  fact  of  his  recent  ne- 
gotiations with  Lord  Pauncefote.

possible   for  constitutional   reasons.    It   is 
noticeable  that  Secretary   Hay   made   no 
reference  to  the  story  that  Great  Britain 
made  overtures   to  this   country   for   tlie 
forming  of  a  secret  alliance,  but  it  could 
hardly    bo   expected    that    ho    would,    be- 
cause he  was  not  queslicjned  in  regard  to 
it.  However,  the  statement  has  been  given 
f>ut  at  the  state  department  that  no  sutli 
overtures    were   made   and    the   American 
tm.bassy  at  I..ondon  recently  expressed  a 
hope   that   the   story   would   die   out.    Yet 
Lord   Rosebery   recently  stated   during  a 
speech    in    England    that    Great    Britain 
sought  an  alliance  with  tlie  United  States 
early  in  the  winter  and  that  the  overtures 
of  Lord  Salisbury  were  so  coldly  received 
that  the  negotiations  were  dropped.   The 
London  correspondent  of  the  Paris  Figaro 
has  twice  asserted  upon  the  authority  of 
a  British  statesman  that  secret  overtures 
were  made  by  Mr.  McKinley  to  the  Britisli 
government  through  Lord  Pauncefote,  al- 
though the  step  taken  was  not  official  and 
could  not  be,  owing  to  the  manner  in  which 
our   foreign   relations  must   be  conducted 
under   the  constitution.

THE  POM' E  It  OE  COS  GUESS. 

Congressman  McCall,  a  raepublican 
representative  from  Massachusetts,  de- 
livered a  strong  .speech  in  the  house  yes- 
terday against  the  Porto  Rican  tariff 
bill,  and  during  his  address  he  gave  "the 
able  constitutional  argument"  recently 
delivered  by  Judge  Page  Morris,  "the 
John  Marshall  of  the  house."  several  hard 
knocks.  After  quoting  a  decision  by 
Justice  Marshall  that  the  rule  of  unifor- 
mity in  the  imposition  of  duties  extend- 
ed to  territories,  Mr.  McCall  said: 

"A  fantastic  theory  which  has  been 
discovered  by  some  modern  jurist  within 
eighteen  months  holds  that  this  opinion 
cf  Marshall's  was  a  mere  dictum,  and 
that  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  regard 
to  which  the  decision  was  rendered,  got 
under  the  constitution  by  some  process 
which  made  it  different  from  a  mere  ter- 
ritory. It  is  only  necessary  to  say  that 
in  all  the  long  line  of  decisions  concern- 
ing the  constitutional  status  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  the  court  has  shown 
its  ignorance  of  this  modern  definition 
and  treats  the  district  as  a  vulgar  terri- 
tory." 

Other  decisions  of  a  similar  character 
were  quoted  by  Mr.  McCall,  who  em- 
phatically dissented  from  the  conclusion 
reported  by  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittee, and  upheld  by  Congressman 
Morris,  that  outside  the  states  actually 
admitted,  congress  can  govern  according 
to  its  best  judgments  regardless  of  the 
constitution:  and  such  privileges  as  the 
organized  territories  enjoy  have  been 
accorded  by  the  gracious  favor  of  con- 
gress, but  not  as  of  right.  It  is  the 
opinion,  however,  of  the  most  eminent 
jurists  in  the  country  that  congress  itself 
exists  only  by  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
constitution,  and  can  govern  nothing  ir- 
.=ide  or  outside  the  Union,  except  in  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  of  the  funda- 
mental law.  Governments  may  be  rec- 
ognized in  territories  according  to  the 
discretion  of  congress,  and  may  differ 
in  their  details,  J)Ut  these  details  must 
not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution. 

The  District  of  Columbia  is  not  a 
stale  in  the  Union.  Its  form  of  govern- 
ment may  be  republican  or  oligarchical. 
It  is  a  long  time,  however,  since  it  ha.s 
been  republican,  or  even  representative 
in  its  character.  The  inhabitants  have 
no  voice  in  the  making  of  its  lav.s  or  the 
levying  of  its  taxes.  It  is  all  in  the 
hands  of  a  joint  committee  of  congress; 
but  it  is  clearly  within  the  manifold 
guarantees  of  the  constitution,  with  re- 
spect to  personal  and  property  rights, 
and  all  privileges  derived  from  the  fed- 
eral compact  by  citizens  of  the  stale.=. 
In  a  recent  decision  l)y  the  sui)reme 
court  of  the  district,  it  was  held  that 
within  the  district  congress  was  bound 
by  the  principles  of  the  constitution  pre- 
cisely as  in  the  states.  Its  power  over 
contracts  was  limited  in  the  former  is 
in  the  latter.  Though  it  had  power  as  a 
municipal  government  within  the  dis- 
trict, as  the  legislatures  have  in  the 
-States,  it  must  exercise  that  power 
within  the  federal  constitution,  as  the 
state  legislatures  must.  The  principles 
of  this  decision  would  seem  to  largely 
curtail  the  powers  which  the  ways  and 
means  committee  ascribes  to  congress 
'utside  the  states,  and  especially  in  the 
newly  acquired  islands.  It  apparently 
reduces  that  body  in  its  power  over  ter- 
ritories,  to  the  strict  limitations  of  a 
municipal  government,  capable  of  or- 
ganizing the  machinery  of  govprnmcnts 
in  them,  of  enacting  municipal  laws,  but 
.still  hound  by  the  national  constitution, 
and  incapalde  by  the  national  constitu- 
tion, and  incapable  of  depriving  a  single 
itizen  who  may  make  his  domicile  there 
of  a  single  constitutional  right  Conse- 
quently congress  would  l>e  acting  in 
violation  of  the  constitution  by  passing 
a  bill  placing  tariff  duties  on  the  prod- 
utcs  of  Porto  Rico  entering  this  coun- 
try. 

As  Congressman  McCall  said,  "the 
question  is  not:  Does  the  constitution 
govern  Porto  Rico?  But:  Does  it  gov- 
ern us?  Can  congress,  which  is  the 
creation  of  the  constitution,  du  these 
things  which  it  prohibits?" 


cracker  trust,  earned  not  much  more  than 
10  per  cent  on  what  would  probably  be  re- 
garded as  a  fair  actual  capital  invest- 
ment. This  concern  made  a  genuine  profit 
of  9*/^  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  its  sales, 
which  is  not  regarded  as  excessive  in  a 
manufacturing  line,  and  to  hold  the  field 
against  rivals  It  reduced  prices  somewhat 
during  the  year.  The  malting  trust  has 
suspended  dividends  on  Us  preferred  stock 
which  cost  par  a  little  over  a  year  ago 
and  is  now  selling  at  28.  The  flour  mill 
trust  has  gone  to  pieces  and  is  being  re- 
organized. In  brief,  the  trust  has  no  royal 
road  to  fortune,  save  when  it  can  obtain 
and  hold  some  particularly  valuable  spe- 
cial privilege.

The  military  authority  under  the 
canteen  system  extends  to  the  time,  place 
and  the  quantity  the  soldier  drinks.  With- 
out it  tJicre  is  no  limitation,  unless  it  is 
keeping  the  soldier  a  perpetual  prisoner. 

Press  dispatches  characterize  the  action

000,000  common  stock,  likewise  water  or 
"good  will."  The  Tin  Plate  company  did 
not  do  so  well,  having  earned  only  a  little 
more  than  double  the  7  per  cent  dividend 
on  the  preferred  stock  which  represents 
tile  actual  inivestraent.  These  are  steel 
companies,  launched  about  a  year  ago,

DANGER  IN  HIGH  ALTITUDES. 

How  Persons  NHh  Heart  Troubles 
Are  Somt  times  Affected. 

The  public,  ard  sometimes  the  inex- 
perienced physiiian— inexperienced  not 
in  general  therai)eutics,  but  in  the  phy- 
siological effect!-  of  altitude  on  a  weak 
heart— make  light  of  a  danger  they  can- 
not understand.  But  if  an  altitude  of 
from  4000  to  .^000  feet  above  the  sea  level 
puts  a  certain  iinount  of  strain  on  a 
normal  heart,  at  d  by  a  rise  of  the  blood 
pressure  indirectly  also  on  the  small 
peripheral  arteiies,  must  not  this  ac- 
tion be  multiplitd  in  the  case  of  a  heart 
suffering  from  •■ven  an  early  stage  of 
myocarditis,  or  in  the  case  of  arteries 
with  thickened  or  even  calcified  walls'? 

II  is  especiall .'  the  rapidity  of  the 
change  from  one  altitude  to  another, 
with' differences  of  from  3000  to  4000 
feet,  which  must  be  considered,  says  the 
London  Times.  There  is  a  call  made 
on  the  contract  bility  ff  the  small  ar- 
teries on  the  one  hand,  and  on  the 
amount  of  mus(  ular  force  of  the  heart 
on  the  other  hand,  and  if  the  structures 
in  iiucptlon  cannot  respond  to  this  call, 
lui/ti.re  of  an  artery  or  dilation  of  the 
heart  may  ensue.  In  the  case  of  a 
normal  conditio  1  of  the  circulatory  or- 
gans little  harm  is  done  beyond  some 
transient  dis.onifort.  such  as  dizziness, 
buzzing  in  the  ears,  palpitation,  gen- 
eral "malaise,"  and  this  often  only  in 
the  case  "f  people  totally  unaccustomed 
to  high  altitude-.  For  such  it  is  desii- 
.ible  to  take  the  high  altitude  by  de- 
grees in  two  or  three  stages,  say  first 
stage  1500  feet,  second  stage  from  2500 
to  :;000  feet,  and  third  stage  from  4000 
to  COOO  teet,  with  a  stay  of  one  or  two 
davs  at  the  intermediate  places.  The 
stay  at  the  hea  th  resort  will  be  short- 
ened, it  is  true,  but  the  patient  will  de- 
rive more  beneiit.  On  the  return  jour- 
nev  one  short  s  ay  at  one  intermediate 
place  wll  suflic?.  Even  a  fairly  strong 
heart  will  rot  ^tand  an  overstrain  in 
the  fust  days  s  lent  at  a  high  altitude. 

A  Dutch  lady  about  40  years  of  age. 
who  had  spent  a  lifetime  in  the  low- 
lands, came  directly  up  to  Adeiboden 
(altitude  4600  feet).  After  two  days  she 
went  on  an  excursion  with  a  party  up 
to  an  Alp  7000  f(  et  high,  making  the  as- 
cent quite  slowly  in  four  hours.  Sud- 
den heart  synccpe  ensued,  which  lasted 
the  best  part  of  an  hour,  though  I 
chanced  to  be  near  and  could  give  as- 
sistance, which  was  urgently  needed. 
The  patient  recovered,  but  derived  no 
benefit  from  a  f  irtnight's  stay,  and  had 
to  return  to  th.-  low  ground  the  worse 
for  her  trip  an  1  her  inconsiderate  en- 
terprise 

Rapid  ascents  to  a  high  altitude  are 
very  injurious  to  patients  with  arterio- 
sclorosis.  and  tie  mountain  railways  up 
to  7000  and  10,(00  feet  are  positively 
dangerous  to  in  unsuspecting  public, 
for  many  perscns  between  the  ages  of 
55  and  70  years  consider  themselves  to 
be  hale  and  healthy  and  are  quite  un- 


conscious of  having  advanced  arterio- 
sclerosis and  perchance  contracted 
kidney.  An  American  gentleman,  aged 
58  years,  was  under  my  care  for  slight 
syioptoms  of  angina  pectoris,  pointing 
to  sclerosis  of  the  coronary  arteries.  A 
two  months'  course  of  treatment  at 
Zurich  with  massage,  baths  and  proper 
exorcise  and  diet  did  away  with  all 
the  symptoms.  I  saw  him  by  chance 
some  months  later.  "My  son  is  going  to 
St.  Moritz  (COOO  feet)  for  the  summer." 
said  he,  'May  I  go  with  him?"  "Most 
certainly  not,"  was  my  answer.  The 
patient  then  consulted  a  professor,  who 
allowed  him  to  go.  Circumstances,  how- 
ever, took  him  for  the  summer  to 
Sachscin,  which  is  situated  at  an  alti- 
tude of  only  2000  feet,  and  he  spent  a 
good  summer.  Hut  he  must  needs  g-j 
up  the  Pilatus  by  rail  (7000)  feet,  rely- 
ing on  llie  professor's  permission,  and 
the  result  was  di.'^astrous,  for  lie  almost 
died  from  a  violent  attack  of  angina 
pectoris  on  the  night  of  his  return  from 
IXi-i  Pilatus.  and  vowed  on  his  return 
to  Zurich  to  keep  under  3000  feet  in  fu- 
ture. 

I  may  here  mention  that  bad  result.-^ 
in  tilt  shape  of  heart  collapse,  angina 
pectoris,  cariac  asthma,  and  last,  n<it 
least,  apuplexy,  often  occur  only  on  the 
rcluin  to  the  lowlands.

His   Warnings  Against  the 
Dangers  of  Forming  For- 
eign Alliances. 


Catholic  Association  hall  was  crowd- 
ed last  evening,  the  occa-sion  l)eing  a 
musical  and  literary  entertainment 
in  commemoration  of  Washington  s 
birthday.  The  hall  and  stage  were 
appropriately  decorated  with  the  na- 
tional colors.  On  the  Flage  was  a  large 
oil  painting  of  George  Washington 
draped  in  red.  white  and  hlue.  The 
first  number  (m  the  program  was  the 
opening  chorus  by  a  number  of  boys, 
each  representing  a  state  in  the  Union, 
who  sang  a  patriotic  song.  They  each 
had  an  American  Hag  and  waved  it  in 
the  chorus. 

The  address  of  the  evening  was  de- 
livered by  Rev.  Ambrose  McNulty.  of 
St.  Paul,  who  took  the  life  of  Wash- 
ington and  the  work  which  he  accom- 
plished for  his  suliject.  The  speakei- 
said  that  this  republic  has  grown  i" 
large  proportions  and  it  is  due  to  the 
work  of  Washington,  whose  memorj-  is 
lieing  celebratt  I  tonight.  The  part 
that  Washington  took  in  the  history  of 
this  country  is  so  great  thai  history  is 
not  intelligible  without  it.  The  early 
days  of  this  country  and  the  oppor- 
tunities offered  to  all  were  reviewed  by 
the  speaker,  who  said  that  when  we 
look  into  the  early  history  of  this  coun- 
try we  cannot  help  liut  recognize,  as 
Washington  did.  the  manifest  guidance 
f.f  r»rovidence.  The  government  of  the 
early  colonies  and  the  injustices  inflict- 
ed were  the  dealt  with. 

The  speaker  then  referred  to  the  war 
in  South  Africa  and  condemned  the 
action  of  England  as  unholy  and  un- 
just. Kngland's  zeal  for  the  spread  of 
civilization  when  mines  are  discovered 
i»  always  intense,  but  na  until  then. 
He  said  the  bj-ave  burghers  are  fight- 
ing the  same  fight  and  against  the  same 
enemy  that  Washington  and  the  early 
colonists  fought. 

It  is  remarkable  to  study  the  history 
of  Washington  and  see  the  difficulties 
he  had  to  face  and  how  he  h"ld  his 
troops  together  until  the  great  victory 
at  Yorktown  was  af-hieved,  said  the 
speaker.  Whi  n  he  reached  the  presi- 
dent's chair  Washington  continued  t'> 
arouse  the  people  V>  a  sense  of  their 
great  positi<->n,  that  they  were  a  free 
and  indepen<lent  nation  and  that  there 
should  be  no  north,  nor  south,  nor  east, 
nor  west,  but  that  they  were  one. 
Washington  gave  to  the  world  an  ex- 
ample of  fid.-lity  to  public  service.  His 
only  compensation  was  what  he  got 
from  congress  for  his  personal  ex- 
jicnses.  The  question  to  which  Wash- 
ington addressed  himself  and  which  ho 
left  to  us  as  a  legacy  was  that  this 
country  should  not  become  entangled 
in  foreign  imbroglios.  He  told  the 
people  in  hi.s  farewell  address  to  bf^- 
ware  i>f  the  wiles  of  foreign  influence 
and  to  keep  clear  of  foreign  alliances. 


"Washington  was  firm  and  determined 
and  said  that  this  c>)untry  would  sub- 
vert itself  from  the  great  work  in  which 
it  was  engaged  by  alliance  of  any  kind 
with  a  foreign  power.  Its  mission  in 
th<'  cause  of  humanity  was  high  and 
noble  and  in  these  days  when  there  is 
so  much  talk  of  foreign  alliance  we 
should  recall  the  words  of  Washington 
in  his  farewell  address.  God  has  built 
up  here  a  great  nation  for  a  great  pur- 
pose. The  great  work  must  i)e  done 
by/  the  people  themselves  and  not  by 
the  interference  of  other  powers.  The 
country  must  not  forget  the  lessons  of 
the  father  of  his  country.  We  can 
look  fonvard  to  the  future  that  the 
colonies  which  were  built  up  by  Wash- 
ington shall  be  as  bright  in  the  future. 
This  republic  has  been  given  to  the 
world  as  the  highest  type  of  national 
life  and  the  effect  of  it  upon  the  world 
has  been  marvelous.  America  has 
given  a  great  example  of  liberty  and  of 
civic  happiness  and  it  ought  to  be  if  it 
is  loved  as  it  should  be.  AVa.shington 
has  not  only  been  the  father  of  his 
country  but  in  the  teachings  and  lega- 
cies he  left  us  and  what  he  predicted 
for  the  future.  He  has  left  us  the 
legacy  of  liberty  and  he  more  than  any- 
one else  has  helped  to  build  it  up.  So 
long  as  the  principles  for  which  Wash- 
ington stood  are  upheld  the  future  of 
this  country  need  not  be  despaired  of. 
It  was  an  interesting  address  through- 
out. Miss  Donovan.  Miss  Lynn.  Miss 
Miller  and  Franz  Schultz  took  part  in 
the  program  of  the  evening.

LIVE  BIRD  SHOOT. 

J.  D.  Finn  Wins  Out  and  Will  Go 
American  Shoot. 

The  live  bird  .-he  .1  at  West  Superior 
yesterday  afternoon,  between  the  Su- 
I)erior  and  Duluth  Gun  clubs  was  a  big 
success.  The  weather  was  fine,  and  the 
shooting  in  many  instances  phenomenal. 
The  high  score  was  made  by  J.  D.  Finn, 
of  West  Superior,  and  he  will  represent 
the  head  of  the  lakes  in  the  Grand 
American  Handicap  shoot  at  Long 
Island  in  April.  Finn  succeeded  in  drop- 
ping 24  out  of  2."i  birds.  As  a  result  of 
the  shoot  the  sixtcim  unsuccessful  con- 
testants will  pay  all  Mr.  Finn's  expen- 
ses and  entry  fees  to  the  Grand  Ameri- 
can handicap,  and  in  return  he  will  di- 
vide his  winnings  among  the  contest- 
ants. If  he  shoots  in  anything  like  the 
form  he  was  in  yesterday  he  is  sure  to 
work  inside  the  good  money,  and  make 
the  venture  a  paying  investment  for  the 
local  men. 

Few  gun  club  events  have  attracted 
such  widespread  interest  in  this  section. 
The  grounds  were  visited  by  a  large 
number  of  spectators  during  the  day. 
and  several  crack  shots  from  the  ranges 
came  down  to  see  the  event.  There  was 
only  one  drawback,  and  that  was  the 
blinding  effect  of  a  white  pigeon  sprung 
on  the  shooters  against  a  background  of 
shimmering  snow.  The  reflection  of  the 
sun  on  the  snow  was  bad  enough,  but 
when  a  wihte  bird  was  .sprung  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  see  it.  Several  of 
the  Duluth  men  were  unfortunate  in  this 
respect,  and  one  of  the  men  ?a\A  after 
the  shoot  that  there  was  scarcely  a 
white  bird  winged  all  afternoon. 

George  Yale,  of  West  Superior,  met 
with  a  slight  accident  during  the  lattei 
part  cf  the  shoot.  His  gun  exploded  and 
split  up  to  a  few  inches  from  the  breech, 
Iturning  Mr.  Yale's  face  and  putting  him 
out  of  the  event.

A  REMARKABLE  TOP. 

Delicately    Balanced   Device  That 
Spins  Nearly  an  Hour. 

The  Journal  last  Sunday  contained 
an  account  of  a  marvelous  top,  made 
by  Professor  Charles  Jacobus,  of 
Springfield,  which  has  a  spinning  rec- 
ord of  forty-three  and  a  half  minutes. 
No  doubt  the  ingeniiius  device  is  a  won- 
derful piece  of  mechanism,  possessing 
a  high  degree  of  balance  power,  but 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  right 
here  in  Providence  is  a  top  that  can 
beat  the  Springfield  professor's  all  hol- 
low,  sa>s   the  Providence  Journal. 

The  local  marvel  is  the  handi,\ork  of 
James  H.  Anthony,  who  resides  on 
(ilenham  street.  Mr.  Anthony  was  for 
twenty-eight  years  connected  with  the 
Providence  Tool  company,  and  until  re- 
cently was  superintendent  for  the 
Household  Sewing  Machine  company. 
He  has  been  engaged  for  thirty  years, 
during  spare  moments,  making  tops 
that  spin  with  the  rapidity  and  fieedom 
from  weariness  characteristic  of  the 
gossip's   wagging   tongue. 

Altogether  he  made  upward  of  100 
tops  before  turning  out  one  which  he 
considered  perfect.  The  others  would 
spin  from  two  to  thirty-five  minutes. 
Imt  the  crackajack  top.  the  i-ecord 
breaker,  the  champion  top,  the  top  that 
jiuts  the  Springfield  professor's  in  the 
shade,  keeps  agoing,  when  properly 
wound  up,  for  forty-eight  an<l  a  half 
minutesi  This  goes  Professor  Jacobus' 
marvel  five  minutes  better.  After  wit- 
nessing Mr.  Anthony's  invention  per- 
form, you  become  convinced  that  per- 
petual motion  may  not  be  so  very  far 
away  after  all. 

The  secret  of  the  top's  tireless  action 
is  primarily  its  perfect  balance.  It  is 
oval  in  shape  with  a  fiat  surface,  which 
is  little  more  than  half  an  inch  above 
the  i)oint:  made  of  the  finest  cast  steel 
an  dis  'i  1-16  inches  in  diameter.  The 
si)inning  point  is,  of  course,  in  the  ex- 
act center,  and  on  either  side  of  it  the 
steel  has  been  cut  out,  leaving  a  hol- 
low space  about  half  an  inch  in  di- 
ameter. The  base  of  the  top  is  on  a 
jierfect  angle  with  the  point,  thus  al- 
lowing the  contrivance  to  courtesy  at 
will  without  touching.  The  point  is  of 
hardened    steel. 

An  ordinary  twirl  with  the  fingers 
is  sufficient  to  spin  the  top  ten  or  fif- 
teen minutes.  B14  its  best  work  is 
done  when  the  affair  is  wound  with 
twine  three  feet  or  so,  and  in  order  to 
make  use  of  twine  a  conical  shaped 
cavity,  in  which  an  iron  stick  winder 
is  in.'^ertcd.  is  a  feature  of  the  center 
surface.  This  contrivance  is  built  on 
such  an  angle  that  the  stick  cannot  slip. 
Once  the  top  is  wound  and  has  started 
upon  its  three-quarter  hour  twirl,  the 
stick  is  speedily  removed. 

Mr.  Anthony  showed  his  wonderful 
top  to  the  Journal  representative  one 
evening  last  week,  and       demon.strated 


its  peculiar  capabilities  on  a  piece  of 
thick  window  glass  placed  upon  a  par- 
lor table.  He  spoke  highly  of  the  top 
made  by  Professor  Jacobus,  but  sug- 
gested one  or  two  means  by  which  it 
michl  possibly  Ite  improved.  The  Pro- 
vidence man  thinks  steel  preferable  to 
bronze,  and  he  believes  that  better  re- 
sults may  be  obtained  by  demonstrat- 
ing on  heavy  glass  instead  of  a  porce- 
lain plate. 

Although  the  champion  spinning  top 
.s  a  curious  and  wonderful  thing,  it 
would  not  find  ready  sale  if  idaced  on 
the  market.  It  spins  too  silently  to 
please  Young  America,  and  it  is  alto- 
gether too  calm  and  peaceful.  Besides, 
what  boy  would  tare  to  watch  a  top 
twirl   for  nearly  an   hour. 

It  is  suggested  that  a  match  might  b.- 
arianged  betw.-en  the  ]»rovidence  top 
maker  and  the  Springfield  professor.

Is  Ons  of  the  Finest  Auditoriums  In 
Existence. 

Kansas  City,  Mo..  Fel'.  2:i.-Cot.vc;i- 
lion  h.dl,  where  the  Democratic  coii- 
\eiitioii  will  be  liel<l  July  1,  is  situated 
at  Thirteenth  and  Central  si  reels,  lour 
blocks  from  the  retail  district  of  the 
<  ity.  It  h.is  been  classed  by  travelers 
a.s  one  ol  the  largest  and  most  perfect- 


ly constructed   auditoriums   in       exist- 
ence. 

The  buililing  was  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$225,000,  which  was  rai.sed  entirely  by 
public  subscription.  It  occupies  a  piece 
of  ground  ;!14  by  200  feet  in  extent,  is 
two  stories  high  and  is  built  of  native; 
stone,  cream  bricK'and  terra  cotta.  The 
tirst  story  is  of  the  Renaissance  style  of 
aichitecture,  and  the  second  story  in 
peristyle  form  with  groups  and  col- 
umns. The  liuilding  is  of  bridge  c(Ui- 
sti-uction  without  a  column,  the  roof 
l)eing  supportcHl  by  great  steed  girders 
that  span  its  200  feet  of  breadth.  Its 
general  seating  arrangement  is  mod- 
eled .somewhat  upon  the  plan  of  the 
Metropolitan    Opera   house.    New    York. 

The  lloor  space  is  divided  into  arena, 
arena  balcony,  balcony  and  roof  gar- 
ilen.  boxes  skirting  the  arena  and  the 
arena  balcony.  The  stage  is  situated 
in  the  center  of  the  arena.  The  total 
.seating  capacity  is  nearly  20.000,  and 
with  standing  room  the  building  is 
capable  of  holding  more  than  22.0iHI 
people.  The  arena  alone  seats  4000.  To 
each  side  of  the  arena,  and  under  the 
first  balcony  are  numerous  committee 
rooms,  which  have  their  .separate 
street  entrances.  The  building  has  n> 
stairways,  the  upper  seatings  lieing 
reached  by  means  of  inclined  plane.-;. 
Separate  exits  are  used  for  the  ba!- 
coRies  and  roof  garden,  and  il  is  esti- 
mated that  the  hall  can  be  emptied  at 
the  rate  of  5000  people  a  minute. 

Convention  hall  has,  since  its  dedica- 
tion a  year  ago  today,  housed  Sfime  of 
the  largest  audiences  that  have  ever 
gathered  under  one  roof  in  this  coun- 
try. Its  acoustic  properties  have  re- 
ceived especial  praise.  Hon.  William  J. 
Br>-an,  who  last  June  addressed  th  ^ 
head  camp  of  the  Modern  Wo^idmen  ef 
America  in  the  hall,  said  later:  "It  i.-! 
hard  to  conceive  how^  Convention  haU 
could  be  improved  upon  for  the  pur- 
poses of  large   public   gatherings." 

Maurice  Grau,  whose  grand  rvper  i 
company  sang  here  Novemlier  last  t> 
record  breaking  grand  opera  audiencet^ 
said:  "It  is  a  wonderful  structure 
complete  in  all  its  api)ointmciits,  and 
has  no  efiual  in  America,"  while  Dwighr 
L.  Moodv,  the  evangelist,  who  a  month 
later  faced  in  this  hall  some  of  th^ 
largest  crowds  that  he  had  ever  ad - 
.ires.sed.  said  from  the  idalform:  "I 
came  1000  miles  to  find  the  best  hall  I 
have  ever  stioken  in."

Cronje  has  succeeded  in  forcing:  his  way 
through  the  British  lines. 

London.  Feb.  24.  2:15  p.  m. — The  dis- 
patch frcm  Paardeberg,  dated  Thursday, 
Feb.  22.  made  public  this  afternoon, 
shows  that  the  condition  of  Gen.  Cronje. 
apparently,  had  not  changed  for  th--;' 
better  or  worse  up  to  Thursday,  and 
confirniati.in  of  the  Durban  report  an- 
nouncing Gen.  Cronje's  .surrender  i;* 
eagerly  awaited. 

At  this  hour  the-  war  office  has  no 
news,  and  it  is  regarded  as  a  curiou.=? 
fact  that  the  first  news  of  the  surrender, 
if  true,  should  have  come  from  Durban. 
Lacking  better  authority,  the  Durban 
dispatch  is  regarded  as  a  doubtful  an- 
nouncement. 

The  arrival  of  the  British  supply  col- 
umn at  Paardeberg  may  have  given  Gen. 
Roberts  the  opportunity  to  resume  hi.s 
fierce  attack  on  Gen.  Cronje's  laacer  for, 
doubtless,  he  could  not  keep  up  the 
vigorous  cannonade  with  which  ho 
started.  Possibly  the  long  wait  may  be 
due  ti>  a  determination  to  endeavor  to 
starve  out  Gen.  Cronje's  gallant  force. 


Other  late  Paardeberg  dis- 
patches say  the  Boers'  plight 
is  still  hopeless,  and  that  Lord 
Roberts  i.s  ready  to  meet  all 
their  reinforcements. 


From  Gtn.  Buller  there  is  nothing 
new.  but  the  retreat  of  Gen.  Cronje 
seems  to  be  having  an  effect  on  the  Capo 
Boers,  as  a  Dordrecht  dispatch,  dated 
Feb.  22,  says  they  have  opened  negotia- 
tions for  submission.  Gen.  Braljant  is 
treating  with  them  and,  in  deference  to 
the  wishes  of  the  governor  of  Cane  Col- 
ony, Sir  Alfied  Milnii.  is  of^'ering  leni- 
ent terms,  in  the  meanwhile  ceasing 
offen.five  operations. 

A  special  dispatch  from  Arundel, 
under  date  of  Feb.  23.  says:

Yesterday  evening,  after  the  last  gun 
had  been  fired,  the  Shropshires  rushe<l 
forward  200  yards  further  towards  the 
bed  of  the  river  and  found  a  number  of 
Boer  dead. 

Gen.  French  captured  seventy-five 
more  prisoners  who  had  previously  es- 
caped the  cordon,  and  a  patrol  on  thf 
westward  side  took  thirty  mjre.

Bryan  was  asked  last  night  if  he  had 
seen  Gen.  Grosvenor's  .'  tatement  in  the 
national  house  yesterd  ly  to  Iho  effect 
that  he  (Br.van)  was  eq  tally  responsible 
with  the  Democrats  whi  voted  for  ratifi- 
cation of  the  treaty,  and  was  estopped 
from  opposing  any  o)  its  legitimate 
effects. 

"It  is  true  that  I  favored  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  treaty,"  .=iaid  Mr.  Bryan,  "but 
I  stated  in  my  interview,  published  by 
the  Associated  Press  <n  Dec.  14.  four 
days  after  the  treaty  was  signed,  or 
nearly  two  months  befo  e  it  was  ratified, 
that  in  my  judgment  w«  should  not  only 
ratify  the  treaty,  but  that  wa  should 
de<lare  the  nation's  pui  pose  to  give  the 
Filipino's  independence  upon  the  same 
terms  that  independem  e  was  promised 
to  the  Cubans.  This  op  nion  was  reiter- 
ated time  and  again.  It  is  manifestly 
unfair  for  Mr.  Grosven  jr  to  charge  me 
with  supporting  the  treaty  without 
pointing  out  that  I  fa\ored  the  resolu- 
tion promising  independence,  fathered 
by  Senator  Bacon." 


FIRE  IN  PHILADELPHIA. 

One  Life  Was  Lost  and  Much  Prop- 
erty Destroyed. 

Philadelphia.  Feb.  24.— One  womaJi 
killed,  several  others  injured,  and  prop- 
erty valued  at  $500,000  was  destroyed  liy 
a  fire  which  broke  out  last  night  in  the 
heart  of  the  wholesale  millinery  district 
on  Arch  streeet.  The  burned  area  cov- 
ered nearly  two  acres,  and  that  the 
flames  did  not  do  more  damage  was  due 
to  the  magnificent  work  of  the  fire  d.>- 
partment.  The  woman  killed  was  Clara 
Cohen,  23  years  cf  age,  a  seamstress, 
who  met  death  by  jurr  ling  from  a  fifth 
story. 

The  fire  started  in  the  third  floor  of 
Nos.  721  and  723  Arch  .'Street,  occupied  by 
Simon  May,  manufacturer  of  straw 
soods.  The  greatest  loser:?  are  Bowen, 
Dungan  &  Co..  estimated  at  $250,000. 
Other  los.ses  are:  .Simon  May.  $40,000; 
Harris  &  Bernard  Cohen,  $25,000;  Finley 
&  Co..  grocers.  $25,000,  and  other  firms 
sustained  a  total  loss  of  about  $70,000. 
The  l(  sses  are  partially  covered  by  in- 
surance. 


SCHOOL  APPORTIONMENT. 

Amount  Per    Pupil  Largest  Ever 
Allowed  For  March. 

St.   Paul,   Feb.    24.— The   pupils  in    the 

schools  of  the  state  will  fare  l>etter  thi<= 

year  than  ever  before  in  a  March  ap- 
portionment of  school  funds. 

The  March  apportionment  is  being  pr&- 
pared  by  State  Superintendent  Lewis, 
and  in  round  numbers  there  are  326,0iX) 
pupils  in  the  schools  of  the  state. 

The  money  to  be  apportioned  is  from 
$410,000  to  $42it.OO0,  allowing  the  sch?<ils 
$1.25  per  pupil,  the  highest  amount  ever 
allowed  at  a  March  apportionmf  nt.  Last 
y.  ar  the  amount  was  90  cents  per  pupil, 
and  the  >ear  before  that  it  was  but  80 
cents. 

The  reason  for  the  increase  is  an  addi- 
tion of  over  $100,000  in  the  revenues  from 
the  one-mill  school  tax  and  the  interest 
en  school  fund  investments.

PROFESSOR    PARR    DEAD. 

St.  Cloud.  P^eb.  24.— Samuel  Semple 
Parr,  city  superintendent  of  schools, 
died  yesterday  afternoon,  aged  53.  He 
had  been  deathly  sick  for  several  days 
and  his  demise  was  not  unexpected. 
Parr  was  a  former  president  of  the 
State  Educational  association,  and  the 
present  president  of  the  Northwestern 
Teachers'  association.  He  had  been 
city  superintendent  here  for  eleven 
years  and  had  been  eminently  success- 
ful prior  to  coming  here.  He  had  a 
chair  in  Depauw  university.  Green- 
castle,  Ind.,  and  in  the  Terre  Haute. 
Ind.,  normal  school.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  three  children.  The  body  will  be 
taken  to  his  boyhood  home  in  Illinois 
and  the  Ma.sons  and  Knights  of  Pythias 
will  provide  an  escort.

Cleveland,  Feb.  24.— A  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  the  Cleveland,  Lorain 
&  Wheeling  railway  has  been  called  for 
March  1  in  this  city  for  the  purpose  of 
issuing  new  bonds,  not  to  exceed  $10.- 
000.000.  It  is  proposed  to  use  about 
$6,000,000  of  the  proceeds  in  retiring  old 
bonds.  The  remaining  $4,000,000  will  be 
applied  to  relaying  and  reballasting  the 
tracks,    buying    new    equipment,    etc. 


BLIZZARD  IN  ILLINOIS. 
Moweuqua,  111..  Feb.  24.— A  blizzard  pre- 
vailed throughout  Central  Illinois  lust 
night.  The  mercury  dropped  about  40  de- 
grees and  unsheltered  stock  suffered  se- 
verely. The  winter  wheat  is  thought  to  be 
slightly   injured. 

TORINO  IS  SAFE. 
New  York.  Feb.  24.— Advices  received 
here  today  state  that  the  British  steamer 
Torino  arrived  at  Havana  yesterday  njorn- 
ing.  The  Torino  is  the  steamer  which  was 
reported  vest^^rdav  from  Pensacol^  as 
having  been  lost  in  the  storm  on  Tuesday 
nigtit. 


Clark's  Arch  Enemy  Puts  In 

an  Appearance  at  the 

Hearing. 


Washington,  Feb.  24.— When  the  sen- 
ate committee  on  elections  assembled 
today,  Marcus  Daly,  the  head  of  the 
Montana  opposition  to  Senator  Clark, 
was  present  in  the  committee  room 
and  it  was  understood  that  he  would 
take  the  stand  some  time  during  the 
day.  While  the  resiKjnsibility  for  the 
investigation  has  been  charged  largely 
to  him,  he  has  not  heretofore  made  his 
appearance  before  the  committee.  He 
entered  the  room  quietly  and  took  a 
seat  with  other  spectators  back  of  the 
seat   occupied   by   witnesses. 

Senator  Clark  was  also  present.  He 
sat  across  the  room  from  Mr.  Daly,  but 
the   eyes   of   the   rival   millionaires    did 

not  seem   to   meet. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  day's  ses- 
sion. Attorney  General  Nolan  took  the 
witness  stand.  He  read  a  letter  he  had 
written  to  Congressman  Campbell  last 
fall  promising  immunity  from  prosecu- 
tion to  such  as  might  testify  to  bribery 
as  go-ljetweens  during  the  session  of 
the  legislature.  He  said  in  the  letter 
that  he  had  conferred  with  the  gover- 
nor and  that  in  case  of  prosecution  and 
conviction  the  governor  would  exercise 
the   pardoning  power. 

Referring  to  the  Whiteside  exposure, 
Mr.  Nolan  said  the  people  of  Montana 
did  not  lielieve  there  was  any  conspir- 
acy. ""The  air  was  full  of  the  evi- 
dence of  bribery,"  he  said.  "You  could 
cut  it  with  a  knife." 

John  R.  Too'.e,  of  Anaconda,  Mont., 
was  next  called.  He  is  regarded  as  a 
confidential  friend  of  Daly  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Montana  legislature. 
He  .said  he  was  interested  with  Daly  in 
mining  and  had.  since  June  1  last,  been 
under  a  .salary  from  him  in  connection 
with  their  mining  enterprises.  He  also 
said  that  he  considered  he  had  Mr. 
Daly's  confidence  in  political  matters 
and  knew  the  latter's  plaVis.  Notwith- 
standing this  fact,  he  had,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  legislature  in  189S,  voted  for 
Mr.  Clark  for  the  senate.  Indeed,  he 
had  never  knywn  Mr.  Daly  to  seek  of- 
fice or  try  to  influence  the  course  of 
his  friends.  Last  winter,  when  he  had 
told  Daly  that  some  members  wanted 
to  cast  their  votes  for  him  for  the 
United  States  senate,  Mr.  Daly  had  re- 
plied: "I  authorize  you  to  say  that 
I  do  not  want  my  name  presented  to  the 
legislature  for  a  vote,  either  compli- 
mentaiT  or  otherwise."  Nor  had  ho 
ever  known  <>f  Daly's  attempting  to  in- 
fluence or  control  any  primary  or  other 
election,  or  state,  county  or  city  con- 
vention. 

Speaking  of  the  campaign  of  1898,  Mr. 
Toole  .said  he  had  been  a  member  of 
th  executive  committee,  that  not  to  ex- 
ceed $10.00n  was  subscribed  for  the 
state  campaign,  and  that  the  Clark 
l>eople  had  held  no  meetings  outside  of 
Silver  Bow  county. 

The  general  under.standing  was  that 
the  Clark  movement  was  entirely  in  the 
interest  of  Mr.  Clark's  candidacy  for 
the  senate. 

Mr.  T-)ole  also  sail  that  Mr.  Daly  had 
no  especial  candidate  for  the  senate, 
being  willing  to  acept  the  nominee  of 
the  Democratic  caucus. 

Q —When  did  you  first  see  the  $30,000 
used  by  Mr.  Whiteside  in  his  exposure? 

A.— I  first  saw  it  when  the  legislative 
investigating  committee,  of  which  I  was 
a  member,  met. 

Q. — Did  you  give  any  of  trnat  money 
or  know  of  any  being  given  by  Mr.  Daly 
or  any  of  his  friends  to  defeat  Mr.  Clark 
for  the  senate? 

A.— No,  sir.  I  cant  find  words  strong 
enough  for  a  proper  denial  of  the  in- 
putation.     It's  an  outrage. 

Q. — Do  you  know  of  any  money  being 
put  up  by  Mr.  Daly  or  any  of  his  friends 
i  to  defeat  Mr.  Clark  in  any  other  connec- 
tion? 

A. — I  certainly  do  not. 

Mr.  Toole  related  a  conversation  with 
Repres^ntatiA-e  McLaughlin  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  legislature,  in  which  Mc- 
Laughlin told  him  ho  was  going  to  vote 
for  Mr.  Clark,  as  it  was  a  "mere  case 
of  bread  and  butter  for  his  family." 

He  denied  that  ttiere  was  any  Daly 
or  distinctively  anti-Clark  lobby  in 
Helena  during  the  session  of  the  legis- 
lature. The  friends  of  Conrad.  Metts 
and  others  "were  lost,"  he  said,  "in  the 
Clark  lobby.    That  is  all  a  pipe  dream.  " 

If  Mr.  Conrad  spent  any  money  in  the 
interest  of  his  candidacy,  he  (Toole)  did 
not  know  it. 

Mr.  Daly  had  not,  according  to  the 
witness,  dreamed  when  the  legislature 
met  that  Clark  could  be  elected.  "I 
never  saw  so  strong  an  opposition  mowed 
down  by  money,"  he  said.

Present. 


Washington,  Feb.  24.— The  Hon.  Lil- 
lian Pauncefote,  daughter  of  Lord 
Pauncefote,  British  ambassador  to  the 
United  States,  was  married  at  noon  today 
to  the  Hon.  Rol>ert  Bromley,  of  Stoke 
hall,  Newark.  Nottinghamshire,  Eng. 

The  wedding  was  one  of  the  most 
notable  that  has  occurred  in  Washington 
for  many  years.  Quaint  old  St.  JoCin's 
church,  where  the  ceremony  was  per- 
formed, is  one  of  the  landmarks  of 
Washington.  An  outwardly  dingy  little 
stucco-c<:>ated  building  of  colonial  tj'.oe, 
just  across  Lafayette  square  from  the 
executive  mansion,  its  capacity  is  about 
800,  standing  room  included,  and  this 
did  not  serve  to  accommodate  a  tithe 
of  those  who  wished  to  witness  the  cere- 
mony. 

Owing  to  the  official  position  of  Lord 
Pauncefote,  the  presence  of  the  presi- 
dent and  cabinet  as  well  as  the  wSiole 
of  the  diplomatic  corps  was  an  impera- 
tive social  obligation,  albeit  a  pleasant 
one,  owing  to  the  national  regard  in 
which  the  young  bride  is  held  by  Wash- 
ington  society. 

The  interior  of  the  little  church  was 
like  the  corolla  of  a  huge  flower.  Thi-r 
brilliantly  lighted  altar  in  the  depttas  of 
the  darkened  auditorium  with  its  golden 
points  and  snowy  candles  formed  the 
stamens  and  pistil,  while  the  flower- 
encrusted  walls  and  pillars  through 
which  the  crim.son  hangings  scarcely 
showed,  were  like  the  petals  jf  a  mon- 
ster blossom.'  The  air  was  heavy  with 
the  scent  of  Easter  lilies,  bride's  ro.ses 
and  Orange  blossoms  mingling  with  the 
odor  of  lilies  of  the  valley  and  carna- 
tions. Palms  filled  all  the  available 
space  within  the  chancel,  while  broad 
white  ribtxms  stretching  down  the  aisles 
were  dropped  by  the  ushers,  link  by  link, 
as  the  pews  filled  with  the  distinguishail 
ffuests. 

The  ushers  were  all  attaches  of  the 
embassy,  Cil.  Arthur  I^e.  Gerard  Low- 
ther.  Sir  Charles  Eliot,  Max  Muller  and 
Humphreys  Owen. 

The  bri<le,  lo  the  greai  uneasiness  of 
her  friends,  had  been  quite  sick  all  the 
week,  and  leaned  heavily  on  the  arm 
of  her  father  as  the  procession  moved 
down  the  aisle.  Her  wedding  gown  was 
a  full  court  costume  of  white  satin,  the 
front  a  gleaming  network  of  lace  and 
pearls,  while  masses  of  lace  caught  with 
orange  blossoms  edged  the  long  court 
train  from  the  shoulders  to  the  fl«Kir. 

A  pretty  feature  of  the  bride's  attend- 
.ants  was  Master  Sidney  Kent  Legare 
in  the  uistume  of  a  page  of  Charles  II. 
He  bore  the  heavy  train  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  bridesmaids.  These  were 
Miss  Esther  Bromley,  sister  of  the 
groom;  Miss  Curzin,  cousin  of  Lord 
Curzon,  the  viceroy  of  India;  Mi.ss  Hat- 
tie  Sargeant,  o^  Boston:  Hon.  Sybil 
Pauncefote  and  Hon.  Audrey  Paunce- 
fote, sister  of  the  bride. 

The  ceremony  was  performed  by  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  of  Washington  Henry 
Yates  Satterlee.  assisted  by  Rev.  Charl^  s 
Mackay-Smith.  rector  of  St.  John's. 

After  the  ceremony  a  wedding  bre.ik- 
fast  was  served  at  the  embassy  to  400 
guests.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bromley  later 
left  for  Palm  Beaih,  Fla..  and  will  soon 
return  to  England,  where  the  young 
matron  will  be  nresented  at  court. 


RAILROAD  MEN  APPALLED. 

Kansas  City  Railway  Officials  Facing 
a  Trying  Situation. 

Kansas  City,  Feb.  24.— Local  railway 
officials  are  wrought  up  over  the  tre- 
mendous situation  that  they  assert  is 
presented  by  the  Democratic  national 
committee  fixing  the  date  for  their  con- 
vention in  this  city  on  July  4.  Regular 
Fcurth  of  July  excursions,  beginning  on 
July  3  and  running  to  July  5,  they  say, 
will  alone  tax  the  facilities  of  the  rail- 
ways to  the  utmost  limit.

GOVERNMENT  DEFEATED. 
Victoria,  B.  C,  Feb.  24.— The  Semlin- 
Cotton  government,  which  replaced  the 
Turner  administration  in  British  Co- 
lumbia local  politics  in  1898,  was  yes- 
terday defeated  by  one  vote  upon  the 
redistribution  measure  upon  which  it 
was  intended  to  go  to  the  country.  It 
is  probable  the  government  will  re- 
fuse a  dissolution  and  a  trial  will  be 
made  to  secure  a  coalftion  of  the  gov- 
ernment under  new  leadership  during 
the  remaining  two  years  of  the  life  of 
the  parliament. 


COL  KING  DEAD. 


Ex-Congressman  and  Jour- 
nalist Passes  Away  at  His 
Home  In  linneapoiis. 

Minneapolis,  Feb.  24.— Col.  William 
King,  ex-ccngrt-ssman  and  a  national 
character  for  tlie  past  forty  years,  died 
at  his  home  in  this  city  a  little  oefore  3 
o'clock  this  morning. 

Col.  King  was  l>orn  in  Franklin 
county,  N.  Y..  in  1828.  He  was  active  in 
support  of  the  Free  Soil  party  in  that 
state,  and  aided  in  the  organization  of 
the  first  Republican  party  in  New  York. 
He  came  to  Minnesota  in  1858,  was  active 

in  the  anti-slavery  contests  and  during 
the  war.  He  started  the  Minneapolis 
Tribune,  and  was  for  .several  years  on 
the  St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press. 

While  in  congress  Col.  King  nas  the 
subject  of  a  famous  congressional  in- 
vestigati':n  in  connection  with  the  Pa- 
cific Mail  subsidy  bill,  but  the  investiga- 
tion entirely  cleared  him  of  any  im- 
proper act.

STORM  IN  OHIO.

MRS.  AMOS  SHELL  DEAD. 

Th6  Widow  of  Banker  Snell  Who 
Was  Murdered. 

Chicago.  Feb.  24. — Mrs.  Henrietta 
Snell,  widow  of  Amos  J.  Snell,  the 
millionaire  whose  murder  ha.s  been  a 
mystery  for  twelve  years,  died  early  to- 
day. She  was  stricken  three  days  ago 
with  heart  disease. 

Mrs.  Snei;  was  nearly  70  years  old  and 
had  lived  since  her  fiusband's  tragic 
death  in  the  house  in  which  he  was 
murdered. 

The  killing  of  Mr.  Snell  took  place  on 
the  night  of  Feb.  S.  188S.  Two  bullets  of 
diftVrent  caliber  wore  tired  into  the  cap- 
italist's bcjdy. 

Amos  J.  Snell's  wealth  was  principally 
in  real  estate.  The  basement  fi'ont  room, 
of  his  residence  was  his  office.

Chairman  of  Galiinger  investigating 
Committee  Makes  a  Statement. 

"\\  ashingl  01.  F<b.  lit.— Tho  loi-thcom- 
ing  appendi.x  to  the  annual  report  of  the 
civil  service  commission  will  contain  a 
lengthy  statement  prepared  by  Com- 
missioner Mark  S.  Brewer,  who  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  designated 
to  investigate  the  charges  against.

The 
statement  is  in  rejdy  to  certain  allega- 
tions of  Senator  Chandler  a.gainst  the 
commissicjn  and  Mr.  JBrewer,  which 
chargers.  Mr.  Krewer  says,  ai-e  contained 
in  copies  of  letters  '"purporting  to  hav  • 
beon  signed  by  Senator  Ciiandler  and 
^Ir.  Uusiel  ancl  addressed  to  the  iiresi- 
d.  nt"  on  Aug.  10.  IS'.i'.t.  In  the  corres- 
potidenco  mentioned  the  removal  of 
Commi.ssioiK'f  Hrevver  was  i"i"<iiu'sled. 
The  substance  cd'  ttiese  letters  has  here- 
tofore been  made  public. 

Commissioner  Brewer  takes  un  in  de- 
tail each  charge  preferied  against  him 
and  denies  every  allegation  of  wrong- 
doing.

Winona,  Minn.,  Feb.  24.— The  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Retail  Grocers'  association 
of  Minnesota  has  drawn  to  a  close.  The 
concluding  papers  were  presented  yester- 
day morning,  the  afternoon  was  devoted 
to  the  final  business  and  a  bancpiet  last 
evening  wound  up  the  affair.  At  yester- 
day's sesion  a  paper  was  presented  by 
Simon  Clark,  of  Dtdiith,  on  "Mutual  Fnter- 
osts  as  Applied  to  thi>  Retail  Grocer.v  Bus- 
iness." He  said  that  experience  had  shown 

that  the  most  successful  merchant  -was  he 
who  made  the  bc-.<i  iiUeiesis  of  his  ciisto- 
niors  nnitual  witii  his  own.  As  to  the  re- 
lation between  the  merchant  ancl  his  clerk, 
tho  speaker  contended  that  ihe  merc-hant 
who  showed  respeet  and  consideration  to 
his  clerk  lias  something  to  gain  and  noth- 
ing to  lose,  in  so  doing.  The  speaker  fur- 
ther urged  that  the  merchant  consider  ilif: 
interest  of  the  tiaveling  salesmen,  fn  c-on- 
chiding,  he  spoke  a  good  word  for  the  Gro- 
cers' association  iiiitj  suggested  as  a  motto: 
"Mutual  interests;  mutual  protection,  ancl 
the  results  of  our  v/ork  will  be  benellcial, 
not  only  to  ourselves,  but  to  the  world  at 
large." 

J.  L).  WUliams.  of  Minneaiiolls,  presentcJ 
a  lengthy  paper  on  "Reasons  for  Organiz- 
ing and  How  10  Organize  Retail  Groi-ers' 
Asociaiions."  As  re.tsons,  he  gave  the  fol- 
lowing: To  foster  and  maintain  a  social 
spirit;  to  oblitc-r;it«.-  diutrust  and  inspire 
confidence  among  the  members  of  the 
trade;  to  correct  excessive  ancl  immercan- 
tile  competition:  to  remove,  b.v  concert  of 
acticjn.  such  evils  and  customs  as  are 
against  good  p<j|ic.\'  and  sound  business 
principles;  whether  it  be  cutting  of  prices, 
selling  l)y  wholesale  houses  at  retail,  im- 
proper peddling,  cr)nsiim))tion  of  adulterat- 
ed goods,  the  use  of  fictitious  labels,  oi-  dis- 
honest weights,  or  in  whatever  form  the 
transgressions  may  take.  individiiali>-, 
the  grocers  could  do  nothing  to  remedy 
these  evils,  but  collectively  they  could  ac- 
complish a  great  deal.  He  urged  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  state  organizer  to  cari.v  on 
the  work  of  orKanization  in  the  state. 

H.  W.  Kingsbury,  of  Winona,  considered 
"The  lielation  of  the  Grocer  to  the  Con- 
sumer." The  grocer  should  be  courteous 
and  attentive  and  sci'l  pure  and  unadulter- 
ated goods.  The  consumers  should  treat 
the  grocers  fairly  and  pay  promptly. 

K.  O.  Stevens  was  appointed  official  or- 
ganizer by  the  executive  committee.  M. 
McBride,  of  Austin,  and  Fred  Mason  and 
John  Gro'.'b.  of  St.  P.iul.  wore  api)ointed  a 
committee  to  try  to  end  the  flour  war  be- 
tween La  Crosse  and  Winona  millers. 
Fred  Lorenz  and  J.  I'.  Brower-Ancher.  of 
?.Iinrieai>olis:  Kd  Doiioiiiie  and  J. 
Strongaard,  of  St.  Paul,  and  H.  F.  Bullens. 
of  Kxcclsior,  were  made  a  committee  to  de- 
vise a  plan  for  raising  funds  for  support 
of  the  association.

IN  NIIGHIGAN. 


Milwaulcee  Road  Extensions 
to  Marquette  and  Menom- 
inee Ranges. 

Republic— The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  & 
St.  Paul  Railway  company  has  decided  on 
routes  for  its  extensions  to  the  Marquette 
and  Menominee  iron  ranges.  The  company 
has  finally  concluded  to  make  a  bid  for  the 
iron   ore  "traflic  of   this  range. 

The  recent  purchase  of  the  logging  road 
known  as  the  Escanaba  &  Lake  Superior, 
extending  from  Escanaba  to  Watson,  a 
elistance  of  about  foriv  miles,  practically 
means  that  the  St.  Paul  people  will  not 
lose  any  time  commencing  the  work  out- 
lined. From  Watson  an  extension  will  be 
run  to  Channing,  on  the  main  line,  about 
fifteen  miles  out  of  Republic.  This  -will 
give  the  company  about  seventy-two  miles 
of  line  between  Republic  and  E.sciuiaba. 
The  distance  Is  not  any  more  than  from 
here  to  Escanalja  via  the  Chicago  <s.; 
Northwestern    system. 

Another  branch  which  will  be  fulb*  as 
important  as  the  one  outlined  will  be 
run  to  the  Cr>-stal  Falls  district.  This 
will  be  direct  from  Ponce  to  Crystal 
Falls,  a  distance  of  some  sixteen  or  eigh- 
teen miles. 

Extensive  ore  docks  ■will  be  built  at 
\VelIs,  a  short  distance  above  Escanaba. 
It  is  figured  that  in  time  the  company  will 
control  an  extensive  ore  carrying  busi- 
ness from  both  of  the  ranges.  The  distance 
from  the  Menominee  range  will  not  be

CANNOT  AMEND  RECORD. 

Reviewing  Authority  Cannot   Alter 
Records  of  Court  Martial. 

Washiiigi-ai,  I\  b.  24.— In  an  opinion 
rendered  to  the  war  department  t.^e  at- 
tornev  general  has  dwided  that  the 
secretary  of  war  is  without  power  to 
alter  nr"  amend  the  record  jf  a  court- 
martial.  . 

The  case  in  noint  was  that  of  L.ieut. 
Lewis  E.  Bre.wn,  Ninth  U.  S.  V.  In- 
fantrv,  who  was  court -martialled  at 
.Santiago  Nov,  11,  189?,  and  found  guilty 
of  a  charge  of  conduct  unbecoming  an 
officer  and  a  gentleman  and  dismissed 
from  the  service.  After  the  court  was 
diss:)lved  and  the  sentence  had  been 
sustained,  the  lieutenant  submitted 
affidavits  to  show  that  the  record  of 
the  court-martial  did  not  contain  the 
testimony  of  one  witness.  This  is  de- 
clared to  he  a  fatal  error,  inasmuch  as 
the  reviewing  authority  did  not  nave  be- 
fore it  all  of  the  testimony,  as  required 
by  the  regulations.

Simple  Device  Expected  to 

Save  the  City  Annoyance 

and  Expense. 


Marquette,  Mich.,  Feb.  24. — A  new  and 
novel  use  has  been  found  for  an  electri- 
cal stove  by  the  water  board  of  this  city 
and  so  far  as  kni^-.vn  this  is  the  lirst 
place  one  has  been  tried  for  such  work. 
The  Steve  has  been  put  In  the  intake 
pipe,  which  supjilies  water  from  Lak'- 
Superior  to  the  city  waterworks.  The 
put  pose  of  the  stove  is  to  keep  itiichor  or 
needle  ice  from  adhering  to  the  sides  i^f 
the  idpe  and.  by  Lvmstant  accumulation, 
forming-  an  obstruction  which  will 
I  h.ke  the  pipe  entirely  and  slop  the  How 
e  f  water. 

The  lit.v  has  been  bothered  greatly 
with  this  for  the  last  several  winters,  «..< 
icgulai  !>•  that  a  water  famine  has  come 
tee  lie  loi)ki-d  upon  as  a  perie>.,Iical  evil. 
When  the  pijie  chokes  up  th-  luiinps 
have  to  shut  down,  and  until  the  ice 
can  lie  thawed  out  by  ijouring  sail  inte) 
the  mcuth  of  the  intake  the  citizens  aie 
■in  the  .same  lix  as  the  ancient  Hedland- 
eis,  who  had  "water,  water  everywhere, 
but  nut  a  driip  lo  drink."  Th^-  famine 
someiinies  lasts  two  or  three  dnys,  and 
t;ie  nuisance  h:is  'onie  to  lie  intolerable. 
Puldie-  indignatiein  has  arisen  ."iliiiost  to 
the  pitoh  of  compelling  the  water  i)oard 
to  spend  $50,000  or  $100,000  in  securing  a 
ricw  location  for  its  pumjnng  staiion  and 
intake,  in  .=oine  place  where  the  latter 
can  be  extended  into  such  deep  water 
that  there  will  be  n,;  trouble  with  ice. 
This  ;-annot  be  acconiiilished  by  extend- 
ing the  pipe  where  it  i.s  now,  for  it  lic^ 
on  a  reef,  and  the  depth  is  very  little 
greater  a  mile  out  than  at  the  point 
where  it  now  ends.  Tiie  trouide  is  not 
with  surface  ice.  W'hen  the  lake  freezcfc 
over  there  is  no  more  hindrance  13  the 
gf?tting  of  water  than  in  mid.-^ummer. 
The  trouble  comes  when  winds  carry  the 
\;c  field  out  of  the  bay  and  prevent  new 
ice  frcn  firming  on  the  surface.  The 
temperature  of  the  water  bein.g  then  be- 
lov,-  freezing,  little  particles  of  ice  form 
under  the  surface.  These  particles  are 
like  needles,  from  which  they  get  the 
name  of  "needle"  ice.  To  whatever  oij- 
.ie-:-t  they  teiuch  they  stick,  and  by  the 
accession  of  millions  of  them  at  the  same 
point,  finally  form  a  mass  of  ice  whuJ: 
will  block  even  a  twei-foeit  intake. 

The  stove  is  the  <iutcome  of  the  un- 
usually severe  famine  which  occurred 
the  middle  of  the  present  month  It  is 
the  design  of  Chark'S  Retallic,  super- 
intendent of  the  municipal  electric  light 
and  power  plant,  who  was  one  of  a 
group  of  local  engineers  called  in  by 
the  water  board  to  devise  means  to 
break  the  famine  both  tempe.irarily  ami 
permanently.  The  famine  was  broken 
temporarily  by  tne  old  plan  of  iiutting 
salt  in  the  intake,  but  Retallic's  stove 
is  to  be  given  a  trial  as  a  permanent 
preventative.  It  was  placed  in  the  in- 
akc  the  first  of  this  week  and  will  be 
put  to  the  test  as  sceon  as  the  con<ii- 
tioiis  of  the  atmosphere 
right  for  the  formation 
water. 

Like  elcMtrical  stoves  which  arc  in 
use  on  street  cars  and  elsewhere  the 
device,?  is  nothing  mere  than  a  resist- 
ance ce,il.  The  only  uovelt.v  in  the  ap- 
ptiratus  ceinsists  in  aehtptiii.g  its  form 
to  the  use  intended.  The  prime  novelty^ 
is  the  use  fell-  which  it  was  designeel. 
Mr.  Uedallie-'s  slovc  ceen.-isis  eef  an  inner 
till  dan  outer  drum  of  gjilvanized  lion, 
the  former  nineteen  inches  in  diatr.clc-r 
and  the  latter  twenty-one.  The  inner 
drum  has  llange-s  cm  eiih-.-r  end  pro- 
je-ctin.g  outward:  to  these  the  oul'-r 
drum  is  made  ftist  by  seddering.  The 
chamber  between  the  two  drums  is  air 
and  water  tight.  The  two  comltined 
make  a  hollow  cylinder  live  feet  in 
length  and  with  cylinders  as  .given.  Be- 
foie  the  outer  cylinder  was  fixed  in 
place  the  inner  cylinder  was  wrapped 
with  ten  layers  of  asbestos  paper, 
which  is  non-conductive.  This  was 
then  wrapped  the  length  of  the  drum 
by  one  continuous  spiral  of  No.  I.S  iron 
wire.  Both  ends  eef  the  wire  are 
brought  back  through  the  top  flange 
and  are  .connected  with  feed  wires, 
which  run  out  from  the  shore.  There  is 
about  half  an  inch  of  space  l)e- 
tween  the  wire  and  the  outside  drum 
oi-  cylinder.  This  air  space  is  an  in- 
sulator which  will  not  allow  the  cur- 
rent to  escape,  and  which  at  the  same 
time  permits  the  passage  of  the  heat 
generated  from  the  wires  to  the  out- 
side   drum    and    so    to    the    water. 

Iron  shoulclers  riveted  ont-i  the  doubl-' 
drum  serve  as  a  means  for  hooking  it 
ovfr  the  mouth  rf  the  intake,  which  is 
an  uieright  pipe,  seven  feet  high  and 
two  feet  across.  The  stove  sits  in  this 
upright,  with  its  te>p  .just  even  with  th-- 
nmulh  of  the  pipe.

TUB  CASE  OF  PORTO  KICO. 

The  vote  on  the  Porto  Rican  tariff 
bill  is  to  be  taken  in  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives next  Tuesday  afternoon. 
The  fate  of  the  bill  is  problematical  at 
this  writing,  and  there  is  a  fair  pros- 
pect that  it  will  not  be  adopted,  but  will 
be  recommitted  to  the  ways  and  means 
committee.  This  latter  action  will  be 
taken  if  the  Republican  house  leaders 
find  that  they  cannot  muster  enough 
votes  to  pass  it.  Several  Republicans 
have  made  strong  speeches  against  it, 
and  the  Washington  dispatches  state 
that  a  very  powerful  and  telling  argu- 
ment against  it  was  made  yesterday 
afternoon  by  Mr.  Littlefield,  of  Maine, 
the  brilliant  successor  of  the  late  Nel- 
son Dingley.  By  the  way,  it  is  evident 
that  Mr.  Littlefield  is  one  of  the  com- 
ing leaders  of  the  house,  and  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  he  possesses  great 
independence  of  thought  and  action 
and  is  not  inclined  to  side  with  the 
schemes  and  plans  of  the  present  Re- 
publican leaders  who  are  catering  to 
the  wishes  of  the  trusts  and  combines, 
as  shown  by  their  desire  to  establish  a 
tariff  barrier  between  Porto  Rico  and 
the  markets  of  the  United  States. 

There  is  no  question  that  the  impo- 
sition of  tariff  duties  on  the  products 
of  Porto  Rico  entering  this  country 
would  be  a  violation  of  the  federal  con- 
stitution as  it  has  always  been  inter- 
preted since  the  republic  was  founded. 
Porto  Rico  is  just  as  much  a  part  of 
this  country  as  is  Oklahoma,  and  it 
would  be  just  as  constitutional  to  put 
a  tariff  wall  between  Oklahoma  and  the 
rest  of  the  United  States  as  to  impose  a 
25  per  cent  tariff  tax  on  the  product.s 
of  Porto  Rico.  But,  aside  from  the 
constitutional  feature  of  the  case,  the 
interests  of  Porto  Rico  demand  free 
access  to  our  markets.  The  island  is 
now  isolated  commercially.  Hon.  H.  K. 
Carroll,  who  was  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent McKinley  to  be  special  United 
States  commissioner  to  Porto  Rico  for 
the  purpose  of  investigating  the  situ- 
ation and  suggesting  suitable  legisla- 
tion, reported  as  follows:  "Spanish 
ports  were,  of  course,  immediately 
closed  to  them,  except  on  terms  given 
to  all  other  foreign  commerce;  that  is. 
they  must  pay  full  custom  duties  on 
some  articles  and  none  at  all  on  others. 
•  •  •  Everything  the  Porto  Rican 
buys,  as  well  as  everything  he  sells,  is 
subject  to  duties.  This  is  the  penalty 
of  independence,  but  Porto  Rico  is  not

There  has  been  but  little 
attention  directed  by  the  TIte  Vtir- 
newspapers  to  the  innova-  renrff  nfthe 
tion  of  the  treasury  de-  Xatinn. 
partment  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  by  which  there  is  issued  on 
the  Urst  of  every  month,  a  concise  analyti- 
cal statement  of  the  circulation  for  the 
l>eriiMl  just  ended.  These  reports  are  of 
great  service  to  those  who  are  interested 
in  keeping  a  record  of  this  matter,  and 
such  a  wide  diffusion  of  knowledge  bear- 
ing on  the  currency  of  the  nation  cannot 
fail  to  have  a  good  efft»ct.  The  general  de- 
sire for  this  information  is  directly  trace- 
able to  the  monetary  agitation  of  recent 
years  and  it  is  a  gratifying  sign  that  the 
people  are  anxious  for  specific  data  as  to 
the  total  stock  of  money,  its  fluctuation, 
and  the  relation  of  that  held  as  assets  of 
the  government  to  that  which  consitulei^ 
the  circulating  medium  of  the  people.  Ref- 
erence to  the  statement  date<l  Feb.  1 
throws  new  light  on  the  i)henomenai  vol- 
ume of  commercial  and  mercantile  opera- 
tions at  this  time,  when  by  all  precedent 
there  might  have  been  a  marked  falling  off 
of  business  activity  from  the  high  stan- 
dard set  last  year.  The  total  stock  of 
money  in  the  treasury  and  in  <-irculation 
on  that  day  was  $2.2*>l.:»J7,t;!tS.  against  $2,- 
253.  i;3,4:iS  thirty  days  previous.  Of  this 
total,  |2,w;.M<t,:«,-  was  In  actual  circulation.

single  month.  Estimating  the  population 
at  77. lIK.tNM),  the  i)er  capita  •.•irculation  Feb. 
1  was  within  2  cents  of  J2«j,  an  increase  of 
25  cents  per  capita  over  Jan.  1.  IIKJO.  The 
decrease  in  money  held  as  a  treasury  asset 
for  the  .same  i>eriod  was  from  I272.73.'>.2i>s 
on  Jan.  1,  t->  |2.jh,S<«,a4o  on  Feb.  1.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  amount  of  treasury  assets 
mentioned  shouild  be  made  of  the  $107,W«.6j<) 
of  public  money  held  to  the  credit  of  the 
government  by  the  national  bank  deposi- 
tories and  secured  by  government  bonds.

There  were  rumors 
lion.Vtuniie.  .itloat  in  London  this 
lloltiinff  Out  morning,  ba.sed  on  ad- 
Uvarely.  vices  from  Durban,  that 
Gen.  Cri>nje.  who  has 
been  surrounded  for  several  days  by  the 
British  forces  at  PaarTleberg  Drift,  had 
surrend<refl.  but  the  most  reliable  reports 
indicate  that  this  story  is  unfounded,  al- 
though his  surrender  seem  to  be  mevil- 
able.  unless  he  prefers  annihilation.  Of 
course  there  is  a  possibility  that  he  may 
be  relieved  from  his  serious  plight  by  the 
arrival  of  Boer  reinforcements  on  a  larg. 
scale,  but  this  seems  to  be  a  forlorn  hope. 
Gen.  Roberts  has  such  a  greatly  superior 
force  of  troops  at  Paardebcrg  that  ii  is 
almost  certain  he  could  tight  off  any  Boer 
reinforcements  while  still  keeping  up  the 
terrible  bombardment  of  Cronje's  force 
along  the  banks  and  in  the  bed  of  the 
Modder  river.  Already  Roberts  has  dis- 
posed of  Gen.  Botha's  force,  which  came 
upon  the  scene  from  Natal,  having  com- 
pletely scattered  it  with  heavy  losses.  It 
seems  like  a  usefid  waste  of  lives  for 
Cronje  to  hold  out  longer,  because  the 
terrific  fire  of  fifty  or  sixty  British  guns 
at  the  close  range  of  200O  yards  must  be 
rapidly  decimating  his  force,  but  at  the 
same  time  the  world  cannot  restrain  its 
admiration  of  the  brave  stand  that  he  is 
making  and  applaud  the  courage  and  de- 
termination  that  he   is  exhibiting.     It   is 


with  us  as  Alaska.  New  Mexico  and 
Arizona  have  and  desires  a  territorial 
form  of  government."  He  added  that 
he  was  of  the  opinion  that  we  could  not 
refuse  this  reasonable  request  without 
doing  great  injustice  to  Porto  Rico. 
As  to  the  objection  that  to  give  Porto 
Rico  territorial  government  might  re- 
sult in  the  premature  admission  of  the 
island  to  statehood,  Mr.  Carroll  urged 
that  the  investure  of  statehood  is 
wholly  within  congressional  control. 
He  cites  the  fact  that  within  ten  years 
only  one  state  has  been  created,  that 
New  Mexico  has  been  a  territory  for 
nearly  fifty  years,  Arizona  for  thirty- 
seven  and  that,  although  Oklahoma  ha:s 
a  splendid  case  it  will  be  kept  waiting 
for  a  while.  He  therefore  concluded 
that  the  statehood  that  has  been  de- 
nied New  Mexico  and  Arizona  for  so 
many  years  will  not  be  prematurely  or 
improvidently  granted  to  Porto  Rico 
and  in  this  he  is  undoubtedly  correct. 

It  is  absurd  to  assert,  as  do  the  ad- 
vocates of  this  tariff  bill,  that  a  liberal 
policy  toward  Porto  Cuba  will  injure 
American  trade  in  certain  lines.  The 
chief  industry  of  the  Porto  Ricans  is 
agriculture,  and  it  is  impossible  for 
them  to  preserve  that  industry  unless 
they  have  a  free  market  somewhere 
for  their  sugar,  tobacco  and  fruits. 
The  ports  of  Spain,  their  former  mar- 
ket, are  now  closed  to  them,  and  it  is 
but  simple  justice  that  they  should  be 
allowed  to  trade  freely  with  the  other 
sections  of   the   United   States. 


The  record  made  by  Du- 
Avtiritu  of  luth  in  the  way  of  reil 
Duluth  Meal  estate  transfers  during 
KHtate.  the  month  of  January 
furnishes  striking  evi- 
flence  of  the  revival  of  activity  in  realty 
in  this  city.  The  figures  for  the  leading 
cities  of  the  country  last  month  show  that 
the  Duluth  transfers  were  greater  thin 
those  of  any  other  city,  except  New  York, 
Chicago  and  Buffalo,  and  Duluth  ran  a 
close  race  with  Buffalo  for  third  i>lace  on 
the  list.  As  compared  with  a  year.  L>u- 
luths  transfers  show  a  gain  of  tS4  p^?r 
cent.  They  were  more  than  three  linivs 
greater  than  those  of  Minneapolis  and  St. 
I'aul  combined,  and  were  $ltJ4,0i)O  greater 
than  even  those  of  St.  I.,ouis.  Commenting 
on  this  splendid  showing,  the  American 
Land  and  Title  Register  says:  "Duluth 
real  estate  has  value.  The  last  three 
months  has  proven  this  stat.ement  coii<^ 
clusively.

In  1890,  when  Justice  Brewer  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States,  President  Harrison  pro- 
moted Judge  Caldwell  to  the  circuit 
bench  upon  the  earnest  recommendation 
of  Powell  Clayton,  Richard  C.  Kerens 
and  other  Republican  politicians  of  the 
Southwest.  There  was  a  good  deal  of 
objection  because  of  his  views.  He  was 
charged  with  a  tendency  to  Populism 
and  socialism,  but  Gen.  Clayton  sent  to 
Arkansas  fcr  copies  of  the  opinions  he 
had  delivered.  Justice  Brewer  vouched 
for  his  orthodoxy,  and  Richard  C. 
Kerens  for  his  Republicanism.  Shortly 
after  his  elevation  to  the  circuit  bench 
he  delivered  some  decisions  which  at- 
tracted the  attention  and  made  him  the 
idol  of  the  Populist  and  labgr  element  in 
the  West.  He  holds  radical  views  as  to 
the  rights  of  organized  labor,  and  the 
labor  unions,  claim  him  as  the  strongest 
and  most  sympathetic  friend  they  have 
on  the  bench.  Some  of  his  decisions 
have  been  equally  satisfactory  to  the 
Populists.  Judge  Caldwell  is  a  man  of 
line  appearance,  commanding  figure,  un- 
blemished reputation  and  unquestioned 
ability.

Water  and  Light  Board  Con- 
sidering Introduction  of 
Coal  Gas. 


COST  WOULD  BE  LESS 


Oil  Is  Rising  In  Price  Making 

Gas  Manufacture  More 

Expensive. 


.\  complete  ciiange  in  the  method  of 
generating  gas  is  contemplated  by  the 
board  of  water  and  light  cominissioneis. 
At  present  the  water  gas  generating 
system  is  installed  in  the  city's  plant, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  install  a  radical 
and  complete  change  by  makin.g  gas 
out  of  coal.  Figuring  on  the  present 
high  price  of  coal  and  the  past  low  price 
L,f  oil,  it  is  estimated  that  the  change 
will  save  the  city  $10,000  a  year. 

At  present  very  little  can  be  said  re- 
garding the  praposed  change.  It  was 
learned  today  that  Manager  L.  N.  Case 
called  the  attention  of  the  Iward  of 
water  and  light  commissioners  to  its 
advi-sability  some  time  ago,  and  at  a 
meeting  held  yesterday  afternoon  Mr. 
L'ase  was  instructed  to  make  a  thorough 
investigation  and  report. 

Mr.  Case  recently  sent  a  ommuniea- 
tion  to  the  board  saying  that  coal  gas 
would  be  preferable  to  the  present 
water  gas.  as  it  could  be  >generated  .0 
much  cheaper.  T&ie  price  of  oil  has 
been  steadily  advancing  since  last  sum- 
mer, and  from  present  indications  will 
not  again  reach  the  price  of  2. 85, cents 
a  gallon,  for  which  it  could  be  bought 
at  that  time.  In  October  the  water  and 
light  department  made  a  contract  for 
oil  for  a  year  at  4.7  cents  a  gallon,  and 
a  few  months  later,  when  a  prominent 
Wisconsin  company  made  a  contract  it 
had  to  pay  .-i.es  cents  a  gallon.  Tiie 
price  will  probably  reach  6M:  cents  in  \.\\c 
very  near  future,  and  at  this  rate  the 
water  gas  would  be  an  expensive  lux- 
ury. At  present  the  city  plant  require-- 
4V^  gallons  of  oil  for  every  1000  feet  of 
gas,  or  about  450  gallons  a  day.  An  ad- 
vance of  2  cents  a  gallon,  which  would 
probably  have  to  be  paid  when  the  pres- 
ent contract  expires,  would  mean  an  ad- 
ditional expen.se  of  $9  a  day. 

Mr.  Case,  in  investigating  the  mattei. 
fiund  that,  according  to  the  rniieu 
States  geological  survey  of  last  year. 
9500  feet  of  gas  could  be  generated  froni 
a  ton  of  coal.  The  estimated  cost  if 
coal  gas  per  1000  feet  was  about  40  cent:-, 
with  coal  at  its  present  high  price  of  $4.r.'1 
a  ton.  The  .sale  of  the  bi-pr  iducts  <  f 
coal  gas  tcoal  tar,  coke  and  ammonia) 
would  bring  the  plant  about  21  cents  fo;- 
every  1000  feet  of  gas  manufactured, 
making  the  cost  of  manufacturing  c^al 
gas  a  little  under  20  cents.  Under  the 
present  conditions  it  is  costing  the  cit..- 
.35  cents  ner  1000  feet  to  manufacture 
gas,  and  with  tCie  expected  raise  in  the 
price  of  cial  next  year,  it  would  un- 
doubtedly  be  much  more. 

Hence  Mr.  Case  and  the  commission- 
erM  figure  that  it  will  cost  15  cents  less 
IH-r  1000  feet  to  manufacture  coal  gas  al 
tl\e  present  high  price  of  coal  than  it 
does  to  manufacture  water  gas  at  th- 
present  low  price  of  oil.  The  savm'j: 
would  amount  to  $15  a  day,  which  would 
mean  a  saving  of  ?5275  a  year.  With  th" 
price  of  oil  going  2  cents  higher  by  the 
lime  ttie  next  contract  is  made,  the  coal 
gas  generator  would  .save  nearly  $25  a 
day.  or  enough  in  one  year  to  pay  f  ir 
making  the  change  in  system,  w  hich  has 
lieen  roughlv  estimated  at  a  maximun; 
i.f  SI 0,000. 

Mr.  Case  says  that  he  has  everv  as- 
surance, d"  a  ready  sale  for  the  bi-p!' 
ducts  of  such  a  plant.  Tme  tar  wool  I 
tun  11  1-:!  giillons  tf>  th.>  ton,  and  fin  I  ■ 
r  ready  market  any  place  and  at  any 
timt>  of  the  year.  An  expert  on  coal  gas 
•  issured  liim  that  50  per  cent  of  the  coal 
put  into  tCie  furnates  will  bo  taken  out 
in  eoke,  which  during  the  past  year  has 
.sold  till  over  the  Northwest  for  $4.1S  a 
t  m.  The  ammonia  would  run  in  a  mucli 
smdler  quantity,  but  would  undoubted- 
ly find  a  quick  sale  at  a  good  price. 

The  board  of  water  and  light  com- 
missioners has  instructed  Mr.  Case  Lo 
make  a  thorough  investigation  of  th" 
proposed  change,  and  he  will  shortly 
visit  St.  Paul  and  Minneatiolis,  wliere 
the  c  lal  gas  system  is  largely  in  u.se.

BRIDGE  COMPANY'S  TAXES. 

Judge  Ensign  Files  Kis  Findings  In 
the  Matter. 

Judge  Kiisign's  linding?  in  the  matter 
of  the  personal  property  taxes  for  the 
Duluth-Superior  Bridge  company  for 
1S08  were  filed  in  district  court  this 
morning,  and  they  are  a  victory  for 
both  sides,  in  a  way.  The  amount  of 
the  tax  has  been  scaled  down  from 
.<3512.50  to  $1428.  but  on  the  other  hand 
the  effort  of  the  bridge  company  to  gei 
out  of  paying  taxes  to  the  county  at 
all  was  defeated.  It  claimed  that  it 
was  built  iirimarily  for  railroad  pur- 
poses, and  that  the  u.se  of  the  bri  Ig" 
oy  the  public  was  only  incidental,  and 
that  therefore  it  should  pay  a  tax  on 
its  gross  earnings  to  the  state  instead 
of  a  personal  property  tax  to  the 
county.  Judge  Ensign  ruled  agciin^t 
the  compan.v  on  this  |>oint.  He  decided. 
iiowever,  that  the  valuation  of  $10it.0iXt 
leprcsenled  both  sides  of  the  bridge, 
whereas  this  county  has  a  right  to  tax 
only  the  part  that  is  in  this  state.  He 
found  the  value  of  the  Minnesota  side 
of  the  bridge  to  be  $50,000.  decided  that 
the  franchise  was  not  properly  taxed 
and  lixed  the  amount  of  taxes  due  as 
above.

The  right  to  contest 
on  the  grounds  of  errors  in  the  count 
was  .1  personal  iirivilege.  not  :t  public 
mattt/,  and  he  had  waived  it  by  apinov- 
in.y  the  lesolution.  He  had  the  option 
to  approve  the  resolution  or  to  refuse  10 
do  so.  The  theory  of  the  contestee  iii 
this  was  that  the  contestant  could  not. 
as  an  individual,  attack  his  own  action 
as  a  iiulilic  offer. 

.ludge  Ml  f-r  rose  to  reply  to  ttiis  ar.gu- 
leenl.  but  Judge  Dibell  luled  uu  it  with- 
out argument,  saying  that  he  would  not 
hold  that  the  mayor  had  estopped  him- 
sr-lf  from  contesting.  That  Uft  i.othin.g 
but  the  appointment  of  comniis.sioneis 
and  the  arrangement  of  the  manner  in 
whicli  the  recount  is  to  be  had. 

Mr.  Davis  suggested  that  it  bo  made 
entirely  under  the  direction  of  the  court, 
lathei  than  at  the  city  hall,  as  the 
mayor  controls  the  police  'iroteclion 
there.  He  said  he  did  rot  intend  to  re- 
flect en  the  mayor  at  all  in  that  sugges- 
tion, but  it  placed  him  in  a  delicate  sit- 
uation, and  he  made  the  suggestion  out 
of  regard  for  the  mayor.  At  wiiieh  toe 
ipayor.  who  was  present,  smiled  broadly 
an(l  winked  his  other  eye. 

Judge  Moer  said  that  he  had  roughly 
sketched  an  order  along  the  lines  sug- 
gested by  Mr.  Davies.  except  that  :'. 
permitted  the  parties  and  their  attorneys 
to  be  jirt-sent,  and  they  could  undoubt- 
edly agree  upon  its  form.  Judge  Dibeli 
left  that  to  them  lo  agree  upon,  and  put 
the  signing  off  to  the  afternoon  to  await 
the  selection  of  the  commission- -rs.  The 
selection  of  the  lirst  two  was  siinple. 
Judge  Moer  said  litat  the  conte.-tant  se- 
lected Chillies  E.  Shannon,  and  Mr. 
Davis  saiil  that  the  contestee  selected 
William  (;ett> .  The  third  was  to  be  se- 
lected by  these  two  this  afternoon. 

The  charter  matl<r  was  then  l.iken  ui> 
and  John  A.  Keyes  appeared  in  behalf  of 
John  I '.oyer,  who  had  i)Ut  in  an  answer 
as  contestee.  He  asked  leave  to  hav.' 
the  notice  of  appeal  and  the  contest  set 
aside,  and  Judge  Dilicll  r>r'Jniptly  de- 
nied the  motion.  Henry  F.  Greene  ap- 
peared for  L.  J.  Hopkins,  the  contestant, 
and  he  .said  that  while  there  might  bo 
some  d' ubi  as  to  whether  John  Boyer 
was  a  party  in  interest,  he  would  con- 
sent to  the  appearance  of  his  attorU'-y. 
as  he  wanted  the  whole  matter  orought 
out,  and  the  charter  declared  carried,  if 
it  was  carried,  and  not  otherwise.  Thi 
matter  of  the  appointment  of  commis- 
sioners was  put  over  to  this  afternoon 
to  ste  if  it  could  be  agreed  that  the 
same  commissioners  fhould  make  th'.. 
charier  recount  that  are  to  ma'ite  the  re- 
count on  the  mayoralty  contest. 

The  notice  of  L.  J.  Hopkins'  contest 
was  filed  this  morning.  It  contests  on

this  indecorous  means  of  publishing 
the  loss  of  one  i)Oth  near  and  dear,  but 
the  well-dressed  man  and  gentleman 
must  array  himself  from  top  to  toe  in 
the  prop  M*  irappin»  and  suit  of  woe. 
or  make  no  pretensions  at  mourning 
dress  at  all. 

Tlio  complete  outfit  for  the  individual 
who  has  <>s:  a  near  relative,  a  parent, 
child,  sister  or  brother  or  wife,  is  for 
busine.^s  hours  and  for  th«?  morning  a 
fu!!  .'^iiit  of  the  ri>ughesl  wool  in  black. 
I  he  sack  coat,  trousers  and  waistcoat 
all  from  the  one  piece  <>f  goods.  With 
this  white  linen  and  a  dull  black  silk 
tie  in  which  no  i)in  appearis.  As  the 
waist  coal  buttons  high  and  the  cra- 
vat spreads  its  folds  amply,  no  bit  of 
linen,  .save  the  collar  and  cuffs  appear, 
st»  that  the  shirt  Ixisom.  stiiped  or 
sprigged  I'r  dotted  with  'Uack.  about 
which  there  is  always  an  unpleasant 
to:nl>st<>ny  sug.g^-stion.  is  wisely  and 
thoroughly  blotted  out  of  sight  and 
tise. 

Varnished  l>oots  aie  not  permitted  with 
this  costume,  a  dull  calf  or  Dongola, 
with  black  cloth  spats  taking  natural 
precedence  of  any  "ther  type  of  foot- 
wear.

The  iiandkei  chief  linen  should  not  be 
hemstitched  in  black  and  many  men 
ridicule  the  notion,  and  Aith  justifica- 
tion, that  it  is  neci»ssary,  manly  wr 
se?mly  to  carry  with  mourning  dre^s 
othe!-  than  a  purely  white  mociioii-. 

A  small  liristol  board  slip,  lightly  bor- 
dered with  black  and  liearing  the  name 
in  heavy  black  letters  or  in  old  Kng- 
lish  i.s  the  carte  de  visie  of  the  gentle- 
man suffering  a  bereavement,  and  bill 
folder  card  case  and  cigarette  holder 
should  )espectively  be  made,  the  two 
first  of  black  seal,  the  lattei-  of  gun 
metal  with  the  initials  thereon  lightly 
chased   in  gold. 


NO  DIVORCES  AMONG 

WOMAN  SUFFRAGISTS.

li;ul    he    carefuU.V    inVeSlJKateil    rlie    l".lit.- 

Cardinal  Gibbon-s  would  hardly  liave  made 
the  statement  he  did  oiHeriiing  woman's 
rights  leaders.  He  has  clas.-sified  together 
the  leaders  of  society  and  wo-man'.--  rigbty 
and  united  them  in  a  c-iimmon  enmity 
to  the  home.  Soc-iety  leaders  have  rarely 
been  f'>iin<l  on  the  sidc»  of  women's  ri^lus. 
but  instead  are  generally  warm  siippori- 
ers  of  the  cardinal's  position.  Several  lead- 
ers of  the  anti-wonian-sutt'rage  movement 
are  wc»men  famed  for  their  wealth  and 
soelal  position,  and  if  the  society  woman 
pure  anci  simjile  is  io  be  reckoned  as  the 
all.v  of  either  side  she  certainly  shoidd  be 
ranked  with  the  opponents  of  woman's 
'ights. 

It  Is  true  divorces  have  increased  great- 
ly of  late  years,  but  the  increase  has  not 
lomt'  thrC)iiKh  the  la'oors  of  woman's 
rights  leaders,  but  because  of  th^  dccrea.''e 
of  public  condemnation  of  divorce.  Tiie 
BtalisticjJ  of  divorce  courts  Uemon.-traie 
thai  the  conduct  of  men,  and  not  that  of 
women,  is  responsible  for  a  large  ma.i.'riiy 
of  (llvorces.  diunkenness,  non-suppLiri  ami 
infidelity  being  the  u.^^ual  cau.ses.  Not  a 
sinnle  divorce  has  In-en  recorded  by  a 
woman  prominent  in  suffrage  work.  In- 
stead, basing  mv  testimony  upon  a  i>er- 
sojial  accpiainiaiice  with  the  home  lite  of 
hundreds  of  suffrage  women,  I  give  it  a.- 
m.v    earnest    convlc-tion    that    our    country 


aftords  lio  l-.appier,  holit^r  or  more  exalied 
home  lite  than  is  to  be  wound  in  suffrage 
families. 

The  cardinal.  like  many  a  man  of  less 
forosisht,  has  fail'-d  to  jverceive  the  great 
truth  underlying  the  woman's  riKhis 
movement.  W'c-  hold  that  a  woman  is  a 
human  beinp.  and  as  suc'n  is  responsiiile 
to  Ood  and  not  to  men  or  any  individual 
man  fcjr  the  condncl  of  her  life.  'VVe  hold, 
therefore,  that  the  development  cjf  every 
talent  and  tldlity  with  which  nature  has 
endoweil  her  is  in  i)erfect  harmony  with 
God's  will.  We  hold  ab'o  thai  i^ver.v  artiii- 
cial  restriction  of  libt-rt.v  which  stunts  her 
growth  and  development  is  In  oi'position 
to  God  and  nature.  As  Wendell  Phillips 
Said:  "Has  tJocl  ma<le  woman  cap;ible— 
morally,  Iniellectually  and  physically— 
of  takitig  this  part  in  htunan  affairs?  Xben 
what  c;u<l  ni;ide  her  able  to  do  it  is  s'ront; 
arynment  that  lie  intended  she  should  do.  ' 

Instead  of  giving  no  eonslderatlun  to 
the  dutlfs  and  reoponsibllilies  of  womea. 
the  whole  motive  of  the  woman's  rigiu 
moveme:it  has  been  the  desire  to  impres.^ 
upon  woni'.n  and  society  that  women 
have  no  right  to  bo  exempted  from  the 
duties  which  belong  lo  free,  rational  be- 
ings, and  that  they  are  not  living  ijp  to 
the  true  responsibilities  of  life  when  tiiey 
occupy  positions  of  dependents  in  tlie 
home,*  in   the   church  and   in   the  state. 


RESPONSIBILITIES  OF 

PRISONERS  OF  WAR. 


Whai  are  i!n-  re.-iioa.>ibiliiies  owed  ii.v 
•  aptor  to  captive'.' 

It  is  clearly  laid  down  bv  all  authorities 
on  military  law.  says  Pearson's  Magazine 
for  March,  that  consideration  is  always  to 
be  shown  the  honorable  enemy  in  the  pain- 
ful ixjsition  of  prisoner.  He  "is  to  lie  well 
fed,  well  cl.ithed,  well  sin  Itered— if  he  is 
wounded,  care  is  to  Ik-  ^jiveii  him.  second 
only  to  the  care  accorded  the  captor's  own 
wounded. 

The  prisoners  in  a  besieged  town  must 
take  their  chances  of  suff>'ring  undei  the 
ent'my's  attack,  although  their  captors  are 
exiK-cied  to  take  every  caution  to  protect 
them  as  far  as  possible. 

Only  sutticient  restraint  should  be  placed 
on  prisoners  of  war  to  prevent  them  takin;^ 
furth«T  i>urt  in  the  fighting.  In  order  that 
They  ma.v  be  safel.v  liuarded  with  \h^^  least 
tT'iuble.  it  may  be  necesary  to  keep  the 
jirisoners  in  jails,  or  to  narrowly  c-on!i;ie 
llicm  in  other  wa.vs.  such  as  placinR  them, 
us  the  liritish  have  placed  Boer  prisoners, 
on  prison  ships,  from  which  they  are  not 
likel.v  to  escape. 

Prisoners  cannot  be  compelled  to  assist 
in  military  operations.  There  are  many 
other  ways,  howevt  r.  in  which  they  may 
be  emplo.ved  le;;lt imately.  and  any  money 
they  ran  earn  by  work  is  placed  to  their 
credit,  after  th'ir  board  has  been  dtduded. 
()n>-  of  the  regulations  laid  down   for  tin- 


Botr  iiiisoiiers  on  lile  i'enelope  was  to  tlif 
effect  that  they  must  keep  their  own  quar- 
it-rs  clean— scrub  the  decks,  make  itu-ii 
own  beds.  and.  in  fact,  do  the  duties  al- 
ways rec|uired  on  shipboard  from  seamen 
ancI  troojis.  In  this  case,  no  other  work  of 
any  kind  was  reiiuired  of  them. 

Since  prisoners  of  war  come  under  the 
military  law  of  their  captors,  if  they  re- 
fuse to  obe.v  orders  they  are  liable  to  f>i- 
punished  for  their  breacn  of  discipline. 

Acc.)rding  to  the  c-ustoms  of  war.  a  pris- 
oner rna.v  give  as  much  false  iiif(jrmation 
as  he  |)leuses.  and  .vet  cannot  be  punished— 
he  may  refuse  to  give  any  information 
with  regard  to  his  own  forces,  and  still  h<- 
must  not  be  ill-treit<d.  The  torture  of 
prisoners  is  a  barbarism. 

A  prisoner  of  war  may  always  attempt 
to  esciipe.  provided  that  he  has  noi  pledj^e  I 
himself  not  to  do  so.  When  he  dashes  for 
liberty,  he  may  be  killed  in  any  w;>y -in- 
deed, it  is  impressed  upon  men  guai'din,; 
pri.-ioners  that  they  are  to  shoot  as  scjon 
as  flight  is  detecteil.  It  is  nc»  crime  to  at- 
tempt to  escape-.  If  the  prisoner  is  retaken 
he  is  not  punishid.  but  only  to  be  better 
secured  in  the  future. 

Self-security  is  the  first  law  of  the  con- 
cpieror— any  means  justify  this  end.  A  gen- 
eril  rising  of  iiri.soners  rna.r  In-  punisht  .1 
with  whole.'iale  execution,  and  no  offi'iiS'' 
comtnitted  aKainst   the  rules  of  war.

They  will  be  able 
to  get  their  meals  on  tho  car  or  on  the 
train,  as  the  case  may  lie,  and  be  ind'-  - 
pendent  of  home  ciX'king. 

The  street  car  companies  in  Chicagi 
are  not  restricted,  as  they  are  in  New 
York,  and  ate  allowed  to  run  as  many 
cars  as  they  like  behind  the  grip  or 
motor  car.  Three-car  trains  are  the 
u>ual   thing. 

Ti:':-:  fact  has  i)een  taken  advantage  lif 
by  a  Chicago  company,  which  his  st - 
cored  fi\>Ai  the  iiant-'portation  oir- 
ranies  a  iiermit  ''or  lii-e  operation  of 
regular  dinin.g  and  buffet  cars  lor  n^e 
on  the  surface-  roads  as  well  as  the  ele- 
vated structures. 

The  cars,  some  of  which  are  already 
in  operation,  follow  the  plan  of  Pullman 
lait'fci  >:ars  ch  sely.  Any  one  who  in 
traveling  a  long  discanc-e  and  has  time 
to  have  a  mejil  cooked  for  him  can  sit 
down  to  a  tal>le  and  take  a  leisurely 
meal.  In  the  same  v.ay  the  clerk,  who 
has  only  a  twenty-minute  ride  to  his 
place  of  business,  can  sit  up  to  a  regular 
lunch  counter  and  consume  a  quick-fire 
lunch  as  he  travels. 

"It  is  a  thoroughly  feasible  scheme," 
said  Mr.  Vogel.sang.  one  of  the  promcjt- 
ers,  "and  is  in  keeping  with  the  progress 
of  Chicago  and  the  times.  A  company

Messrs.  Morgan,  ■\'ogelsang  and  Her- 
mann .say  they  have  devised  a  plan 
which  will  do  away  with  man.v  annoy- 
ances which  attend  the  man  who  lives 
far  out  in  his  efforts  to  reach  his  down- 
town place  of  business  according  to 
schedule. 

The  dining  car  trailer  will  be  fully 
equipped  with  the  conveniences  of  a 
modern  Pullman  buffet.  Fashionable 
luncheons,  cigars,  liquors  and  current 
periodicals  will  be  provided,  and  it  may 
be  deemed  advisable  to  equip  .«ome  of 
the  cable  trains  with  up-to-date  sleeping 
l>erths,  which  may  Ine  used  for  repose  b.v 
passengers  who  are  delayed  by  the  acci- 
dents which  frequently  occur.  Dining 
tables  will  be  spiked  to  the  floor  of  the 
iiuffet  car.  and  althou.gh  some  unplea- 
santness may  be  occasioned  by  the  sud- 
den jei-king  of  fhe  train  when  the  guests 
are  sampling  their  coffee  or  other  bev- 
erages, the  economy  of  time  furnished 
by  the  proposed  innovation,  it  is  hoped, 
will  induce  the  pui)lic  to  put  up  with  a 
few  inconveniences.

Woman^s  Suffrage  Association  Held  Most 

Successful  Meeting  In  Its  History — 

Retirement  of  Miss  Anthony* 

Congress  of  the  National  Society  of  Daugh- 
ters of  the  American  Revolution* 


Washington,  Fell.  21.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Our  national  capital  is  the 
place  par  excellence  for  conventions. 
The  meeting  last  week  of  the  National 
American  Woman's  Suffrage  association 
was  one  of  the  most  noted  and  success- 
ful in  its  history.  It  was  a  typical  body 
of  tne  strongest  and  brainiest  women  of 
our  land,  a  body  in  many  respects  to  be 
proud  cf,  unusually  cultured  and  bril- 
liant, thcugh  many  past  the  mt^ridian  of 
life.  Their  great  leader.  Miss  Anthony, 
loi  ked  scarcely  a  year  older  than  when 
we  had  the  pleasure,  some  years  ago,  of 
sec  ing  her  in  Duluth.  However,  since  she 
has  reached  the  allotted  age  of  man.  she 
deemed  it  time  to  retitv.  She  was  proud 
and  gratified  that  her  mantle  fell  on  her 
chcice  of  a  leader.  Mrs.  Catt  has  been 
Miss  --Anthony's  co-worker  and,  of  late 
years,  lias  been  connected  with  nearly 
every  important  victory  the  cause  has 
won.  And.  as  Miss  Anthiuiy  expressed 
it:  "She  had  been  her  "nght-hand 
bower'  for  sii  many  yeais." 

It  is  useless  for  me  to  give  details  of 
the  work  of  the  convention,  since  the 
telegraphic  columns  have  supiilied  you 
V  ith  it,  and  it  has  now  become  a  matter 
of  history.  However,  a  lev.-  remark.'^ 
heard  by  the  wayside  may  ije  of  interest 
to  our  thinking  women.  Mrs.  Lillie 
Devreux  i;lake  was  the  only  formidable 
candidate  against  Mrs.  Catt.  but  before 
tho  convention  was  half  over  she  realiz  ^d 
that  affairs  were  not  going  her  way,  and 
in  the  last  day  of  the  con.gress,  in  a 
neatly  turned  speech,  withdrew  her 
name  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Catt.  Mrs.  Blak.> 
has  many  warm  admirers,  and  has  been 
ass(,Hiated  with  the  suffrage  movement 
since  its  inception,  but  many  knowing 
ones  say  that  she  is  not  fitted  for  the 
|)ositic;n.  She  is  said  to  be  a  born  poli- 
tician, and  a  prejudiced  one  at  that,  and 
Would  si><in  have  the  weunen  iti  a  tur- 
iTiv>il  if  they  did  not  go  her  waj .  Where- 
as, Mrs.  Catt  is  a  thormighly  conserva- 
tive, well-balanced  wom.an  and  a  born 
leader,  without  personal  ambition  or  the 
thir.^'.t  for  notoriety.  She  is  ilescribed  as 
■•an  ideal  woman,"  and  "the  right  wo- 
man in  the  right  place." 
*    «    *    , 

Manj-  men  visited  the  sessions  durin.rr 
the  convention,  and  were  pleased  with 
the  manner  the  women  conducted 
affairs,  and  had  their  ejes  opened  i  y  the 
linc-sse  of  the  skilled  women-parliamen- 
taiians.  As  one  clevei'  and  refined  suf- 
fragist said  to  me:  "ii  we  <>->uld  only 
keep  our  conservative  and  best  women 
to  the  front,  and  not  have  one  of  those 
self-seeking  meddlers  undo  our  good 
\\  ork,  the  cause  of  women  would  soon 
find  friends  in  the  eyes  and  minds  of 
men.  Yet,  the  ugly  work  of  one  selfish 
meddler  will  undo  the  good  of  100 
tarnest  women."  A  friend,  who  was  an 
enlooker.  remarked  "that  for  her  i>art 
she  neither  favored  nor  condemned  the 
woman  suffrage  sentiment,  yet  the  only 
objection  in  her  mind  to  the  gaining  of 
the  franchise  for  v.omen  was  that  it 
wGuld  force  all  women  to  vote,  whether 
they  cared  for  it  or  not,  otherwise  the 
affairs  of  the  natiun  woulu  get  into  th'- 
hands  of  a  few  unscrupulous  women, 
and  woe  to  the  political  as  well  as  the 
social  fabrics."  Here  a  clever  little 
Kansas  woman  chimed  in:  "That  no 
one  need  feel  forced  to  vote  at  every 
election;  that  v.hen  a  clean  tii-ket  wa:-' 
in  the  field,  but  when  unsoimd  men  and 
methods  were  to  be  forced  upon  the 
1  ublic.  every  woman  should  then  feel  it 
a  i>rivile.ge  to  register  her  name,  to  vot<- 
and  exert  all  her  energies  against  them, 
and  in  this  way  w-omen  could  hold  the 
I'.jiiance  of  inwer  to  do  good  in  j);>litics." 
This  shows  how  necessary  it  is  for  wo- 
men to  cultivate  independence  of 
thought.  The.v  must  not  absorb  the 
ideas  of  the  head  of  the  family,  and 
ptrtake  entirely  of  their  sentiments,  nor 
must  the.v  allow,  prejudice  to  govern 
them.  Much  is  expected  of  the  thinking 
women  of  the  new  century,  and  she 
must  cultivate  judgment  and  rational 
thought  in  all  vital  questions.

The  papers  read  at  the  evening  ses- 
sions of  the  c>^nvcntlon  were  many  of 
them  brilliant  and  clever  arguments  fer 
the  cause  of  women,  and  many  of  the 
short  speeches  made  by  members  were 
worthy  of  the  distinguished  statesmen 
in  the  halls  of  congress.  Rev.  Anna 
Shaw  was  one  if  the  prominent  officers 
for  whom  every  one  has  a  good  word. 
ft.  is  saici  that  had  she  desired  her  name 
to  be  u.sed  as  one  of  tlie  nominees  for 
the  office  of  president.  Mrs.  Catt  would 
have  been  forced  to  look  sharply  to  her 
laurels,  for  there  is  no  one  amonj^  them 
more  popular.  It  would  have  been  a 
friendly  contest,  however,  since  the 
"laughing-eyed  little  minister"  and  the 
co-worker  of  Miss  Anthony  are  bosom 
friends.  Mrs.  Mary  W^right  Sewel!. 
president  of  the  International  Council  of 
Women,  was  one  of  the  interesting  per- 
sonalities am<«ng  the  delegates.  She  is 
successor  to  Lady  Aberdeen,  and  is  a 
brilliant  and  forceful  speaker.  Mrs. 
Laura  Clay,  of  Kentucky;  Mrs.  Cath- 
arine Waugh  McCulloch,  of  Illinois; 
Mrs.  Harriet  Taylor  Upton,  of  Indiana: 
Mrs.  Mary  C.  C.  Hu.ssey:  Miss  Rachel 
Foster  Avery,  "little  Rachel,"  as  Miss 
Anthony  calls  her,  since  she  stands  fully 
six  feet  in  her  stockings; A.  Imogene 
Paul,  superintendent  of  the  street  clean-

Th'3  farewe'i  to  tneir  great  leader  was 
a  most  touching  scene,  for  when  Miss 
Anthony  said  her  words  of  good-bye  the 
audience  was  moved  to  tears.  Dunns 
this  trjing  ordeal  Miss  Anthony  looked 
a  shade  paler  and  more  attenuated  in 
feature  than  before,  yet  she  grew  calm, 
clever  and  convincing  as  si.'ie  gained  ner 
composure,  and  she  showed  virile 
strength  that  will  last  yet  for  many 
years.  The  announcement  by  Miss  An- 
thony that  she  would  retire,  with  the 
society  entirely  out  of  debt,  was  a  great 
but  welcome  surprise  to  many,  and  that 
.IJIO.OOO  more  had  been  pledged  for  the 
expenses  of  the  coming  year,  which  was 
beyond  ttie  expectations  of  the  most 
optimistic,  members.  Miss  Anthony 
holds  the  key  to  success  in  all  things — 
tenacity  of  purpose — that  faith  "that  all 

things  come  to  those  who  wait.

Right  at  the  heels  of  the  suffragists 
follows  the  congress  of  the  national  so- 
ciety of  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution.  They,  too,  will  hold  three 
sessions  daily  throughout.  Dare  I  say 
that  the  difference  in  the  appearance  if 
the  two  bodies  of  women  is  very  marked. 
With  a  few  exceptions  the  gowns  of  the 
"suffragists"  were  plain,  and  many  par- 
took of  the  eccentric  in  style,  while  the 
nument   of    the    "Daughters"    was    not 

equalled  by  Solomon  in  all  his  glory.

During  the  week  a  number  of  patriotic 
addresses  will  be  made  by  n  ited  men, 
a  reception  will  be  held  at  the  White 
House  by  President  McKinley  to  meet 
the  daugSiters,  while  another  will  be  held 
at  the  Corcoran  Art  galler.v  for  a  private 
view  of  the  treasures,  and  many  after- 
noon teas  in  honor  of  the  visiting  dele- 
gates will  constitute  the  pleasure  pro- 
gram. The  work  on  hand  will  be  the 
election  of  offlcers,  the  question  of  the 
future  publication  of  the  Lineage  Book, 
the  continuation  of  tho  magazine  as  the 
official  organ  of  the  society,  amendments 
to  the  constitution  and  many  minor 
questions.  A  large  number  of  the 
members  desire  the  m-)ney  that  is  used 
for  the  Magazine  and  Lineage  Book  So 
go  to  the  fund  for  the  erection  of  the 
Continental  hall,  while  others  declare 
that  will  be  unjust  to  posterity,  since 
the  records  should  be  preserved  even  at 
a  great  cost  to  the  society.  Only  the 
vice  presidents  general  will  be  elected 
this  year.  This  being  the  third  day  of 
the  cxinvention,  most  of  the  preliminary 
work  has  passed.  The  credentials  of  offi- 
cers and  delegates  have  been  passed 
upon,  reports  of  state  regents  and  sub- 
icommittee-3  have  been  handed  in  and 
approved.  Only  two  controversies  were 
revived,  that  of  the  new  and  old  chapter 
of  -'Independence  hall,"  in  Philadelphia, 
and  the  controversy  at  Monmouth,  111., 
over  the  division  in  the  "Warren  chap- 
ter." but  it  is  hoped  that  but  little 
trouble  will  arise  from  them.  One  of 
the  interesting  features  of  Tuesday's 
session  wasi  the  presentation  of  hand- 
.somely  engraved  certificates  to  928 
nurses  who  served  in  the  war  with  Spain 
under  the  auspices  of  the  society.  The 
address  of  the  president  was  brilliant 
and  exhaustive  of  the  good  done  by  th»» 
society,  and  the  reiiorts  of  the  oflicers 
were  full  of  interest  t)  the  congress  and 
to  the  visitors  in  the  galleries. 

On  Tue^sday  the  various  state  regents 
called  private  meetings  to  plan  action 
for  the  congress.  The  Minnesota  meet- 
ing was  thoroughly-  harmcmlous  on  every 
point.  Owing  to  the  sudden  illness  of 
Mrs.  Ell  Torrenc^e,  state  regent  of  Min- 
nesota, Mrs.  Wade  was  requested  by  her 
to  act  in  her  place.  Mrs.  J.  B.  Beals,  of 
St.  Paul  chapter.  Mrs.  Foster  and  the 
Misses  Castle,  of  the  Distaff  chapter, 
Mrs.  Norton,  of  Minneapolis  chapter, 
and  Mrs.  Page  Morris,  who  represented 
the  DtLUghters  of  Liberty  chapter,  of 
Dulutb;  were  the  only  delegates  present. 
Owing  to  concerted  action  their  work 
■was  expeditious  and  satisfactory.  No 
name  was  placed  for  vice  president 
general  for  Minnesota.  Mrs.  Montfort, 
of  St.  Paul,  was  chosen  unanimously 
for  state  regent  of  Minnesota,  and  a 
telegram  was  immediately  sent  to  notify 
her  of  her  election,  while  one  was  also 
sent  to  Mrs.  ToiTence,  the  retiring  state 
regent,  thanking  her  for  her  former  ser- 
vices to  the  daughters.

bers  of  the  board  and  a  favored  few  who 
will  be  accordeil  the  privilege. 

It  is  asserted  that  any  restraint  of  the 
fi-ee  <lisseniination  of  the  rep<>rts  wtmid 
be  detrimental  to  puljlic  interest  and  in 
restraint  of  trade.  The  (uder  of  the 
ctiurt  was  issued  without  notice  t  j  the 
def»  ndants.

CZAR  WILL  BE  NEUTRAL 

Vetoes  Plan  to  Take  Advantage  of 
Great  Britain. 

London.  Feb.  24.— The  St.  Petersburg 
.orrespondent  of  the  Daily  Telegraph 
says 

"Gen.  Krapotkin,  minister  of  war.  who 

is  a  strong  lioer  sympathizer,  is  respon- 
sible for  the  i-eceut  luoveinenis  of  Rus- 
sian trottps.  He  failed  to  gain  the  ap- 
proval of  the  military  luthorities. 
whereupon  he  submitted  the  plan  to  the 
czar,  suggesting  thai  it  was  a  g.fod  time 
now  that  England  was  engaged  lor  Rus- 
sia to  gain  her  ends.  To  his  surprise  th;> 
czar  declined  to  give  his  ctmsent  to  any 
plan  for  utilizing  Creat  Rritains  difti- 
.ulties." 

His  majesty  said:  "It  is  my  intention 
to  maintain  the  strictest  neutrality 
during  the  war.  notwithstanding  the 
popular  sympathies  for  the  i{(>ers.  ' 
This  is  tantamount  to  a  victory  ftu-  th-- 
toiei.gn  offi(-e.  Count  Muravieff  was 
strongly  opposed  to  Ki'apotkin's  .scheme, 
whose  influence  is  considered  consider- 
ably shaken.

Roland  Mollnoux  Exprossod  a  Wish 
to  Bo  Eloctrocutod. 

Did  Roland  Burnham  Molineux  have 
a  vision  of  death  in  the  electric  chair 
as  long  ago  as  ISiiri? 

From  facts  a.<<certained  by  the  Her- 
ald recently  it  is  possible  that  siu-h 
m:iy  htive  l>een  the  <-ase,  for  rui  July  I 
of  that  year  he  made  this  remark  to 
Dr.  John  Wilson  Gibbs,  a  memner  of 
the  New  York  Athletic  club,  aay.s  the 
New   York  Herald. 

"When  [  die.  if  I  can  have  my  wish, 
it  shall  be  in  the  elei-tric  chair.  If  ii 
can  be  accomplished  without  disgrace 
and    infamy."  * 

In  view  t>f  Molineux's  conviction  on 
.Saturday  last  and  his  pending  sentence 
<m  Frida.v.  condemning  him  to  die  in 
the  electric  chair,  the  words  of  the 
murderer  seem  prophetic. 

Dr.  Gibbs  is  <me  of  the  best  known 
members  of  the  New  York  Athletic 
club.  He  lives  at  the  Hotel  Majestic, 
where  1  saw  him  recently.  The  Herald 
had  ascertained  that  Molineux  made 
the  remark  quoted  to  Dr.  Gibbs  on  the 
day  of  the  execution  of  Dr.  Roltert  W. 
Bu(-hanan  at  Sing  Sing  pri.son,  on  July 
1.  IS!*.'.,  for  the  murder  of  his  wife  at  No. 
266  West  Eleventh  street,  in  this  city, 
on  April  23,  1892. 

Dr.  Gibbs  was  one  of  the  physicians 
who,  with  a  number  of  others,  was  in- 
vited by  Warden  Sage  to  witness  the 
execution.       Dr.  (Jibbs  said  to  me: 

■".After  the  autopsy  on  the  body  of 
Ruchanan  various  parts  were  given  to 
the  doctors  present,  including  my.self.  I 
left  Sing  Sing  early  in  the  afternoon  for 
New  York,  proceeding  at  once  to  the 
New  York  Athletic  club,  which  at  that 
time  was  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  avenue 
and  Fifty-fifth  street. 

"Several  meinbers  of  the  dub  and 
visitors  were  there  when  I  arrived.  The 
specimens  were  in  a  bottle  contain- 
ing alcoh<d,  which  f  iila<-ed  on  a  table, 
not  thinking  that  il  winild  attrat-t  at- 
tention, and  a.  few  moments  later  I 
found  that  one  of  the  members  had 
picked  the  Itottle  up.  His  exclamation 
of  surprise  aroused  the  curiosity  of 
other  members,  and  it  was  only  a  little 
while  liefore  fifteen  or  twenty  others 
Were  gatehered  around.  All  were 
clamoring  to  know  what  the  Cfuitents 
reall.v  weie.  In  the  crowd  was  Ro- 
land R.  Molineux,  and  no  one  jn-esent 
was  more  greatly  interested  than  he. 

"He  wanted  to  know  all  the  details  of 
the  execution  which  had  taken  place 
only  a  few  hours  before,  and  asked 
how  Huchanana  had  acted  after  he  was 
first  placed  in  the  electric  chair,  and 
also  after  the  death  current  had  been 
turned  on.  I  told  him,  and  then  he 
wanted  to  know  how  long  it  look  for 
Ruchanan  to  die  and  the  amount  of 
suffering  which  I  oelieved  the  mur- 
derer had  under.gone. 

"l  was  then,  and  have  been  ever 
since,  an  earnest  advo<-ate  of  the  inflic- 
tion of  the  death  penalty  for  criminals 
by  means  of  elecfi  i(-iiy.  It  is  qui<-ker 
far  than  thought,  and.  I  firmly  believe, 
is  entirely  painless.  When  Molineux, 
theref(Ue.  asked  me  what  1  considereil 
the  most  painless  death  J  answered 
without  hesitation  thai  I  believed  there 
was  no  death  mote  painless  than  that 
by  electricity. 

"He  fidlowed  up  the  subject,  and  I 
assured  him  that,  sick  or  well,  when 
my  time  (-ame  t()  die.  l  wouhl  ask  no 
(juicker  n<u-  more  merciful  death  than 
that   by  electricity. 

"Then  it  was  that  Molineux  made  the 
observation  which  I  have  since  so  well 
remembered  and  which  has  l>een  re- 
called lo  my  mind  i)articiilarly  since 
Saturday,  when  il  was  de(-ided  that  he 
must  suffer  death  by  electricity.  'Well, 
when  my  time  (omes  lo  die,'  he  .S'aid, 
if  1  can  have  my  wish  it  shall  be  in  the 
electric  chair  if  it  can  be  accomplished 
without   disgrace  or  infamy.' 

"I  do  not,  of  cour.se,  believe  that  his 
expression  of  the  wish  that  he  might 
die  by  electricity  can  be  remotely  con- 
nected with  his  present  fate.  Personal- 
ly, I  liked  Molineux,  but  at  the  same 
time  1  believe  his  conviction  last  Sat- 
urday was  just,  and  that  the  sentence 
should  be  carried  out." 


REMARICABLE  SWORDS, 

Somo   Mado    For    Business,   and 
Othors  Only  For  Show. 

We  noli<-ed  with  legret  that  the  de- 
.scripiions  of  the  sword  of  h  »nor  recent- 
ly presented  to  the  sirdar,  though  they 
show  that  the  weapon  is  in  every  way 
perfect  and  splendid  value  for  the  100 
guineas  given  for  it,  contain  no  mention 
of  any  motto  or  inscripti  »n  havin,g  been 
engraved  thereon,  as  was  the  custom  of 
old,  says  Chambers'  Journal.  It  will  be 
recalled  that  each  of  the  tnree  swords 
presented  by  the  kai.ser  to  his  three 
eldest  sons  last  bore  an  in.st-ription  such 
as,  "Thy  strength  behmgs  to  the  father- 
land. To  my  dear  son  Wilhelm.  CLirisf- 
mas,  1S97.— Wilhelmus."  While  the  other 
side  bore  the  following  admonition: 
•Tiust  in  God  and  bear  thy.self  bravely, 
that  thy  fair  name  and  honor  may  he 
maintained;  for  he  who  trusts  to  God 
from  the  Ixi'^ttom  of  his  heart  will  never 
be  defeated  on  the  Held  of  battle." 
"Fearless  and  True"  was  inscribed  on 
another  weapon,  and  on  a  tSiird,  "Never 
draw  this  sword  without  a  reason,  and 
never  return  it  into  its  sheath  until 
honor  is  satisfloil,"  which  was  the 
kaiser's  rendering  of  a  motto  very  popu- 
lar once  upon  a  time  on  Toledo  blades, 
which  ran.

For  a  weaoon  presented  by  a 
man  of  peace  to  a  soldier  the  legend  once 
engiaved  on  a  Ferrara  blade.  '"My  value 
varies  with  the  hand  that  holds  me,  ' 
would  be  rather  appropriate;  but  an- 
other inscription,  "When  this  viper 
stings  there  is  no  cure  in  any  doctors' 
shops,"  would  be  hardly  suitable  for 
one  who  values  his  own  prowess  at  so 
modest  a  figure  as  the  sirdar. 

Some  little  time  ago  it  was  announced 
in  a  contemporary  that  the  "sword  of 
ceremony"  made  by  Professor  Her- 
komer,  which  is  to  be  used  at  V.'elsli 
eisteddfods  of  the  future,  was  "the 
largest  sword  on  record,"  and  doubtless 
if  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  modern  God- 
frey de  Rouillon — who,  it  will  be  re- 
called, with  a  two-handed  sword  cleaved 
a  Turk  into  halves  from  the  shoulder  to 
the  hips— its  6  feet  2  inches  of  length 
would  be  quite  long  enough  for  anyone 
who  had  a  business  engagement  wit'a 
it.  But  although  it  exceeds  by  two 
inches  the  :iO-rH)und  (avoirdupois) 
weapon  used  by  Henry  the  Pious,  duke 
of  Silesia,  and  is  probably  more  lengthy 
than  the  famous  two-hande<l  sw  ird  of 
Archibald  Hell-the-Cat  or  Exeter's  sword 
of  state,  it  is  still  ten  inches  shorter  than 
the  seven-foot  ceremonial  sword,  weigh- 
ing eighteen  pounds,  that  wa.^  made  for 
Edward  III,  and  is  now  preserved  in 
Westminster  abbey. 

On  the  occasion  of  George  Ill's  corona- 
tion the  sword  of  state,  says  Horace 
Walpide.  was  forgotten — traey  do  these 
things  better  nowadays — and  the  Lord 
Mayor's  sword  was  borrowed  for  the  oc- 
casion. Although  nothing  is  said  con- 
cerning its  identity,  undoubtedly  it 
would  be  the  celebrated  pearl  sword  that 
was  utilized.

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THE  INDIA  FAMINES. 
rs  of  India  depend  on  the 
s  from  June  to  October, 
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ed  last  year  and  the  crops 
ire  failure,  over  one-third 
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in  the  midst  of  a  famine 
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em  and  kitchens  for  free 
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go  to  relief  camps.  When  their  bodies 
become  emaciated  they  cannot  walk  to 
distant  places.  There  are  thousands  of 
emaciated  children  and  it  is  difficult  to 
find  sadder  sights  than  balies  turning 
into  little  bundles  of  bones,  dying  slow- 
ly because  their  mothers  can  provide 
them  no  food.  It  is  not  a  matter  for 
great  surprise  that  at  such  tim'es  the 
mothers  get  desperate  and.  unable  to 
bear  the  pain  of  .seeing  their  little  ones 
die  before  their  eyes,  abandon  them  to 
their  fate  or  sell  them  for  a  few  cents. 
In  some  parts  of  the  country  it  is 
not  expected  that  more  than  10  per  cent 
of  the  cattle  can  be  saved.  There  is  no 
gra.ss  and  no  water.  A  few  thou- 
sands of  cattle  have  been  saved  by 
sending  them  to  the  mountains  where 
s(mie  pasturage  can  be  had,  but  the 
farmers  starving  themselves  have  no 
inone.v  to  buy  hay  brought  from  a  dis- 
tance, and  those  who  have  herds  of 
cows  and  buflfalos  see  thein  dying  before 
their  eyes,  unable  to  mitigate  their  suf- 
ferings. 

A  WORSE  TIME  TO  COME. 
Fifteen  per  cent  of  the  whole  popula- 
tion in  the  famine  area  are  receiving 
aid.  It  is  expected  that  .soon  this  will 
be  increased  to  one-quarter  of  the 
population,  and  after  that  no  (me  knows 
what  horrors  await  this  unhappy  land. 
The  world  must  help  and  that  quickly. 
The  government  has  given  a  promise 
to  use  the  resources  of  the  empire  to 
the  utmost  to  save  the  people  from 
dying.  That  they  are  doing  their  best 
is  tlie  testimony  that  comes  from  the 
well  informed  in  India.  But  the  prob- 
lem is  getting  too  great  even  for  the 
government.  Aside  from  the  govern- 
ment, the  missionaries  in  India  and 
their  thousands  of  agents  are  the  next 
stron.gest  organization  that  can  help 
the  people,  provided  they  are  supplied 
with  the  needed  money  to  buy  grain. 
Their  organization  is  already  in  exist- 
ence, and  with  money  in  hand  can 
cheaply,  widely  and  honestly  bring  re- 
lief to  millions  of  people. 

For  this  present  famine  haste  is  an 
all-important  factor.  Hence  money  is 
just  now  more  needed  than  corn,  for 
grain  suited  to  the  people  can  be  bought 
in  India  by  the  ordinary  course  of 
trade.  Money  collected  as  quickly  as 
possible  and  cabled  to  India,  so  that 
the  very  next  day  the  missionary  and 
his  agents  can  be  planning  the  meth- 
ods of  wisest  distribution,  is  the  best 
w.ny  to  help.  Every  dav's  delay  now 
means  death  to  some  and  suffering  to 
thousands. 

HOW  MONEY  IS  I'SED. 
The  first  use  to  which  money  is  put 
is  to  feed  those  who  are  so  emaciated 
that  thev  have  lost  all  power  of  self 
help.  Hundreds  of  abandoned  children 
are  now  lieing  found.  They  need  to  be 
fed  carefully.  There  are  families  where 
if  some  of  the  children  can  be  cared 
for  the  parents  can  look  after  them- 
selves. For  tho.se  able  to  work  some 
work  can  be  provided,  such  as  digging 
a  well,  or  making  a  road,  the  aim  be- 
ing to  prevent  pauperization.  Cheap 
grain  shops  are  opened  for  those  who 
can  live  if  ch^ap  grain  is  to  be  had. 

An  important  help  is  seed.  When  the 
rains  come  in  June  the  drying  power 
of  the  sun  is  so  great  that  the  land 
must  be  plowed  and  the  seed  sown 
within  a  few  days,  or  the  seed  will  be 
wasted.  If  the  farmers  are  starving 
now.  where  v.ill  they  be  able  to  get 
seed  four  months  hence,  unless  they  re- 
ceive a  helping  hand  from  the  gener- 
ous in  Christian  lands? 

As  the  Ameiican  misionaries  are  The 
liest  agents  for  distributing  American 
money,  the  best  way  to  put  money  in- 
to their  hands  is  to  send  it  to  the  trea- 
surer of  some  foreign  mission  board 
h.^ving  missions  in  the  famine  area.

Funds  sent 
to  these  papers  are  cabled  to  India  and 
are  at  once  available  for  the  relief  of 
suffering.  ,      , 

A  dollar  will  feed  twenty  people  for 
a  dav,  and  will  save  a  child's  life  for  a 
month.  Five  dollars  will  keep  a  large 
farnilv  from  starving  for  more  than  a 
ninnth.  Ten  dollars  will  feed  more  than 
200  emaciated  persons,  and  $25  will 
clothe  seventy-five  women  whose  only 
garments  are  now  turning  into  useless 
rags,  and  $100  will  dig  a  well,  make  a 
road,  giving  employment  to  100  people 
for  a  month  or  more.

"Write  me  a  letter  about  it,"  .says 
Senator  Clark  of  Montana  to  every 
man,  woman  or  child  wh^  goes  to  him 
with  a  complaint,  a  request  or  a  tale  of 
political  importance.  He  listens  to  all 
whotiave  anything  to  say  to  him,  but  he 
knows  he  cannot  remember  it.  so  he  in- 
variably asks  his  caller  to  write  him  a 
letter  on  the  subject  of  their  cDnver.^a- 
tion,  says  the  Pittsburg  Dispatch.  The 
Montana  senator  has  a  most  peculiar 
faculty.  He  cannot  keen  spoken  words 
on  the  tablets  of  his  memory,  but  a 
written  or  printed  one  seems  to  malic 
an  indelible  impression  on  them.  No 
(.ne  realizes  that  fact  more  than  the 
young  men  \s1io  serve  him  as  secretaries. 
They  are  the  persons  who  api)reciale  the 
peculiaritv  of  that  memory  of  his.  This 
distinguished  .son  of  Fayette  county, 
Pennsylvania,  has  a  staff  of  secretaries 
the  size  of  which  is  in  keeping  with  the 
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reputed  size  of  his 
that  is  said  to  be 
country. 

In  a  good  many  ways  the  Montana 
.senator  reminds  one  of  the  late  Calvin 
B.  Brice.  He  is  one  of  those  sharp-nosed 
fellows  who  look  as  if  they  were  built 
for  no  other  purpo.se  than  for  prying 
into  the  future  and  discovering  where 
the  desirable  things  of  the  world  are 
hidden.  But  there  the  resemblance  ends. 
Brice  used  to  hate  the  details  of  busi- 
ness and  politics.  He  depended  on  his 
secretary  to  attend  to  everything  in 
which  It  was  not  absolutely  necessary 
for  him  to  take  a  personal  part.  Clark 
wants  to  know  them  all. 

"Don't  bother  me  with  that,"  was 
Brice's  favorite  way  of  disposing  of  any- 
thing his  secretary,  George  Gilliland, 
used  to  bring  to  him  for  final  action. 
"Gil"  is  also  Clark's  secretary.  Now  f.ie 
writes  letters  about  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  pensions,  postofllices  and  the  mil- 
lion other  little  matters  that  come  be- 
fore a  senator.  Brice  used  to  jokingly 
say  that  he  hired  men  to  lay  awake 
nights  to  plan  to  keep  him  from  falling 
into  political  errors.  He  did  not  want 
to  be  bothered  about  such  details.

1  today  trit  d  to  photograph  three 
pieces  of  metal  without  a  camera  by 
means  of  atm  ispheric  electricity  drawn 
to  an  ircn  groinding  rod  driven  imo  thi-^ 
ground,  says  '^V.  A.  Eddy  in  the  Phila- 
delphia Inquir?.--. 

The  electric  sparks  and  brush  lights 
which  I  used  emanated  from  a  kite  sus- 
tained steel  \^  i'  e.  A  four  by  five-Inch 
photographic  ?lass  plate  '>vas  wrapped 
in  three  thicknesses  of  black  paper  and 
three  thicknes.-^es  of  red  paper  to  exclude 
the  daylight.  Two  small  pieces  of  metal 
I'f  I'anciful  sh.ipes  were  fastened  to  the 
outside  of  the  package. 

The  six-fnot  kite,  flown  with  steel 
wiie.  was  sent  to  a  height  of  abiut  150T 
f^.et.  resulting  in  one-inch  sparks  at  the 
e.^rth  and  p<  werful  brush  lights  to 
which  the  pla  e  was  subjected  for  more 
il"''in  fcur  houis. 

1  ixdieve  that  the  electric  brush  lights 
will  make  shf  dowgraphs  or  silhouette.-- 
o!"  the  metal  p  eces  cut  in  the  shape  of  t 
balloon,  a  kite  and  a  huinan  head  in  pro- 
file. The  plat?  will  be  developed  at 
once. 

I  discovered  that  light  rain,  with  n^ 
thunderstorm  near  by.  lessens  the  leng'h 
of  the  electrir  spark  drawn  from  the 
kite  wire,  but  that  very  small  electric 
sparks  can  l~e  drawn  with  the  kilo 
within  about  fortv  feet  of  the  earth. 
During  a  fog  at  9  a.  m.  the  electric  ac- 
tion was  ver.'"  strong,  one-inch  spark.': 
being  drawn  wh(n  the  kite  was  only 
ab.-iiu  200  feet  high,  as  mea.sured  by  the 
wire  played  out  upwards.

HAMDLIMB  FERRETS, 

A  Professor  of  Rat  Catching  Tells 
About  His  Pets. 

"Wea.sels  and  lerrei^.  said  a  iirofes- 
sional,  relates  ihe  Indianaj>olls  News. 
"are  about  the  same  thing.  The  Import  id 
ferrets,  trained  to  the  business,  are  larger 
than  the  weasels,  that  Is  all.  After  I  am 
through  with  rat  catching  I  use  my  fer- 
rets to  hunt  rabbits  out  of  brush  piles, 
hav  and  strawstacks.  which  Is  a  profitable 
bu.siness   when  rabbits  are  plenty. 

'When  a  man  onte  starts  in  as  a  pr..- 
fessional  rat  catcher  and  gels  to  under- 
stand training  and  working  ferrets,  then 
is  such  an  attraction  In  the  trade  that  he 
never  willingly  gives  it  up.  Its  a  profi.- 
able  business,  without  too  much  competi- 
tion." 
"Do  ferrets  ever  bite  you?' 
"It's  a  verv  careless  antl  awkward  man 
that  gets  bitten  by  a  trained  ferret.  When 
one  is  bitten  by  an  enraged  ferret  the  biu 
is  of  .a  very  severe  character,  painful  and 
slow  to  heal." 

As  the  rat  catcher  talked  a  C-months-old 
ferret,  his  fiery  little  eyes  gleaming  like 
living  gems,  was  crawling  over  his  lap 
and  trving  to  get  in  under  his  coal.  "This 
fallow."  said  the  rat  catcher,  "is  as  gentle 
as  a  kitten,  and  likes  to  have  his  back 
rubbed  and  caressed  as  well  as  any  cat 
you  ever  saw.  When  the  ferret  bites  a 
rats  neck  he  knows  exactly  what  he  is 
doing,  and  his  front  teeth,  cutting  like  ra- 
z.^rs.  go  j-ight  through  his  jugular. 

"Of  course,  we  generally  muzzle  them 
when  we  send  them  in  after  rats,  and  we 
alwavs  muzzle  them  when  we  send  them  In 
after  rabbits.  If  their  teeth  were  a:  lib- 
erty the\  would  kill  the  first  rat  or  rabbil 
they  met.  and  would  remain  In  the  hole 
«ucking  its  blood.  When  we  put  a  ferret 
into  a  house  after  rats  we  stop  up  all 
holes  at  the  outside  of  the  house  except 
one  or  two.  Over  these  we  place  bags,  and 
the  ferrets,  driving  the  game  before  them, 
run  the  rats  into  the  bags.  We  keep  the 
ferret  without  his  ordinary  m*»als  before 
using  him.  and  ihis  makes  him  keener  m 
his  chase. 

"It's  mightv  easy  to  spoil  a  ferret. 
After  a  voung  ferret  has  been  iiadly  bitten 
bv  a  rat.  as  sometimes  happens,  you 
can't  get  him  into  a  hole  muzzled.  Bui 
when  a  ferret  is  full-grown  and  has  the 
skill  and  courage  that  he  should  have,  he 
is  a  holv  terror  to  rat.s.  and  is  a  valu- 
able animal.  1  would  not  sell  a  well- 
trained  ferret  for  $.".").  Such  a  ferret  I 
should  be  willing  to  put  In  a  pit  with  fifty 
rats,  and  he  could  in  a  short  time  kill 
every  one  of  them.  Rats  are  great  fighters 
when  thev  are  cornered,  but  no  other 
animal  of"  the  same  size  has  as  much 
courage  as  a  ferret  or  weasel.  In  England 
the  largest  ferrets  are  called  polecat  fer- 
rets, and  are  a  cross  of  Ihe  two  animals, 
which  are  much  alike.  In  this  country  the 
word  polecat  is  applied  to  the  skunk,  an 
ontirelv  different  animal.  The  word  pole- 
cat is  "supposed  to  be  an  abbreviation  of 
Polish  cat.  and  the  animal  abounds  all 
over  Europe.  The  mink  Is  much  like  the 
weasel,  except  that  it  is  larger,  and  many 
depredations  that  are  attributed  to  the 
weasel  are  committed  by  the  mink.  All 
these  animals  jirowl  by  night,  aad  they 
frequentlv  go  many  miles  In  search  of 
food,  even  coming  Into  towns  and  the 
.suburbs   of  cities."  _ 

An  American  writer  says:  "The  common 
weasel  has  sometimes  been  caught  and 
carrie<l  off  bv  large  hawks  and  owls.  Sor- 
rv  Is  the  experience  of  the  captor  m  such 
c'ases.  He  has  caught  a  tartar.  The  cap- 
tive will  bite  Into  the  sides  of  the  eriemy. 
so  that  both  win  fall  to  the  ground,  the 
bird  mortallv  wounde<l  and  the  weasel 
comparatively  unhurt  The  weasel's  coiir- 
I  age  In  defending  Itself  when  attacked  b> 
birds  of  prev  is  universally  admitted;  nor 
11  is  deficient  in  fierce  opposition  to  dogs, 
and  even  men.  when  its  nest  is  invaded 
bv  elthir  It  usually  kills  for  food,  biting 
through  the  head  Into  the  brain  with  such 
expertness  that  its  victim  can  scarcely 
utter  a  cry  of  pain.   It  usually

.)bservation  will  admit  the  evil  ami 
danger  of  the  u.se  of  alcohol  and  nar- 
cotics; and  whatever  may  be  his  own 
attribute  and  custom  relative  to  their 
use,  he  desires  that  his  boy  moy  be  in- 
formed of  theii  effect  upon  the  brain  and

How  many  times  have  we  not  heard 
some  one  say:  "It  seems  impossible 
to  get  good  paj-ing  employment  nowa- 
days while  there  are  so  many  married 
woinen  and  widows  l)eing  employed  at  a 
much  lower  wage  than  one  can  afto;-d 
to  work  for." 

It  seems  almost  uncharitable  to  cri- 
ticize any  woman  or  girl  who  has  to 
work  for  doing  any  kind  of  work  she 
can  find  to  do.  Circumstances  are  the 
backbone  of  necessity  and  many  a 
married  woman  feels  the  humility  of 
having  to  work  when  she  has  a  husband 
who  ought  to  be  the  bread-winner.  Yet 
•Ahen  want  or  starvation  stares  them 
and  their  little  ones  in  the  face,  they 
feel  some  one  must  make  the  first  ef- 
fort, and  a  w'oman's  efforts  are  always 
.stronger  than  a  man's. 

When  a  man  is  in  trouble,  how  (luiek 
he  will  turn  to  a  woman  and  confide  in 
her.  He  knows  her  strenuous  efforts 
will  point  out  an  avenue  of  escape.  Few- 
women  say:  "1  can't  find  anything  to 
do." 

When  one  sees  a  hard  working,  hon- 
est woman,  how  much  she  is  admired 
and  assisted  by  everyone.  No  matter 
in  what  capacity,  her  reward  is,  she 
i.s  a  worthy  woman  and  needs  our 
support.  To  me  it  would  seem  a  matter 
of  .sober  fact,  the  woman  wage  earner 
of  today  is  an  indispensable  part  of  the 
social  structure.  While  there  may  be 
instances  in  which  she  is  employed  for 
the  sake  of  economy  and  at  a  lower 
w  age  than  would  be  offered  a  man,  in 
the  great  majority  of  cases  she  is  pre- 
ferred for  her  deftness  and  willingness 
and  her  general  adaptability. 

Along  special  lines  the  woman  worker 
has  evinced  marked  individual  talent, 
and  in  some  notable  instances  positive 
genius.  She  has  demonstrated,  in  short, 
that  ability  is  not  a  question  of  sex  and 
that  wjienever  a  woman  occupies  a 
given  position  in  the  commercial  or 
professional  world,  it  is  because  »he  is 
eminently  fitted  for  it  as  well  as  a  man. 
There  is  not  much  room  in  a  girl's 
heart  for  the  exuberance  of  animal 
spirits  when  she  finds  herself  com- 
pelled to  toil  at  the  very  outset  of  her 
career  for  twelve  or  fourteen  hours  at 
a  stretch,  each  day.  with  not  much 
more  to  gain  but  experience.  No  man 
need  borrow  any  anxiety  about  not  get- 
ting work  enough  to  do.  There  is  al- 
ways something  for  every  one  who  ex- 
lends  a  willing  hand.  The  working 
girls  are  a  small  unit  in  the  way.  com- 
pared to  the  industry  and  progressnm 
of  this  united  kingdom.  What  the 
outcome  of  it  all  will  be  who  can  pre- 
dict with  certainty?  Though  the  wave 
of  prosperity  flows  over  our  land  never 
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.^o  generously,  we  cannot  all  become 
millionaires.  Some  there  must  be 
whom  stern  necessity  compels  to  toil 
on  unceasingly,  some  whose  building 
aspirations  art  doomed  never  to  come 
to  fruition.  Let  us  hope  with  courage 
that  the  day  will  never  dawn  in  which 
honest  labor  shall  ever  be  despised  or 
criticized. 


Little  Wild 

Neighbors. 


James  Buckhani  in  New  York  Ob- 
server: Let  a  human  being  go  into 
the  vvood.s,  as  Henry  D.  Thoreau  did  at 
Walden  Pond,  and  camp  down  among 
the  birds  and  animals,  with  a  heart  as 
innocent  of  harm,  as  simple  and  loving 
as  their  own,  and  eiuickly  the  little 
creatures  of  the  forest  will  ad%i)t  him 
into  their  common  family.  It  seems 
unnex^es.sary  even  that  he  should  at- 
tract their  attention  or  provoke  their 
gratitude  by  making  liiem  offerings  e»f 
food.  If  his  heart  is  full  of  friendli- 
nes.s  and  companionship,  they  find  it 
f)ut  very  soon,  and  come  to  live  beside 
him  for  pure  sympathy's  sake.  if  he 
chooses  to  feed  them,  they  will  accept 
the  gift  gratefully,  as  would  any  friend, 
but  their  affection  is  not  purchased. 
They  give  it  freely,  and  would  con- 
tinue to  give,  if  their  new  friend  and 
companion  had  never  a  crumb  to  fiing 
t'nem. 

My  observation  teaches  me  that  birds, 
especially,  are  perpetually  hungering 
for  and  seeking  the  love  and  compan- 
ionship of  man.  Even  in  spile  of  the 
general  destructivene.'?s  of  mankind. 
how  the  little  tribes  of  the  air  llock  to 
settled  parts  of  the  lounlry  and  hover 
about  human  dwellings,  deserting  the 
safe  depths  of  swamps  and  remote  for- 
ests, to  nest  in  the  oichard,  the  grove, 
and  the  "deei»  tangled  wildw<R-»d"  that 
borders  the  edge  of  the  farm.  And  all 
this  out  of  pure  longing  for  human 
companionship.  I  cannot  help  thinking, 
sometimes,  when  I  heai-  a  full-throated 
bird  singing  as  if  his  heart  would  burst, 
in  the  grove  back  of  my  house,  that  he 
is  really  thanking  me  and  mine  for  the 
cheaply-accorded  privilege  of  living 
near  us  and  being  ihrilletl  by  the  sweet 
sense  of  human  companionship.  He  is 
.so  thankful  we  do  not  kill  him  and  put 
him  in  a  pie,  and  mount  his  skin  upon 
our  hats,  that  he  pours  out  freely  f(n- 
us,  all  day  long,  a  song  that  is  sweeter 
and  more  soulful  than  rtiany  we  have 
])urchased  the  privilege  of  listening  to. 

Last  fall  there  was  a  sparrow  that 
came  two  or  three  timers  a  day  and 
perched  on  the  si!l  of  the  open  pantry 
to  be  chirped  to  by  my  wife, 
not  physically  hungry,  for  he 
touched  the  crumbs  we  threw 
was  his  little  heart  that  was 
I  think.  He  would  always 
such  times  as  my  wife  was  ac- 
customed to  be  in  the  pantry,  and, 
lighting  on  the  sill,  would  give  a  little 
shrill,   interrogatory  chirp,  as  much  a:? 

to  say:  ^    , 

"Good  morning.  How  are  you  today  . 
Then  mv  wife  would  chirp  back  to  him. 
and  he  would  fitter  his  little  wings  with 
delight,  hopping  back  and  forth  an<l 
answering  her  talk  with  language  as 
full  of  gratitude  and  affection  as  any  1 
ever  h«ard.  It  was  a  convei-salion 
well  worth  listening  to.  and  often  the 
whole  household  has  stood,  a  pleased 
and  smiling  audience,  just  outside  the 
pantry  door. 

It  is  said  that  a  ditg  is  a  better  in- 
tuitive judge  of  character  than  any  hu- 
man being!  but  1  am  sure  that  the  line 
wild  creatures  of  the  woods  and  fields 
are  equally  good  intuitive  judges  of  dis- 
position. There  are  some  persons  whe 
constantly  attract  birds  and  animal.^- 
to  themselves  by  what  we  might,  liter- 
allv,  call  the  magnetism  of  love. 

A  friend  of  mine,  while  tramping 
along  a  mountain  road,  last  summer. 
sat  down  to  rest  on  a  log  by  the  way- 
side. Presently,  a  bright-eyed  red 
squirrel  came  'hitching"  down  the 
trunk  of  a  spruce  nearby,  stopping  to 
bark  questioningly  every  few  feet.  My 
friend  simplv  sat  still  and  watched  the 
little  fellow.  Growing  Itolder,  or  rather, 
as  I  explain  it,  more  assured  of  the 
disposition  of  the  man  on  the  log.  the 
squirrel  presently  made  a  dash  ff<>m 
the  tree,  sUurried  up  on  my  friend  s 
shoulder,  bounded  lo  the  e>arth  again 
and  ran  off,  "laughing."  my  friend 
savs.  "as  distinctly  and  merril.v  as 
ever  I  heard  any  human  bcmg  laugh. 
In  two  or  three  minutes  he  was  back 
again,   frisking  about   my  friends  feet, 
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window. 
He   was

)iim — it 
hungry, 
come  at 


and  ended  up  by  perching  on  the  toe  of 
his  boot  and  tdiattering  amiably  at 
him. 

Here  was  an  instance  of  unerring 
perception  of  disposition  on  the  jiart  of 
one  of  the  shyest  <d"  wtxjd-cre'aiures  and 
an  evidence  of  the  naturally  friendl.v 
and  loving  characters  of  the  little  wild 
folk  about  us.  My  friend  is  one  of  the 
gentlest  and  sweetest  of  men,  and  that 
squirrel  divined  the  love  in  his  heart 
and  knew  it  would  be  both  safe  and 
swe^et  to  make  his  pretty  appeal  to  it. 

It  is  not  ditticult  to  disarm  the  sus- 
picion and  distrust  of  an.v  wild  crea- 
ture, if  one  lie  sincere  and  genuine  in 
his  friendly  advances.  A  bird  or  animal 
quickly  grows  accustcjmed  to  the  hu- 
man }>resence,  ;ind.  as  soon  as  it  sees 
that  no  harm  is  intended,  learns  to  wel- 
come il.  Even  a  pair  of  nestling  birds, 
at  a  time  when  distrust  and  fear  are, 
naturally,  ui)permost  in  their  hearts, 
will  come  to  greet  a  really  sympathetic 
visitor  with  chirps  of  joy  instead  of 
cries  of  fear.  I  remember  a  pair  of 
thrushes  whose  hearts  were  well-nig'.', 
broken  with  distre.ss  when  1  first  dis- 
covered their  nest  in  the  woods:  but 
afterwards,  the  oflener  I  came  and  sat 
upon  a  knoll  nearby  the  gladder  they 
seemed  to  be,  and  I  really  think  they 
felt  a  comforting  sense  of  .security  when 
they  flew  away  for  a  time  an<l  left  their 
babes  to  my  protection. 

If  we  are  right  minded  toward  them, 
the  out-door  world  is  full  of  little  crea- 
tures who  will  share  with  us  the  purest 
and  sincerest  and  most  delightful 
friendships.  There  is  no  treachery,  no 
selfishness,  no  ulterior  motive  in  theii* 
love.  !t  is  more  like  the  affectionate 
and  utter  devotion  of  a  child  than  the 
deliber.-'.ting,  resserved  and  cautious 
friendship  of  an  older  person.  Thoreau 
found  it  an  all-suflicient  rei-ompense 
for  the  absence  of  human  society.  But 
better  still,  if.  without  renouncing  th«' 
attachments  and  copanionships  of  our 
kind,  we  can  add  to  them  some  charm- 
ing friendships  with  the  little  wild- 
folk  of  wood  and  fielil. 


THE  IRON  ORE  TRADE. 


Sliipmsnts  From  Doclis  to  Furnacss 
Heavier  Tlian  Usual. 

Cleveland.  Feb.  24.— The  Iron  Trade 
Review  says:  The  ore  trade  has  not  yet 
come  inli  a  season  of  renewed  buying, 
but  the  next  considerable  movement  in 
pig  iron  is  expected  to  bring  it.  Shlj'- 
ments  from  docks  D  furnaces  are 
heavy,  perhaps  heavier  than  usual  at 
this  season.  At  the  .«ame  lime  produc- 
tion is  going  on  at  an  exceptional  rat'* 
at  the  underground  jiroperties  on  Lake 
Superior,  and  every  effort  will  be  made, 
in  view  of  the  high  freights,  to  get  an 
early  start  in  shipping.  In  .spite  of  the 
enormous  tonnage  taken  by  ore  ship- 
pers, there  is  said  to  be  some  further  in- 
quiry for  boats,  particularly  for  the 
head"  of  Lake  Superior.  The  lapse  of 
three  months  has  not  changed  the  rate— 
i  $1.2.5  being  the  basis  of  current  negotia- 
tions on  head-of-the-lake  business.  It 
is  a  question,  with  the  tieavy  vessel  en- 
gagements for  ore,  how  any  consider- 
able grain  movement  will  be  taken  care 
of.  It  is  not  improbable  that  some  of 
the  ore  tonnage  taken,  that  has  .seemed 
to  be  in  excess  of  the  actual  require- 
ments of  the  chartering  interest,  will  be 
diverted  to  grain  when  the  rate  for  the 
latter  is  established  at  a  relatively  pro- 
fitable figure. 
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
